Japanese say many records were burned. However, complete report, with 
chart of task force, now being written and to be sent by air. Preliminary in- 
formation received from the Japanese Navy is as follows ; On 5 November 1941, 
plan for attack on Pearl Harbor was adopted, and on 1 December 1941 Cabinet 
Council decided on commencement of hostilities. Order that hostile action 
should open on 8 December was issued by Imperial General Headquarters on 
2 December. Navy section of Imperial General Headquarters and Combined 
Fleet Headquarters were involved in discussions and decisions to make attack. 

Commander in Chief Combined Fleet on 25 November ordered task force to 
leave Hltokappu Bay next morning and proceed to 42® North — 170® East by 
afternoon 3 December for complete refueling. Attack force was organised as 
follows; Ist Air Squadron (Kaga and Alagi [Akagi]), 2nd Air Squadron 
(Hiryu and Soryu), 5th Air Squadron (Zuikaku and Shokaku), 3rd Squadron 
(Hiei and Kongo), 8th Squadron (Tone and Chikuma), 4 destroyer divisions 
making one squadron, 8 transports and 2 submarines. 

Japanese lost 27 aircraft; estimate damage to U. S. Navy at 2 battleships 
(Oklahoma and West Virginia) sunk, 4 battleships and 4 heavy cruisers dam- 
aged, one transport and one destroyer sunk, and 360 planes burned or shot 
down. 

Intelligence from Hawaii was obtained through (a) American broadcasts from 
Hawaii, (b) reports from Naval Attache in Washington, (c) reconnaissance 
submarines in Hawaiian waters Just before outbreak of war and, (d) things 
heard from ships which called at Hawaii mid-November.

a. The obstacles which were considered and how they were overcome. 

(1) The impossibility of refueling at sea due to rough weather was 
considered. To overcome this difficulty, the ships with a limited cruis- 
ing range were deck-loaded with dnims of heavy oil, and heavy oil was 
stowed in open spaces inside the shijp. In the eventuality that there were 
DO opportunity to refuel at sea, all the ships except the destroyers had a 
cruising radius extending to approximately E Long 160®. In the event 
the destroyers were unable to refuel there was a plan to have them 
separate and return. In actual fact, however, the sea was compara- 
Uveiy calm and the scheduled refueling w^as iwsslble. 

(2) It was decided that a torpedo attack against anchored ship s was 
the most effective method of putting the main strength of the UNITED 
STATES PACIFIC Fleet in the HAWAII area out of action for a con- 
slderaWy long period of time. Hence, the following two obstacles were 
cousldered : 

(a) The fact that PEARL HARBOR Is narrow and shallow.

9 Air forces: The basic unit was organized by attaching the flight per- 
sonnel of Car Dlv 4 (RYUJO and RYUHO) to Car Div 1 (AKAGI, 
KAGA) and Car Div 2 (SORYU and HIRYU), which were at that time 
the roost highly trained unit.s in the Combined Fleet. Car Dlv 5, because 
it had Just been organized, was supplemented by highly trained flight 
personnel from every unit in JAPAN, and, by further concentrated train- 
ing, It was planned to bring them to peak efficiency. 

^rface forces: As for a possible, vessels with a long cruising range 
were selected. Persons of ability were selected for commanding officers. 
a What were the reasons for the actual course selected? 

Three courses were considered for the HAWAII Operation. The 
northern course which was actually used, a central course w'hlch headed 
eut following along tbe HAWAII Archipelago, and a southern route 
paising through tbe MARSHALL Islands and approaching from the 
south. On the northern route, although It was far from the enemy 
patrol screen of land-based airplanes and there was little chance of 
meeting commercial vessels, the influences of weather and topography 
were strong. Refueling at sea and navigation were difficult. On the 
^ 10 central and southern routes the advantages and disadvantages are geo- 
ertHy just the opposite to those of the ahove^mentloned route. Although

Therefore, the 
northern route was selected.

The submarines continued operations in the vicinity of HAWAII from 
8 December, the day of the attack, until early January of the following 
year During this time, most of the submarines proceeded to the west 
coast of the UNITED STATES to destroy shipping, and part of the 
submarines returned to JAPAN. Only a small number remained in the 
Hawaiian area for the maximum length of time.

[ I ] The Eve of “Peasl Harbor’* 

Art early chapter in the History of War Crimes. 

December 8, 1941. This Is the fatal date when the American People as one 
resolved themselves to “Remember Pearl Harbor!” But long before this date 
Japan’s submarine offensive on Pearl Harbor were going on and several eery 
periscopes were feeling out movements of American fleets from the rough sea. 
The former War Corresiwndent Hanakata has only now made public his notes 
taken at that time from direct narrations of the late Captain (then Lt Com- 
mander) Katsuji Watanabe of “I No. 69” and the late Rear Admiral (then 
Captain) Shinki Nakaoka of the 11th Detachment of the 3rd Submarine Fleet. 

“The Japanese submarine detachment belonged to the Sixth Fleet, whose 
flagship was the light cruiser Katori. In early November orders for war prepa- 
ration were given to this detachment, and on 31 November over ten submarines of 
the First and 3rd Detachnlents. Including “I” Nos. 69, 74, 75 and others left 
Yokosuka Naval Base, with knowledge of the growing war fever in Washington 
and Tokyo. 

“The submarine fleet followed a course due east in line ahead, stretching over 
20 miles. They navigated at sui-face speeds of from 12 or 13 to 20 knots. But 
when they got near the Hawaiian waters they extended and followed their re- 
spective courses. The duties of the submarine fleet were known as (a) to feel 
the movements of American fleets around Pearl Harbor; (b) to disptach “spe- 
cial submarines” from their decks and to observe their war results ; (c) to attack 
escaping American war vessels, if any; (d) to rescue operators of “special sub- 
marines”, down fliers and others wherever possible. 

“In Hawaiian waters the submarines floated on the sea in the night, and in 
the day time they submerged to periscope depth. The schedule of Pearl Harbor 
attack at 0300 on December 8th was transmitted to the submarine fleet two or 
three days beforehand. On 7th “I No. 74” sighted the carrier Lexington but no 
trouble ensued. 

“The surprise attack on Pearl Harbor was carried on as had been scheduled. 
Before this, five large sized “I” type submarines belonging to the First Sub- 
marine Detachment had launched “special submarines” from their decks. That 
was the departure of the now well known Commander Iwasa and other members 
of “si^lal attack parties”. 

“The submarines followed the upheaval in the harbor only through occasional 
land explosions coming through the deep water, and they confirmed the Harbor 
Battle at night when they emerged from the bottom of the sea. At 1631 (2101 
Hawaiian time) Rear Commander Watanabe of “I No. 69” detected from the 
periscope a huge fiery column which marked the end of the USS Arizona. 

[2] “Lt. Commander Watanabe’s radio intercepted disi)atches in relation to 
this were by the enemy and his “I No. 69” was pursu^ by enemy destroyers which 
dropped depth charges madly. Under this circumstance “I No. 69” dived 60 to 70 
meters beneath the surface, though her ordinary diving capacity had been set at 
30 meters. The submarine sustained damage here and there and finally was 
caught by submarine wires. She struggled hard and just managed to get away 
from the wires. Altogether this old submarine remained submerged about 89 
hours. All hopes of rescuing fellow-fighters who had been shot down had been 
abandoned.” 

The notes from direct narration by Captain Watanabe and Rear Admiral 
Nakaoka end here. But Mr. Hanakata observes that most of the officers and crews 
of Japanese submarines, Including those participating in the siege of Pearl 
Harbor, perished at the bottom of the Pacific Ocean, the prey of American radio 
locators. For example, the said Captain Watanabe perished with his submarine 
in 1M3 around the Gilbert Islands. Rear Admiral Nakaoka was promoted to be 
captain of the crack cruiser Atago but he also was killed In action by enemy 
bombs on the bridge of that vessel.

Beginning at 0700 hours on X-1 Day, the force will proceed due south at high 
speed (approximately 24 knots), arriving at the iKdnt from which the airplanes’ 
will be launched (200 nautical miles north of the enemy anchorage) at 0100 
hours on X-Day. Air attacks will then be made against the enemy fleet and 
important air bases on OAHU. 

Upon completion of the air attacks, the airplanes will be taken aboard and the 
force will withdraw. It will proceed west, staying at least 800 nautical miles 
north of MIDWAY, to the regrouping point (Lat 30® N, I^ng 105® and from there 
the western part of the INLAND SEA. It will arrive there about X-15 Day and 
begin preparations for the Second Phase Operations. 

If the air attacks have been a complete success and there 4a little chance of an 
enemy counterattack, or if the problems of supply necessitate it, a return course 
which passes near MIDW’AY may be taken. In this event, CJar Dlv 5 and the two 
ships of Bat Div 3 will be dispatched from the Task Forse on the night of X-Day 
to early in the morning of X-1 Day, and will make an air attack against 
MIDWAY. 

If by some chance a powerful enemy force has cut off the return route, the Task 
Force will proceed south through the HAWAIIAN ISLANDS to the MARSHALLS. 

If it is anticipated that this fuel supply is Insufficient for proceeding to the 
return route rendezvous point, the Screening Unit will be detached and sent 
back. 

42. Patrol Unit: 

The Patrol Unit will accompany the main unit. 

If the Screening Unit is detached, the Patrol Unit will be the advance screen 
for the main unit, and it will be responsible for screening the airplanes, during 
landings and takeoffs. 

After the air attacks the Patrol Unit will screen on the side nearest the enemy; 
if the enemy attacks, the unit will engage and pursue him utilizing all available 
strength. 

S. MIDWAY Neutralization Unit: 

The unit will leave TOKYO Bay about X-6 Day, and after refueling, will 
proceed to MIDWAY taking every precaution to concealTts movements. It will 
arrive at MIDWAY on the night of X-Day, attack the air base, and withdraw. 
After refueling, it will return to the western part of the INLAND SEA. 

[8] The SHIRIYA will accompany the unit and act as the supply ship. 

The Supply Force will accompany the main unit to the point there the enemy 
will be contacted. After refueling the ships there, it will proceed immediately 
to the regrouping point and wait for the rendezvous to be made arriving there 
by 0800 hours on X-6 Day. While proceeding to the regrouping point the unit 
will stay at least 860 nautical miles north of MIDWAY. 

D. In the event that the operation Is concelled while the Task Force Is under 
way, the force will return immediately to HITOKAPPU-WAN, HOKKAIDO or 
MUTSU-KAIWAN.

The two reconnaissance seaplanes of Cru Dlv 8 (DAIHACHI SENTAI 
will be launched at 0030 hours on X-day. Without being detected they will 
reconnoiter the PEARL HARBOR and CAHAINA anchorages, and report 
whether or not the enemy fleet (particularly carriers and battleships) is at 
these anchorages. 

3. Scouting and search. 

The reconnaissance seaplanes of Cru Dlv 8 (DAIHACHI SENTAI) will 
be launched about 0300. They will search over as wide an area as possible, 
between the Task Force and the enemy and along the channels on the east 
and west sides of OAHU. They will report the presence of enemy surface 
force moving out to attack and its movements, the presence of counter-at- 
tacking enemy airplanes and their movements, etc. 

4. Following the attack, if conditions permit, one element of the fighter planes 
(will be designated by the commanding officer of the fighter units) will conduct 
a hlghiq[)eed, low altitude reconnaissance of the damage done to ships and air- 
planes. 

F. Air Patrol : 

From 1 hour before sunrise until minutes after sunset on the day of attack, 
Air Patrol Readiness Disposition 1, Plan B will be used.

Answers with reference to a letter to Rear Admiral Nakamura from Colonel 
Munson dated 10 November 1945 

1. In the report sent by the HONOLULU consul-general to the Foreign Min- 
istry, anything concerning the Navy was reported to the Intelligence Section of 
the Naval General Staff by that Ministry. These reports, it Is recollected, were 
gradually Increased in number os the relations between AMERICA and JAPAN 
became more tense. 

The above reports by* the consul-general were chiefly items concerning the 
general political and economic situation in HAWAII and the UNITED STATES 
as seen from HAWAII, items concerning the Japane.se living in the HAWAIIAN 
ISLANDS, and partly items concerning military matters. Thus, although there 
were things going on in HAWAII, as was reported at that time such as concen* 
tratlon of American fleet units in the PEARL HARBOR area and the consider- 
able hastening of expansion of military installations in the HAWAIIAN area, 
to which great attention was attracted as compared with reports by diplomatic 
establishments located in other areas, it is recalled that there was nothing which 
required special surveillance as far as the data for an attack on the UNITED 
STATES fleet in HAWAII w’ere concerned. 

(Since the staff officer connected with the documents reporting the above facte 
has died and the various records have been burned, the foregoing is the con- 
jecture of commander TACHIBANA, Tomo who worked in the same department 
at that time.) 

The Intelligence Section of the Naval General Staff was having a most [f ) 
difficult time Judging the habits, strength, and security situations of the Aineri* 
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ma fleet in tbe HAWAIIAN area. Owing to this, the Intelligence Section of 
the Nani General Staff had been for years compiling material by carefully col- 
leeting, making into statistics, and analyzing bits of information obtained from 
Nirtl olBcera at WASHINGTON, newspapers and magazines published in 
AMERICA, American radio broadcasts, signal intelligence, passengers and crews 
ot ihipfl stopping over at HONOLULU, oHier foreign diplomatic establishment^ 
amiaercial firms, and the like. 

The foregoing statistical method of estimation had been in use for a consider- 
able length of time. Publications with information on important moorings within 
PEARL HARBOR bad already been compiled. 

Parthermore, If we were to go into the facts mentioned above more minutely, 

^ and if two or three examples which made a relatively strong impression were 
j pren, they would appear as follows : 

I A American radio broadcasts 5 December 1941 (or 6 December 1941) (Amer- 
i kaotlae). 

The [INITED STATES broadcast of the number of battleships, cruisers, de- 
itrojers, and others entering (or anchored) in PEARL HARBOR was overheard. 
R Signal intelligence. 

According to the signals of the American ships, the number of ships and 
' floall craft of the UNITED STATES fleet anchored in PEARL HARBOR or out 
oo training was deduced. Again by combining the flying time (Judged according 
toiignal situations) of airplanes shuttling betiveen buses and aircraft carriers 
Mt on training missions, and the location of UNITED STATES fleet units as 
MW by passengers and crews of ships stopping over at HONOLULU, the train- 
lag areas of the UNITED STATES fleet were determined. The zone, time, etc., 
ofairplane patrols at HAWAII were deduced in the same way. 

C. Newspapers and magazines published In the UNITED STATES 

Material was obtained for deduction of AMERICA’S war preparation, prog- 
m and expansion of military installations, location and cambllities of war- 
ihlps and airplanes, army strength at HAWAII, PANAMA, PHILIPPINES and 
other places, etc. 

D. Observation submarines 

With 10 ohsenration submarine operating at a lessening distance outside the 
IiUnds, the sphere of observation of the HAWAIIAN ISLANDS was gradually 
nade smaller (It reached outside of PEARL HARBOR on 6 December — American 
thne). Thns, the ships out at sea, ships at LAHAINA, the airplane patrols, etc., 
ww ascertained. 

The above submarine, while out at sea, did not discover an American fleet 
It set or at LAHAINA, but met aircraft carriers and patrol planes. 

R The gist of . . and other general intelligence’* contained in the last 
ItWM of the answer with reference to question No. 14, dated 17 October, was 
the reports for foreign diplomatic establishments, commercial firms in [J] 
Mgo countries, etc., to the Foreign Ministry, the main store of the commer- 
Hilllnn, etc., chiefly on the general political and economic situation (some mil- 
itirg matters included) of the country where the establishment or firm was lo- 
oted. These reports were not important enough from the standpoint of intelll- 
fwee to have a special write-up, and w^ere considered on their own merits.

Summary : 


The idea of the surprise attack originated with Admiral Yamamoto during a 
conversation with Admiral Omishi of the 11th Carrier Division about February^l, 
1941. Captain Genda was present at this meeting and remembers Yamamoto 
saying, “If we have war with the United States we will have no hope of winning 
unless the U. 8. Fleet in Hawaiian waters can be destroyed.” After some further 
discussion Yamamoto directed Onishi to draw up a plan for a surprise attack. 
Captain Genda was later called in by Onishi to draw up broad outlines for such 
a plan and determine its feasibility and possibility of success. 

About September Ist map games were begun at the War College in Tokyo, to 
test the plan on the game board and work out all details connected therewith. 
The following Naval officers were the only ones who had knowledge of the plan 
and who worked on it at the War College at this time; Admirals Yamamoto, 
Ugiki, Naguno, Yamagushi, Okusaka ; Captains Onishi, Genda, Kuroshima ; Com- 
manders Sasaki, Ono; following members of the Navy General staff: Admiral 
Fukudome, Captains Sanagi and Tonioka, Commander Miyo. 

On about November 15th Admiral Yamamoto finally approved the plan and gave 
it to Admiral Naguno with orders covering the manner of its final .execution. On 
November 22nd the striking force rendezvoused at Etorofu and departed on its 
mission at 0600 hours Nov 28th. A speed of from 12 to 14 knots was maintained 
and the Task Force fueled at sea whenever the weather permitted, in order to 
keep full tanks. The weather was stormy and refueling difficult. It was, how- 
ever, because of the weather conditions prevailing in this part of the Pacific at 
this time of year that the northern route was chosen. They didn't expect to meet 
any shipping, and fog and stormy weather would impair visibility conditions, 
anyway. Twice after departure information was received from Naval General 
Headquarters in Tokyo giving the dispositions of the U. S. Fleet in Pearl Harbor. 
The second despatch on this subject was received three days before the attack, or 
December 5th. 

(2] The green light to execute the attack was sent by Admiral Yamamoto 
from his Flagship the Yamato on December 2nd. The message was “NIITA 
KAYAMA NOBORB” and menas climb mount NIITAKA. This was the code 
phrase meaning “proceed with attack”. There was an additional part to the mefr 
sage specifying X-Day as December 8th at the time this message was received, 
the striking force was near the 180th meridian at latitude 42. 
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Id tlie earlj moraiog of December 7tb the Force was 700 miles north of Lanai, 
It which dine it tum^ south and commenced the dash in at a speed of 26 knots.

Of the flghters, 88 were kept around the Carriers as intercepters, in case the 
0. 8. planes got in the air and made an attack. They went out in two waves 
iboDt one half hour apart. At time of lannching position of striking force was 
ibout 200 miles north of western tip of Lanai. 

Several planes were sent early which got over Pearl about daylight and reported 
tilt the Fleet was in. 

Surprise was expected, but if the U. S. Forces were on the alert and the attacked 
dkcorered, all attacking planes were to drive home the attack regardless. . 

A rery dose watch was kept on Hawaiian broadcasts by Commander Ono, Staff 
OoBUDunication oiBcer. Admiral Nagano and his staff felt that they could sense 
Nd these broadcasts whether or not the Forces on Oahu bad an inkling of the 
ioipeiHling attack. They felt they could Judge the tenseness of the situation by 
tfaew broadcasts. Since KGU and KGMB were going along in their normal 
mooer, Nagumo felt that our forces were still oblivious to developments. 

For sereral days prior to the attack the Jap Force had been intercepting mes- 
tiiei from our patrol planes. They had not broken the code, but they had been 
ible to plot in their positions with radio bearings and knew the number of our 
pitrol planes in the air at all tlm^ and that they were patrolling entirely in the 
wth western sector from Oahu. 

[f] The three submarines were placed in a line 100 miles ahead of the 
cuTierg for the final dash southward. Surface speed of these submarines was 23 
blots. If they sighted any planes or shipping they were to submerge, get clear 
ud radio the striking force as soon as it was safe to surface.

Mr. Eue Mated that be wu penonnally acquainted erltb Mr. KIta, former 
'"‘■■H^lcaeral In Hawaii. Prior to tbe attack on Pearl Harbor Mr. Klta sent 
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messages to the foreign office every few days Informing it of the presence of 
units of the U. S. Fleet in Pearl Harbor. Although the Foreign Office receive^ 
these wires, they paid little attention to them. Instead, they passed them right 
along to the Navy Ministry. Mr. Kase believes that all these despatches have 
been destroyed. At the time of receipt these despatches were not considered of 
any significance by the foreign office, but were considered just a matter of routine. 
However, “in the light of after events”, Mr. Kase “can look back and see that 
Kita’s telegrams had some significance”. The foreign office was very busy with 
its negotiations with accredited representatives in Washington, and matters 
concerning the whereabouts and activities of the U. S. Fleet were not a matter 
of Interest. Mr. Kase was busy sending despatches to Nomura and Kurusu and 
trying to Improve the tense situation. The Navy department was not cognizant 
of these messages being sent to the foreign office representatives In Washington. 
The forefgn ministry deliberately kept things from the Navy Department and 
vice versa. “Every Ministry had its own secrets”. Mr. Kase had no recollec- 
tion of the presence of a certain Mr. Morimura who arrived at the Consul-General 
Office Honolulu, in the spring of 1941. Mr. Kase “could not speak with authority” 
on the question as to whether or not Mr. Morimura could have been sent by the 
war or Navy Departments with special and secret instructions to Consul-General 
Kita. 

[2] Q. What instructions were given Mr. Klta, Japanese consul at 
Honolulu, regarding transmission of information about U. S. fleet or military 
installations in Hawaii? 

A. I don’t recall any specific instructions he had. He may have had general 
Instructions to be followed in case of disturbances because of the presence in 
Hawaii of many “hyphenated” citizens. After I became Chief of Section in 
October 1941 I don’t recall any specific instructions being given him. 

Q. We know that Klta sent messages to Japan before the outbreak of war 
concerning the U. S. Fleet. To whom were messages sent? Did you see them? 

A. They came through the Foreign Office and I saw them, perhaps without 
knowing their significance. As far as I am aware, the Foreign Office gave him 
no specific Instructions about sending such Information. He made reports as a 
routine matter. Messages were addressed to the Foreign Minister. 

Q. Those messages sent about the whereabouts of the U. S. Fleet; are any 
copies of these messages now in the Foreign Office? 

A. No, I don’t think so. When I left my section, I take it for granted my 
section had these telegrams. There were two successors to me since I left 
my office. Department buildings were destroyed in May. I doubt if copies of 
messages are there. 

Q. Did Kita state every two or three days what ships were in Pearl Harbor? 

A. I remember there were a few telegrams of that sort. I would put them 
aside. We were more interested in the course of negotiations. At that time 
we were intensely absorbed in negotiations proper between Tokyo and Washing- 
ton. Such affairs as Kita’s telegrams did not get much of our attention. 

Q. Who was most interested in these telegrams? 

A. I suppose the Navy Minister. 

Q. Who would know whether such telegrams are available? 

A. The chances are they have all been destroyed, don’t you think so? Very 
short telegram^, usually, not even occupying a full page. These telegrarnsL were 
not considered important at all from our point of view. Very likely they have 
been burned. The Foreign Office served as a channel — we Just had a look at 
them. We thought they were just matters of routine. In the light of after- 
events, I can look back and see that Kita’s telegrams had some significance 
But we did not know at the time. 

Q. Do you recall any trouble Kudo got Into Involving shipment of scrap iron? 

A. No. I don’t recall him. 

Q. Interrogator recounted i’affalre Kudo and its expose in newspapers. 

A. Rather crude practice, wasn’t it? I don’t like to impugn his honor, but I 
don’t think Mr. Kudo Is one of our career men. I don’t think that was done 
with knowledge of the Foreign Office. 

Q. Boxes were addressed to Foreign Office In Tokyo. 

A. Oh? 

Q, Can you find out where Mr. Kudo is? 

A. We can find out for you. I shall have his whereabouts found out.

The majority of telegrams were not 
lira to the fighting services. They were not in a position to request that Just as 
we were not in a position to request their despatches.

I Q We know Kita was sending telegrams. Who would have given him such 
I iBitroctlon? 

I A. I don't know who would have given him such instructions. 

I Q. Couldn't someone in Navy Department have g;iven him instructions with- 
I oQtjonr knowing it? Wouldn't that have been possible? 

' A. {Hesitation.) It might have been possible. Bnt not through Foreign 
I Office by telegram. Every telegram to Kita had to pass through Foreign Office 
ud be approved. 1 don't recall any specific instructions transmitted to Kita 
I through Foreign Office. 

i Q. In the spring of 1941, Mr. Morimnra arrived in Honolulu to assist Mr. Kita. 
t Do you know Mr. Morimura? 

A. I was not aware of bis existence. I became Chief of Section in October 
IMl and was deeply absorbed in the Tokyo- Washington negotiations. 1 really 
I did not bare time to learn about minor officials in all the consulates, 
f Q. Well, who would know of his existence and his work? Whose place did 

I you take? 

A. Mr. Yuki, who accompanied Mr. Kuiusu to Washington. 1 don’t know 
. exactly how long he was there before me. He is now councillor of embassy at 
^ Bangkok. 

(At some point about here. Interrogator described Morlmura's activities.) 

Q. Would It have been possible for the Navy Department to send Mr. Morimura 

I toHODOlUlU? 

A. I don’t know. I can’t speak with any authority. That was before my time. 
Q. Who was Foreign Minister and Vice-Minister? 

A. Togo was Foreign Minister and Nlsbl was Vice-Minister. They assumed 
office in October 1941. 

Q. Would It have been possible for Morimura to have had instructions from 
Nary Department to give to Kita? 

^ A. I'ni not qualified to answer that question. I don’t know anything about 
I thii affair. I can't even aay whether it was possible.

One of the noet difficult eituatione experienced by the Jtpaneie 
eube vae that of the Z*(l)69* At 1830 on December 7th it vae ordered by the 
Commander of the Japanese Submarine Toreee to ehift from Scouting Sector D» 
about 17 milee Southveet of Pearl Harbor, to eurvelllanee in the central sector 
of I Inner Scouting Area, a circle with a radius of 8*6 nautical miles with 
Pearl Harbor as the center. On the vay it was forced down before it could 
complete recharging its batteries end subsequently was caugh.t In an anti-sub 
net 4.2 miles, 130^ off Barber* s Point* It was kept down on the bottom below 
its maziaum safe diving depth for. 38 hours, but escsiped with minor damage. 

After December 7th, eubmarine activity, at least on the part of 
those submarines idiieh took part in the original attack, td^ered off. About 
December 14th the Z-17 left for the Oregon coast. On December aoth the 1-174 
left the Oahu area for Ewajalein. the !«•! yghidh remained until Janiary 9th, 
had an eventful cruise, but little success. On December lOth it sighted a 
CT but eouldn*t attack. On December 13th it sifted an AD but was prevented 
from attacking by A/S activity. On 20th of December it sighted an AE but was 
unable to attack. On December 25th it was depth-charged without damage. On 
December 30th it shelled the harbor at Hilo* On January 1st it was sighted 
and attacked twice by U. 8 , planes without damage, 

Rasul tJ t In sunning wp the part played by Japanese submarines in 
the attack on Pearl Harbor it is is^rtant to note that the Japanese lost 
one full-sise submarine (the X-(l)70) and five nidgete, while American forces 
suffered no known damage from stibnarines. Balanced against this is the fact 
that the submarines served an important scouting function and tied 19 American

Report of 1-69* B Opemtloin off Po>rl Harbor^ Poo. 8«10 

The Japanese subaarine 1-69, (Flagship of Subnarine Dirision 12), 
attached to the 3rd Sulmarlno Squadron of the Subaarine Feroe, was caught in 
an undenmte]rp^ true t ion while conducting surreillance of Pearl Harbor on 
Deoeobor 9, but finally freeing horself, wae able to carry on with her 

specified taW^ 

Tho following is an abridged translation of the report of the event, 
subnitted with various pertinent conclusions by tho Cosssonder of Subaarine 
Division 12, and officially distributed (Japanese 6th Floot Secret Letter 
Part .5, Jan. 10, 1942) as roforence material of value for training* (Oatos aro 
in aocordonoe with Japanese time). 

1* Cirounstanoos Boforo tho Bvent . 

During daylight on Docombor 8, tho 1-69 was cruising submorgod, engaged 
in survoillonco in Scouting Cuctor D (about 17 miles southwest of Poarl Harbor), 
lamadlatoly after the attack upon the enemy by tho Striking Force and the 
Special Attack Force, wu viero able to hoar easily, by moons of subnarine sound 
detectors, explosions of bombs and torpedoes, and upon hearing tho sound of 
depth chargoB, I judged th:i.t the Special Attack Foroo was ongagod in heavy 
fighting. 



At 1400 radio orders from the, Conmondor of Submarine Foroos woro re- 
ooivod, assigning the 1-69 to surveillance in tho central sector of B Innor 
Scouting Aroa (a circlo with a radius of 8.5 nautical miles, .with Poarl Har- 
bor as the center). The ordors further spocifiod tho onnihil.ation of the 
remaining enemy forces. 

After sunset wo surfaced, in an attempt to assist as much us possible, 
but during tho night wo sighted five dostroyors. While submerging, we roooivod 
a oloso-range depth-charge attack. After that wo hoard onooiy patrol boats 
oontlnually, and could not surface. I judged that thoso patrol boats woro 
disposed in all directions at intervals of 3 nautical miles. Just at this tljso, 
the waves wero from 4 to 5 (sic), and ... in prooooding awash thoro was 
difficulty in maintaining depth control without using standard, spood, onu 
battory discharge was compurativoly high. 

I felt keenly tho nood of recharging the battorios that night, judging 
that demands, on battery power tho next day would bo groat, and reohorging 
difficult, because of tho proscnco of cnomy patreJL boats. So, although it 
involved arriving at tho dosignatod patrol area somewhat behind schedule, I 
set oourso (300®) for tho aroa southeast of Barker’s Point, -where I thou^t 
the onomy patrol might bo comparatively lax. At 0015 on tho 9th, wo iurfaood, 
ma k in g cort.ain that no onoay patrol boats wore within close rango. On a oourso 
obliquely to tho west, and at battle spood, wo hurriedly rochargod batteries. 

Wo sighted 2 patrol vossols on our port quarter and port bean respoot- 
ivoly, each about 6 kllomotors away, and in about 30 minutes wt 3 rover sod 
oourso. Poarl Harbor. shono rod in tho sky, like a thing afire. It was 
alroaify dawn, and although wo op»;ratod with tho land as a background, an oacmj 
patrol vossol discovered us end fired what looked like a groon Vory flaro. 

The time was 0106 igid our rooharglng was not yet finished {7S% of used power 
had boon replenished). In that condition we immodiatoly subsiorgod, and although 
W 0 wore dopth-ohorged by tho destroyer, the distanoo was groat. 


II. Ciroumstoncos of Running Afoul of 
Dndorwator Obstaolo and Measures Takon 

At 0440 (Dooombor 9) we experienced a strange vibration of the ship, 
and tho nr.vigator ordered the onginos stopped. At the time, our course was 
80®, 4 motors wore running together, and depth was 37 motors. I was in ray 
cabin resting, and upon nicoiving tho report went directly to tho conning tower. 
Upon learning of conditions from tho submarino's Comnrjiding Officer, I dooided 
that wo had been caught in an 'uitt- subaarine net, and ordered tho onginos put 
into reverse In order to got.cloar. Howovnr, tho nocdlo of tho speod-gaugo 
did not novo, as if tho pit log tubo woro bro)con* It being difficult to dotor- 
mine our aoremont, I bogan to burfaco tho ship, and inoroasod tho anglo of trim. 
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« flight troaor wit tolt In tho thip, nnd I stopped hoadwiy. I bickod 

full ipood, but tho ship did not aoro* Tho ship's tria rmd depth w^ro not 
oonsil. I ordorod "Blow vxin tink", 'md "Rognin nogitlwo buoytmoy.” During 
these op^ratloos wo surfQOod, or roso to a point at which wo wore nvrashj throe 
tisoi. According to tho obsomtioni of tho Conaanding Officer of tho Subaarino, 
tikon *it tho tiiBO of surfacing, within tho liaits of obsorration of tho porisoopo 
(fomrd of tho forward ond of the gun platform) wo wore not caught in anything. 
r*o onesy dostroyors wore about 5 kiloaotors dead ahead. As wo had now rooohod 
1 lituatloa in whloh we could not continue oithei* subaergod or on tho surface, 

I dooided to lio Bubaerged and to surfaoo at soneot. 

At 0464, 1 stopped tiie eleotrio aotors, but the ship began to sink. 

I ordsrsd "Blow min tank*. The reading of the depth»gauge in the tower 
rsachsd the sztrsne liidt (85 netera). (Wa actually reached 126 meters). See- 
ing thii condition, I thou^t we oust be free of the net, and ordered "Jkhead 
lUndord* at i depth of 40 meters, but as before there shortly occurred a 
slight treaor, headway was slowed, and I ordered "Stop”, ^ain wo began to 
link. I orderod "Blow tho min tank*, but boforo we regained buoyancy control, 
tho ship slowed tc a stop, almost lovol, at a depth of 87 motors. It was 
0506 shon I realised we wore resting on tho bottom. Our ostimatod position was 
4.2 nautical milos off Borbor's Point at 130°. 

III. Situation and Uoasuros Taken 
..ftor Reaching Bottom 

..Itbough the soa botiom was bolow safo sutnaorsiblo dopth^ (70 motors 
for tho 1*89), our rooting on tho bottom wrvs an cxtrcidoly good thing for us 
in our situation. As soon as wo had bottomed wo know from sounds similar to 
those Bido by tho destroyer wo had previously sighted, that it was oloso byi 
ud froB othor sounds wo loamod of tho approach of other patrol vossuls. Tho 
coesy would stop ocoaslonally, and if wo thoiight thoy woro attempting sound- 
dotectlon, wo ozoroised rigid sound control. That is to say, tho use of all 
posps except the oil-prossuro pump, and tho movoment of all ruddors, olootrio 
gyro-eoi^)ass and vontllation blowor woro suspended. I docldod to sur- 
iwG '.t sunsot, but though isony hours passed thoro woro continual sounds of 
patrol Tossoli coming and going, and since our position six milos from tho 
tnrbor oatronoe offorod oonsidoroblo ohnnoo of discovery and oonsoquont battle 
to tho ionth wore I to surfooe at sundown, I docldod to wait if possiblo till 
dusk of tho followlag night, tho 10th. 

After bottoming, wo rooordod every hour tho amount of bllgo wator, 
the Isolinatlon, tho air prossure and tho dopth. Tho fact that the Inoroaso 
per hour of bllgo water was about ono and a fraotlon motrio tons, and prossuro 
ia tho air roaorroir was 90 (kilos), oonvincod mo that it would bo possiblo 
to surface at dusk on tho following day. 

ttOtiolpating that wo would have to submorgo after only a short tixae 
OB the surfaoo, I chorgod tho air reservoir with high prossuro air from our 
(6} resorvo torpedoes, and was ablo to raiso its prossuro 25 Idlogrosis. Although 
I thought it impossiblo to use tho high-prossuro air oonprossor, sineo, on 
account of our dopth, wo could not toko In soa wator for oooling, - tho engineer 
i«g;ostcd circulating tho bilgewator as a oooling oodius. :«ftor offootlng sound 
Motrol and recharging from the roservo torpedoes, I booomo ooneomod, ad 
tlso paiBod, over tho loworlng of prossturo in tho air rosonrolr, and althouigh 
I didb't uBo the high-pressure air oonprossor that day, I did use it on tho 
lOth, raising tho air rosorveir prossuro from 106 to 1S6 kilograiu, and re- 
ducing the air-prussure insldo tho ship from 891 mm to 760 nm. Tho additional 
air thus obtalnod subsequently proved most offloaoious.

To ohock incr^aso of carbon-dioxido, wo had ovoryono not specially 
employed sleep as much as possible. In anticipation of a battle to the death,

E - Defecation t 

In tho absonco of facilities for discharging oxcromont, wo mado 
use of empty oil cans. 


IV, Situation and Mt-r.sures 
Taken Prior to Surfacing 

On the 10th wo detected the prosonco of -nemy p'trol vessels, but not 
so frequently as on tho previous day. Sunset on the 10th being at 1253 and 
moonriso at 1627, I decided to surface ;t 1500. Uy cstimato of th3 situation 
VT \5 as follows I 

A - It was possible that there might bo no enemy patrol craft in the 
vicinity, since thoy knev; th^.t th_ 1-69 was caught undenvatur ; and in the 
event that wo might bo able to froo tho ship easily and escape to a' place of 
comparative safety, 1 decided to withdraw from thr ar^a and ascertain by rmdio 
the current state of affairs, before continuing the task assigned, 

B - In the event th-;t freeing the ship might require sono timo, and 
that there might be considerable chance of discovery by the enemy, ?,nd a conse- 
quent battle to tho death, I decided upon preparations to make utmost use of 
all weapons. 

C - Tho possibilities vrerc th-'.t v'o might be unable to novo, that wo 
might have to engage the enemy whether freed or not; that if freed, we might 
attempt to enter Pearl Harbor, or if unsuccessful in that, to block tho channel. 

Tho measures I took withN tho above ostimnto of the situation as my 
basis, were as follows* 

A - Preparations for battle* 

Made preparations for gun, machine-gun and torpedo action. 
(Anticipating action against small ships, put 2-mt tor depth sotting on torpedoes j

B - Net Cutting Detail: • 

Arranged a detail of 3 officers, 2 potty officers and 14 raon to 
take charge of appropriate stations, tools, etc, 

C - Preparations for Solf-dcstruction: 

Powder from 10 high-angle gun charges v:as collected and arranged 
in tho magazine with 2 tins of kerosene. Self-destruction was to be carried 
out if the vrorst cane to tho v.-orst, and would follow the broadcasting of tho 
mijssage* '*Wc are unable to communicate” , 

D - Prepar itions for Destruction of Secret Books: 

Operational orders and special instructions for use of Codobook A 
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(trsl. notoi KS, in Japaneau), toguchor vrith other p'vpora of a highly aeorot 
eh''.rsotor w.rc out up, and daatroyod by being ohumod and pulpod in a rcoep- 
taeio filled vith ten water. Such thinga aa aocrot oharta and eaaily oom- 
buAtible docuBODta woro rofluTod to the nagnzino for burning at tho time of oz« 
^lesion. Things bard to bum* and whioh would hawa to bo thrown into tho aoa 
v:ro torn up and weightod, to avoid being piokod by tho oneny. Tho time for 
thronrlng these away wna to bo apeoially doaignatod before the explosion. 

E - Disposal of Bilge Watori 

Althou^ we tried na nuoh as poaslblo to prevent aoounulation of 
bilgo water, tho aaount was very great in the motor room. Since a largo ohango 
is trim was naturally to be expootod at the time of aurfaoing, there was groat 
concern lost the main olootrlc motors be aoakod with bilgo water. Aooordingly, 
tho bilge wntor in the motor room was pumped into tho after torpodo tube 
coapnrtaont, so that, ovon though tho after torpodo tubo oorapartmont waa floodod 
with bilge water above the dock plating boforo surfacing, tho main olootrio 
engines would bo porfcotly safe at tho time of surfacing and during eubso- 
quont diro, in spite of a great Inolination. Wo ostinatod that, boforo sur- 
fsolng, tho amount of foul water in tho ship totaled 50 motric tons, so 
prepared to pwp it ovorboard iassodlately upon surfacing. 

V, Ciroxaastanoos and Moasurcs 


Takon at timo of Surfacing 


Upon completion of all pre»surfmoing preparations, X Assembled all 
Wsrrsnt and higher offioera, prayed for e good battle, and drank toasts with 
b««r. Re then went directly to our stations. Tho man in charge of listening 
gssr reported all quiet in the vicinity. At 1457 we blew main tsaoks. Al- 
though the pressure in the air reservoir dropped from 13B to 85 metric tons 
(lie) the ship did not seem to be rising. The Senior Offloer said, **76 don* t 
flost". I then ordered "Cut in motors", "Port and 8tarY>oard motors ahead 
lUadard", and ianediately we saw that we were free of the bottom. However, 
the change of trim gradusJly increased, and although we stopped blowing the 
forward main tank, this inclination did not change. We then opened vonte 
i& the forward asirutank, o^ gradually proventod further change in trim, with 
s saxiBua inclination of 25 . At 1520 we surfaced. Our period of submersion 
had been 36 hours* 

Aa soon as the surfacing preparations had boon oomploted. tho not- 
cutting workers hud boon assembled, and 1 had instruotod thorn not to bo con- 
comod with onoiiy firo, but rather to ooncontrato with oalm oortainty on 
cutting tho net. As soon as wo surfaced, the working party went directly out 
on deck. Thu lookout reported no cnoay in tho vicinity, and innodlately 
the not-cuttors reported no ontonglomcnt abovo tho water line. Because tho 
pit log tubo had boun daiaagod the previous day, it wsa pushed out through 
the bottom of tho ship. 

At this point, although I ordorod stand-by oh main engine, the oil 
i& th: engine room sump tank ovorflowcd, as a result of tho previous inclina- 
tion, and for a abort timo it was impossible to uso tho onginos. Both ssotors 
ware ordorod ahrofd standard, but the starboard motor didn't work. I wondered 
rhsthor or not the starboard propeller wore foulod in somo obstruction, but 
•ton I SKW the ship movo forward I roallccd this was not so, and was greatly 
relieved, iaasnueh ns wo could moko out tho light of an enomy attempting to 
chollango us. Oar course was 270^, Drawing noar to tho coast (to starboard),

As the port engine had been made ready, I ordered port engine cut in, 
ahead standard, at 15ID^. At 1553 we sighted an enemy destroyer on opposite 
course about 3 kilometers away ut 30^ to port, and quiokiy submerged. Issoed- 
lately after surfacing we had started ptasping bilge water and replenishing 
air, but about 25 laetrio tons of bilge water still remained. After diving, 
trim was unsteady, varying from a moximun of 55 dogrees (slo) down by the 
held to a niximun of 35 dogrees (sic) down by tho atom. Wo reached a maximum 
depth of 75 motors. The pressure In tho air roaervoir fell to 36 kilograms 
&ad I rsellted it would be Impossible to oontinuo subsiargod. I ordered tho 
ship to surface and fight it out, but after surfacing ws did not sight the 
dcitroyor. The timo was 1600. 
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Again neither engine would run, becauso of the overflow of oil in 
the engine room sump tanlc. I ordorod both r.iotors ahead, and thoncoforth 
proceeded on the basis that if wc mot the onony wo would fight a surface battle. 
Our course was generally northwest, with the coast for a background. At 1630, 
both engines v-oro in shape, and wore cut in. ^7o wont to ahead standard, 
ahead full, and finally flank spoed. r»o wore ablo to withdraw from the area 
without mooting any onony. 

On account of tho inclination during the dive oentionod above, the 
ins i do of the ship was oxtremuly dirty from bilgo water, oil and oxcromont. 

In tho cvftcr torpedo compartmont, tho torpodo tubes wore inundated at timo 
of submorsion, then when we tilted back tho forward bulkhead was oovorod with 
dirty water. Also, tho battery fluid from the main storage battery had looked 
out, producing a foul odor. Many hours wore required for omergohey repair 
measures. THion our communications apparatus had boon repaired, I radiood 
a report of our condition. 

VII. Daaago 

Damage was chiefly to cloctrical equipment, from bilgo watori and 
to outside optical and listening gear, frflm long subraoraion at groat depth. “Wo 
wore not prevented from continuing our patrol, and wore able to carry on our 
assigned task.

1) The depth at which we bottomed was such that a ship could 
remain there for a long time. Just before bottoniing wo hv.d sunk to 125 motors, 
and although it might b.i only by chanoo that vro touched bottom at on 87 

motor spot, it is cortqinly unthinkable that wc could have stayed 8ubmorg>>d 
for so long a period at a greater dopth. 

2) There v/is no onomy nc :rby at tho time of surfacing, and that wo 
wore already free of tho underwater obstacle. Had wo noedod a long timo 

cut oursolvos froo, and had thoro boon a vory strict onomy patrol in tho 
vicinity, w«. should certainly have boon disoovorod and ended up with a fight 
to the death. 

3) At the time we sighted tho enomy destroyer at 1533, and 
submerged, we were not sighted by the onemy. "'e woro unable to rig for 
noiseless running, and were in poor condition for submerged operation; in 
addition /)ur bow broke water. 

B. More rcsoarch into and improvomont of stoppage of oil-luakago in 
submarines are noodod. We know, from sound detection, that several onemy 
patrol vossols wero directly above us. That wo osoapod being dopth-churgod 
is -due ontiroly to prcvontlon of oil-leakage, 

C. Roacarch and improvement in the fiold of noisoloss running are 
noodod. Although wo wore not dcpth-chargod when bottomed, that was booauso of 
an entire absonce of sound on our part. At many other tinos when wc woro 
running quiot \fc wore dopth-chargod. This indicates both that tho onwiy^s 
sound-dctoction is superior to ours, and that our being dotoctod was booauso 
of tho noiso of our equipment, 

D. The dopth at which tho overboard discharge pumps (main and auxiliary) 
and tho electric power pump in tho head can be used is too limited; it needs 

to bo incroasod by about 60 meters. 

E. Thoro is immodiate need of automatic dopth-oontml goar. When en- 
tangled and unable to move, it is nocossary, in order to remain bolow surface, 
to use discharge pumps a good part of tho timo. Tho sound of thesb pumps 
might easily load to detection and attack by tho onomy,

n TMched our crisis, I ordered preparations for blowing up the ship» out 
shea 1 IBS the orew panting in the foul air of the ehip« and realised they 
sauld baro to suffer further whilo waiting for the floaen froa the ignition* 
chirga to explode the aagatine, I felt that it was on unbearable situation, 

B. Morale was exoellent. 

I. We threw oTorboard large qunatitios of waste, sandals, oil, etc., 
spoa larfhoing. I on not sure whothor tho oneny, seeing all this in the 
hjtlse, were nado to aooopt it as proof of our sinJeing. I beliero thore will 
be amp eases in iddoh there will be diffioulty in determining the effects 
of depth*elur{ps or attacks after a submarine is oaught in a not.

I had but a short whilr', but nevertheless I oelebmted a 
victorious New Tear's Day in the hone land and enjoyed to the fullest 
the taste of mj native land. Lerving KIBE behind, I set out on the long 
sea voyage to ny second field of operations in the South Seas * to that 
southern land ishich I had longed for and drenned of since ny childhood. 

I stood at ny lookout station watching while seas of dancing silver and 
gold waves and naked natives dancing in the shadow of coconut trees 
floated before igr eyes. At length the fleet passed IAII7A1! and entered 
the Ikoplcal Zone. At 1RUK, the land of eternal suMer, uo changed to 
our tropical unlfoms. 

The bright sun sent out biasing rays and it was steaoing hot 
inside the ship. This ooupletely dissipated cherished illusions 
about the troplos. Even so, tho squalls which occasionally assailed 
us, acoospanied as they were with cool winds and rain, aneliorated the 
heat. Iben at night the gentle evening breese, blowing drowsily, gave 
delicious coolness to ny hot body. Looking heavenward, stars like 
scattered gold and silver twinkled here and there in the evening sky. 

Hue Southern Crops, which I was seeing for the first tine, glittered 
there aweng then. 

The ni^ts in the South Seas roused vegue feelings of longing 
for bone. Giving consolation for our inadequacies, the rippling waves 
broke against the side of the boat like sparkling scatterings of besuti« 
ful pure eilver. The South Sea vegetation grew luxuriantly directly 
down to tho beating wavea and its beautiful contours were reflected on 
the surface of the sea. Adding the noon to this, the nid-day heat 
seeaed a dream. 

Tie stopped here for a certain nunber of days, then when the 
supplying was oonpleted, finally turned toward the RABAUL theater of 
operations ond went forth to the attack. Ibe gun shields were put up, 
and lookouts posted as usual.

I Soon the enemy merchant ship broke into flames, and in a few 
minutes sen!: to the depths of the Indian Ocean. 


From this first bombardment our striking force, I ’./as able 
to realize something of the di "'f Icultles of artillery warferej I was 
surprised to Icnm th^t we had fired several hundrod shells at a single 
.merchant vessel. Several hours later we i^ere again ordered to nan our 
battle stations. As we took up our posts, full of fighting spirit, the 
big guns of the TONE in the rear i/ere already firing and shortly there- 
after the HIEi( 3) ciso opened fire. 

Flnolly we sighted the two enemy cruisers which v/rre following 
astern. They at once made quick lOC^ turn and fled into the clouds 
end mist.

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METEOROLOGICAL INFORMATION ABOLT THE RARAUL AREA 
(31 January 1942) 

1. CBNERAL 

Two periods are distinguished that of the northwest seaeonal wind 
which extends frctn December to April and that of the southeast seasonal wind 
which extaMs from April to November. 

In the winter, the northeast tradewinds of the northern hemisphere are 
constantly blowing, part of which cross the equator and penetrate into the 
southern hemisphere, ^^en the northweft seasonal winds begin, the southeast 
seasonal vtind gradually recedes v:ith the fall of the southern hemispheric 
high pressure. It is believed tliat, about January, the area of variable 
winds at the ends of the north and south air fronts (lUi doldrum area) 
passes over the RABAUL region. As a consequence, the weather in this area 
is generally undortain. 

2. SPECIAL CliARACTSRISTlCS OF THE YEATHER 

(a) Land and sea breezes are conspicuous. 

However, they rarely exceed an altituda of 500 metros and thalr area 
are generally restricted to about 10 miles including Inland and sea. 

(b) Windless Ni^its. 

It is said that this phtuiomenon is nore conspicuous during clear weather 
than during cloudy weather. 

(c) Daily change of atisoapheric pi'ossuro. 

The atmospheric pressure, as in the case of the inner South Seas shows 
a regular daily change. Maxinum highs arc at 0900 and 2200 while xMud- 
mtim lows are at 0400 and 1600. 

(d) Amount of Rainfall. 

January ha? the hor.vie.ot rainfall of the year. An average amount of 
oirer 400 on. of rain fall. 

(e) Wind. 

In January, southerly winds are slightly more numerous, 35 $ while 
northerly winds are somewhat fewer - 30j(. •

II. SITUATION AT ATTU BEFORE THE E?*IiarY ATTACK 

On 8 May the enony issued an official communique on AMCHTTKA^ (aionitored by 
the radio of the Slst Communications Unit (Cg) ), In view of this intelli- 
gence, therefore, we were certain that the American army and navy had complc 
ted an air base and other installations there. Oii the 9th BICEYATTO Island 
in the MALOELA? Grouo was bombarded at 1615, PaGAl< Island (^in the MARIANAS) 
at 1910, and HOROBSTSir VilLag?, 15 kilouieti'es northeast of MUHORAN, at 2350, 
Viere these bombardments meant to be inede in concert with the TUNISIAN Cam- 
paign as propaganda for an aggressive American offensivo in the PACIFIC? 

Or, they ml/dit have beon Judged as the heralding of a campaign in the NORTH 
or SOUTH , (PACIFIC) . Be that as It may, it should have been considered 
in connection with the recent prof*dncnce given to an enemy offensive in the 
PACIFIC, particularly in tfio ALEUTI.JiS; and our forces should have been very 
much on gtiard against an encany counter-attack, Hcnco, at 2335 on the 10th, 
there was the following order frou the (HQ)^ Combined Fleet (GF):- 

"(l) III view of comnunj-cations intelligence (from 6th CoBnunlcationa 
Unit?) and the appearance of enemy submarines, there is suspicion 
of an operation by an uncra;/’ task force. 

(2) Maintain a vigilant watch for an cnoroy occupation (force) 
and air attack," 

. At this time the airfield installations on ATTU wore expected to be almost 
finished by tho end of i{ay. But tb.o air-raid trenches, fuel storehouses, 
shs^n and powder magazines, and other projects had yet to be started, while 
their completion had been scheduled for the first of June, Furthermore, 
DesBon 1 (CL KISO, DD SHIRAKUMO, DD ".’AK/vBA) convoyed the KIMIKA’*Uw Uani (XCVi 
bringing floi.t planes for ATT”. The ships left PivRA^IUSHIKO cat 1200 on the 
Uth. Mc.anwhilc, th. K.-CIII (CA) nr.d the Hc.TSUrdlLO (DD) had left YC»0S«CA 
at 0014 on the llth, bound for P/vR/MUSHIRO. Both groups woro at sea then, 
idion the American attr.ck was nr.de. Each of the Submarines 1-31, 1-34, wid 
1-35 was engaged in transporting materiel for KISKA, 

III. SITUATION AT ATTU FCLLOTNG THE EliEiY cVrT.vCK 

At 0449 on the 12th the 51 st Communications Unit detected the call signal 
"BOU", making its first appearance on a frequency of Z385 K.C.; reception 
was oxtremly good. In the KIS^■A i.rea, enemy planes delivered a hour-long 
attack at about 0700. Er*c:ny reconnaissance planes were also very active. 
From 0200 until 0900 attacking oiiany planes invaded the mists of ATTU, 
soaring over the island ceaselessly, rolcntlessly, as they strafed and 
bembod it. At this time absurd leaflets urging surrender were dropped in 
the CHICH/’.G0F Harbor esetor. At 1000 the observation crew at HOLTZ Point 
spotted enemy boats headed for ’.TEST ARM Point, The Shipping Engineers were 
sent out immediately to investigate from the sea. From them it was confinne 
that tho enemy was I'vrding at \tE3T ciRM Point and along the lorthwost coast. 
The forces in this sector at once entered upon Condition One as they dotermi 
to prevent the onv^ny landing even a part of his forces. At 1030 another 
enemy landing was announced in MASSACRE Bay. The enemy strength here was 
about 2000 men; but it seemed as if there wore many more in reserve. In th 
moantljno, enemy ships bombardod our forces with a threatening firo. At the 
report of an attack by a largo cnemj* force, the ATTU Dispatched Force iamed. 
atoly sot about burning all its docuo^nts aavo those In Cipher B (OT^). 
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The stren^ of the attacking forces renAined unkrK>vfn because of the poor 
visibility at the tine. However, judging fhxa the noise of the guns, it was 
thccsht that there was a support force composed of several cruisers and 
scalier ships, and having seen the attacks delivered by carrier-based planes, 
the presence- of carriers in the vicinity was suspected. By 1520 the following 
was known about the strength of the enooy force: There wore 29 ehipa in HOLTZ 
Bay and at '.TEST AJfll Point, 2? in IIASSACITE Bay, and 6 in "EST AHU Bay. Fur- 
thennore, more troops wore continuing to land, and poor visibility prevent , d 
our forcos from determining thoir number. According to communications intel- 
ligence at the tine, a strong enemy force was operating in the southern 
njmwis,

At this tioo, the TAMA (CL) (at II^ZURU) also stopped its work and was cblc 
to leave on ths 20th; the ASAGUMO (DD) {aX YOKOSUKA) was able to leave on 
the aist. The ABUKIU/, (CL) (at SASEBO), however, was able to set out on 
the 16th. 

Thua, the strength with which wo could counterattack the onomy's assault 
waa fflcrely one heavy cruiser, ones light cruiser, and three destroyers. 

Moreover, an air force was ordercsd to go to PARAUUSHiaO; but was delayed 
because of unfavorable voather.

^ EVms UKTU THE FALL OF ATTU 

The cooposltian of the enemy fleet ac seen frexn the land on the 13th was as 
follows: 

In HOLTZ Bay - Oho CV (no bridge), one CHICiJSO Class Cruiser, one OMAHi’. 
Class cruiser, three DD*s, 

In H/^S/\CR£ Bay - One BB, two Cruisers, five DD*s, ton transports. 
ib<wt 1318 our suboarlnes attacked the enemy fleet, caucing tho main body to 
withdraw eastward tomporarily. About 1900 lights wore lit on ships anchored 
in Boy, apparently for sonething important which had happened. A 

dcstroyor ran agro^ near shore. 
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The eneagr forces that had landed hy 1300 on the 14th totalled not less than 
a division. Before long the enaoy had put his ceurriers and battleships out 
to sea. However, the destroyers audaciously dropped anchor in the bay des- 
pite the attacks of our submarines, and observed us. (Thus, the eneoy knee 
the weakness of our forces from previous roconnaissance.) 

An eneiry battleship was greatly damaged in an attack by our euboarines on 
the 14th. In general, however, cur ships were checkod by the enoay destroy 
By the 24th they had only inflicted sovoro damage on a cruiser and sooko dao 
on two unidentified w^^hips. 

19 Medium bombors (CHUKO) made th(. first attack by our planes on the 14th. 
They returned because of unfavorable weather, however. Thereafter, on con- 
socutivo days, our planes wore unable to attack due to unfavorable weather. 
Finally, on tho 23rd, they attacked, destroying a cruiser and a destroyer, 
and setting fire to another ship. But on the following day, the eneoy 
(fleet) had generally witljui-awn on hour before our attack force arrived. 
Hence, no results could bo gained at sea, and our pianos had to confine them 
solves to bombing land targets. At this time, the destroyer force >diich had 
at last completed the assembling of a force planned to evacuate our forces 
on ATTU Island, but though it fwt out from PAKAJIUSHIHO on the 25th, its 
efforts were of no avail because of continuous bod weather. In the fiasantioe 
the Guard Unit on ATTU Isla 2 id, although out-numbered, valiantly withstood 
the fierce attacks of tho enemy, evon at times carrying out night attaclcs an 
other operations which were doomed fivva the start. They waged bitter battle 
but, in the end, having received no rcinforcomonts and having eochausted ever, 
last artifice (to the last man), they mot tholr deaths calmly. Finally, on 
tho 29th ATTU Island fell in honor. * 

VI, FIRST PART OF KISKA CAMPAIGN 

KISKA, of course, was placed in a helpless position by the fall of ATHJ. 
Therefore, it was decided to evacuate the island. Wo were entrusted with the 
task of evacuating the troops from the island by msons of 10 submarines numi 
back and forth. Since there were over 7000 laen to evacuate and submarinos 
have very limited capacity, it was not known how long it would tako to finlsl 
the evacuation. In addition to this, the p)atrol8 around KISKA hod finally 
bcioome most strict and dami ge to our ship had incroasod. Finally, the 1-7 
was lost. No matter how enshrouded by tho fog wo would be, we wo^d Instant 
be bombarded, for tho effeciency of the enemy's radar was far superior to wh 
wc had expected. 

VII. FIRST PHASE OF SEJCOl® P/JtT OF KISKA CAMPAIOJ 

To meet this situation, as a last resort wc carried out ”ko" (TNi^ ) fJ.on 
of oporations by which wc emr'’.oycd a force of dostroyor forceo (SUHUXBUTAl) . 
In order to do tids vc installed as quickly as possible, on tho destroyers 
counter-radar equipment ( TEKI-DETO JJ NI TiJSURU GY/JClTTAN) and oquipiwant to 
tako aboard the landing barges to bo used in the evacuation. Ch 6 July this 
work was, for the most part, completed. Because, however, there was uncer- 
tainty about the frequency of the enemy's radar there was some uneasiness 
about our counter-radar. 

On 7 July at 1930 wo sot out from. PkRAMUSHIRO. Our force was composed of 
2 cruisers and 10 destroyers. At that time tho state of affairs, as seen 
by tho Grand Fleet (IN: GF), was as follows s 

"Regarding the situation, it may bo said that the possibility of the 
enemy attacking us in the vicinity of KISKA is great." 

But, on the other h?.nd, it was felt that though the onemy had isolated KISKA 
he was hoping to starve out the garriaon. Only patrols around the island 
wore strictly maintr.lncd. It was felt that an aggressive offensive and 
lending wore not to be expected. According to intelligence reports up to 
the 7th, about the 26th a fleet of transports had departed from the west 
coast of NORTH AMERICA and about the 3rd had reached the BUTCH HikRBOR Area. 
Still i»3ro, we hod received intelligence reports that transports hod arrived 
at ATTU frequently during June, Purtherraore, there vias information that a 
powerful fcrcc had set out from DUTCH HiVRBOR on 1 July and had arrived at 
AUCKlTKi*. on the 4th. The onemy* s northern submarine force had botm moklx\g 
preparations for battle since the 14th, or s), and having completed these 
preparations about tho 30th, hod assembled at DUTCH HARBOR. 
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A iqDidroQ (TAX) of suboirinesj reinforcements for the fnbmarlne force, had 
mebed DUTCH HABBDR from the American mainland about June 20th • Again there 
iflUlligenee that at the end of June, transports had arrived at ADAK and 
ATTU asreral times* Ob the 2l8t the air strength at AlfiCHITICA had been sonie- 
ibit inereased and the base for land planes at ATTU eas nearing completion. 
Ataospboric conditions in the KISKA Area up to the time me sot out eere as 
folloeat 

Qd the 2nd and visibility was good, from 30 to 40 kUometrea ; on 
the Abh and 5th visibility was bad, from 2 to 3 kilometres. the 
6th it was about 30 kHometres. 

In tbs ffisantlme, a nunber of enemy planes — B-17*8, B-24*s, B-25*s, PBY's, 
and otfaere, in formations, singly, or in pairs mere carrying out day after 
daj boshing and reconnaissance missions. Patrol about the island was main- 
tained by a number of cruisers and destroyers. 

Oaths 7tb, the destroyer force (SUXRAI BUTAI) set out as scheduled. After 
ttMy had set out, a thick fog rolled up and discovery and destruction by 
bNsgr Butoarlnss was rendered improbable. Thereafter, until we rotumed to 
FAJUkuSHIRO the percentage of fog vas constantly about .85. Oi the 7th, visi- 
bility around KISKA was about 7 kilometres. En^my planes, (oach time a 
roeonnaltaonco plane), approached at 0350, 0724, and 0835> and at 114D. 

6 iriiissra and 4 destroyers bearing from the n; 7 approached to a point 15 
■ilea south of GDRTRUDE COVE and shcllod it. At 1^5 3 enemy ships were 
sighted about 30 kilometres from SHIROZAKI (TN:\l7j4| ). 

Ihs above ships, fudging from shell splinters, duds, and shell holes, were 
RBRSACOLA dlaas, 1 ship, HONOLULU class, 2 ships, a new class, 1 ship, and 
A Dsatroysrs. On tho 8th, there was a thick fog from the morning on md 
during the day visibility was from 1 to 3 kilomotrss; in the evening about 
6 kHoastres. On this day no onumy pianos came. 

Ob the 9th, visibility to tho SC was from 30 to AO kilometres andilx» the 
afternoon on clouds covered tho entiro sky without a break. Though tho 
clouds wore 200 metros high and a tlrdck fog hung upon the aea, visibility 
ou from 6 to 10 kHooetros. One enemy w&rshiip was slghtod at 0833 forty 
kllflBetres, 2^, ffom SOUTH HEAD. At 1057 a ship was sighted at 340© off 
TAIAZAKI ). From 2050 to 2230 GERTRUDE COVE was shelled by dos- 

troprs on patrol with guns of about 12cm, 

Cb tho 10th at 0205 we speeded along our course and though we proceeded 
along our imy until 2030, tho fog was thin enough to allow airplane flights 
cud aiaco this ms to our disadvantage, wo turned back. Tho weather forecast 
from the Noadquarters of the Desdon 1 was as follows : 

*0n tho 12th there will be fog rolling up from tho S at 8 metres per 
•eeond with occasional brooks. On tho 13th there will be prevailingly 
cost winds flowing from 6 to 12 metres pjr seebnd and thick fog.** 

Tc pwpared to make a dash for it on tho 13th. Today (10th) there was fog 
around KISKA at the end of the day and visibility was from 1 to 2 kilometres , 
InmV pianos and also 2 single planes (TNjSpfl^' TANK I) caino two or throo 
Uais on reconnaissance flights. 

U My: About 0200 visibility was obcut 20 kilometres and though the sky 
sas covsrodwith clouds, the fog was light. Goncrall;;’, visibility was from 
6 to 10 Idlofflotree At 2006 GERTRUDE COVE and at 2217 LITTLE KISKA were 
boibardsd. Iferoovor, according to IntcHigcnco reports, the Army Air Base 
. on ATTU and the airfield for Jinny heavy bombers at /JiCHITKA and AG/.TTU wore 
•imest ecmploted. Our observation boats (KANSHI-IEI) based at PARANUSHIRO 
had diacovorod that patrols by the onomy to tho west wore bocoming stricter 
sod they were certain that along with tho noar completion of the land-plane 
base on ATTU patrols by tho enemy carried out by aircraft, naval vessels, 
cad submarines would be even stricter. 

12 Myt At 0735 wo sped along our course but the fog was light and at 1520 
m turned back. Tc ox^t to dash forward on the 14th. Today in the morning 
visibility around KI2KA was from 6 to 8 kilometres, and though about noon 
it was 15 Idloastres, the barometer fell. From 1800 on there was thick fog. 
Boaqr pianos, P*A0's, 6-25*3, PBY's, all on reconnaissance missions come 
daring tho morning and about 1245 a smoll type naval vossol was sighted 
•hoot 20 Idlometros off TAKA2AKI at 330®. 
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13 J\xly: Having taken in eondidcratlon neathcr around at 0240 we 

hastened along our course. Patrol planes could not take off because of bad 
weather at AMCHITKA and ATTU. No enemy pianos wore seen around the island. 
Only a small typo naval vessel was carrying out patrol. However, because 
the visibility in the morning was from 8 to 10 kilooetros we broke off our 
course and at 1703 turned back. Though we made the dash again at 2l45,>ttui 
back at 0136 on the I4th. The following is the weather forecast given 
out by headquarters on the 13th: 

"1, Tomorrow the weather around KlfiKA will not differ much from todays 
There will bo a light fog and it is expected that visibility will 
bo fair. 

2. The high atiiospheH.c pri,5sure which prevails in these waters is 
slowly shifting to NE or Qffi. Thus, should we proceed along our 
course, thort is a possibility that the present state of weather 
and visibility will prevail as far as KISKA in the sane general 
direction as the aforeraentioned high atmospheric pressure. 

3. At the same time as this high atr.w5spberic pressure progresses, 
the possibility of flights from /J)/dC is great, 

4. We may conclude from the above that the possibility of success 
in our advance is oxtrencly slight and that wo shall have to turn 
back and wait, may look forward to proceeding on our mission 
on the day after tomorrow,”

According to the communications intelligonco report of 13 July now call 
signals appeared on the 9th from the places wo had presumed to bo naval air 
bases; these were presumed to bi at XlijKr t ho islnnd neighboring. Now coll 
signals also appeared from the places wc hed presumed to be army air basos; 
wo had figured two to bo on ATTU and one in the neighboring islands . Ch 
the 11th, 6 army planes flew to ATTU, The total number of anoy and navy 
planes permanently based in the iXEUTI/JiS has grown rapidly since the 9th; 
173 planes were in the ALEUTLiJS by tho 10th. 

Enemy planes have been ''ntive on the 9th and 10th, Our patrols in tho 
PARAMUSHIRO Area are vigilant, 

And we have great numbers of powerful fleet units operating in the CEwTftAL 
PACIFIC. 

According to the communications intelligence report of 15 July, a powerful 
on€By force has boon under radio silence for several days. The number 
of enemy ships operating around KISKA is very largo, /according to the 
communications intelligence report -->f 16 July, one part of the enemy fleet 
is app>arcntly operating in the #a£UTI,rtN /jrca. Liaison activities between 
iJICHITKA and KULUi*: Bay have boon great*. Tho enemy scorns to bo concentra- 
ting all his ef forte in equippng and strengthening iJJCHITICi.. 

14 July: In tho morning tho weather changed for the Miorsc, The velocity 
of tho wind was lU metres per second; atmospheric pressure was 757mm. 
Visibility was about 6 kilometres. In the afternoon conditions improved 
and the wind vclocit}^ was from 5 to 8 meliniapwr •Wcoodr.nd visibility was 
5 kilometres. Today 3 or 4 enemy naval vessels wore patrolling around 
the island. At 1500 we started out but there was a statement from head- 
quarters j 

”Tho weathor in the vicinity of KIoKi'. and along the courso wo shell 
follow has h.'-d a change for tho bettor. For the present, there is 
no prospect of meeting a fa\r.'r'iblo f og from the sea, Wo shall turn 
back now and return to PARAiCUSlllRO where wo shall plan a second, 
operation.” 

15 July: At 0430 wo turned back. Today visibility around KISKa was 10 
kilometres and in the morning reconnaissance was carried out by a 8-25* 

a P-38, .and a PBY; and a formation of 7 &-24*s and 5 &“25*s bombed (KISKA). 
At 2202 enemy warships shcllod OIRTRUDE COVE, 

16 July: Visibility — 10 to 15 kilometres. 

17 July: There was thick fog in the morning and visibility was 1,5 kilo- 
motros. In the oi'tomoon it was 6 kilomek^t at tines Enemy pianos wore 
carrying out reconnaissance and naval vessols wore maintaining patrols. 

18 July: At 0830 wo ontrorod tho hrjrt)or at P/JIAMUSHIRO. 
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nn. SBOND mSB of second part op kiska campaiqm 

At 2000 on the 22nd ifo entered upon the aeoond phase. 

Ch the 19th and 20bh the vlslblUty in the JCISKA Area nas 15 to 20 kilo- 
aitrts; on the 21at, it ma 3 to 4 ktlaaetree. To generalize the eneay's 
plans to the situation: There have been seven days out of 21 on ehlch the 
Mgr did not coos over. Since the 9th eneoy ^Ips had bombarded KISKA 
firs tlMS. 

(Xtf sorties recently have been an hour later than planned because of the 
thick Tog. Moreover, it has been difficult to mBdntaln our formation. 

In Oif first change (of position) the relative positions wore totally 
cnknosn* Connunlcatlon by telephone is poor. On the 24th, while it was 
elsar and only slightly misty, we looked about and adjusted our formation. 

The TAMA, NIPPON Maru (XAO), and XUNIJIRI (CU) were not to be seen. (The 
Ccwander-in-Chlcf 5th Fleet, was aboard the TAMA.) 

At OdOO on the 24th, a patrol plane made a forced landing in Sector #10 
on the A1TU patrol line, and lispatchod a special urgent oporational 
aessags. Indeed, there were several urgent messages to that effect. 

A dispatch from the Slat cooiaunications unit had arrived, saying that 
it was doubtful that the aviator had been located by the destroyer forco. 

For 30 oinitcs after 0945 on the 23rd enamy ships bombordod from the 
northeast and south. And, as the skies were clear, formations of enemy planes 
itrafod and bocabed several timos. The number of p^icipating planes was 
orcr 96. The onmny employed delayed action bombs, incondiory bQod>8, and 
parachuto boobs. The delayed action bombs were sot at 30 minutes, one hour, 

15 hours, 24 hours, etc. 

On Uw 25th, it was clear, and formations of from threo to nine P-40*8 raided 
EISA seven timvs from AllCHITKA; all formatiens bombed only the landing 
field. The enecy bombers at AMCHITKA and KULUK Bay on ADAK, 51 all told, 
stood ready, their operating wavo-f roqaoncics lengths adjusted. The activity 
of enemy patrol planes at both bases was groat. 

About 17CX) the tUZEGUK) (DD) detected an onomy submariiis trananitting a 
aeessge. 

In view of our poor radio Interception control. It Is doubtful whether the 
nb was loc^^tcd. 

About 1500 on the 26th we made contact with all the ships save the KIAUJIRI, 

•ad the locations to which our foiroation had been adjusted again were visible, 
^iddenly, at 1750 the KUNIJIRI collided into the storbe^rd side of the ABD- 
EtKA. Damage to both ships was^sli^t, but because of the accident some 
cenfUeion was produced in the poat units. The ’?AKABA, HiMSUSHIMO, and 
lAOANAMI (DD) collided, the latter rocoivlng only slight damage. However, 
the KAKABA and NAGANAIC were now handicapped for operational cruising. 

Tbe *TAKABA rotumed to PABAMDSHIRO; the HATSUSHDIO entered the Naval Supply 

Ih the 27th we set our course sooth and tried to pick up the lost trail of

is decided to oako a daeh for KISKA on the 28th. CordLtiona there had bean 
(none too good} up to now. 

The visibility hod boon oxcoUont on the 26th and honco a handicap to our 
operaiiog units; for a total of 46 pianos raided KUKiV that day. On the 25th 
a liailar formation of N40's had attacked seven times. Enemy bombers wore 
generally in readiness at every base, their operating wave-frequencies lengths 
Adjusted. 

Pitrol planes were active, and a vigilant watch was kept in the north. 

Several eneay ships wore operating in the waters south and west of KISKA, 

At 1925 there was a night bombing. 

to the 27th, it was clear in tho morning; visibility 20-30 kilometros, cloud 
ceiling at 3000 metros. But the fog appeared around 1800. On this day a 
total of 67 planes attacked. 8 B*24'8 bombed tidco; afterwards, KISKA was 
•ubjected to reconnaissance for about three hours. At night single planes 
boobvjd three limes; afterwards they dropped flares, which scomod strange 
«ad purposeless, 

The biroDctor fell gradually during tho morning of the 26th; tho mist 
thickened, and tho visibility was only 8-10 kilomotros. Borhaps because 
the soathor changed for the worse snesy pianos did not fly over KISKA after 
By afternoon tho fog had taken in tho whole sky; tho visibility was 
M kUmactres. 
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Ob the 29th»' too, a heavy fog hung over our route. pressed forward to 
KISKA, ^dotting our course from its radio waves. He only awaited the graee 
and aid of our gods. At 1105» whilo it cloarod, for a bit, we recognized 
the outline of tho island. Then the inevitable fog again* 5e sailed arounc 
to tho north of KISKA, but saw no sign of onemy ships. At 1316 the ABQKIAIA 
sighted an onony vessel and launched several torpedoes, but it had mistaken 
LITTLE KISKA Island for the enemy. 

Again, at 1321, tho SHIUAKAZE (DD) mistook the island for the onoiiiy and 
opened fire with her guns. At 1325 wc sot our course to enter the harbor. 
Only within the bay, strangely enough, was tho mist coiqiletely absent, and 
the visibilit]^ was extremely good. The clouds were at about 100 metres, 
and dense, anchored at 1350. Imodiatcly the landing barges which had 
been In readiness came alongside our ship and loaded the men aboard; in two 
trips, they had completed their work. The 500-odd men that came aboard did 
so in on oxxtcrly fashion and in fire spirits. By 1420 each of the ships in 
the 2nd Transport Uiit(YUSOTAl} had complotcd its loadirg* *To left then at 
onco. Tho 1st Transport Unit left the harbor a little lator. After that 
the ndst gradually become thicker in tho bay. Thereafter, the 2nd Transport 
Unit did not see anything whatsoevor of the enemy. We left and went on ahsa 
at a speed of 30 knots. Tho let Transport Unit, with tho ABUKUUA, spotted 
a periscope, northoast of KISK/i, but tho submarino jjanedlately disappeared 
beneath the waves and thereafter wasn't soon again. 

At 0600 on the 31st the mist hod completely cleared, and at 1530 we entered 
PARAMUSHIRO Harbor. It soomsd that the heaven were celebrating our 
success (in returning safely). At 1000 on tho let of August the Ist 
Transport Unit entered the harbor; they had not lost a man. Tho evacuation 
of tho defense force at KISKA, over 5,000 men, hnd boon a success. 

The enemy apparently had not discovered tho evacuation of our troops at 
all. Thereafter, for day after day, they bombod and bombarded KISCA, 
and on August 15, the landing of American and Canadian troops on the 
Island was announced. 

Truly the height of the ridiculous.

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III, CAUTIOTJS W DECIDING UPON AN ANCHORAGE 

1. Throughout the year northeasterly to easterly einds prevail; the 

lormer are generally strong. Aside from the period July to October, 
vhen the winds are calmest, you should be careful in the selection 
of your anchorage. _ 

2. Within an atoll there are several reef spots (TEI^SHO). Hence, in 
determining upon an anchorage, you should seek a place fdth an even 
depth and consficuous markers nearby. You shculd also drop your 
anchor to determine the depth. 

3. In selecting an anchorage for fueling, especial consideration oust 
be paid to wind, waves, and tides. 


About 1315 on 21 January 1942, a large enemy flying boat was sighted closing 
in upon us at 2955* S. Lat*, 149^40' E. Long. Immediately we notified the task 
force by radio. Three Zero fighters left the task force in our direction, but 
they turned around at our instruction and headed for the enemy plane. Within a 
few minutes a trail of smoke was seen in the direction they had flown. Then we 
saw the three fighters circling at low altitude. It was certain now that the 
enemy plane had been shot down, le changed our course at once and proceeded in 
the direction of the fight. Shortly we saw the fighters flying toward us. We 
waved our caps in greeting, whereupon they returned our salute by dipping their 
wings, ’'.’hen we reached the vicinity of the place where we supposed the plane 
to have been shot down, sure enough, there was a large oil slick on the sea. 

We also sighted five of the plane’s crow drifting about; we took them aboard as 
prisoners. Three of the flying boat’s regular complement of eight had perished. 
Of the five we rescued, two were officers and tho others rated men.

Svon though they arc ensioy officers and men, if it is considered that 
they wore all doing necessary service, and that they were sacrificing 
their lives for their country, one must feel respect and sympathy for 
thee. 

Such springs from a oomoon essence found in our so-called 
"DUSKUiO" (TH: "Tho ^ay of the **/arrior"). However the handling of 
prisoners of war during the first ?Ibrld 'Tar ms quite harsh and there 
were oany cases of it not being effected in accordance with previously 
exlsling rules, ^ 

Our "BUGHIU^ has as its basis tho principle "respect for honor", 
and the belief that giving a prisoner the opportunity to kill himself 
is noble treatoont, 

RQ 0 px:t for the oneny on the field of battle rises above' the 
spirit oi‘ combat in response to the enemy's bravery. It is based on 
the belief that the warrior who viows the battlefield as an exorcise 
ground is pleased to have taken an onomy, regarding him as an opponent 
of exercise ground practice, in order to utilize this general concep- 
tion concerning prisoners, it is basic that one's attitude should not 
eabrace any individual adedration for the prisoner. It is thought that 
the differences in Western and Occidental schools of thought regrjrding 
"I have done oy duty" (TOs In English in original) gives rise to disslB- 
ilarlties in tho concept of prisoners of war, 

B. Prisoners of war should bo committed to the authority of tho Gov- 
ornoent of the country which has token them prisoner and they should 
be treated humanely. Iho prisoner may keep anything belonging to him 
other than Implumonts of war, borsos, or millt^y documents, Thore- 
fore, the prisoner of war oust be given suitable ti^tment by us. 

(It is necessary to act according to the various articles and provis- 
ions In question.) 

Almost all confiscated documents and articles will be returned to 
these persona in view of the fact that they are personal articles.

If the anf;le of intersection is ^roat, there is open space between 
the ships and if there is not .much strain upon the forward and inboard 
lines, there is a tendency for the ships to mutually draw together.

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FLOATING MINES IN THE JAPAN SEA 


Data on the chax*t on the oppoeite page was taken froa a recently recorered 
eneay docunent (CINCPAC-CINCPQA Itea No. 12,410). Although dated eeU over a year 
ago, the inforaation plotted offers a revealing gliapee of the iKtenaive Japaneee 
alning activity in the strategic waters of the JAPAN Sea. Floating mines reported 
to Jap hydrographero along the southwest coast of HONSHU wore very possibly brought 
north by ocean currents frca the heavlly-ained CHOSEN Strait. The cluster of mines 
reported south of VLADIVOSTOK reflects the use of mines by RUSSIA to protect her 
greatest Pacific port area. The total nuaber of mines reported during the brief 
two month period indicates one of the strongest threats to U.S. subs operating in 
these Jap-controlled waters. 


NEW JAP RIFLE GRENADE 


A new type of Japanese high explosive 
rifle gyenade, embodying, several features not 
previously encountered, was captured during a 
recent operation. This grenade is designed t< 
be fired by a wooden bullet from the Type 38 
and Type 99 rifles. Since these rifles arc 
standard combat issue, it is believed this 
grenade was produced for universal use. 

Carrying a main charge of three ounces 
of cast TNT and an instantaneous fuse, this 
grenade has four fins of light metal attached 
to the stabilimer to guide it in flight. 

Upon impact, an inertia block is forced 
into the fuse body, breaking a brass shear 
wire and driving the steel striker into the 
percussion cap. Ibe cap ignites a black pow- 
der relay which sets off a cyclonitc primer. 

Then, in succession, the tctryl booster and 
the main TNT charge are ignited. 

The heavy construction of the inertia weight shear pin indicates that contact 
with a soft object might not be sufficient to fire the fuse. However, a notation 
attached to the captured grenade warns against dropping or striking the nose of the 
projectile, A safety fork, which must be removed before firing, supposedly pa*cvent0 
accidental detonation. 

A complete roxind of this new grenade has been examined by liobile Explosives 
Investigation Unit tfk, but its effectiveness has not been determined. The explosive 
charge was reported comparable to the KISKA-type hand grenade.

"It is necessary that before boarding/the plane/the sectors of respansibilitjr 
be determined, and that there be the will to sight the enen^ without fall within 
the field of visibility by an alert lookout at all time#. V ' 

"Dieirgr suboarines do not give up just because of the preecnce of a plane over- . ^ 

head. If there is neglect in the lookout, aimless flying or the like, serious 

results will certainly follow. In all the coo^t exae^es relating to the sighting , 

of eneoQr submarines, one cannot but wonder whether the flight crews put forth seri- 

ous efforts. 

"It is necessary to maintain a strict visual lookout even when using radar, 
magnetic detectors and the like. ^-4 


"The magnetic detector is employed especially in eases when the potential sub- 
marine area is small, as in the early ^ages after a sighting, and the like, and the 
radar is employed especially at night in search of surfaced enesQr submarines. 

"When it is feared that an eneiqy submarine has gotten' it is neeessaiy 

to intensify direct escort in the area in itiich it ia most prob^e that the sub 
is operating or lying submerged, and the area must also be swept. Generally ifien 
patrol, direct escort, and attack are incompatible, put emphasis on the attack; 
and when afraid the eneqy has besn lost, the emphasis must be shifted to direct 
escort without loss of tims. 





Principles of the attack. 




"When an enemy sub has been sighted, take care that it ia not bombed in- 
accurately In confusion, and make it a principle not to have to make a second try. 

flhen the aim is found correct, all bombs oust be dropped in one pass. If they 
are not, the second attack generally has lost its target due to the sub's diving 
or there may be no results on single dropping due to fuse failure. When It is 
clearly recognised tliat there has been no result, a second attack must be planned. 

•■Howevar, if circumstances warrant, it may be all right to drop single bombs 
us signals.

"The saerat of oooparatlon la baaad on autual ondaratandlng. Tharafora^ aa 
Bust work for perfection of coanunleatlona^ both vlaual aiMl ali^aaa^ aliica tb^ 
are a moat important raeana of aatabXlahlng undaratanding. 

"In eatablialdng a thorough-going, unobatructad undaratanding, radio com^

this la nerer iapoeeible; and, aa the actual axparianea of tha lOKOSUU Air Group 
clearly shone, if both p^les have tha proper dataralnation, the .desired under* 
standing can ba realized. 

"Still, ahan the nature of tha present surface craft antl-aubnaurine staff 
is conaidered, present development prlaarily is awaiting vigorous leadership froB 
tha aircraft section. 

In directing surface craft , remeBber that they are often not furnished with 
sonic gear, that their sighting level is restrictive, and that they are alow, treat 
them aa if blind. 


Ordnance and equipment. 

"New weapons should be quickly aaatared. Before new equipment ie received, 
as such research as possible should be carried out beforehand. Radar, in particular, 
has revolutionised warfare, and as it is said of old, "Nlthout a rifle, no infantry", 
sp without radar, no war planes. In this our country, since it is in tha unfertun* 
^e position of having startsd late in thie field, requires tha utmost endssvor.

HELEN* tha Japanese Arof's Type 100 Bcober* has failed to prore in conbat the 
extravagant claiea which were made for it At the time of its introduction* but new 
deTelopments ma/ make it much more formidable* 

This aircraft, made by Nakajima* is known to the Japanese as "The Dragon"* and 
was hailed at one tLae as the plane which would bring the Pacific war to a quick end. 
However* it has not appeared in substantial quantities and its performance to date 
has not been outstanding* even though it is among the most heavUj armed and aiwored 
of Jap bombers* 

The original HELEN* Model 1* was powered with 1250 h.p* engines* It was 
placed in mid-19A3 by a Model 2* with engines of 1450 h.p* Both models are similar 
in appearance* being distinguished by a b\iilb-up wing section between fuselage and 
nacelles similar to that of the British Mosquito* 

There are indications that a Model 3* equipi>ed with engines of more than 2000 
h.p. and with greatlj improved performance* is under development* but this version 
has not been definitely identified*

The prisoner 
stated that pilots and other personnel of the group were not questioned as to their 
desire to beroas asabers of a suicide sqi^.

(Bakarashii), but since it vas an order he fully intended to carry it out. He did 
feel that there had been a needless expenditure of life ulth very little visible 
success to date.

Deab Joe: As of possible Interest to you I am enclosing the General Board’s 
report on organization of the Navy Department. Will be glad to get your com- 
ments If and when you get time. 

I will drop entirely the question of Captain Smith coming to the PENNSYL- 
VANIA for the pun^ose of acquiring CincC' background on war plans. 

Before he starts East I will ask him to ask you for an appointment so that 
you may send back any general thoughts you may wish to of a confidential 
nature which would be useful to all of us. In this connection I have a letter 
from Tommy Hart, Just received, in which he thinks the situation in the Far 
East is very serious and that this year may prove to he a crucial and critical 
one. As I have written Bloch, and ns you undoubtedly know, I have continually 
asked him to hear In mind what is going on to the Westward which In this par- 
ticular period in this old world’s history may be far more important to us than 
the troubles In EuroiK*, especially if something should break and break quickly 
and without warning. It is something, in my humble opinion, for which you 
should he mentally prepared. Anything in this wide world I can do to help, of 
course I will ; that Is my only reason for existing here. Incidentally by officer 
messenger or otherwise, I would be glad to know what your thoughts are In that 
connection so that I may be in harmony and may be able to transmit them to 
higher authority if they should be asked. 

Hope the Army Maneuvers have been greatly beneficial. The President Is 
intensely Interested in our working closely with them in all ways, and the pull- 
together here In the Department Is very close.

Deab Bettt: I am forwarding today, by air mail, my recommendation regard- 
ing a relief for the U. S. S. AUGUSTA. I And, In making this recommendation, 
that I am in a position In which I frequently find myself. In that I do not know 
all the points that should be consldere<i in reaclilng a decision. For example; 

(a) I do not know what considerations led to the assignment of Commander 
Scouting Force to command the Hawaiian Detachment, but if there were reasons 
controlling at that time there probably has been no change. 

(b) I do not know why we have a Hawaiian Detachment, but if it has any 
relation to existing plans as stated in my official letter I think it should be com- 
manded by Commander Cruisers. 

(c) I do not know how much weight is attached to the necessity of having 
a cruiser available for the President, and I do not know whether he insists on 
having the HOUSTON so available, or whether another ship would be equally 

acceptable. „ 

Andrews recommended that Commander Cruisers, Scouting Force, shift to the 
HOUSTON and remain in command of t^ruiser Division FOUR with the Hawaiian 
Detachment, and that the present Commander Cruiser Division FOUR shift to 
the LOUISVILLE or CHESTER in command of Cruiser Division FIVE, and re- 
turn to the West Coast with that division, and that the AUGUSTA be assigned 

to CrudIv FIVE. ^ c ^ 

It does not seem logical to me to have both Commander Cruisers, Scooting 
Force, and Commander S.'outlng Force, in the Hawaiian Detachment. As things 
now CTlst, Commander Aircraft, Scouting Force, frequently sends recommenda- 
tions to me in order [2] to save time, with copies to Commander Scoot- 
ing Force, and t^ommander Scouting Force frequently makes recommendations 
affecting the cruisers without having the reconunendations of Commander 
Cruisers, Scouting Force. 

Any number of solutions could be suggested and any one that yon select wm 
be acceptable to me because I have made what a];v>eared to me to be a logical 
recommendation, but I have no personal pride in it, and any solution will wort 
However, the easiest one that would not disturb existing conditions would be to 
send the HOUSTON out as temporary relief of the AUGUSTA, and have the 
AUGUSTA return to China after her overhffuL 

In any event, there will be no heavy cruiser with the Fleet for several months 
this summer while Cruiser Division FIVE is undergoing overhaul, and I know 
that both Bloch and I feel that there should be two divisions of heavy cruisers 

with the Fleet. ^ 

I do not know why Cruiser Division SEVEN is retained with the Atlantic 
Squadron. Consequently, I have made no recommendations or requests that 
that division rejoin the Fleet. Neither have I recommended that one of the 
divisions now in the Hawaiian Detachment return with the Fleet.

Dear J. O. : I am somewhat at a loss as to Just how to answer your questions 

(a) , (b) and (o) in your letter of 8 March. 

I do not know whether Bloch left his personal file of correspondence between 
him and me. for you to read over or whether he talked it over with you. The X- 
background for sending the Hawaiian Detachment was for the most part con- 
tained in this personal correspondence. 

One of the first questions which was brought to me after I took over this Job 
was the possible reinforcement of the Asiatic Fleet which had been requested 
by Admiral Hart. This reinforcement was to be preferably, according to Hart’s 
request, a division of heavy cruisers. His second choice was a division of light k 
cruisers. The situation in the Shanghai Settlement in regard to control of that : 
area w^as tense. The situation in Tientsin, especially in n^ard to British Japa- 
nese relations, was critical. The war In Europe was breaking. We wanted to v 
do what we could for Hart, strengthen the State Department’s hands, and at the 
same time not weaken our own position. 

I looked into the question of our War Plans, especially as to the Commander-in- 
Chief’s Operating Plan for an Orange campaign. This seemed to meet a strategic 
situation in the Pacific in a manner by which Hart would be supported by naval 
deployment, and the Commander-In-Chief would still have close control over ^ 
all units of the Fleet. 

The result was that on 8 September I wrote to Bloch and made the suggestion ^ ^ 
of sending a detachment to Hawaii, but only after I had talked it over with the , * 
President and the okayed it one hundred percent ; as did the S^'nte Department. 

There were several despatches back and forth (Opnav 0022-1815, 0024-1225, 
CinCrS 0023-1255, all of Septeml>er). and also one or two telephone calls. Bloch 
recommended that Andrews be in command ; he also recommended that xny first 
suggestion of moving the 8ul)marlne8 to Hawaii be held up; I concurred in both 
recommendations. Admiral Bloch was opposed to sending any more cruisers 
to the Asiatic. They were not sent. 

We did reinforce the Asiatic by one tender, one squadron of patrol planes and - 
six new submarines. The Hawaiian Detachment fits in with the Commander-in- i 
Chief’s Curating Plan Orange. Y j 

When the time came for the Hawaiian Detachment to go, a proposed press release 
as drawn up showing the reason to be “For the purpose of facilitating training Cik 
operations.” The President finally said : “Do not re<ease it to the press.” I 

Hardly had the Detachment arrived in Hawaii when the question of rotation 
came up. After a good deal of correspondence back and forth we took the bull 
by the horns and sent out our directive in regard to this question (CNO Serial 
988 or 4 January 1940). Of couree the question of home ports and transportadon 
of dependents was a big item in arriving at the final decision. f /’ 

My original ideas in regard to the Hawaiian Detachment were that possibly, 

In fact probably, the Commander of this Detachment would be able to carry out 
the regular schedule of gunnery firings and for training would be able to visit v> 

the various island possessions in the Mid-Pacific area to familiarise himself with . 

these possessions and their potential uses in time of war. ^ 

I still think that the decision to send the Detachment to Hawaii under present ; 
world conditions is sound. No one can measure how much effect its presence there > 
may have on the Orange foreign policy. The State Department is strong for the 
present setup and considers it beneficial ; they were in on all discussions, press 
releases, etc. ■ 

I find that in the above I have more or less covered your paragraphs (a) and 

(b) . I caonot help but foel that a Vice Admiral should be In command of the 

Hawaiian Detachment. He would probably command the above force prescribed ^ 
in War Plans. Administration may be diflacult but it will be more difficult in war Yi 
and means should be developed to this difficulty. ^ 

In regard to your question (c), of course I don’t know whether the President 
will go to the Coast before his term of office expires or not, but I think the chances \ 
are that he very probably will ; in fact be intended to go last October and couldn’t 
At that time he told the people in San Francisco that he would try and come at 
a later date. My guess is that If world conditions will permit his leaving Wash- 
ington you will see him sometime before Winter on the West Coast with the desire 
for a fishing trip, or more possibly a desire to go to Alaska which he has so often 
expressed. A cruiser force flagship or its equal will be requlr^, because the 
President will doubtless want to take someone with him. wien he went to the 
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Canal Zone in the TUSCALOOSA he was comfortable but be bad cut down his 
entourage to the minimum. 

In regard to the relief of the AUGUSTA, I have received your official letter and 
we are now making a careful study of it from all angles and hope to find a solution 
which will be satisfactory in the main to both ends. 

The decision to retain one division of CAs in the Atlantic was made after con- 
siderable discussion with the President. Some would have two divisions. I held 
one division is enough, supplemented as it is by a couple of CLs. With the general 
requirement of two cruisers in the Caribbean and two on the North Atlantic Coast, 
we cannot well do with less. For the time being at least we will have to retain 
one division of CAs on this side. 

I will be glad to get your reply to my letter on the CL Force Flagship. Person- 
ally I do not see it — but I am prepared to do what you want.

M Dr'B JO: I have jiist been glancing over your letter of 8 February to Admiral 
Niinitz to check my memory on one of your questions as follows : I did it because 
of some information which came in this morning. 

(a) Is “CInCus facing trouble in the Western Pacific’* so surely as to war- 
rant giving that consideration greater weight in the preparation of the fiag 
slate than the usual peacetime considerations of training fiag officers for 
hi^er command : If so, the best should be kept at, or ordered to sea. 

I believe Nimftz answered your letter but was not able to answer the above 
question. I want now to answer that question with an emphatic affirmative. 
I believe the situation In the Far Bast is continually deteriorating so far as our 
relations with Japan are concerned. I may be unduly pessimistic but I do want 
to communicate my thoughts for what they are worth and I might add they are 
backed by some pretty concrete evidence. I think you should continually keep 
uppermost in your mind the possibility of trouble in the Orient, and the means 
to meet it. 

The President has been troubled with a bad cold and we are about two weeks 
overdue in an appointment with him ; however, we are hoping we will have it 
within the next few days and after he has agreed to the topside slate we will send 
you hfs desires for your further recommendations lower down. 

lam also in hearty accord with the last paragraph of your letter and to save 
yon the trouble of checking I am quoting ft ; 

^*11 the eminence of trouble does not outweigh other considerations, I think that 
ihe most promising material for high command should be given adequate sea 
experience at the expense of the less promising, and that a long range plan should 
be prepared with a view to having the best possible available with recent Fleet 
experience and with adequate time to serve when those now in high position in the 
Fleet step out of the picture.'* 

Here’s hoping the Maneuvers are highly beneficial from every standpoint, 
livery good wish as always,

UiAS J. O. : Jdst hung up the telephone after talking with the President and by 
e time this reaches you you will have received word to remain in Hawaiian 
aters for a couple of weeks. 
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When the Fleet returns to the Coast (and I trust the delay will not be over two 
weeks* but I cannot tell) the President has asked that the Fleet schedule be so 
arranged that on extremely short notice the Fleet be able to return concentrated 
to Hawaiin Waters. This will present somewhat of a problem in lugging around 
more oil with you perhaps than usual and keeping more provisions on board 
because if action is wanted it will be wanted quickly. As far as I can see, your 
proposed schedule meets this requirement and unless you hear to the contrary 
you may assume it okay. 

1 am glad you want to run East to have a talk in the Department. Had you not 
suggested it, I would have myself. We have been making some close examina- 
tions into the War Plans recently and I remarked at the time I wished you could 
have been present. I trust your arrival here will not be delayed over about two 
weeks, beyone what it normally would have been. , 

Of course you know the thought behind the above and that is that the Italian 
situation is extremely delicate, the two weeks ahead regarded as critical; then 
- - - ????? nobody can answer the riddle Just now. 

I am still hopeful that our Expansion Bill will go through. The Appropriation 
Bill has also to be acted on. Other than these two items nothing of particular 
interest that I can think of for the moment from the Fleet standpoint. 

I hope to get money for elevation of the NEW YORK, TEIXAS and ARKANSAS 
guns. My feeling is that these ships are of little use as is, and that even if th^ 
have to be out of the Fieet under overhaul at a critical time, we should go ahead 
with them. Do you concur? 

Am also looking into the question of one or two more flag officers in Atron 
which I believe you desire. 

Am delighted you are able to give War Plans your personal attention. Per- 
sonally 1 think it is one of our most important jobs. 

I don’t know how you reel about it, but I have always felt that ClncUS was 
loaded up with too much in the way of material matters ami administration; 
and that in general material matters should not go beyond type commanders, at 
least as far as routine items are concerned. For example if Combatfor wants to 
find out something about his destroyers, he can send for Comdesbatfor tell him, 
or better still, let Comdesbatfor write him or see him frequently enough to keep 
him in general touch. It seems to me force commanders should not have to alp 
or even think about the thousand and one material details which must detract 
from their more important duties ; let the type commanders do this.* 

I know you have a tough Job in submitting the names of six rear admirals from 
among whom three may be ear marked for furlough. I have got to do the same 
myself. If you and Peck agree it will automatically make it easier. I just men- 
tioned to the President the advisability of appointing the three of us to constitute 
a hoard to actually meet and make this recommendation. This would take away 
any political repercussions so far as the President is concerned. However, he 
didn’t take to this idea and said all he wanted was to be told verbally the namei*.

Deak Joe: When we sent our dispatch It looked as if Italy were coming in 
almost immediately and that a serious situation might devolop in the East Indies, 
and that there was a possibility of our being involved. However, the recent 
“blitzkrieg” events in Europe have certainly altered the picture for the time 
being. Personally I think it has made more remote (for the moment at least) 
the question of a westward movement of the fl^t. I agree with the tenor of 
your letter and you will be glad to know I had already so expressed myself. I 
also realize events may cliange this picture and possibly over night. 

With regard to the specific questions raised in your letter of 13 May, the Joint 
Plan for Rainbow Two is about complete, and a copy of it, including the studies 
upon whicii it is based, will go to you shortly by officer messenger. This Joint 
Plan embraces in general all the basic assumptions listed in the memorandum 
Hill brought East. The joint tasks of this plan will require the operation of the 
Fleet in general with the fleet tasks set up in Hill’s memorandum. 

1 think these assumptions are about the best upon which a basic plan of this 
nature can be promi.sed, although in any prelimlnai’y operating plan which you 
may prepare at present, I think you should assume the present strength and dis- 
position of the Fleet, in order to develop the problem from a practical basis. 

As you get time in the.se strenuous days, I ^lleve it would be advisable for you 
to go ahead with the preparation of a tentative Fleet Operating Plan for Rainbow 
Two, as we are most anxious to have the benefit of your detailed study of the 
difficulties involved, and the logistic and other requirements. 

I wish you would keep constantly in mind the possibility of a complete collapoe 
of the Allies, including the loss of their fleets. A very probable development of 
such a catastrophe is visualized in the Rainbow One Plan. Should the Allied 
fleets pass into the hands of the Germans, however, an entirely different, and far 
more serious situation would exist. I would appreciate your views regarding the 
best disposition of fleet forces in such an event. 

Regarding the 5 inch 38 caliber ammunition we have realized the deficiency, 
and, as you probably know, Ordnance has now arranged for shipment of 20,000 
rounds on the PYRO. We understand that this will complete the first increment 
of the mobilization supply on board and will give some room for target practice 
ammunition. It is my understanding that there will still be enough on shore on 
the West Coast and in Hawaii to meet mobilization requirements. I would be 
glad if .vou would confirm this. 

I find that the 6 inch 47 caliber reserve supply on the West Coast is not what it 
should be. There are 6, (XX) shells out there and I have requested the Bureau of 
Ordnance to send a like quantity of powder by rail. 

W are taking up the question of another Flag Officer in ATRON which you 
suggested. We hope to put this in effect in the near future; the idea being to 
asdgn this officer as Commander Destroyers Atlantic Squadron. Present plan 
is to rig up something on the DEXEBOLA for him to use as an Administrative 
Flag Ship and then assign ad interim one of the new 15(X) ton destroyers as a 
Tactical Flag Ship wdth the idea of recalling from the Fleet the SAMPSON 
(which seems most logical choice) or another 1850 destroyer to take the place 
of this new” 1500 tonner tentatively assigned. On account of the antiaircraft 
armament on the 1500 toniiers I feel that the 1500 tonner wou’d be more valuable 
to yop than the SAMPSON, and at the same time the SAMPSON would give a 
lltUe more room for Flag Quarters and Operating Staff accommodations. I do 
not want to tie up anotlier cruiser as a separate Flag Ship. I sometimes feel 
there has been too much of this already. This seems to be the best solution for 
the problem, unless you can suggest a better one. 

In regard to the disposition of cruisers I feel that the ST. IX)UIS and HELENA 
should joint the Fleet as soon as they are out of the Yard, They should get Fleet 
Training. They arc valuab'e units to you. If we take them out of the Atlantic 
and send them to the Pacific I must replace them. Under the present situation 
the reduction in cruiser strength ns it is. should, if anything, be augmented. 
There are two possible solutions: one, to assign Rowcliff and Cruiser Division 
FIVE to the Atlantic. Tldg would give two heavy cruiser Divisions in the 
Hawaiian Detachment and tw”o in the Atlantic. The other is to send Fletchers 
Division. Cruiser Dlvl.sion THREE, to the Atlantic which would give one heavy 
Cruiser Division and one light Cruiser Division In the Atlantic, but would 
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your Light Cmiser strength by one Division and would give you a total of three 
heavy cruiser divisions in the Pacific. Of course as soon as the TRENTON comes 
home from Europe we will have her overhauled and she will be available for 
duty where most needed in the Atlantic or Pacific in case either Cruiser Division 
THUEE or FIVE is sent to the Atlantic. Plea.se let me have y^our perfectly frank 
reaction to the above by dispatch (supplemented by air mail if you so desire). 

You may draw back at the thought of reducing your cruiser strength at this 
time in the Pacific. This I can believe might well be your inclination, — as it 
would be mine. But, as I indicated above, the changing situation may push the 
decision one way or the other. In fact the picture may change by the time you 
get this letter to the extent that it may be necessary to send a real component 
of the Fleet to the Atlantic much as we would hate to do so and thus divide our 
forces. 

The HELENA in 
New York, 9 July. 

Th situation in some of the Southe American countries gives real cause for 
concern— and I say this advisedly. If Germany should win — then whatim 
Wish I could see you — and if the pressure here — day and night ever lets up — 

I hope to fiy out.

AB you no doubt well appreoiate, I now nuat plan the 
fleet aobedule and eaiployment for the next few aontha. To do 
this intelllcently, hoWever, it la neoeaaary to know acre than 
I know not about why we are here and hov/ long we will probably 
atay. I realize that the answer to the aeoond question if 
largely dependent *upon the first, and probably also upon further 
development 8, but nonetheless I should have soozething to go on* 

Tor instance, carrying out eren a ourtailed gunnery schedule 
will require wbole^iale movements of targets, tugs, utility planes, 
etc,, from the Coast. The following are pertinent questions: 

(a) Are we here primarily to influence the actions of other 
nations by our presence, and if so, what effect would ^ 
the carryin:; out of noraal training (insofar as we 

con under the lioltatlons on anchorages, air fields, 
facilities and services) have on this purpose? The 
effect of the emergency docking program and the conse- 
quent absence of task forces during the training period 
must also be considered. 

(b) Are we here as a stepping off place for belligerent 
activity? If so, we should devote all of our time and- ^ . 
energies to preparing for war. Tills could more effeotlTe-v' \ 
ly and expeditiously be acoanpllshed by an i.a*iediate re- 
turn to the West Coast, with "freezing" of personnel, 
filling up Qoapleaents, docking and all the rest of it. 

V/e could return here upon completion. 

As it is now, to try and do both (a) and (b) from here 
and at the same time is a diversification of effort and purpose 
that can only resUlt in the aceoazplishment of neither. 


If we are here to develop this ared as a. peacetime 
operating base, consideration should be given to the certain de- 
crease in the efficiency of the Fleet and the lowering of morale 
that may ensue, due to inadequate anchorages, air fields, facili- 
ties, services, recreation conditions, for so large a Fleet.

During the first week 
of this period, on the aaaa'nptlon that v/e are here for normal 
peaoetlme training, I will cbiplete a survey of what Is available 
and what are the alnlanm additional requirements in the v/ay of: 

Auxiliary air fields Airplane services 
Targets Athletic fields and facilities

Utility places Fuel 


Upon ooapletion of this survey I may recomaend a re- 
duction in the number of carriers to be maintained in this area 
and I will probably reouest tbs allocation of funds for immediate 
work on auxiliary air fields and athletic fields and facilities. 


Based on this survey and additional information froui you, 
I may modify my orders regard In,^ tbs shifting of tugs, tenders, 
targets, and utility planes from San Diego to Pearl Harbor.

If the Fleet is to reraain here and carry out normal 
peacetime training it will be conduclTe to efficiency of adminis- 
tration , to the carrying out of enirloyment schedules and to the 
most effective use of services and operating areas if the ships 
I and services of the Hawaiian Detachment are incorporated under 
I their normal type comanders. Unless advised to the contrary by 
yl you before 30 Hay, this will be done. 

In any event and v.hatever the fviture holds, we serious- 
ly need additional enlisted personnel. We^ should no longer be 
content to operate v/ith any vacancies in peacetime allowance 
materially below our needs and our complement. With so many 
ships building and other ships to be reco! 3 missioned, we must have 
' many additional trained men. It will take a long time to train 
them. I urge that all training stations be operated to full 
capacity. Trained men are fully as important as additional mater- 
ial and equipment. 


> If we are in the preliminary stage of preparation for 

/ ^ belligerent action our ships should be fully manned by the most 
'' competent available officer personnel. Peacetime shifting of 

officer personnel should cease. V/ith my lack of knowledge of the 
Department's purposes and intentions, I feel that we may work at 
cross purposes, and the whole matter of officer personnel changes 
may become most confused. ^

Deab JO: Yours of the 22Dd just received. I shall endeavor to answer it para- 
grapu Dy paragrapu. First, However, I would iiKe to say that 1 know exactly 
what you are up against, and to cell you, that here in the Department we are up 
agaiust uie same uang. 

Way are you ia tne Hawaiian Area? 

Answer; You are there because of the deterrent effect w^hich it is thought your 
presence may have on the Japs going into the East Indies. In piCVious letiers I 
have hooked this up with tiie itanaus going into tne war. The connection is that 
With Italy in, it is thought the Japs might teei just that much freer to take inde- 
penueut action. We believe both uie uermans and the Italians have told the Japs 
tnac so far as they are concerned she, Japan, has a free hand m the Duicn East 
Indies. 

Your natural question may follow — well, how about Italy and the war? 1 can 
state that we have had Italy going into the war on 24 hours notice on several 
diuerenc occasious during the last two weeks from sources of information which 
looked authentic. Others have stated that it would occur within the next ten 
days. 1 have stated personally that cold logic would dictate Ler not going in for 
some time. It is anybody's guess. It may be decided by the time this reaches you. 
Events are moving fast in Northern France. 

The above in itself shows you how indefluite the situation is. 

Along tlie same line as the first question presemed you would naturally ask — 
suppose the Japs do go into the East Indies? What are we gOing to do about it? 
My answer is that is, 1 don't know and I think there is nobody on God’s green 
earth who can tell you. 1 do know my own arguments with regard to this, both 
in the White House and in the State Department, are in line with the thoughts 
comalned in your recent letter. 

I would point out one thing and that Is that even if the decision here were for 
the U. S. to take no decisive action if the Japs should decide to go into the Dutch 
East Indies, we must not breathe it to a soul, as by so doing we would completely 
nullify the reason for your presence in tbe Hawaiian area. Just remember that 
the Japs don't know what we aie going to do and so loing as they don't know they 
may hesitate, or be deterred. These thoughts I have kept very secret here. 

[f J The above I think will answer the question “why you are there”. It 
does not answer the question as to how long you will probably stay. Rest assured 
that the minute I get this information I will communicate it to you. Nobody can 
answer it Just now. Like you, 1 have asked the question, and also — like you — I 
have been unable to get the answer. 

I realize what you are up against in even a curtailed gunnery schedule. I may 
aay that so far as the Department is concerned you are at liberty to play with 
the gunnery schedule in any way you see fit, eliminating some practices for the 
time being and substituting others which you may consider important and which 
you have the means at hand to accomplish. Specifically if you want to cut short 
range battle practice and proceed with long range practices or division practices 
or experimental or anything else, including anti-air, etc., etc., which you think 
will be to the advantage of the Fleet in its present uncertain status — go ahead. 
Just keep us Informed. 

We have told you what we are doing about ammunition ; we will attempt to 
meet any changes you may desire. 

We have given you a free band in recommending ships to come back to tbe 
Coast for docking, etc. 

You ask whether you are there as a stepping off place for belligerent activity? 
Answer: obviously it might become -so under certain conditions but a definite 
answer cannot he given as you have already gathered from the foregoing. 

I realize what you say about the advantages of returning to the West Coast 
for the purpose of preparation at this time is out of the question. If you did 
return it might nullify the principle reasons for your being In Hawaii. This very 
question has been brought up here. As a compromise, however, you have authority 
for returning ships to the Coast for docking, taking ammunition, stores, etc., and 
this should help in any ease. 

As to the frei sing of personnel : — Nimitz has put the personnel problem before 
you. 1 will touch on it only to the extent that I have been moving Heaven and 
Earth to get our figure boosted to 170.000 enPsted men (or even possibly 172,300) 
aud 34.0ro marines. If we get these author’sed I believe you will be comfortable 
as regards numbers of men for this coming year. I know the convulsion the Fleet 
had to go through to commission the 64 destroyers and some other ships recently. 
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I am thankful that convulsion is over. I hope the succeeding one may be as light 
as possible and you may rest assured that Navigation will do everything it caa 
to lessen this unavoidable burden on the Forces Afloat. 

I had hoped your time in the Hawaiian area would have some indirect or inci- 
dental results regardless of anything else, such as — 

(a) Solving the logistic problems involved, including not only supplies 
from the U. S. but their handling and storage at Pearl Harbor. 

(h) Training, such as you might do under war conditions. 

[S] (c) Familiarity of Task Forces with the Midway, Aleutian, Palmyra, 

Johnston, Samoa general area, in so far as may be practicable. 

(d) Closer liaison with the Army and the common defense of the Hawaiian 
area than has ever previously existed between Army and Navy. 

(e) Solving of communication problems involved by joint action between 
Army and Navy and particularly stressing the air communications. 

(f) Security of the Fleet at anchor. 

(g) Accentuating the realization that the Hawaiian group consists of 
considerably more than Just Oahu. 

You were not detained in Hawaii to develop the area as a peacetime operating 
base but this will naturally flow to a considerable extent from what you are up 
against. 

As to the decrease in the eflBciency of the Fleet and the lowering of morale 
due to inadequate anchorages, air flelds, facilities, service, recreation conditions, 
for so large a Fleet ;♦ 

I wish 1 could help you. I spent some of my first years out of the Naval Academy 
in the West Indies, — ^1 remember the last port I was in after a 22 month stay 
and where we didn't move for 6 months ; and there was not even one white person 
in the place. The great antidote I know is WORK and homemade recreation sucb 
as sailing, fishing, athletics, smokers, etc. You can also move Task Forces around 
a good deal for seagoing and diversion ; Just so you be ready for ^ncentrations 
should such become necessary. We will solve the oil situation for you for all the 
cruising you feel necessary. 

In my letter of May 22nd I mentioned the possibility of moving some units of 
the Fleet to the Atlantic. This might be a small movement, or it might grow to 
a modified Rainbow No. 1, — modified as to assumptions and as to the distribution 
of the forces. In other words, a situation that we might be confronted with I 
would be one in which the Italian and German Sheets would not be free to act, 
but might be free to send a cruiser or so to the South Atlantic. In such a case 
there would be no need to send very extensive forces to the Atlantic, and the con- 
tinuance of the Fleet in the Pacific would maintain its stabilizing influence. 

Units that might be called to the Atlantic, under such a modified Rainbow 
situation, to provide for conditions that now appear possible, would be a division 
of cruisers, a carrier, a squadron of destroyers, possibly a light mine layer division 
possibly Patrol Wing One, and possibly, but more unlikely, a division of submarines 
with a tender. 

If you desire to have task groups visit the Aleutians, and the islands in the 
mid-Pacific and south Pacific somewhat distant [^1 from Hawaii, the 
possibility of such a call being made, — for the detachment of such a force to the 
Atlantic — should be borne in mind. 

Also, It should be borne in mind, in connection with any movements of Navy 
units to the southward that a situation might arise which would call for visits to 
French or British possessions in these areas. We will strive to keep you informed 
on these points as the situation changes or develops. 

I believe we have taken care of your auxiliary air flelds by granting authority 
for leases and I may add that we are asking for authority to do something perma- 
nent In this connection in bills which we now have pending before the Ck)DgTe88 
and which should be acted upon within the next two weeks. 

Fleet Training has recently sent you a letter with regard to targets and target 
practice facilities in general. We will do everything we can to assist you in 
this situation and I trust that something permanent will come out of it so that in 
future situations of this kind the 14th District will be much better off. 

Regarding the carrier situation, w’e are prepared to go along with you on 
whatever you decide is best after you complete your survey. 

Regarding splitting the Hawaiian Detachment back into its normal type com- 
mands : — We will naturally leave this matter entirely in your hands. If a pa^ 
of the Fleet Is brought to the Atlantic Coast, or if the main part of the Fleet w 
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rjTi^g: recalled to the West Coast, it may well, In any case, be necessary to formulate a

^ P. S. The European situation is extremely critical. Italy may act by 5 June 
which seems to be another deadline drawn on information which once again looks 
authentic. However, it still is a guess. 
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Secret ' June 22 , 1940 , 

Dear JO : Your trip to Washington was held In abeyance because of uncer- 
tainty as to the movements of the fleet in the immediate future. Tentatively 
decision has l>een made for the fleet to remain for the present where It is. This 
decision may be ehange<l at any time. It rests partly upon the question as to 
what happens to the French fleet. On this last there is no definite and final 
information as yet. 

So all 1 can say is that the fleet must May in a condition of complete readiness. 
By now you will liave received my last letter, in which In reply to your question 
I stated I thought it would be best for you to concentrate your planning energies 
on a distribution of task forces to provide for the problems of Rainbow 1 modified 
by those set up in Rainbow 4. This picture is as yet unchanged. 

The floating dry do(k from New Orleans has recently completed the transit of 
the Panama Canal, and is being reassembled for towing on to Pearl Harbor as 
ori-jiinally planned. A few flays ago the question was brought up as to whether 
or not this plan would be carried out. After giving it some reconsideration, we 
decided to go ahead and take the dock on to Honolulu as it would be needed 
there to care for the forces that must be maintained in the Honolulu area in any 
case. 

Guantanamo is receiving considerable development. In addition to air 
fields on both sides of the Bay, we are Increasing the gun defenses by four 6" 
guns and four 3" antiaircraft guns. In the near future we will send about 105 
additional Marines, and somewhat later, when Its training has been completed, 
we will send down a Marine Defense Battalion of about 750 men. 

I am als<» endeavoring to get two transports ready for the use of the Marines 
in the immediate future, one for the Atlantic (probably Caribbean) and one for 
the Pacific. We plan to load these transports with combat units of the Fleet 
Marine Force so that they will be strategically ready for immediate use,— such 
a transport full of Marines and equipment can be dispatched to a needed task 
in the same manner as vve now dispatch a cruiser. 

We recently, as you read In the papers. Introduced a bill expanding the Na\y 
sulfciently to provide for major tasks simultaneously In both oceans, and of a 
strength that will permit us at all times to have strong forces In each ocean. 
It Is not our intention to have a permanent Atlantic fleet somewhat disassoclate<l 
from the permanent Pacific fleet. However, there will necessarily be some de- 
centralization In fleet command. We can talk this over when you come East. 

Another subject to take up with you is tlie question of basing the fleet units 
that might be brought to the Atlantic — using Caribbean bases, primarily— CrI*- 
tobal, Guantanamo and others. 

This Is the first of an attempt to write you a weekly letter. Hope they may 
Tu-ove to be of some use to you.

The enclosures are self-explanatory, and caused 
me to send confidential despatch 820603 . 

To clarify the situation, I flew to Pearl yes- 
terday and held 'a conference with Andrews, Bloch, and 
General Herron, conLoandinc the Hawaiian Department. 
Briefly, on 17 June, due to the "Alert** from the V/ar 
Depart lent, the Army issued live awaimition to all 
posts Iricludino A.A* batteries, etc., and established 
a patrol and jusrd over all critical areas, vdiich are 
considered by the:ri to be, all landing beaches, land 
areas (bridges, roads, etc.) and Pearl Harbor (Harines)* 
' Tlieir directive Included a proviso that all despatches 
were to be sent in code via cable to the Chief of 
Staff and that the public in Honolulu were not to be 
excited, hence no Aray was stationed at waterworks, 
electric light plant, gas or telephofie companies, but 
extra precautions were taken by these latter. 

The navy increased their distant plane patrol 
frois 130 miles to 300 miles and enlarged the sector 
^ being covered to include from ISO^’ to 360^, as well 
as establishing a 30 mile inner patrol. 

Two days later, the' Army received word to "ease 
up on the Alert**, but to maintain guard on all criti- 
cal areas on a semi -permanent basis. V/e did not 
know about this, until General Herron mentioned it 
at the conference in reply to my query as to how long 
the Alert would continue. General Herron stated that 
he might, on the 24th, further modify his present 
interpretation of the ''modified alert**. 

As a matter of interest, Herron said he had 
been asked if he could store crude rubber and tin 
to the extent of 600,000 cubic feet (his figures) 
and further that no such storage space was available.

The Army "Alert** and action taken caused me 
some concern though I felt posltiTe that any Army 
Intelligence bearing on the above v/ould be avail- 
able to and evaluated by the Navy, with information 
to lie. Of course, anything of this character tends 
to aggravate the tenseness of the situation and to 
interrupt training, as the Fleet is operating from 
Lahaina and Pearl by single ships and groups and 
without the full screening and scouting which a 
more serious situation would necessitate. 

As a similar situation may again arise, I 
believe a remedy would be to insure that where 
possible, when joint action is involved, even in 
drills, that the Commanders of the Army and Navy 
be jointly informed, with definite inform ':tion to 
me as to whether the alarm is real or simulated for 
purposes of training.

Dtar RiobarAson: 

This will aoknowledss rsoaipt of your letter dated 
SO June, reoelred by plane this aorning; I note the oontents 
thereof and will carry out your wishes expressed therein. 

Oeneral Herron reoeived a dispatch from the War De* 
yertaent ths other day which stated in substance: "Alert your 
foroee against hostile oversea raid. This must be done in such 
a way as to prevent newspaper publicity or notice of foreign 
intelligence acsnts. Department suggests that you do this on 
a aaneuver basis in order to accomplish the above." General 
Herron brought this dispatch down to me and told me he was tak- 
ing the necessary action and hoped that the Navy ooxai see its 
way clear to have an off-shore patrol each day and do anything 
else in Its power. I consulted Andrews and an off-shore and In-, 
ihore patrol around Pearl Harbor has been arranged concerning 
which you have been advised by Calhoun, I have no idea of how 
lon^ this situation will exist, nor as to the gravity thereof; 
for two days I had out the Fleet Marine Foroe and their anti- 
aircraft guns with ammunition. I called them in yesterday inas- 
auch as it was necessary to keep their ammunition under tarpaulins 
in the vicinity of the guns and this did not look like a very 
safe practice inasmuch as they were deployed in the heart of the 
navy yard. My idea is, if something more definite is not heard 
by Monday, I will probably put them out again on Monday and on a 
distant station scmevdiere near the Army guns.

Spent over three hours 
i in the State Department yesterday — something over two in the morning with 
Mr. Hull, Welles and Hornbeck, and then again in the afternoon over an hour 
I with Mr. Welles. I believe had you been pre.sent you would have been in agree- 
ment with what I did and I pushed my thoughts home just as hard as I could. 

, I may say that the same general picture so far as our attitude Is concerned still 
j holds, although I would not be surprised, confidentially between you and me, 

' to see an embargo on scrap but this too would be along the lines State has been 
working on. 

I strongly opposed, and I believe carried my point, an embargo on fuel oil for 
reasons which are obvious to you and with which I may say I think the State 
Department Is in concurrence. I believe Mr. Hull brought it up to get a thorough 
dlseusson of the subject and Mr. Welles said he was in complete agreement 
with me. 

Hope to get a letter off in the next day or two with a coverage of some of the 
thoughts that I have been playing with and, as you know, my mind is com- 
pletely open to you, almost to simply thinking out loud.

My feeling Is that a letter sometime after a visit can never take the place of 
an appreciative despatch and I have so told Mort. Of course In the last analysis 
the Swretary is the Boss but I have given Mort the thought — here’s hopin’. 

Until you wrote I had not seen the sheet which placed officer and enlisted per- 
aonnel under the Assistant Secretary or at least that particular item escaped 
my attention, it was not in the original suggestions I made to the Secretary, 
jfi I luimedlately took It up with the Secretary and it has been changed ; personnel 
now coming directly under the Secretary which is the same as it has been. Of 
you know that BuNav and OpNav usually settle these things pretty much 
themselves.

Dear J. O. : i hated to send you the despatch last night that the house would 
be full when you got here, K!t had not Intended to return until two weeks from 
next Sunday when Harold Gillespie from Honolulu expected to be with us. How- 
I ever he has been again delayed ; will not be here when planned, and as the only 
j reason for Kit remaining at the Lake was for his coming, and his coming now 
' being Indefinite, they decided to come down this week. By they I mean Kit 
and Kewple (our daughter) and her. two children and nurse girl which will fill 
j the house to about 100 percent complement. 

! 
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The Secretary wants very much to see you. I toltl him of your letter. How- 
ever, one of the thin^ he wanted to talk to you about is the possibility of sendiof 
a detachment to the Far East; it is being urgvd here by some. I have opposed 
it and so has Ingersoll. Your thoughts are likely to be determinative. 

T^e question of where to hold the Fleet Problem will also be on the agenrtta. 

In addition the Secretary says he would Just like to talk to you anyway ; so 
there you are. 

1 more or less took the bull by the horns with regard to getting more men 
aboard ship quickly and while we had written you about it the Secretary took 
it up with the President before we had time to get your reply, that Is, with i 
regard to cutting the training period to three weeks. I felt I was on fairly 
sound ground in bringing this up as my feeling is that it is in accord with your 
wishes. I would prefer to get twice the number of men in a given period and 
get them quickly rather than have them spend an additional five weeks or so 
at the Training Station. 

Frankly I do not like the trend of things and I would not be surprised at any- 
thing happening any day. Your statement that we can not stay half in this war 
and half out sizes up the thing pretty well and 1 have long felt that it is only a 
matter of time until we get in. 

I am writing the District Commanders a letter pointing out the gravity of the 
situation as I see it and will send you a copy. In this letter I made no attempt 
to go into much detail — my objective being that they get the spirit of the sit- 
uation as I see it w'hich would leave no stone unturned towards our innnediate 
readiness. Gml knows I hope I am wrong because I realize w’hat a little addi- 
tional time would mean to us but sometimes things get out of hand either from 
the other fellow’s action or our own. 

Personally, I am looking forward as always to seeing you. I will keep the 
decks clear and will arrange our evenings according ^^o your desires. The fem- 
inine part of my family are good soldiers on retiring upstairs and turning over 
the downstairs to stag get-togethers which I find are so beueticial these days. 

For next Tuesday, 8 October, I am tentatively slating the following for dinner: ^ 
The Secretary, Comdr. Murphy, Admirals Sexton, Robinson, Nlmitz, Ingersoll 
Towers, Furlong, Moreell and General Holcomb. 

I am sorry that you will not be putting up with us as our quiet, late evening 
talks helped me so mruch when you were last here.

DKiUi J. 0. : Yon may think I have been unnanally silent for the last couple 
of weekg,--and so I have. Truth of the matter Is that a great part of this time 
was spent in making up an estimate of the international situation, together with 
a namber of officers in Naval Operations and two from the General Board. As 
a start on this I sat down one early morning and drew up a twelve jiage rough 
estimate, working on up till two o'clock the next morning, this in the effort 
to clear my own mind, as I sometimes do by drawing up a paper. After I finished 
the rough notes, I then got together Ingersoll, Turner, Savvy, Charlie Wellborn, 
Forrest Sherman, Hill, Sexton, Moore and Oscar Badger and we went to it, 
day and night, Siaturdays and Sundays, for about ten consecutive days. The 
product which no one claims is perfei*t is now in the hands of the President. I 
am hoping he will give some definite pronouncement on it in order that I may 
send you something more authoritative than I otherwise could do. 

Yon know that we have no definite commitments. Perhaps none can be made. 
The direction which things finally take may be force<l upon us. 

For example, as you stated in a recent letter : — Upon your first visit here you 
found us of the opinion that in the event of war, we should not become involved 
in the Pacific and that any major effort, we might make would be in W'hat we 
considered the most vital theater, namely, in the Atlantic. I have never changed 
my viewpoint on that and I may say that so far as I know, neither has the State 
Department. I believe the Secretary of the Navy also holds this view. But no 
ai^sement. 

Nevertheless, we can not afford to neglect the possibility of hostilities in the 
Pacific and that is why in so many of my letters I always mention keeping a 
weather eye to the Westward. 

I think the study which was made when you were here, has been highly bene- 
ficial^ studies of this sort always are, whether or not they are implemented. 

I bad hoped before this to get to you the Navy end of RAINBOW III as a more 
thoroughly considered directive to meet the possibilities of the present situation 
in the Pacific. This RAINBOW III plan is nearing completion now and I expect 
to send it to you in a few days. I trust that you will find the tasks assigned to 
you are [2] within your power. We will await your comment. 

We are pushing District preparation and degaussing work with all the speed 
we can command and if by any chance I could have until 1 April on this I would 
five a good deal. One January should see degaussing well along; one April 
much essential work accomplished in the Districts. Please do not construe that 
statement to mean that we might get into the war tomorrow, as I have nothing 
hot my own thoughts on this. Nevertheless, you know I have felt right along 
that it is only a matter of time before we do get in (though I can not say this 
out loud). The chief question that concerns us is where we get in, and tohom 
we will fight — and “tomorrow” or perhaps “today” is what 1 am working tow’ards. 

You have received the despatch directing the sending of submarines to Manila. 
There are no plans at present to send anything more in that direction, 
present conditions are far from static, the Japanese appear to be making prepa- 
ration for a definite move of some kind, and the answer we will give, if any, to 
the steps they may take in the future can not be predicted at this time. 

Your letter regarding the retention of a part of the Fleet on the (3oast beyond 
the date of its intended departure, and also holding another part in Hawaii, ar- 
rived at a time when the election prevented my presenting this question promptly 
to the President. Since the scheduled departure of the units from Hawaii was 
the day following my receipt of your letter, there was nothing for me to do other 
than to radio you to carry out the approved schedule. As you know, the matter 
of withdrawing the iheet from Hawaii is delicate, and could hardly be accom- 
plished without a certain amount of preparation in Washington. It does not now 
appear that we can withdraw it without some good pretext. 

Begarding this Winter's exercises there is no question as to the desirability 
of training both the Fleet and the troops in expeditionary operations which will 
•imnlate war as closely as possible. Therefore, I believe we should go aliMd 
with the essential features of such a plan. As I understand the plan, you pro- 
pose to assemble in Pearl Harbor an Expeditionary Force comprising most of 
the Fleet, plus transports in which are combat-loaded the west contingent of the 
Fleet Marine Force, plus tankers and supply ships. This expeditionary Force 
will then set out from Hawaii and will simulate the actual capture of an island, 
tioiag Christmas Island or some other, perhaps San Clements for example — I 
fiive not received a copy of exactly what you plan to do and therefore this con* 
cQ>thm may be at fault 
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We have all been greatly pleased over Churchills statement of recent Brltidi 
action against the Italian Fleet. Also we are more than pleased over tbe ok* 
cess of the Greeks, — even though It may prove In the end to be temporary. We 
have nothing more official to date on this than newspaper reports. 

IS] Regarding the German claim that they had sunk every ship in the 3^ 
ship convoy in ap[>roxlmately longitude 32, latitude 58:- all but 6 of these shtpi 
have safely reacb^ port. 

Am expecting King to relieve Ellis shortly after the middle of December. 

Hope the enclosed to Tommy Hart and Ghormley will be of some interest to 
you.

Dear Tommy : We are pushing ahead as rapidly as possible on the pr^n- 
tlon of material and personnel for any eventualities. While there is much still 
to be done (a condition that will continue to exist for years) I can not say that 
matters are unsatisfactory, so far as concerns things under my control But we 
do not yet know the direction which affairs may take. 

For the past three weeks I have been spending many hours, together with a 
group of officers particularly concerned, in developing a broad estimate of the 
material situation as ft affects possible naval war operations. This estimate, or 
study, is now in the bands of the President. I do not expect any immediate de* 
cision, but do hope that it will serve to clarify matters so that, at least, those la 
authority will be fully aware of the Implications of any particular policy that may 
be adopted with respect to the war. 

Ghormley tells me the British expected us to be in the war within a few days 
after the reelection of the President — which is merely another evidence of their 
slack ways of thought, and of their non-realistic views of international political 
conditions, and of our own political system. They have been talking, in a large 
way, about the defense of the Malay Barrier, with an alliance between themselves, 
us, and the Dutch, without much thought as to what the effect would be In Europe. 
But we have no idea as to whether they would at once begin to fight were tbe 
Dutch alone, or were we alone, to be attacked by the Japanese. Then again, 
the copy of the British Far Eastern War Plan which Thomas obtained at Singa- 
pore, shows much evidence of their usual wishful thinking. Furthermore, thou^ 
I believe the Dutch colonial authorities will resist an attempt to capture their 
islands, I question whether they would fight if only the Philippines, or only Sing- 
apore, were attacked. 

The Navy can, of course, make no political commitments. Therefore, we can 
make no specific military plans for an allied war. However, as I told you in 
despatch, you can perform a useful service by laying, with the British and ^ 
slbly the Dutch, a framework for a future plan of cooperation, should we be forced 
into the war. I rather doubt, however, that the Dutch will talk freely with yon. 
If they do my idea would be that you would explore [2] the fields of: 

Command arrangements, 

General objectives. 

General plan of cooperative action, Including the approximate naval and 
military deployment 

You are, of course, committed to assist the Army In the defense of Luzon. But 
with allied bases to fall back on, your direct support of the Army might well fall 
short, In degree, of the support you would afford were we alone to fight Japan. 

I do not believe Japan will attack us if she can avoid doing so. In fact, I be- 
lieve she will go far to avoid hostilities with the United States. It is even doubt- 
ful If she wishes, at this time to fight the British or the Dutch. It seems more 
likely that she would prefer, while maintaining a iwsition in readiness, to con- 
solidate Indo-China with her positions further north, and to begin a more or Ic» 
gradual economic penetration of the Netherlands East Indies and Siam. Shonld 
we refrain from imposing additional economic sanctions, present conditions, in* 
eluding the recent 1.800,000 Ion oil contract, might be stablliaed over a consider- 
able period of the future. Our State Department, as you may know*, had a hand 
in the execution of that contract. 
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rciw: But we never can tell. Should a war develop between Japan and an alliance 
of British, Dutch and Americans, I believe that Japan will plan to: 

(a) Occupy Guam, and reenforce the Mandates with troops, submarines, 
and some air; 

(b) Establish naval control of Philippine waters by destroying our naval 
and air forces, basing her main fleet in the Pescadores and a strong, fast de- 
detachment in Halniahera ; 

(c) Capture Luzon with troops now based in Formosa and Hainan; 

(d) Capture Borneo, to be followed by a campaign against the Dutch di- 
rected from East to West. 

I believe that the allied objective should be to reduce Japan’s offensive power 
j through economic starvation ; the success of the blockade would surely depend 
' upon allied ability to hold the major portion of the Malay Barrier. Your own 
action would, of course, be based upon your view as to the most effective method of 
contributing to the attainment of the ultimate objective. 

One thing (and this is for your ears alone) you can depend upon is that we would 
sui^rt you, probably by sending a naval reenforcement to you at Soerabaja or 
Singapore, and by other means. I would be glad to get your views as to the size 
. and composition of such a reenforcement ; but in making your recommendation 
I trust you will keep in mind that our Navy must hold in the Mid-Pacific, that 
we may also be in the war against the other two Axis Powers, and that the col- 
lapse of Britain would force us to a major re-orientation tow’ard the Atlantic. 
You may will appreciate that I do not welcome such a war (British Collapse). 
The naval part of the War Plan, Rainbow III, for this i>ossible war is about 
completed, and will be on its way to you within a short time. We are hoping 
to send naval attache’s to Singapore, Batavia, Soerabaja. Balikpapan, and Cey- 
Ion ; possibly one of these officers may bring this plan to you via air transportation. 

We are all delighted to be able to put over the dependent thing for you. The 
State Department strongly suiJjported us. I can appreciate the coals that must 
hare been heaped upon you wiien it was learned that, while we were forcing 
' ^ our dependents home, the Army was sending dependents out. 

^ You know how glad I always am for any opportunity to assist any or all of 
the Little Harts, as well as the Big Hart, in any way in which I can.

DiAi Jo: While you were here in early October we sent a despatch to Corn- 
fourteen to ascertain from Admiral Bloch whether or not the protection being 
afforded to the vital elements of the Naval Establishment in Hawaii was satis- 
factory, this in order that, if requlre<l, we could make representations to the 
War Department to direct more thorough protection on the part of its Hawaiian 
l^opartment. 

Admiral Bloch’s answers to this despatch and to u second despatch on the 
aame subject were not very definite, and did not provide basis for further action 
by the Department. 

Since the Taranto incident my concern for the safety of the Fleet in Pearl 
Harbor, already great, has become even greater. This concern has lo do bo A 
with possible activities on the part of Japanese residents of Hawaii and with the 
possibilities of attack coming from overseas. By far the ni<»st profitable object 
of sudden attack In Hawaiian waters would be the Fleet units based In that 
Mea. W’lthout question the sJifety of these units is paramount and imposes on 
the Commander-in-Chief and the forces afloat a responsibility in which he must 
receive the complete support of Commandant Fourteen, and of the Army. I 
realize most folly that you are giving this problem comprehensive thought. My 
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object in writing yon in to find ont what stofM the Navy Department and the War 
D^Mirtinent ahonld be taldng to provide additional equipment and addltknal 
protective measures. 

For instance, it is desirable to place torpedo nets within the harbor I 
will appreciate your comments and those of Comfourteen on this question. 

Antiaircraft protection can be provided first by units of the Fleet actually 
in Pearl Harbor with lOins ready at all times ; by stationing about the Navy Yard 
of Army A. A. defense measures including mobile batteries ; and possibly by ntilitt* 
tion of Marine Defense Battalion Antiaircraft Units now available in the Pear^ 
Harbor areas, or that could be made available. Also by keei^ug carrier flghten 
squadrons alerted and ready to go. 


[2] Another aspect of local security which prompted the Department's 
original despatch was the security of the oil tanks against attack from the road 
passing near by. 

I would like to have you take up the whole question upon your return to Hawaii 
with Comfourteen and with the Army, and let me know of any defidendea whid 
will require remedial action here In Washington. 

Much is being done by the Army, and by the Navy in support €i the Army, to 
maintain security of the Panama Canal. Of at least equal importance is the 
security of our Fleet against sudden destructive attack. And the Fleet k, u 
usually must be the case, in a more exposed situation. 

I have been In somewhat of a quandry whether to write this letter to yon or to 
write one on similar lines to Admiral Bloch to take up with yon and Army* 
really is immaterial so long as we get the answer — but after all tbe Fleet— your 
command— is tbe subject. 1 am sending Admiral Bloch a eopy.

The security of the units tihile carrying out routine 
operations glTes ne greater ooneem, because to provide a 
reasonable degree of seourity calls for es^loycent of a 
great nu&ber of Fleet units for security alone, which will 
consume both time and effort that could, otherwise, be well 
directed to\7ard training and indoctrination. I feel that the 
Fleet must operate on either of two assumptions, i.e., (a) 
that we are at peace end no security ceasures are required; 
or (b) that war time measures of seourity nnist be carried 
out. Beretofore, we hsTs oarried out limited seourity 
ceasures largely as a basis for training and on the assunm- 
tion that no foreign power would choose to bring on a war* by 
an attack on the Fleet, but that some miadlreoted or fanati- 
cal nationals might undertake indiTidual and irresponsible 
lattack on Fleet units.

Reference: (a) Cine’s Secret Letter A16/01706 of October 22, 1940. 

1. In reply to your recommendation in tbe above letter that a new war plan be 
issued, you are informed that Navy Basic War Plan — Rainbow No. 8 (W.'P. L 
44) has recently been completed. Pour advance copies have been forwarded to 
you by officer messenger. The finished copies of this plan, plus such reyisions 
of WPL-A2, Navy Basic War Plan — Rainbow No, 1, as have been found desirable 
for making parts of that plan usable with Rainbow No. 3, will be distributed as 
soon as practicable through the Registered Publication Section. 

2. War Plan Rainbow No. 3 Is designed to provide against the most imminent 
and difficult war situation which may confront the United States in the near 
future. It is, therefore requested that the Commander in Chief prepare as 
soon as practicable the operating plans for a war envisaged by Rainbow No. 8. 

3. The Chief of Naval Operations has, in the past, kept the Commander in 
Chief advised as to all matters within his own knowledge which related to 
current national policy and pending national decisions. This past practice will 
be continued in the future. However, the Commander in Chief is doubtiew 
aware that the changing world military situation will continue to affect policy, 
and thus will influence plans for the war operation of the naval forces. It is, 
of course, impracticable to draw up and to issue new Navy Basic War Plans 
when merely miner changes in policy occur. The Chief of Naval Operations 
considers that Rainbow No. 3 is, in its major aspects, suitable for all probable 
situations which may arise in the near future where the principal portion of 
the national effort is directed westw'ard. Under study now by the naval and 
army officials are plans based on assumptions requiring the exertion of the 
principal portion of tbe national effort to the eastward (Rainbow No. 6), and 
also a plan, somewhat similar to Rainbow No. 1, involving the defense of the 
entire Western Hemisphere against attack from both the east and the west 
(Rainbow No. 4). So far as now can be foreseen, these three basic plans should 
be adequate to guide mobilization, initial deployment, and initial operations 
under all contingencies which are foreseeable at present. 

4. In view of the above, it is believed unnecessary to comment on the present 
applicability of the Orange War Plan, as that Plan was drawn up to guide the 
prosecution of a war under circumstances which do not now exist. 

5. The urgency of this document, is such that it will not reach the addressees 
in time by the next available officer courier. The orginator therefore authorises 
the transmission of this document by registered mail within the contiDentsl 
limits of the United States.

Dear JO : Tour personal letter of November 28th, headed Long Beach, Cali- 
fornia, arrived here on the Hth of December. While Murphy was here he spoke 
of this letter as having been prepared before his visit to Washington, but we 
were unable to loca te it. Apparently it was not actually mailed until after the 
arrival of the NB3W MEXICO in Honolulu. 

In the meantime undoubtedly Murphy has given you oral answers to some of 
the questions brought up. However, I have had prepared a memo covering some 
of the points set forth in your letter, from which I will quote later on. 

First, in regard to security, I endeavored to outline to Murphy my idea as 
to the extent security measures should be prosecuted, namely, that while the 
extent of security measures required is increasing, it has not yet reached the 
demands of full war time security. As I discussed with Murphy, there wiu 
be an advantage in making occasional sweeps by aircraft and surface enft 
but it is not yet necessary to make these continuous. I agree with you that 
the wear and tear on equipment ,and the detrimental effects on training, of 
full security measures should be given due weight. 

In regard to the objective of the training exercises, the picture, of course, may 
change at any time. At present the main objective Is the purely training aspect 
I fbel that it is desirable to conduct the exerefaes in an area sudBciently distant 
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fh)in bases, such that the dlffictilties of the problem are concretely and un- 
avoidably present. It is also desirable that the exercises be conducted on 
beaches where our probable problms are most closely paralleled. In addition, 
the islands utilized ^ould provide sufficient area for the maneuvering of the land 
forces involved. 

We desire, of course, to avoid conducting maneuvers which would ai^ar 
unduly provocative to our friends across the way. On the other hand we also 
wish to avoid any change in our dispositions which would indicate a walking 
back of our position in the Pacific. Taking these various factors in mind, I 
think the use of San Clemente for the final full scale exercises would not be 
so desirable. One solution that suggests itself is conducting some of the exer- 
cises on the island of Lanai, and other part on Christmas or Palmyra, depend- 
ing upon the results of your reconnaissance of Christmas. 

Due to the delays in the transport program it appears necessary to carry out 
these exercises during the fourth quarter. We have encountered much difficulty 
in getting transports. The only ships that we have been able to acquire are 
very old ships — ships with machinery not in the best [2] condlton, and 
in which conversions bring to light structural corrosion and defects which 
necessitate additional work in effecting satisfactory conversion. Consequently, 
completions in all cases have been delayed except in the case of the EXOCHORDA, 
the present HARRY LEE, which was the only fairly new ship. The following 
table shows the estimated readiness-for-sea da^es of the transports now under 
oODversiou. (This includes a two* week period for fitting out after the com- 
ptedon of overhaul) :

Six APD’s will be ready for sea on 3 January. The MANLEY, McKEB and 
fiTBINQHAM are scheduled to depart Norfolk, on January 6, and the Canal Zone 
on January 15, and will then report to Commander-inChief, U. S. Fleet, for duty 
in the Base Force. 

It appears that the HARRIS and 2SBILIN will not be ready, even for exercises 
in the fourth quarter. 

Referring to the various points in your letter designated by letters, the situa- 
tion is about as follows: (I quote from memorandum giving me data in some 
instances) : 

(a) Problems involved in having the Second Marine Aircraft Group participate 
have undergone some change in view of the pending transfer of the group from 
San Diego to Pearl Harbor. By the end of the third quarter all three combatant 
squadrons of Group 2 should be available at Pearl Harbor with effective types of 
aircraft. It seems practicable to distribute their combatant aircraft among the 
carriers that will be available. yMJ~2 will also be in Hawaii. 

The memorandum submitted on this question states '*It is estimated that if 
planes are carried on GY’S there will be 61 officers and 180 enlisted men on board 
the latter, and that there will be 9 commissioned, 6 warrant officers and 456 
enlisted men to be transported by other means. The material required, exclusive 
of aviation gasoline and oil, will be 460 tons (22,925 cubic feet) of general cargo, 
and 268 tons (7,320 cubic feet) of high explosives.** 

[J] In regard to additional ships to carry ground crews and equiinnent, and 
to meet the requirements set forth in your paragraph (b), we may have a few 
cargo ships available for employment during the latter part of March, which may 
fit in for use in these exercises. It seems, at present, that the ammunition ship 
mently taken over will not be available before June, because it will be hauling 
ammunition from the Bast Coast to the West Coast. 

(c) AvaUabUity of boats , — It now appears probable that all transports will be 
equipped with landing boats at the time the ships are ready for sea, although it 
joay be necessary initially to substitute 30' boats for 36' boats. In any event, it 
is anticipated that the boats will be delivered by 1 March. Tank lighters, how- 
^ar, will probably not be delivered before the middle of March. It is expected, 
however, that Artillery lighters (non-self -propelled) will be completed at Puget 
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Roand Navy Yard in January, and that these can be substituted for tank lighten 
nntii the latter are delivered. 

(d) Ships to act as boat carriers. — There are no ships at present available to 
carry excess lauding boats. 

The question of a special boat carrier was discussed with Murphy during hh 
last visit. Such a vessel, or such vessels, would be useful. However, we contlnne 
to encounter the usual difficulty of obtaining funds for the acquisition of anxii* 
iaries of any kind. 

(e) Quoting from memorandum: *^Fresh Water FacUUies for Marines, The 
Second Marine Brigade has adequate facilities for getting water from ihip to 
shore storing and distributing to troops. 

This includes : 

For movement ship to short : Tank and artillery lighters, double bottoms 
5 gal. water cans. 

For storage ashore : 14 canvas tanks — 3000 gal. capacity. 

For distribution to troops : 10 water carts, 5 gal. water cans. 

The Brigade also has the necessary pumps, hose fittings, etc., for handling this 
water, 

Also—they have one water purification unit for purifying water found agboie, 
if any. 

[4] In addition, the Marine Corps has on order, four evaporating sets tor 
experimental use — with the capacities as follows : 

1— dOOO gal. per day. 

1 — IjOOO gal. per day. 

2 — smaller, exact capacity not yet determined. 

If satisfactory this equipment will be made standard and provided to Marine 
Brigades.’’ 

In addition to the above there are being procured and placed in storage, with 
other advanced base equipment, well-digging equipment and 13 sets of evaporator 
and water purifying apparatuses distributed as follows : 

5 at San Francisco. 

4 at Charleston. 

4 at Panama. 

This information can undoubtedly be obtained in the detail desired from the 
Fleet Marine Force at San Diego, California. 

(f ) Use of the ** American Seaman** as a distiUinff ship. — ^The idiip is at pretent 
at St. Petersburg, Florida, and is currently engaged in training personnel for the 
Maritime Commission. A sister ship, the AMERICAN SAILOR will be comi^eted 
about the middle of February 1941. Although these ships are suitable as dis- 
tilling ships it is not desired to divert them from their present use in traininf 
merchantseamen unless a major emergency develops. 

(g) Your statements about the Marine ammunition situation are well foundel 
We have been making strenuous efforts to remedy the Small Arms Ammunition 
situation, not only for the Marines but also for other Naval Small Arms, aircraft 
and ship, for many months. The situation has been brou^t to the attention of 
the Secretary many times. No satisfactory remedial action in the near fntore 
appears possible, but we will pry out of the Army all we can. 

It is estimated thAt there are now between 5 and 10 units of fire of varioos 
calibers available on the West Coast. 

The organisation of the Second Mai'ine Brigade calls for 12— Pack Howitienor 
(75 m/m guns) for each of the two battalions. They have 

12— Pack Howltaers. 

12—8'' (75 m/m) guns. 


There is some shortage of fire control equipment, but the units can operate 


without It 

[5] (h) Captain Bralsted has been designated by the Bureau of Navlgatioo 

for duty in command of the Transports in the Pacific. He is due to report about 
January 3.

. y communicate this permission to you; We postponed answering the letter because 
of the protracted correspondence regarding Christmas. There Is, of course, a 
certain amount of information available in the Naval Air Pilot, H. O. No. 184, 
and in charts 2179 (consecutive 1632), and No. 121 (1631) which have been 
p furnished you. 

Murphy’s visit was extremely profitable to all hands. I trust that on his return 
be was able to give answer to many of the questions that have arisen in your 
mind. 

( If there is anything which you have asked for and which is not included in this 
letter or supplied by Murphy — other than the answer to the Pye memorandum 
concerning which you will receive an answer in the near future — ^please let me ■ 
bnow, and I will supply the answer if I can. We are continuing daily bulletins 
^ to you and have received the first semimonthly summary. 

Iliere Is little that I can add which is not repetition, but I shall repeat Just 
the same that every 24 hours past is just one day nearer to actual hostilities and 
that your flag officers and captains should be completely in the frame of mind that 
we will be in the flghting business most any time, and purely as a guess on my 
own part, I would say at any time after the next 90 days. Our beads and our 
hearts and every ounce of energy that we have should be devoted exclusively to 
the business of war and keeping fit — ^and I don’t mean maybe. 

It may come anytime. All good wishes,

Dkab Tommy: Your letter of December 4 containing Purneirs report of his 
conference with the British arrived a day or two after McCrea’s departure, en 
route for Honolulu and Manila. McCrea will be able to give you the answers to 
some of the questions raised in your letter. However, I will refer to them herein 
even though I may be duplicating. 

I agree with the two big points in the situation that you outline. The location 
of the “command po.st” would, however, depend, in my opinion, very much on 
the conditions obtaining. 

Purnell’s report gives me an interesting and valuable atmospheric background 
for the consideration of the situation in that area. 

To follow your letter on down, the Department realizes very acutely the limited 
capacity of the obsolete equipment at Cavite. Measures are under way to Improve 
the situation by giving you better equipment, and perhaps more equipment. 

The planners in the War Plans DivisiOi. and In the Districts Division are giving 
very close scrutiny to the problem of laying an anti-motor boat boom in K 
fathoms of rough water, and are hniking Into the question of supplying the large 
amount of material that will be required for nets, etc. [2] It is apparent 
that not only will it be a Job to get the material to you, but also you will be 
confronted with a Job of getting it put together and laid down. 

The mine plan from Manila Bay has been recently received here and in the 
War Department, and Is under study. In reaching an answer the planners will 
undoubtedly be guided by your requirements for ingress and egress of ships 
through the entrance. 

In regard to your next paragraph, I am completely with you and have sought 
at every turn to improve the security of Manila Bay and the Philippines. I mi^t 
Hay In this connection that opinion in general, in regard to how far we should 
go In maintaining oui positJun in the Philippines seems to be changing upward. 
While such a charge is going on, it Is not always practicable to be definitely final 
on questions that arise. In the mean time we will send you all of the material 
you ask for to the extent it can be made available and can be shipped.— Inci- 
dentally. send me a sample of your '‘britches’’.. I’ll send you a bale of cloth for 
their enlargement. More power to you ! 

We have already requested your advice as to sending out division of blrdboat 
mine sweepers. The division will be fitted out for magnetic mine sweeping in 
late January or perhaps in February. 

In regard to your various recommendations on air matters, I will say that I 
perhaps In at least some of the Instances would have made recommendations 
similar to yours had I been in your place, with the knowledge then avallahle to 
you and your staff. However, the recommendations from the ASIATIC must 
be considered In the light of our expanding aviation program as well as that of 
foreign countries, and in the light of our plans not only for Manila and the 
Philippines, but also for the rest of the naval establishment. For some time we 
had had it in our minds to increase the submarine force in the ASIATIC and to 
make this force more effective by adding to the patrol plane strength. An addi- 
tional requisite, of course, has been an increase In the fighter strength of the 
Army. Only recently has the Army gone along with us on this [5] point 
I might add, iu\renthetically, that as we have increased the patrol plane strength, 
we have decreased the amount of overhead per plane. Altogether, I hope that we 
have made available to you a substantial increase in your power to carry out 
possible war tasks. 

1 can thoroughly appreciate your difficulties in regard to the movement of 
d6pendents ; and if the pressui*e on you get.s too heavy Just pa.ss the responsibility 
for It on my shoulders. I could even with the babes yet unborn were on their 
way home. 

I presume this letter will reach you before McCrea’s departure. His orders 
indicate his remaining with you for nine days. However, you and he may find 
It desirable for him to remain sometimes longer, in which case I will of course 
be glad to have him extend his visit.

1. Receipt Is acknowledged of reference (a). 

2. Since the plans to be prepared under the directives of WPL-44 will be 
applicable to a large extent to the situation presented by Plan D, the Chief of 
Naval Operations desires that planning under WPL-44 continue to have the 
highest priority. 

3. The general concept, the assumptions, and the tasks under a Plan D situa- 
tion, outlined in paragraphs 3, 4, and 5 of reference (a), are in accord with 
the views of the Chief of Naval Operations. 

4. In connection with the initial sweep for Japanese ra|ders ih the Northern 
Pacific, mentioned in paragraph 5 (7), a suggestion may Ijere be In order. The 
Chief of Naval Operations believes it possible that Japan for some time main- 
tained a vessel about 500 miles north of Oahu. Indications are that some 
similar vessel Is now stationed about 1,000 miles southwest of Oahu. In con- 
nection with reports of unidentified submarines near Oahu, Panama, the Mexi- 
can coast, and in the open sea, it may be surmised that the vessel mentioned 
above Is a submarine tender, and that Japan may plan during war to base 
submarines on tenders in the open sea. It is conridered most inadvisable that 
we indicate too much curiosity in this respect for the time being. It would be 
well, however, to keep track of such vessels, and to tage immediate steps to 
sink them on the outbreak of war. 

5. With reference to paragraph 7 of reference (a), the Chief of Naval Oper- 
ations is cognizant of the condition of the defenses of Oaha, and, in view ti 
the inadequacy of the Army defenses, the re8];)onsibility which must rest apM 
the fleet for its own protection while in Pearl Harbor. In this connection, yoor 
attention is invited to reference (b), a copy of which was furnished to the 
Commander-in-Chlef, U. S. Pacific Fleet. The War Department is taking steps 
to remedy the situation, but the Commander-in-Chief should constantly prea 
the Commanding General of the Hawaiian I>epart]iiest to aiake all the in* 
provements that lie within his own power. 

6. It is noted that no provision is made in the Naval local Defense Pow* 
plans of the Fourteenth Naval District for the employment of vessels as a part 
of an aircraft warning net in the waters to the northward and southward of 
Oahu. It is suggested that in coordinating the plans of the Commander-in- 
Chief, U. S. Pacific Fleet, and the Commandant, Fourteenth Naval 

this matter be given consideration. It is possible the large sampans equipped 
with radio might prove useful for this purpose during war.

My Deab Mb. Secbetaby : The security of the U. S. Pacific Fleet while id 
P earl Harbor, and of the Pearl Harbor Naval Base Itself, has been under ^ 
Dewed study by the Navy Deijartment and forces afloat for the past sevelH 
weeks. This reexamination has been, In part, prompted by the increased grt^ 
ity of the situation with respect to Japan, and by reports from abroad w 
snccesafnl bombing and torpedo plane attacks on ships while in bases. If ^ 
eventuates with Japan, it is believed easily possible that hostilities would 
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I 

' initiated a surpriae attadr upon tbe Fleet or the Naval Base at Pearl 
iinizji Harbor. 

Id nay opinion, the inherent possibilities of a major disaster to the fleet or 
oa^al base warrant taking every step, as rapidly as can be done, that will 
iocrease the Joint readiness of the Army and Navy to withstand a raid of the 
character mentioned above. 

I The dangers envisaged in their order of importance and probability are con- 
sidered to be: 

^ (1) Air bombing attack. 

(2) Air torpedo plane attack. 

(8) Sabotage. 

(4) Snbmarine attack. 

(5) Mining. 

( 0 ) Bombardment by gun Are. 

Defense against all bat the flrst two of these dangers appears to have been 
- ij.; provided for satisfactorily. The following paragraphs are devolted principally 
to a discussion of the probiems encompassed in (1) and (2) above, tbe solution 
of which I consider to be of primary importance. 

Both types of air attack are possible. They may be carried out successively, 
shonltaneously, or in combination with any of tbe other operations enumerated. 
The maximum probable enemy effort may be put at twelve aircraft squadrons, 
^ sod the minimum at two. Attacks would be launched from a striking force of 
cirrierg and their supporting vessels. 

[8] The counter measures to be considered are : 

(a) Location and engagement of enemy carriers and supporting vessels 

. before air attack can be launched ; 

(b) Location and engagement of enemy aircraft before they reach their 

^ objectives ; 

(c) Repulse of enemy aircraft by anti-aircraft fire ; 

(d) Concealment of vital installations by artificial smoke ; 

(e) Protection of vital installations by balloon barrages. 

' The operations set forth in (a) are largely functions of the Fleet but, quite 
.f possibly, might not be carried out in case of an air attack Initiated without 
warning prior to a declaration of war. 

Pursuit aircraft in large numbers and an effective warning net are required 
for the operations in (b). It is understood that only tbirty-six Army pursuit 
aircraft are at present in Oahu, and that, while tbe organization and equipping 
of au Anti’Air Information Service supported by modem fire control equipment 
is to progress, the present system relies wholly on visual observation and sound 
locators wbicb are only efC^tive up to four miles. 

Available Army anti-aircraft batteries appear inadequate if Judged by the 
standards of the war in Europe. There are now in Oahu 2fi — fixed anti* 
aircraft guns (of which something over half are grouped about Pearl Harbor), 
M mobile 3" guns, and 109 .50 caliber machine guns. The anti-aircraft bat- 
teries are manned in part by personnel which is also required to man parts of 
the sea coast artillery. Should an attack on Oahu combine air attack with a 
gun bombardment, one or the other countering fires would suffer from lack of 
men. If the prevailing high ceiling is taken into account the caliber of the 
aotl-aircraft guns m^ght be inadequate against high altitude bombing attack. 

By late summer tbe defenses will be considerably strengthened by additions 
to gUDs, planes, and radio locators. It is understood, sixteen additional 3" 
Mobile, twenty-four 90 mm., and one hundred twenty 37 mm. guns will be on 
hand; the pursuit aircraft strength is to be expanded to a total of 149; the 
new radio locator^ will have an effective range t>f 1(X) miles. Although the 
caliber of the guns will still be small for effective action against high altitude 
bombers, this augmentation will markedly improve the security of the Fleet. 
It does not, of course, affect the critical period immediately before us. 

[8] The supplementary measures noted in (d) and (e) might be of the 
greatest value In the defense of Pearl Harbor. Balloon barrages have demon- 
^ted some usefulness in Europe. Smoke from fixed installations on the ground 
might prove most advantageous. 

To meet the needs of the situation, I offer the following proposals : 

(1) That the Army assign the highest priority to tbe Increase of pursuit alr- 
<^raft and anti-aircraft artillery, and the establishment of an air warning net in 
Hawaii. 

(2) That the Army give consideration to the questions of balloon barrages, 
tbe employment of smoke, and other special devices for improving the defenses 

Pearl ^rbor. 
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(3) That local Joint plana be drawn for the effective coordination of naval tad 
military aircraft operations, and ship and shore anti-aircraft gnn tre, agaiaat 
snrprise aircraft raids. 

(4) That the Army and Navy forces in Oahu agree on appropriate degree! of 
Joint readiness for immediate action in d^ense against sorprlM aircraft raid! 
against Pearl Harbor. 

(6) That Joint exercises, designed to prepare Army and Navy forces in Oaba 
for defense against surprise aircraft raids, be held at least once weddy so kng 
ns the present uncertainty continues to exist. 

Tour concurrence in these proposals and the rapid implementing of the laeai' 
ures to be taken by the Army, which are of the highest importance to the seenrUj 
of the Fleet, will be met with the doaest cooperation on the part of tba Navf 
Department.

1. A. Any or all of the foilonring factors ':ould be expected to 
partially or wholly prevent the successful accompli shment of the bombard- 
cent mission: 

(1) Inability to find enenvy force (navigation) • 

(2) Lock of bombing accuracy. 

(3) Enwy fighter action. 

(/.) Ho£5tila anti-aircraft artlllory fire. 

(5) Weather obscuring the objective, 
b, Considerntlon of these factors: 

(1 and 2) navigational and bombing accuracy 
aro primarily matters of training and 
. practice. Efficient standards can be 

and are bt»ing attained by the training of 
combat crews In the Haitian Air Force, 

(3) The critical altitude, high speed and defen- 
sive armament of the present heavy bombard- 
ment aircraft Is such as to provide excel- 
lent defense A^nst enemy fighters. It if 
not believed that carrier-based fighters 
will be very effective against the B-17D*e 
at high altitudes, 

iu) Reports from abroad indicate that anti-air- 
craft fire will bo only partially effective and 
will not pre-vont the accomplishment of the 
mission. 

(5) The Wi-Rther of the Hawaiian Islands is probally the 
best in the world from a standpoint of flying 
conditions .ind yet a very definite percentage 
of bombing itdssions fall because of overcast 
conditions which obscure the objective. Heavy 
bombardment as such is useless against surface 
craft when low ceilings {200 - 1,000 feet) 
pr»^'v,iil, Had it is doubtful if it could be 
used bo low feet without prohibitive 

losses from anti-aircraft fire before reach- 
ing the bomb release line. Enemy surface 
craft may be expected to take full advantage 
of all cloudiness conditions and even to wait 
until such conditions occur before launching 
an atUck. At pn^sent the Hawaiian Air Force 
has no weapon to effectively combat surface 
craft und<‘r such conditions. 


2. The* following is subnittod as a solution to this problem: 

a. The most effcctiv*, action applnst surface craft under poor 
•oathor conditions is believed to be a torpedo attack from lew* flying 
iircrrft. This is jubstantlatod by results from abroad, i.e., Bleoarck 
sinking, Taranto attr^ck, etc.. A torpedo piano flying Juat off the 
water can operate under a very low culling and with guanvntcod accuracy 
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(In addition to the foregoing sections of the Study of the Air Situa- 
tion in Hawaii dated 20 August 1941, Exhibit No. 13, there are included 
in the Exhibit the following charts : 

Chart 1. A Method of Searching 5° Sectors Through 360° 
to a Radius of 833 Miles from Oahu Employing 72 B-17D 
Airplanes. 

Chart 2. Relation of 25 Miles Visibility to Distance.

Load Conditions in Relation to Possible Plans of Action of 
Carrier Group Attacking Oahu, Assuming Carrier Speed of 30 
Knots and Carrier Planes Performance 600 Mile Range.

Load Conditions in Relation to Possible Plans of Action of 
Carrier Group Attacking Oahm Assuming Carrier Speed of 
27 Knots and Carrier Planes Performance 400 Mile Range.

Memorandum for the President: 

Subject : Estimate Concerning Far Eastern Situation. 

The Chief of Naval Operations and the Chief of Staff have reexamined the 
military situation In the Far East, particularly in the light of messages recently 
received from the American Ambassador to Chungking, the Magruder Mission, and 
the United States Naval Attache. These despatches have indicated it to be Chlang 
Kai-Shek's belief that a Japanese attack on Kunming is imminent, and that 
military support from outside sources, particularly by the use of United States 
and British air units, is the sole hope for defeat of this threat. The Secretary 
of State has request^ advice as to the attitude which this Government should 
take toward a Japanese offensive against Kunming and the Burma Road. 

There is little doubt that a successful Jax)anese offensive against the Burma 
Road would be a very severe blow to the Chinese Central Government. The 
result might even be the collapse of further effective military resistance by that 
Government, and thus the liquidation by Japan of the “China incident”. If 
use of the Burma Road is lost. United States and British Commonwealth aid to 
China will be seriously curtailed for some months. If resistance by the Chinese 
Central Government ceases, the need for Japanese troops in China will be 
reduced. These troops can then be employed elsewhere, after the lapse of time 
sufficient to permit their withdrawal. 

Concentration of Japanese troops for the contemplated offensive, based in 
northern Indo-China, cannot be completed in less than about two months, although 
Initial offensive operations might be undertaken before that time. The advance 
toward Kunming over nearly three hundred miles of rough country, with poor 
communications, will be extremely difficult. The maintenance of supply lines will 
not be^sy. The Chinese, on favorable defense terrain, would have a good chance 
of defeating this offensive by the use of ground troops alone, provided those troops 
are adequate In qnality and numbers. 

The question that the Chief of Naval Operations and the Chief of Staff have 
taken under consideration is whether or not the United States is Justified in 
undertaking offensive military operations with U. S. forces against Japan, to pre- 
vent her from severing the Burma Road. They consider that such operations, 
however well-dlsgulsed, would lead to war. 

At the present time the United States Fleet in the Pacific is Inferior to the 
Japanese Fleet and cannot undertake an unlimited strategic offensive in the 
Western Pacific. In order to be able to do so, it would have to be 8treng;;tbened by 
withdrawing all ' naval vessels from the Atlantic except those assigned to local 
defense forces. An unlimited offensive by the Pacific Fleet would require tre- 
mendous merchant tonnage, which could only be withdrawn from services now 
cousidered essential. The result of withdrawals from the Atlantic of naval and 
merchant strength might well cause the United Kingdom to lose the Battle of the 
Atlantic In the near future. 

The only existing * plans for war against Japan in the Far East are to conduct 
defensive war, in cooperation with the British and Dutch, for the defense of the 
Philippines and the British and Dutch East Indies. The Philippines are now 
being reinforced. The present combined naval, air, and ground forces will make 
attack on the islands a hazardous undertaking. By about the middle of December, 
1941, United States air and submarine strength In the Philippines will have become 
a positive threat to any Japanese operations south of Formosa. The U. S. Army 
air forces In the Philippines will have reached the projected strength by February 
or March, 1942. The potency of this threat will have then increased to a point 
where it might well be a deciding factor In deterring Japan in operations In the 
areas south and west of the Philippines. By this time, additional British naval 
and air reinforcements to Singapore will have arrived. The general defensive 
strength of the entire southern area against possible Japanese operations will 
then have reached impressive proportions. 

Until such time as the Burma Road is closed, aid can be extended to Chlang- 
Kal-Shek by measures which probably will not result in war with Japan. These 
loeasures are : continuation of economic pressure against Japan, supplying increaa-

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log amounts of mnnitions under the L^nd-Lease, and continuation and acceleration 
of aid to the American Volunteer Group. 

The Chief of Naval Operations and the Chief of Staff are in accord in tbe 
following conclusions : 

.(a) The basic military policies and strategy agreed to in the United Statea- 
British Staff conversations remain sound. The primary objective of the two 
nations is the defeat of Germany. If Japan be defeated and Germany remain 
undefeated, decision will still have not been reached. In any case, an unllmital 
offensive war should not be undertaken against Japan, since such a war would 
greatly weaken the combined effort in the Atlantic against Germany, the most 
dangerous enemy. 

(b) War between the United States and Japan should be avoided while bnllding 
up defensive forces in the Far East, until such time as Japan attacks or directly 
threatens territories whose security to the United States is of very great Im- 
portance. Military action against Japan should be undertaken only in one or 
more of the following contingencies : 

(1) A direct act of war by Japanese armed forces against the territory or 
mandated territory of the United States, the British Commonwealth, or the 
Netherlands East Indies ; 

(2) The movement of Japanese forces into Thailand to the west of 100’ 
East or South of 10® North ; or into Portuguese Timor, New Caledonia, or the 
Loyalty Islands. 

(c) If war with Japan can not be avoided, it should follow the strategic liim 
of existing war plans ; i. e., military operations should be primarily d^ensive. 
with the object of holding territory, and weakening Japan’s economic position. 

(d) Considering world strategy, a Japanese advance against Kunming, into 
Thailand except as previously indicated, or an attack on Russia, would not 
justl^ inter^^ention by the United States against Japan. 

(e) All possible aid short of actual war against Japan should be extended to 
the Chinese Central Government 

(f) In case it is decided to undertake war against Japan, complete coordinated 
action in the diplomatic, economic, and military fields, should be undertaken Id 
common by the United States, the British Commonwealth, and the Netherlands 
East Indies. 

The Chief of Naval Operations and the Chief of Staff recommend that the 
United States policy in the Far East be based on the above conclusions. 

Specifically, they recommend: 

That the dispatch of United States armed forces for intervention against 
Japan in China be disapproved. 

That material aid to China be accelerate consonant with the needs of Russia, 
Great Britain, and our own forces. 

That aid to the American Volunteer Group be continued and accelerated to 
the maximum practicable extent. 

Tliat no ultimatum be delivered to Japan.

At the call of the Senior Member, the weekly mpeeting scheduled for November 
5, 1941, was held today in Room 2000, Mnnitions Building. The meeting was 
called to order at 3 : 40 p. m. 

Present: Admiral H. R. Stark, U. S. N*., Chief of Naval Operations, Presiding I 
General G. C. Marshall, U. S. A., Chief of Staff; Rear Admiral R. E. IngewoH

U. S. A., Deputy 
Ch»ef of Staff for Air ; Rear Admiral J. H, Towers, U. S. N., Chief of the Bureau 
of Aeronautics : Brigadier General L. T. Gerow, U. S. A., Acting Assistant Chlrf 
of Staff, War Plana Division ; Captain O. M. Read. U. S. N., War Plans Division, 
Offico of Naval Operations, in absence of Rear Admiral R. K. Turner ; and Oolood 
W. P* Scobey, U. S. A., Secretary. 
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Additional 0/llc€r$ Present: Major General B. C. Moore, U. S. A., Deimty Chief 
of Staif ; Colonel C. W. Bundy, U. S. A., War Plans Division, War Department 
General Staff; Captain R. E. Rjhuirmann, U. 8. N., Office of Naval Operations; 
Commander F. P. Sherman, U. S. N., Office of Naval Operations ; and Lieutenant 
Commander A, H. McCollum, U. S. N., Office of Naval Intelligence. 

The Presiding Officer directed the minutes of the meeting of October 22, would 
stand approved unless there ‘were objections. The minutes were approved. 

The Secretary then announced the agenda for the meeting as follows : 

Serial 693 — Delivery of Aircraft to Great Britain. 

Serial 732— Revision of Paragraph 109, **Joint Action of the Army and the 
Navy.” Communications between Ship and Shore. 

Serial 665-11 — Allocation of Mechanical Time Fuze M43A2 to the Army and 
the Navy. 

Serial 725— Coordination of Local T>efense Measures in Bermuda and the 
West Indian Islands where United B.'^ates Bases are being Established. — Re- 
vision requested by the British. 

Discussion — Action of the United States In the Far Blast in support of China. 

Discussion — Alternate Route via Canton Island for movement of airplanes to 
the Far East. 

Action taken on the several subjects was as follows : 

Serial 693 — Delivery of Aircraft to Great Britain. Following a discussion of 
this subject, during which General Arnold stated that the development of air- 
plane ferrying facilities to the British Isles was provided for in Serials 683-1 and 
728, the Board approved the Joint Planning Committee report of October 23, 
19<1, and directed that the subject be stricken from the calendar. 

Serial 732 — Revision of Paragraph 109, ”Joint Action of the Army and the 
Navy. The Joint Planning Committee report was approved. 

Stelal 665-11 — ^Allocation of Mechanical Time Fuze M43A2 to the Army and 
the Navy. The Joint Planning Committee report recommendation of October 
80, 1941, was accepted and the (Committee of Experts* report was approved. 

Serial 725 — Coordination of Local Defense Measures in Bermuda and the 
West Indian Islands where United States Bases are being established. The 
Secretary announced that the Joint Planning Committee report before the 
Board, recommended certain revisions in the United States — United Kingdom 
toltlal agreement, which was approved by The Joint Board on September 19, 
1941; and that the revisions now requested by the British had been accepted by 
the United States representatives. Following a properly seconded motion, the 
Board voted to approve the Joint Planning Committee report of October 29, 1941. 

ActUm of the United States in the Far East in Support of China — ^At the 
request of Admiral Stark, Captain Schuirmann gave a statement of the action 
taken at the State Department meeting on Saturday morning, November 1, at 
which a discussion was held on the Far Eastern situation. Captain Schuirmann 
states that the meeting was occasioned by messages from Chiang Kai-Shek and 
Oeneral Magruder. urging the United States to w*am Japan against making an 
attack on China through Tunnan and suggesting that the United States urge 
Great Britain to support more fully opposition to Japan. He pointed out thnt 
wi August 17, following the President’s return from the meeting at sea with 
Mr. Churchill, the President had issued an ultimatum to Japan that it would 
be necessary for the United States to take action in case of further Japanese 
aggression. He further state<i that Mr, Hull was of the opinion that there was 
no use to issue any additional warnings to Japan if we can’t back them up, and 
be desired to know if the military authorities would be prepared to support 
further warnings by the State Department A second meeting w^as held at the 
State Department on Sunday, November 2. at which time it was iHX>po8ed that 
the British should send some planes to Thailand and that Japan should be warned 
ngalnst moveinotit into Siberia. 

Following Captain Sohuirmann’s presentation. Admiral Stark read a Navy 
Department estimate of the recent dispatches received from Chungking. Admiral 
Ingeisoll, gave his personal review of the situation. A summary of this review 
was that: 

The decision on the Far Bkistem situation, made several months ago, is to 
inake the major effort In the Atlantic, and If forced to fight In the Pacific, to 
®**gage In a limited offensive effort. This policy was stated in the U.S.-British 
Staff Conversations Report ABC-1. 

b. A major war effort In the Pacific would require an enormous amount of 
shipping, which would have to come from the Atlantic and other essential arena. 
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e. A U. S. war in the Pacific would materially alfect United States aid to 
England. 

d. The requirements in tankers alone for support of a Pacific war would 
create a serious oil shortage in this country, and the United States fleet cannot 
be supported in the Pacific w'ithout auxiliary shipping and adequate supplies. 

e. The shortest line of couiinunication is ^nked by Mandated Islanas, and is 
vulnerable to Japanese attack. Two other routes are available for communica- 
tions to the Far Elastem Theater: one via Australia; the other via Cape of 
Good Hope. 

f. Assuming that the fleet could be moved to the Far Bast, no repair facUlto 
are available at either Manila or Singapore; while there are docks, neverthelesB 
the necessary machinery and facilities for making repairs are not present 

p. Manila is not as yet a secure base for the Fleet due to the lack of adequate 
antiaircraft protection for the anchorage. 

This review pointed out that Japan is capable of launching an attach in five 
directions ; viz., against Russia, the Philippines, into Yunnan, Thailand and 
against Malaya. Considering that Japan might initiate one or more of these 
five operations. United States’ action should be: In ease of Japanese atttack 
against either the Philippines or British and Dutch positions the United States 
should resist the attack. In case of Japanese attack against Siberia, Thailand 
or China through Yunnan the United States should not declare war. The study 
concludes that the United States should defer offensive action in the Far Bast 
until the augmentation of United States military strength in the PhilippiueB, 
particularly as to the increase in submarines and army forces, becomes available. 

Discussing the situation Admiral Ingersoll pointed out that the fleet strength 
at the present time is seriously handicapped by the absence of certain naval units 
of major category which are in the repair yards, and It was felt that the present 
moment was not the opportune time to get brash. Explaining further the State 
Department conferences, Captain Schuirmann stated that the State Department 
did not feel that it was necessary for the United States to take immediate action, 
even If stern warnings should be issued. In this connection, he read Mr. Horn- 
beck’s statement. Admiral Ingersoll felt that the State Department was under 
the impression that Japan could be defeated In military action in a few weeks. 

General Marshall felt that the main involvement in the Far Bast would be 
Naval and that under this assumption, due consideration should be given to the 
fact that thq Navy was now fighting a battle in the Atlantic. It was his Infonnt- 
tioD that the Japanese authorities had not as yet determined the action to betaken 
imder the present situation. The information which he had received indicated 
that the Jai^anese authorities might be expected to decide upon the national* policy 
by November 5. He then read General Gerow’s analysis of the strength of the 
United States forces in the Far East and emphasized the danger of moving Army 
Air Forces away from their present station in the Philippines. It was his bell^ 
that as long as the augmented Army Air Force remained in the Philippines, Japa- 
nese action against the Philippines or towards the south would be a very haiard- 
ous operation. It was his belief that by the middle of December, the Army Forctf 
in the Philippines would be of impressive strength, and this in itself would have a 
deterrent effect on Japanese operations. 

Admiral Ingersoll gave a summary of naval reinforcements scheduled for 
the Philippines. A stated number of submarine units en route to the Phllipplnei 
were now In Guam. Other submarines scheduled for transfer to the Philippine 
were about to leave Hawaii. With reference to Japanese decision on National 
policy he felt that United States forces and shipping now being moved to the 
Philippines might he in danger if a decision adverse to United States interest 
should be made on Kbvember r>th. General Marshall emphasized the point that 
Japan conld hardly take the risk of military operations with a powerful air and 
submarine force directly on the flank of their supply lines, and that when 
United States power is suflleiently developed in the Philippines, we would then 
have something to back up our statements. Until powerful United States forces 
had been built up In the Far ESast, it would take some very clever diplomacy 
to save the situation. It appeared that the basis of U. S. policy should be to make 
certain minor concessions which the Japanese could use in saving face. These 
concessions might he a relaxation on oil restrictions or on similar trade 
restrictions. 

Following these dlscnssions the Board adopted the fbllowing proposal sab- 
mtttod by Admiral Ingersoll and amended by snaestloDS made by Admiral Stark 
and OsQ^ Marshall : 
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War Plana Dlvlaion of the War and Navy Departments would prepare a mem- 
orandnm for the President, as a reply to the State Department’s proposed policy 
in the Far Eastern sitnation. The memorandum would take the following lines : 

Oi^se the issuance of an ultimatum to Japan. 

Oi^se U. S. military action against Japan should she move into Yunnan. 

Oppose the movement and employment of U. 8. military forces in support of 
Chiang Kai-Shek. 

Advocate State Department action to put off hostilities with Japan as long 
as possible. 

Suggest agreements with Japan to tide the situation oyer for the next several 
montha 

Point out the effect and cost a U. S.-Japanese war in the Far Bast would have 
on defense aid to Great Britain and other nations J)eing aided by the U. S. 

Emphasise the existing limitations on shilling and the inability of the U. S. 
to engage in a Far Eastern offensive operation without the transfer of the malor 
portion of shipping facilities from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 

On the question of gas and oil for the Philippines’ Army Air BV)rces, General 
Arnold explained that the military authorities were building up reserves and 
were investigating reports that the Dutch East Indies were capable of supplying 
all United States and British requirements. 

At this point, General Marshall presented a list of items of equipment con- 
sidered necessary by the China Mission to enable China to maintain her war 
effort. He pointed out that the War Department was beset with many trials 
and difficulties in the aUocation of Lend-Lease items as related to Great Britain, 
Russia, Dutch East Indies, China and other countries. In the case of Russia, 
a large amount of eqniianent allocated to that country would have to go via 
Archangel, Vladivostok or Basra. The shortage of shipping, the long lines of 
communications, and the difficult transport situation from the ports of debarka- 
tion might cause an inability to make prompt delivery of all equipment to its 
final destination. Under some conditions, this would mean piling up unused 
equipment at various localities, while at the same time other localities would 
suffer from shortage of equipment. The matter resolves Itself into a question 
as to whom Lend-Lease material should be released. It was General Marshall’s 
opinion that control of Lend-Lease distribution, and diversions incident thereto, 
is a strategic decision which should be made by The Joint Board. Since tte 
matter of ocean tonnage is a critical feature in the delivery of Lend-Lease items 
and is related to the strat^c situation. General Mar^ll felt that Admiral Land 
of the Maritime CommissiOD should be called in to git with The Joint Board in 
deciding matters of this nature. The Board agreed that Admiral Lend should 
be asked to detail a member of his department to work with the Joint Planning 
Committee on reports Involving Uie disposition of Lend-Lease materials. Navy 
members agreed to take the necessary steps to Inform Admiral Land of this 
request. 

Referring to the merchant ahlpi^ng situation. Admiral Stark felt that merchant 
tonnage is so short and pro(q;)ective requirements are so great that an effort should 
be made to get the 1942 merchant vessel construction program moved up to an 
A-l-a priority. 

At the direction of Admiral Stark, Commander Sherman then read a report 
from War Plans Division, Office of Naval Operations, to the Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions concerning the movement of airplanes to the Middle East for ulUmate 
delivery to Russia. This report recommended that the Normandie be acquired to 
meet future requirements for transporting aircraft ; that three additional sea 
trains also he acquired and placed in service without conversion ; and that As- 
Uvery of aircraft to the Middle East be ^ected by the use of these three sea 
trains plus the two sea trains U. S. S Kitty Hawk and U. S. S. Hammondsport, 
•Iready acquired and converted for Navy use. Copy of this report was furnished 
to the Deputy Chief of Staff for Air. 


Alternate route fHa Canton Island for movement of airplanes. — ^Following a 
dlscDssion of this subject the Board Instructed that the following directive be 
given to the Joint Planning Committee : 

It is directed that the Joint Planning Committee submit a report as to the action 
to be taken to complete the .establishment of an additional landplane route be^ 
tween Hawaii and Australia, less vulnerable to hostile interference than is the 
existing route via Wake Island, and as to the defenses of additional altdromea 
ind landing fields acquired.

Mmorandam for the C^ief of Staff : 

Subject : Far Eastern Situation. 

I. Discussion. 

1. A conference was held at the State Department during the morning of 
November 1, 1941. E^esent were Secretary Hull, Under Secretary Welleo, Mr. 
Hombeck, other lesser State Department officials and Captain Schuirmann, 
U. S. N. The subject of discussion was the action which should be taken on tbe 
Magruder radiogram of October 28, 1941. Question arose as to the strength of 
U. S. forces in the Far East as affecting diplomatic pressure on Japan. Measures 
were discussed, such as sending U. S. Army Air Forces to China, which might 
lead to Immediate involvement in war with Japan. Apparently, the statement of 
Chiang Kai-Shek, that an immediate Japanese attack on Kunming threatened and 
that this could be defeated only by the intervention of air forces, was accepted. 

2. a. The War Department G-2 estimate (Tab A) does not support (Jbiang 
Kai-Shek’s conclusions as to immediate initiation of a Japanese move toward 
Kunming. 0-2 believes that : the movement if contemplated will not be initiated 
in less than two months ;the movement will be very difficult over nearly 300 milei 
of roadless, broken country ; the Chinese, in favorable defense terrain, can defeat 
this offensive by proper concentration and use of ^ound troops alone. 

h. C-2 (Col. Bratton) agrees with the Magruder statement that with the 
fall of Kunming, Chinese resistance to Japan would be very seriously affected. 

0 . Tbe 0-*2 estimate also covers the broader viewpoint of expected Japaneae 
action. 

8. An air estimate of the Far Elastem situation (Tab B) brings out the fbllow* 
ing: the most effective air aid to China can be given by units based in tbe 
Philippines ; there are at present, many shortages in ammunition and gasoline 
supply which will militate against a sustained effort ; logical difflculties, aside 
from general policy, make it undesirable to undertake operations of United States 
Army Air Force units in Cliina. 

4. The status of the Lend-Lease program for China Is shown In Tab U. 

5. The status of ground troops and defense reserves in the Philippine Depart- 
ment is shown in Tab D. The garrison has not reached the effective strength 
desired by General MacArthur. Deficiencies are being overcome by the dispatch 
of personnel and supplies from the United States and by accelerating the train- 
ing and equipping of the Philippine Army. The present combined air and 
ground forces will make attack on the islands a hasardous undertaking. The 
dispatch of any considerable portion of the air garrison to C!hina would leave 
Luzon open to serious risk of capture. 

6. Informal contact with officers of the local British Staff Mission Indicate 
that the British have incomplete air forces for the defense of Singapore, would 
refuse to allow units of the Royal Air Force to support Chinese troopa to 
Yunnan, and are of the firm opinion that the British Chiefs of Staff would 
strongly disapprove any action In China which might bring on war with Japan. 

7. War Plans Division is strongly of the opinion that : 

a. The policies derived in the American-British Staff conversations remato 
sound, viz : 

(1) The primary objective is the defeat of Germany. 

(2) The principal objective in the Far Bast is to keep Japan out of the war. 

(8) Military counter-action against Japan should be considered only in caae 

of any of the following actions by Japan : 

(a) A direct act of war by Japanese armed forces against the Territory or 
Mandated Territory of any of the Associated Powers. It is not possible to de- 
fine accurately what would constitute “a direct act of war.” It is possible fbr a 
minor incident to occur which, although technically an act of war, could be 
resolved by diplomatic action. It is recognized that the decision as to whether 
such an Incident Is an act of war must lie with the Government concerned. 

(b) The movement of the Japanese forces into any part of Thailand to the 
west of 100® Bast or to the south of 10® North. 

(c) The movement of a large number of Japanese warships, qt of a convoy 
of merchant ships escorted by Japanese warships, which from its position and 
course was clearly directed upon the Philippine Islands, the Bast coast of the 
Isthmus of Kra or the Bast coast of Malaya, or had crossed the parallel off 
North between Malaya and the Philippines, a line from the Gulf of Davao to 
Waigeo Island, or the Bquator east of Walgeo. 

(d) The movement of Japanese forces Into Portuguese Timor. 
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(e) The moyement of Japanese forces Into New Caledonia or the Loyalty 
Islanda 

b. Germany must be defeated. If Japan be defeated and Ger|nany remain 
andefeated, decision is not reached. The means to defeat Japan (Army, Nary, 
and tonnage), must be withdrawn in quantity from the effort against (Germany. 
To defeat Germany will require the utmost total effort. 

0 , It Is desirable that large Japanese forces be kept involved in China. How* 
ever, from the larger viewpoint, prospective Chinese defeat would not warrant 
involvement of the United States, at this time, in war with Japan. 

d. Political and economic measures should be used wherever effective to deter 
Japanese action. 

e. Most effective aid to China, as well as to the defense in Singapore and 
the Netherlands East Indies, is now being built up by the reinforcement of the 
Philippines. The safety of Luson as an air and submarine base should soon 
be reasonably assured by the arrival of air and ground reinforcements. Strong 
diplomatic and economic pressure may be exert^ from the military viewpoint 
at the earliest about the middle of December, 1941, when the Philippine AJr 
Force will have become a positive threat to Japanese operations. It would be 
advantageous, if practicable, to delay severe diplomatic and economic pressure 
until February or March, 1942, when the Philippine Air Force will have reached 
its projected strength, and a safe air route, through Samoa, will be in operation. 

/. Material aid to China should he accelerate consonant with the studied 
needs of Russia and Great Britain . ^ 

ff. Aid to the Volunteer Air Force in China should he continued and accelerated 
as far as practicable. 

II. Bec^mendations, 

Substitution of the words ‘"War Department’* for “War Plans Division” in 
paragraph 7 above and approval of that paragraph as a statement of the War 
Department’s position on the Far Bast situation at this time.

Snbject : Far Eastern Situation. 

If the cnrrent negotiations end withont agreement, Japan may attack: the 
Bnnoa Road; Thailand; Malaya; the Netherlands East Indies; the Philii^nes; 
^ ^ tbe Russian Maritime Provinces. 

. f 1.1 There Is little probability of an immediate Japanese attack on the Maritime 
ProTinces because of the strength of the Russian forces. Recent Japanese troop 
movements all seem to have been southward. 

: d n The magnitude of the effort required will militate against direct attack against 
Malaya and the Netherlands Bast Indies until the threat exercised by United 
r*, States forces in Luzon is removed. 

Attack on the Burma Road or Thailand offers Japanese objectives involving 
less risk of major conflict than the others named, and clearly within the means 
available, if unopposed by major powers. Attack on the Burma Road would, 
however, be diiBcult and might fail. If successful, the Chinese Nationalist Gov- 
ernment might collapse. Ocrapation of Thailand gains a limited strategic advan- 
tage as a preliminary to operations against Malaya or the Netherlands East 
:f.i: Indies, might relieve internal poitical pressure, and to a lesser extent, external 

economic pressure. Whether the offensive will be made against the Burma Road, 
r:t^ Thailand, or the Philippines can not now be forecast 

The most essential thing now, from the United States viewpoint, is to gain 
time Considerable Navy and Army reinforcements have been rushed to the 
Philippines but the desirable strength has not yet been reached. The process of 
reinforcement is being continued. Of great and immediate concern is the safety 
of the Army convoy now near Guam, and the Marine Corps’ convoy just leaving 
Shanghai. Ground forces to a total of 21,0QP are due to sail from the United 
States by December 8, 1941, and it is important that this troop reinforcement 
read! the Philippines before hostilities commence. Precipitance of military 
action on our part should be avoided so long as consistent with national policy. 
The longer the delay, the more positive becomes the assurance of retention of 
these Islands as a naval and air base. Japanese action to the south of Formosa 
will be hindered and perhaps seriously blocked as long as we hold the Philippine 
Islands. War with Japan certainly will interrupt our transport of supplies to 
Siberia, and probably will interrupt the process of aiding China. 

After consultation with each other, United States, British, and Dutch military 
anthorities in the Far East agreed that joint military counteraction against 
Japan should be undertaken only in case Japan attacks or directly threatens 
the territory or mandated territory of the United States, the British Common- 
wealth, or the Netherlands East Indie, or should the Japanese move forces 
Into Thailand west of 100* Bast or south of 10® North, Portuguese Timor, New 
Calenodia, or the Loyalty Islands. 

Japanese involvement in Tunnan or Thailand up to a certain extent is ad- 
vantageous, since it leads to further dispersion, longer lines of communication, 
and an additional burden on communications. However, a Japanese advance 
to the west of 100® Bast or south of 10® North, Immediately becomes a threat to 
Burma and Singapore. Until it is patent that Japan intends to advance beyond 
these lines, no action which might lead to immediate hostilities should be taken. 

It Is recommended that : 

prior to the completion of the Philippine reinforcement, military, connter- 
action be considered only if Japan attacks or directly threatens United States, 
British, or Dutch territory as above outlined ; 

in case of a Japanese advance into Thailand, Japan be warned by the United 
States, the Britirh. and the Dutdi governments that advance beyond the lines 
indicated may lead to war ; prior to such warning no joint military oi^iiosition 
be undertaken ; 

steps be taken at once to consommate agreements with the British and Dutch 
for the issuance of snch warning.

Subject: Far Eastern Sitnation. 

A confbrence was held in the State Department at 9: 46 a. m., November 21, 
1941. Present: Secretary Hull, Dr. Hornbeck, Mr. Hamilton, Admiral Stark 
and 0«ieral Oerow. Secretary Hull requested the Army and Navy representa* 
ttves to express their informal views from a military standpoint on a draft of a 
tentative outline of a basis for agremnent with Japan. (Tab A). He explained 
that the ootline was in a formative stage and had not been adopted by the State 
Department 

The various provisions were discussed. Both Admiral Stark and General 
Gterow were of the opinion that iu general ; the document was satisfactory from 
a military viewpoint. They requested, however, an opportunity to make a more 
detailed study of its possible effect on the military situation. It was agreed ttot 
comments would be submitted early the same a/temoon. 

The comments of Admiral Stark (Tab B) and my own (Tab 0) are attached. I 
informed Admiral Stark verbally that I regretted the refermwe to Army forces In 
the Navy comments on provision A L I feel that no restrictions should be placed 
on Army’s preparations to make the Phllliqiines secure.

After discussing with the Generalissimo the Chinese 
Ambassador's conference with the Secretary of State, I feel yo« 
should urgently advise the President of the Generalissiaic’s 
very strong reaction.- I have never seen him really agitated 
before. Loosening of economic pressure or unfreezing would dan- 
gerously increase Japan's military advantage in china. A relax- 
ation of American pressure while Japan has its forces in China 
would dismay the Chinese. Any "Modus Vivendi" now arrived at 
with China would be disastrous to Chinese belief in America and 
analogous to the closing of the Burma Road, which permanently 
destroyed British prestige.. Japan and Chinese defeatists would 
instantly exploit the resulting disillusionment and urge 
oriental solidarity against occidental treachery. It is doubt- 
ful whether either past assistance or increasing aid could cor^- 
pensate for the feeling of being deserted at this hour. The 
Generalissimo has deep confidence in the President's fidelity 
to his consistent policy but I must warn you that even the 
Generalissimo questions his ability to hold the situation 
together if the Chinese national trust in America is undermined 
by resorts of Japan's escaping military defeat by diplomatic 
victo ry .

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Churchill stated that a highly secret operation 
iMd been upon by the British Coverment, naaely,

The British OoTemment were under- 
taking, thle operation with full knowledge that the 
Islands had been recently heavily fortified and that a 
very large number of German officers were engaged there 
In the training anc preparation of the Spanish troops.

The British ffovemraent, however, had decided upon the 
step In view of Ite belief that the situation In Spain 
from the British standpoint was going from bad to worse 
and that Hitler almost Inevitably would undertake the 
oocupatlon of Spain and Portugal with the subsequent 
penetration of North Africa if any collapse took pla®® 
on the p>art of the Russian Army or even If a winter 
stalemate resulted. In that event Mr. Churchill ftatmd 
Gibraltar would be isolated anyway and the oooupmtlom 
by Great Britain of the Canary Islands was of the utmeei 

j.iBportangt 
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iBpoz*tikno« In a southern Atlantic oonvov route 

into the British Isles. 

In Tlew of this opemtion, the British Government 
would rtot be in a poeitlon oonveniently to carry out 
the ooBoltaent they had aade to the Portuguese Govem- 
oent to assist in the defense of the Atoree. 

In Tiew of the contents of Dr. Salazar's letter to 
the President, it was therefore agreed that the British 
GoTernment iomec lately upon the return of Mr. Churchill 
to London would notify Dp. Salazar that the British 
GoTsmaent oould not oonvanlently undertake to assist 
in the defenee of the Azores and would further Inform 
Dr. Salazar that they therefore desired him to request 
the United States for euoh asslstanoe. It was agreed

•«re particularly unaaoeDtable. 

The President replied that that was about the 
picture as he saw it, that he felt very itrongly that 
•▼ery effort should be made to prevent the outbreak of 
»ar with Japan. He stated that what he Intended to do 
•ae to request Secretary Hull by radio to Inform the 
Japanese Ambassador that the President would retum to 
Vkehlngton next Saturday or Sunday and desired to see 
ths Aal>assador lamedietely upon his return. The

The Preelr.ent expreeeed the belief that by adopting 
t:dB eouree any further move of aggreeaion on the part 
of Japan which xi^ht reault in war could be held off for 
at leaet thirty daye. Hr. Churchill felt that if nego- 
tlatione or oonvereatione actually took place between 
the United States and Japan on the basis whioh had been 
formulated, there was a reasonable ohanoe that Japanese 
poiioy xie'ht be modified and that a war in the Paoifio 
sight be averted.

kr. C.hurchiXl then said that he deaix^ to bring 
up for dieoueeion the proooeed Joint declaration by the 
Preaicent and himeelf. 

The president said that he believed the beet eola- 
tion of t^a pro bias wea for an Identio statement to be 
made in JLondon and in the United Statea, probably on 
Thursday, August 14, to the effect that the Prime

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Uihister ana the President had set at eea, aooospanied 
by the Yarious Bembere of their reepeotlTe etaffa; that 
these Beabere of the two OoTemianta had dieouieed the 
question of aid under the teras of the Leasa-Lex^ Aot 
to nations reeietlng aggression, and that thess ailitary 
and naral oonTersations had in no way inTOlTsd anj 
future oosBitaents between the teo GoYemaents, except 
aa authorised under the terns of the Lease^Lend Aot; 
that tne Priae Mini star and the President had betvein 
thea disouseed certain principles relating to a better 
future for the world and had agreed upon a Joint de« 
claration whicn would then be quoted YerbatiB. 

Mr. Churchill dissented Yery strongly fn>B the foxa 
in which the President had desired to aake it clear that 
no future coaunitaents had been entered into. The Presi- 
oent stated that that portion of the proposed stateoent 
was of extreae iaportanoe froB his standpoint inasauoh 
as a stateapnt of that character vould Bake it in- • 
possible for extreae isolationist leaders in the United 
States to allege that sYsry kind of secret agreeaent 
had been entered into during the course of these oon- 
Yersations. 

Mr. Churchill said that he understood that side 
of the question, but that he beliSYed that any oate- 
gorioal etateisent of that character vould proYS deeply

He likewise made It clear that a similar effeot would 
be created by Brltleh publio opinion.

I then gave the Presid ent,llr. Churchill and Sir 
Alexander Cadogan oopiee of a redraft whioh I had made 
this moniii^ of the proposed Joint declaration before 
Ur. Churchill hao arrived and nad had an opportunity of 
going over it with the Preble ent, sn^' the latter had 
aporoved it. Mr. Churchill then oo:iT.enced to read it. 

He suggeeted that t^ere be inserted in the text of the 
third point before the word ■self-government* the worde 
•sovereign lights and*. This was agreed upon.

1 said that If a great Power like the United States 
publioly declares that something Is essential, the , 
inferenoe is that that Power is going to do something 
itself about it. I said it appeared to me more than 
likely that the isolatloniata will insist that this 
public statement by the President meant that the United 
States would go to war in order to dissmn not only 
Germany but even possibly Japan and thsoretioally, at 
least, even the Soviet Union if that country should 
later onoe 3:ore embark upon aggression on Its neighbors.

“It seems to me that one important method remains unused In averting war 
between Japan and our two countries, namely a plain declaration, secret or pob- 
llc as may be thought best, that any further act of aggression by Japan will lead 
immediately to the gravest consequences. I realize your constitutional difficul- 
ties but it would be tragic if Japan drifted into war by encroachment without 
having before her fairly and squarely the dire character of a further aggressive 
step. I beg you to consider whether, at the moment which you Judge right whidi 
may be very near, you should not say that “any further Japanese aggression 
would compel you to place the gravest issues before Congress “or words to that 
effect. We would, of course, make a similar declaration or share in a Joint 
declaration, and in any case arrangements are being made to synchroniie our 
action with yours. Forgive me, my dear friend, for presuming to press such a 
course upon you, but I am convinced that it might make all the difference and 
prevent a melancholy extension of the war”.

Subject : Measures Taken for the Defense of the Caribbean Area. 

To : The Adjutant General, Washington, D. C. 

1, In compliance with radiogram No. 461 from the Chief of Staff, dated No- 
vember 27, 1641, report that the following measures are in effect for the pro- 
tection of the Caribbean Area : /•. 

a. Naval Measures. At the present time, it is believe that the defensive meas- ^ v 
ures for the Caribbean Defense Command center largely around the Panama x - 
Canal ; however, a plan for furnishing Army support to the Navy has been worked - 

^ out and coordinated with the various Naval commanders in the Caribbean j 
Theater. In the Panama Sector, the Commandant of the 15th Naval District 
is conducting continuous surface patrol of the area included within the Pananui ^ 
Coastal Frontier, supplemented, within the limits of the aircraft at his disposal, 
by an air patrol. In my opinion, the Commandant of the 15th Naval District, 
does not have sufficient aircraft or vessels within his control for adequate 
reconnaissance. 

b. Measures for the Defense of the Panama Canal, No additional measoitt 
other than those already in effect, have been taken for the defense of the Panama 
Canal, except to increase Inspections in order to insure the alertness of troops. 
Measures, in effect are : 

(1) Harbor Defe^ise, Troops are on a continuous alert. Harbor defense 
is coordinated with the naval defense. 

(2) Aircraft Warning Service, The two detectors installed are on a 24- 7^ 

hour alert. Seven observation posts have been established at various places 

in Panama with direct radio communication to the Aircraft Warning Service 
Information Center. Within the means on hand, every effort is being made to 
complete the installation of other detectors now available within the Department. - p 

(3) Antiairaaft Artillery, All available antiaircraft equipment is installed 
and on a 24-hour alert. 

(4) Anti^Sabotage, Locks and other sensitive areas are continuously 
guarded, and all approaches t;o the sensitive areas are covered by mound bunkers. ' 
Approaches to bunkers and between bunkers were practicable are covered by 
patrols. Transit guards are placed on all vessels transiting the Canal. 

(5) Counter-espionage, Active counter-espionage measures are being taken 
continuously. 

[ISA] (6) Counter-subversive activities, with the cooperation of the Re- 
public of Panama, are In continuous operation. Plans have been prepared with 
the cooperation of the Republic of Phnama, for the Internment of aliens, and a '' 
list of those who should be Interned upon the outbreak of hostilities has been 
prepared and is in the hands of the American Ambassador, to be transmitted 
to the Panamanian Government. The Canal Zone Itself has already been 
deared of any known suspects. 

(7) Air Force. A portion of the pursuit is on a continuous 24-hour alert 
The Bomber Command headquarters maintains a 24-hour alert. This latter 
applies to the whole Caribbean Area. 

c. In Caribbean Theater, other than Panama Canal Department, 

(1) Air CoiTs units with from three to six B-18 or B-IS-A medium bombers 
have been stationed at St. Croix, Antigua, St. Lucia and British Guiana. The 
9th Bombardment Group (less squadrons in St. Lucia, British Guiana, and Surf- ■ 
nam), with six B-18-A medium bombers, has been stationed at Trinidad. These ^ 
units have a reconnaissance mission in the vicinity of these bases and a mission 

to support the Navy. 

(2) A composite squadron with six (6) B-18-A medium bombers and eight (8) 

P-40 pursuit planes will arrive In Surinam about December 3, 1941. 

(8) The ground elements of Force “A” consisting of Headquarters and Service 
Detachments, three compcjsite companies of infantry and three antiaircraft 
platoons (each with six .50 Cal. machine guns) are enroute to Surinam. Entire 
force should arrive by December 5, 1941. 

(4) One battalion, 83rd Infantry, with certain service elements, will be moved 
to Trinidad, departing Panama on December 3 and 13, 1941. One pursuit 
squadron will be moved to Trinidad as soon as transportation is available. 

2. The efficacy of the measures taken for the defense of the Caribbean is 
qualified by certain deficieocles which exist in the Caribbean Defense Command. 
These deflclencles are ; 
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0 . Barlwr Defense$: Less than one complete manning detail available for the 
' harbor defense armament. 

1. Aircraft Warning Service is totally Inadequate In personnel to supervise 
the installation of detectors on hand and in personnel to man the equipment 
when installed (see 1st Ind., these headquarters, dated October 17, 1941, to The 
Adjutant General, on AO 320.2 ( 8/23/41 )MC-C, dated September 2, 1941, subject : 
“Air Defense Organization”). 

0 . Antiaircraft Artillery has insufficient personnel to man armament now 
being installed in the Canal Zone, and Inadequate protection against low-flying 
aircraft, particularly at night, since it has only sufficient ammunition for one 
minute of fire per gun for its 37 mm guns, and no barrage balloons. There is 
also a lack of proper searchlights to light field of fire of automatic weapons. 

[iSB] d. Air Forces. No night pursuit. No YHF radio equipment with 
vri. whldi to direct pursuit in the air. Only ei^t modern long-range bombers and 
■ twdve modern light bombers are available within the Caribbean Defense Com- 
mand. No 37 mm cannon for P-89’s. 

EH e. The situations in Puerto Rico and the Base Commands are so new, and 
their major deficiencies so well known that no attempt has been made to 
■js. enumerate them.

Memorandum for tlie Chief of Stall: 

Subject: Xhtimate of the Bastem Siberian Situation. 

1. Eastern Siberia, that is to say, the region lying between Lake Baikal and 
the Pacific Ocean, is a distinct entity quite separate from the other portions of 
Siberia and old Russia. Remote and lying behind the Lake Baikal-Lena River 
barrier, its terrain is not that of the swampy railway-dominated wilderness of 
Central Siberia but admits of normal troop deployments and operations. It 
is economically distinct in its mineral deposits, its fisheries and its self-contained 
economy. Politically and psychologically it is distinct, little changed from Czar- 
Ist days. It thinks for itself and will act for itself first, and for the rest of 
Russia only secondarily. 

2. It is quite within the range of possibility that should Stalin and his com- 
munist regime be driven out of Russia the retreat would be to this Far Bastern 
Region. 

i. The Russian forces in this region are a homegenous army of 51 divisions, 
2,600 tanks, 1,600 airplanes, 94 submarines and 220 coastal boats as oigmsed to 
Japanese forces of 10 divisions, 1,000 tanks, 300 airplanes and a balanced Fleet. 
The distribution and relationships of these forces are shown on the accompanying 
map. 

4. This region la potentially a sulBciently homeogeneous one to constitute an 
effective buffer-state between the Bering Sea Region and the Axis powers, Oer- 
man or Japanese. 

5. A German occupation of Bastern Siberia would require the employment of 
combat forces of such size as to be very difficult, if not impracticable, of accom- 
plishment at the end of a 2,000 mile single railway system. The Axis alloca- 
tion of this region, therefore to Japan is the more likely procedure, though sup- 
ported perhaps by German air power and political pressures. 

6. With the memory of the Russian superior fighting ability demonstrated in 
the border affrays of 1938-39, the Japanese are unlikely to take aggressive action 
against Bastern Siberian land forces. This is confirmed by evidence from o^er 
and highly authoritative sources of reluctance to change from their present south- 
ern orientation to a northern one. This, however, does not preclude increasing 
Japanese pressures througfii Outer Mongolia towards Yerkhnendlnsk, of naval 
blockades of the entrances to the Sea' of Japan, the Sea of Okhotsk and possibly 
Bering Sea.

1. StTMKATlON OF THE STTCTATION 

a. Germany, possessing a central position and ground and air forces superior 
to any individual opponent, has exercised her initiative by attacking Russia. 
This attack will be at least so successful that, subsequent to the fall of 1941, Ger- 
many will have regained her abiyty to strike outwards from a central position. 

b. The British Empire, widespread, with superior surface sea power, but de- 
ficient in man power, organization and battle leadership, is necessarily on the 
defensive. To her, the German attack on Russia affords a breathing spell in 
which she can buttress her home and Middle Eastern defenses. Assumption 
of tte strategic offensive in any theater is beyond her power. 

c. U. S. S. R., ill organized but formidable because of her size, is exposed 
to the full vigor of German attack. The most that can be expected of her is 
that she will remain in being in her distant fastnesses after the German on- 
slaught has been spent. However, the German attack has cancelled out Russia 
as an Axis source of supply from the short-term viewpoint. 

d. The United States, with a superior navy in one ocean, but without effectiye 
.weapons and with but few combat organizations, is committed to oiHPOsition 
to Germany, is providing limited material support to the Axis* enemies, but 
lacks the means to take overt battle action against Germany in her own (x 
anyone else’s behalf. 

e. All other countries are but the fringing satellites of the four great powers. 
China, Italy and Japan have some military, but indecisive potency. The others 
are themselves trivial, or of importance only in combination with others. 

2. aiTUATZOHS or INDIVIDtTAL POWDS 


a. Germany 

(1) Germany is now engaged in a major war with Soviet Russia and hts 
launched an offensive on the very broad front from the Arctic Ocean to the 
Black Sea. In this offensive, her armies are supported by the armed forces of 
Finland, Slovakia, Hungary and Rumania. 

(2) A large part of the German Army of 260 divisions is engaged in this Busstan 
offensive, although some 60 divisions remain on guard In Western Europe and 
Norway against the possibility of a British attack In the West. 

(8) The bulk of Germany’s 20 armored and 20 motorized divisions are also 
thought to be engaged in this Russian campaign. . 

(4) A large part of the German Air Force of some 11,000 planes In 850 conr 
bat squadrons, and organized into seven or more air fleets, is conducting of- 
fensive operations against Russia, while at the same time there has been held 
a considerable number of air units in Western Eurojie and the Mediterranean 
as a defensive precaution. Around 5,000 planes in combat squadrons are believed 
to be participatiDg in the campaign against Russia. Tb provide this operating 
mass of aircraft, the air forces in the Western European and Mediterranean 
Theaters have necessarily had to be greatly reduced below the levels prevailing 
in May, 1941. 

(Q) The German Navy, much inferior in topnage to the British and recently 
weakened by the loss of the **Bismarck,*’ is conducting an aggrec^ve submarine 
campaign against British 8hi|q;>ing with about 150 submadnes. An unknown 
number of German auxiliary cruisers are also aggressively active against Britiab 
seaborne commerce. 

(0) The political and economic situation in Germany is sound. The “Hess 
affair” does not seem to have affected adversely the will of the German nation 
to continue the war. 

(7) German-French relations are improving as the two nations draw closer 
together. Already the economic resources of 'France are beginning to play a 
considerable role in the German war effort. 

(8) In consequence of this major offensive against Russia, no German offenslTe 
operations are to be expected in any other theaters of war in the Immediate 
future. In particular, no invasion of England or of Iceland is probable during 
the remainder of 1941. Germany’s ground forces will, undoubt^ly, remain on 
the strategic defensive In both the Western Ekiropean and Mediterranean 
Theaters optll she can spare troops and aviation from Eastern Europe. 

(9) In case of victory over Russia during the summer or fall of 1941, one may 
expect as logical further German moves ; 
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(a) The consolidation of the German hegemony In Europe (less the British 
Isles). 

(b) The expulsion of Britain from the Mediterranean. 

(c) The continuation of the war of attrition against the British seaborne 
commerce. 

(10) The complete entry of the United States into the War would probably 
not change the plans of the German High Command nor affect for the present 
(j^any’s military, political and economic position. It would undoubtedly de- 
press somewhat the war spirit and morale of the (Jernian people. It would so 
stimulate the morale and hopes of Germany's subject populations as to increase 
greatly the Reich's problems in controlling them. On the other hand, our entry 
into war would cause Germany to activate her existing fifth column arrangements 
in Latin America. 

b. Japan 

(1) Military Situation, Japanese forces are deployed over a wide area from 
Karafuto in the north to Indo-China in the south. The Chinese, In spite of 
internal friction, continue to resist passively any advance by the Japanese forces. 
Japan has for some time been gradually assembling an expeditionary force, 
originally for a possible movement into southeast Asia, but which now may 
eventually be used in an attack upon the Maritime Provinces. 

(2) Economic Situation. Japan is economically weak because she lacks es- 
sential war materials, adequate foreign exchange, sufiicient foreign trade; she 
Is also encumbered with financial problems connected with the war in China. 

Economically Japan will be no worse off than she is at the present time unless 
greater obstacles are placed before her economic progress. Availability of Ger- 
man technical advice and the acquisition of war materials from Thailand and 
Indo-China will improve her economic position. Japan is increasing her im- 
ports of oil from the Uqited States instead of decreasing them. Japan could 
not be thrown into bankruptcy under present circumstances ; if she undertakes 
a war with a major naval power, much greater obstacles would immediately be 
placed before her economic progress. 

(3) Political Situation. The Japanese will support any decision made by the 
Japanese Government. The military and naval authorities continue to be the 
pr^ominant influence in Governmental decisions, it is believed that the naval 
authorities, and business interests will exert every effort to avoid a conflict 
with the United States regardless of the latter’s participation in the European 
War. 

(4) Psychology of Japanese. The intense patriotism, the remarkable recuper- 
ative capabilities and an indomitable tenacity of purpose along with a frugal 
and low standard of living have enabled the Japanese people to accept and 
even support the frightful cost of the Indecisive war in China. 

(5) Lines of Action. Japan has the following alternatives: 

(a) Maintain status quo in China. 

(b) Withdraw her armed forces from the ai'ea south of the Great Wall, make 
peace with Chiang Kai-Shek and use only economic penetration into south- 
eastern Asia. 

(c) Withdraw sufldcient forces from the Chinese mainland to facilitate an 
advance : 

(1) Southteard. 

(a) Contain or isolate the Philippine Islands and Hong Kong, attack 
British Malaya via Thailand and Indo-China or by direct attack by land, sea, 
and air. 

(b) Contain or isolate the Philippine Islands and Hong Kong, and attack 
the Netherlands’ East Indies or Borneo. 

(c) Reduction of the Philippine Islands and Hong Kong prior to movement 
to the south. 

(2) Northward against Russia to secure the Maritime Provinces Japan 
has long regarded as indispensable to her security. 

Actions indicated in (1) are all contingent upon the success of the Axis 
forces in the European War. 

(8) Most Probable Action. Japan will probably continue to assemble, by 
gradual withdrawals from China, a field force for possible employment either in 
Southeastern Asia or against Russia. Her hopes of empire are bound up with 
an Axis victory and she is subject to strong German pressure to attack Russia at 
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once ; nevertheless it is believed that she will avoid precipitate action and will 
continue her i)olicy of avoiding war with Russia on the one hand and wtb tbe 
United States and Great Britain on the other. If forced or if electing to choose 
between action against Russia or to the Southwest, she will be influenced Ifj 
Germany’s success against Russia, particularly as regards possible Russian troop 
withdrawals from Siberia, and by America’s action, particularly as regards the 
distribution of United States’ naval strength, and as regards attempts to seed 
supplies to Russia through Vladivostok. Should the choice be the southward 
advance, it will probably consist of a containment of Hong Kong and the Philip 
pine Islands while attacking British Malaya via Thailand and Indo^Stlni. 

c. British Empire. 

(1) The British Empire, at war, is on the defensive; its army, naval and air 
strength dispersed on exterior lines, with the United Kingdom, a theatre of 
combat partially encircled by hostile assault positions, absorbing the principal 
effective military strength. The Imperial Forces are composed of an equivalent 
of 84 divisions, 233 squadrons and some 360 war ships. The Army has suffered 
severe reverses in the past year but its morale is still high. There is a great 
shortage of supporting weapons, tanks, antiaircraft and antitank guns and am* 

' munition in the Army in all theatres. While the Navy has lost several important 
vessels in the Atlantic, the Home Fleet has had several valuable additions. The 
Mediterranean Fleet was severely damaged at the Battle of Crete. Economically 
the condition of the Empire is not satisfactory ; unless more severely restrained, 
German attacks on the vital sea lanes could make the United Kingdom’s condition 
critical in less than six months. Politically the Empire is intact ; so far, no 
important territory has been lost to the enemy. Psychologically the whole people 
have developed a will to win, and an increasing application of all energy to the 
war effort is noted. At present the Empire is not able to assume the offensive 
except in air raids of limited depth on the continent of Europe and in minor 
areas such as in Syria. Forces in the United Kingdom have limited capacity for 
raids against the German-held coast line of Europe. In spite of many defeats the 
spirit of the people is unperturbed and morale is unbroken. 

(2) Great Britain still faces a possibility of invasion. Some 40 divisions and 
an estimated 180 squadrons of first-line airplanes are In a state of readiness to 
repel a German attack. The Army forces are well-trained and continuously 
exercised; the air forces are, in fact, constantly engaged in combat. The Army 
is supported by a well organized and partially armed Home Guard and an effe^ 
tlve civil organization to counter the probable German efforts to create confusion 
before and during invasion. The Royal Air Force has successfully restricted 
large scale German air attacks on England to night operations. While It has 
not been able to prevent German air raids on shipping, it has become increasingly 
effective in a narrow zone on the Continent during the pre-occupation of the 
German air force in Russia. The principal mission of the Fleet at present is 
to reduce shipping losses due to German attack on vital sea lanes. A readily 
assembled naval force is a vital factor for the defence of the British Isles against 
Invasion. The promptness of action and effectiveness thereof will be Increasln^y 
influenced by the measure of relief from distant patrolling which might result 
from American naval patrols east of the 30th Meridian, reduction of ship* 
ping losses is one of the keys to the situation of Great Britain. In addition to 
the importation of raw materia^^ (some 30,(XX),000 tons) to keep industry goinf* 
the United Kingdom must import an absolute minimum of 10,000,000 tons of food- 
stuffs, per annum, for human consumption. 

(8) In the Middle East (Mediterranean area), the British have avallthle 
some 16 divisions. They have finally disposed of all Italian forces in East Africa 
but they have lost their previous gains In Libya. A beleaguered British garrison 
at Tobruk, some 30.000 strong, is in a precarious position. A recent British 
offensive with one of its objects to relieve that situation ended In defeat. It Is 
expected that the Germans will concentrate on an effort to reduce the BrltlA 
position. A British offensive is not possible although there may be a desperate 
effort to fight their way out. A small British force has put down the uprising 
in Iraq and has cooperated with other small British and the Free French forces 
in consolidating Syria. The British defeat at Crete was a severe one, especially 
for the Royal Navy. Repairs to individual ships and small reinforcements have 
enabled the fleet to participate In the Syrian campaign and to continue in a lim- 
ited fashion its attack on Italian and German war communications. The Cretan 
campaign has definitely proved that the Mediterranean Fleet is no longer free to 
operate at will in that sea so long as German and Italian shore-bas^ aviation 
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' ^ are maintained In their respective positions in effective strength. The opportn* 
oities for the Fleet and its future usefulness are therefore bound to more and 
^ j more restricted. Already the supply of the British troops In Malta and Tobruk 
^ la a Tery serious noatter and the sui^ly of British troops in the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean area must now be undertaken through the Persian Gulf and Red Sea. The 
withdrawal of the Fleet from the Mediterranean is likely, especially if there is 
njoif sufficient warning of a resumption of a major German threat in the Eastern 
r*:0 Mediterranean. The Royal Air Force operating in the Middle East consists of 
am>roxlmately 30 squadrons. The principal key to the Middle East situation is 
the receipt of supplies from the United States. It is problematical if these will 
arrive in sufficient quantity or time to enable the British Command to arm and 
' equip sufficient forces to maintain the defence of that area. 

(4) In the Far East (Singapore area), there are approximately 4% divisions, 
^ 2 Indian, 1 Australian, and the remainder made up from local forces. At Hong 
1 P Kong there is approximately a brigade of British troops and a few local units. 

" The Royal Air Force has abmt 18 squadrons in this area. There are also minor 
naval forces. , 

(5) Lines of Action : 

: To continue on the strategic defensive in all theatres until such time as unfore- 

P; seen events will permit the offensive, and to seek by every possible means to 
hilog the United States into the war at the earliest possible moment.

(1) Italy, although inreviously defeated in the Mediterranean, has now emerged 

; V a tarnished victor as the result of active German support. While her East African 

I colonies must be written off, she has acquired considerable Balkan territory, 

Including the strategically important and long-desired Dalmatian coast, and 
her North African colony, Libya, is again almost in her possession. 

(2) The Italian Army, which must be considered second rate, consists of 

' approximately 86 divisions. It is estimated that trained man power is available 

for an additional 64 divisions, provided Germany could and would furnish the 

necessary equipment. There are about 1,50(> so-called first line planes in the 
airforce which are inferior to those of Germany and Great Britain in performance 
je and armament. Pilots are not well trained. The Navy has, to date, made a 
sorry showing; however, it still must be reckoned a potent force with its present 
strength of 4 battleships, 11 cruisers, 75 destroyers, and 72 submarines, especially 
I I if supported by ground-based German aviation and operating against a weakened 
British Mediterranean fleet. 

(8) Italy lacks practically all essential raw materials, including oil and steel, 
and vms prepared for a war of only a few weeks’ duration. Due to the British 
blockade, she has become dependent on Germany for most of her supplies, food 
excepted, which is resulting in German control of her industries. With rationing, 
she has sufficient food for her needs and is able to furnish a certain amount to 
, Qermany. 

(4) The general unpopularity of the war, coupled with disastrous military de- 
feats, resulted In rather open criticism of the Fascist Regime, together with 
considerable discontent However, recent German-assisted victories and the 
fact that if Mussolini goes, the Germans will take over completely r have strength- 
ened the positioii of II I^ce and have bolstered the morale of the mercurial 
Italian. 

(B) Italy may be considered a second-rate military power that is a potential 
threat as long as she is backed by German military might. She is now in the 
. 1 position of a satellite of Germany, to he employed in any capacity that Hitler 
beeves will further his aims. In this connection, the obvious and almost certain 
lines of action open to Italy are: (1) to maintain the defensive Axis position In 
the Mediterranean until the completion of the Russian campaign ; (2) to provide 
the garrisons for the recently conquered Balkan countries; (3) to send a con- 
tingent of troops (probably a *'token’* one) to participate in the Russian cam- 
' Pftifn ; and (4) to assist in the warfare on British shipping. 

(•) The entry of the United States into the war should have no immediate 
6itect on Italy other than causing a certain lowering of Italian morale due to 
the fact that a longer war is presaged. 

^ JVonce 

(1) Metropolitan Fronce, politically subservient to Germany, economically 
^ I jpwtent and faced with potable starvation this Winter, hating the Germans and 
Darlan and beginning to criticise even Retain, has an Army IMJ200 men) and an 
I Air Force (2ra planes) of no combat value. 
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Fleet (1 Battle Cruiser, 7 Cruisers, 34 Destroyers, W Subjtnarines) has potes- 
tlal value. It is conceivable that Darlan might order it to aid Germany. Divi- 
sion of opinion among officers is accentuated by Vichy’s decision to collaborate. 

The recent creation of the Croatian kingdom under Italian suzerainty tends to 
free France from the traditional Italian claims in Nice and Corsica and so re- 
moves one of the French fears of further Axis aggression. 

The long-range possibility exists that growing hatred of Germans and of the 
Darlan regime, fanned by food shortage, will produce an internal crack-up with 
obvious repercussions in other occupied countries. 

Conclusions, Ground and air forces will not fight for Germany and cannot 
fight for Britain or even for themselves. 

If ordered to aid Germany, some fleet units would be scuttled, some would 
run for North (or West) Africa, some would follow orders. Potential value 
of fleet as such would be destroy^. 

US participation in the war would not alter the situation except to hasten 
the internal crack-up — especially if accompanied by wise radio propaganda. 

(2) Spria, has Just been conquered by British and Free French forces. Oon- 
quest of Syria by Britain will strengthen Allied geographical position in Near and 
Middle East but will increase administrative responsibilities and will require fair 
sized force for occupation and police, in other words, dispersion of military forces. 

(S) North Africa^ best governed of French territories, is short of food and 
other supplies, and is subject to intense Nazi proimganda. It has 8 incomplete 
Divisions (80,000 men), lacking mechanized equipment and short of munitions for 
major operations. General Weygand is much respected and strongly dislikes 
Germans and Darlan. Air Force has 286 planes ; Navy has — Algeria; 7 Destroy- 
ers, 13 Submarines — Morocco : 1 incomplete Battleship, 7 Destroyers, 2 Cruisers,! 
Submarines. The Navy is less anti-British than the Toulon Force ; the navy 
commander is strongly pro-American. Combat value of the troops is high. 

Conclusions. Weygand will make every effort to prevent extension of 
collaboration to Africa but lacks means for aggressive action and can defend 
only if assured of prompt and adequate aid. He would not acc^ Britisli 
aid Initially. 

US participation, if accompanied by materialization of prompt and ade- 
quate aid, wiff enable Weygand to hold North Africa. 

(4) Dakar is the headquarters of the West Africa Government, Anti-Americin 
feeling is current there now due to unwise press and radio references to Dakar. 
A vital strategic location, with excellent port and air facilities, well defended 
from sea and air, it has successfully withstood one attack from the sea. West 
Africa has 6 Divisions (70,000 men), 96 planes, 1 immobilized Battleship, 8 Uruis- 
ers, 2 Destroyers, 10 Submarines. Dakar is vulnerable from land side— forces 
landing at St Louis (186 miles North by good road and railroad) and Bathurst 
(162 miles South by good road and ferry). 

. Conclusions. Dakar will resist British attack. Navy would resist strenu- 
ously any US Navy attempt to take it; Army and Air Force would resist in- 
itially and half-heartedly; public would welcome US effort if wise radio 
propaganda prepares the way. 

(5) De Qaulle has 2 completely equipped Divisions and a third in ptocm of 
formation. Majority of his forces are with the British in Bast Africa and Egypt; 
1 Division Is operating in Syria. 

Conclusions. Vichy collaboration will accelerate increase of Free French 
forces. Wise radio propaganda will step up the acceleration. Reported 
that Weygand dislikes de Gaulle personally but it is believed that— is ihs 
event of US participation — an offer by de Gaulle to place himself and hla 
forces under Weygand’s orders, to regain French independence, would he 
accepted. But all these forces are too inherently unstable and weak to form 
the predicate of any American plan. 

f. Netherlands 

(1) Western Hemisphere possessions: 

Burinam: 950 troops, mostly black and mostly at Paramaribo; Inadequatdy 
armed and equipped. The threat from 6,000 criminal prisoners in adjoining 
French Guiana is faced by 50 Dutch Marines on border. 

Curacao: 1010 troops, including 618 British Infontry. 
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JrKta; 880 troope, Including 612 Cameron Highlanders (Flanders veterans). 

Bonaire; 50 Military Police. 

Conelueione: It is believed that, preceded by proper diplomatic negotia- 
tions, U. S. occupation, In trust, of Netherlands possessions In Western 
Hemlspbere would be welcome. 

(2) The Netherlande Bast Indies, w^ governed, prosperous, untroubled by 
native difficulties or unrest, has about 80,000 men under arms, mastly on Java 
bnt with garrisons at important centers on Sumatra, Borneo, Celebes. The 
Island of Java and main centers on other Islands are well fortified, harbors are 
mined, oil properties are adequately prepared for quick destruction if necessary. 
Navy has 3 Cruisers, 7 Destroyers, 13 Submarines, 40 auxiliaries — all modern. 
Air force has about 450 planes, mostly American and with large proportion of 
bomhers. Continuous reconnaissance ^ghts are made over the whole archipelago 
constantly. Defense plans are coordinated with those of British at Singapore 
and the Dutch have a firm determination to defent stubbornly. 

Conclusions: The Netherlands East Indies will offer stubborn defense to 
attack. If the atack is determined and sustained, outer islands will have 
to be sacrificed, after destruction of oil properties, and defense will concen- 
trate on Java which can be held until adequate naval aid arrives from C. 8. 
forcea It is not believed that Britain is in a position to give the required 
aid alone. 

g. U. 8. B. R. 

The C. 8. 8. R. is now engaged in a defensive war with Oermany and has 
available for opwatlons the following forces : 

(1) Military Forces. — 180 infantry divisions; 44 cavalry divisions; 79 tank 
brigades; 39 air divisions (total number of ifianes, 6,600). It is estimated that 
5,000 planes are idiyslcally present in the western and sothwestem frontier dis- 
tricts. General effectiveness estimated fair. 

(2) Naval Forces. — ^Are considered a negligible factor in this war effort. 

The definite policy of the Government is to pursue a defensive course and 

provide adequate armed defense forces in the critical areas of the Soviet Union. 
Active participation in offensive operations as acts of aggression are not the 
policy of the Regime ; however, in areas where U. S. S. R. vital Interests and 
defense demand that aggressive military operations be undertaken, such action 
has been taken and will follow. 

(8) Economic. — Major effort within the Soviet Union industrially is to pro- 
vide for the immediate self-sufficiency of the nation in monitions and war sop- 
pUea Transportation and production are inefficient, doe to faulty production 
methods, inadequate supidy of high-grade machine tools, and a lack of qualified 
technicians. 

(4) Morale. — ^Morale within the Red Army is good ; morale of the population 
Is satisfactory In spite of the low standard of living, purges, etc. 

(5) Political. — ^l^e recent pact with Japan indicates definite agreement with 
reqiect to the Far Eastern situation. A declaration on the part of Great Britain 
siq^rtlng Russia as an ally in the Russian-German confilct has again given 
Russia a definite place in European affairs. 

The Comintern through the 8ovlet Regime is striving for a world revolution 
In the interests of Communism. Unless the U. 8. 8. R. emerges one of the 
victors in this war. Communism will definitely be on the way out in Europe. 

The U. 8. 8. R. has the following lines of action open in case the United 8tatee 
entered the war as an ally of Great Britain and Russia : (1) Vigorous offensive 
conduct of the European confiict. (2) Continue a defensive war as at present 
until offensive operations pan be conducted, assisted by British-U. B. support. 
(8) Continued withdrawal, if necessary, to the Urals to avoid decisive defeat to 
lengthen German supply ^fficulty. It is believed the U. 8. 8. R. would adopt 
action (2). 

h. Latin America. 

(1) The Latin American republics, while able to defend themselves against 
internal aggression, cannot do so if the subversive elments are given direct sup- 
port by the German air forces. These countries, due to their geographical and 
gnomic situation, their insistent demands for military assistance have become 
liabilities to the United 8tates. 

(2) The German military successes have Increased their reluctance to permit the 
United States to establish desired military and naval bases. 
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(8) The necessity of U. 8. bases In Latin America has become not only eneotial 
but urgent, 

(4) The establishmrat and occupation of bases requires, at least Bereral 
months. 

(5) The time has come when the tJnited States must make specific requests for 
immediate coucession of bases at Natal, Brasil; the Galapagos Islands, Ecuador; 
Buenaventura, Colombia ; and Acapulco, Mexico. Further postponements, pt^ 
ticularly as regards Natal, might prove disastrous if the Germans seise the F^reoch 
naval base at Dakar. The American Republics must be shown that further 

in the concession of bases might not only be Interpreted as an attitude of non- 
cooperation, but that It will also Jeopardise the defense of the Western Hemisphere 
and the Integrity and independence of their Sovereignty.

Memorandum for the Chief of Staff: 

Subject : Japanese Movement Into French Indo-China. 

1. As was made known to the Chief of Staff July 15, 1941, the Japanese Govern- 
ment on July 12, 1941, delivered what amounts to an ultimatum to the Vidiy 
Government, the terms of which, among other items, provided for the occupatioD 
by Japanese armed forces of eight air bases and two naval bases in Southern 
Indo-China (see attached map). 

2. It is the considered opinion of this Division that this Japanese movement ts 
planned, while opportunistic in conception, was also strategically defensive in 
character and designed primarily to prevent British and American influence from 
shutting off supplies of rubber, tin and rice from Thailand and Indo China which 
are badly needed by Japan. 

'8. The French were given until July 20th in which to comply with Japan’s 
demands. Military preparations were initiated by the Japanese, but no military 
pressure had been put on Indo-China up to midnight July 15-16. 

4. On July 16th the Japanese Cabinet resigned en masse. It is too eady to 
attempt a detailed explanation of this act. For the present, it must be taken 
as further proof of the fact, known for some time, that there was an element 
of violent discord in the inner government circles of Japan. 

6. Until the personnel of the new Cabinet is announced it would be futile to 
attempt a prediction as to Japan’s possible change of policies. One fact seetm 
evident, however, and that is that Vichy will be given a breathing spell and the 
expedition to Indo-China may be deferred or even abandoned.

Subject : MobUisation of Additional Japanese Manpower. 

1. Prior to the resignation of the Japanese Cabinet, July 16, 1941, a large 
scale mobilisation was started in Japan under unusual conditions of secrecy. 
This mobilization is continuing. 

2. The Military Attache in Tokyo reports that a part (strength unknown) rf 
this new force is being shipped to Mancboukuo to Join the Kwantung Army. 

8. In view of the fact that the major part of the Japanese Army is pinned 
down in China without a large mobile reserve and the further fact that the 
Siberian Army Is about twice the size of the Kwantung Army (20-80 Divisions 
to 12). the strengthening of the Japanese force in Mancboukuo appears to bet 
logical precautionary procedure. 

4. Whether she moves south or north Japan needs more men. 

5, In the opinion of this Division the first aggressive move, if made, will be 
into Indo-Ghina to deny this region to a DeGaulist Pro-British, Pro-American 
faction steadily growing in power there. Japan, while building up her strength 
in Mancboukuo, will then await the outcome of the German-Soviet War. H 
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and when Germany crashes Baropean Russia and the Siberian Garrison de- 
teriorates in strong or morale, Japan will inrobably more in to seise the long 
desired Maritime Prorlnces of Siberia.

Subject : New Japanese Cabinet. 


1. A United Press dispatch from Tokyo dated July 18, 1941, states that Prince 
Konoye has selected the key men for a new and highly militaristic Cabinet. 
Vital posts are reported as follows : 

Premier Prince Konoye 

War Minister General Tojo 

Navy Minister Admiral Oikawa 

Home Minister Baron Heranuma 

Foreign Minister Admiral Toyoda 

2. The first four named above are hold-overs from the former Cabinet. Admiral 
Toyoda replaces former Foreign Minister Matauoka. 

Z, Admiral Toyoda was a protege of the former Admiral Baron Saito 
(aaeassinated in 1936 while Premier) and is regarded as a moderate. He is 
known as a clever, able officer, a specialist in Ordnance, and as having had con- 
siderable experience in diplomacy, particularly with the British. 

1 The new Cabinet may be regarded as strongly nationalistic, and while 
probably more moderate and conservative than would have been the case had an 
Army Officer been given the portfolio as Foreign Minister, it may be that added 
impulse will be given to Japan's Southward Advance, In this connection, it 
must be rem^nbered also that Admiral Toyoda has Just completed a tour as 
Minister of Commerce and Industry, and is fully aware of the deplorable con- 
dition of Japan's foreign trade and internal economy. He may be expected, 
therefore, to take steps, as Foreign Minister, which will improve foreign trade 
conditions since such trade is the life blood of industrial Japan.

Subject : Strategical Estimate of the 
Situation. 

1. The following estimate has been prepared as requested in Memorandum 
^tom the Assistant Chi^ of Staff, WPD, 4570, June 6, 1941, which requested 
information on the Axis Powers as of July 1, 1941, July 1, 1942, and July 1, 194^ 
as a basis for the War Department STRATEGIC ESTIMATE. Specific data 
requested in paragraphs 2(1), (2) of the Memorandum cited and (3) on Axis 
naval, air and field forces are enclosed.* 

2, Estimate of disposition — military, political, economic and psychological, 
a. July i, 1941. 

Germany, with the initiative, was employing the mass of her ground and air 
forces against the U. S. S. R., without however, relaxing her campaign against 
shipping serving the British Empire. Elsewhere the military effort of the

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European Axis was at a mlntmum. Japan, her army practically contained 
China, was contemplating action against Indo-China, but her policy was domi* 
Dated by the uncertainties arising from the Russo-German campaign and the tins] 
outcome of the whole war. An Axis political offensive was in full swing with a 
view to consolidating a “United States of Europe’’ to include Spain and Portugal 
and the French, Spanish and Portuguese possessions in Africa. Axis propaganda 
was being used effectively in Latin America and throughout Islam and with len 
effect in the United States and India. 

b. By July i, 1942. 

(1 ) The following are envisaged : 

U) German defeat of U. S. S. R. and re-establishment of German military 
initiative. 

(b) Participation of the U. S. in the war under Rainbow 5. 

(2) Under the foregoing the following are estimated to be the Axis disposition 
and capabilities ; 

[2] German occupation of the U. S. S. R. to Lake Baikal and possibly to 
the Pacific. Possible Japanese occupation of the Maritime Provinces of Siberia. 
Axis control of Africa, roughly north of the line Fernando Po — ^DJibout is either 
accomplished or imminent. Continuation of the aerial and naval siege of the 
British Isles. German attempt to invade Great Britain or (more probable) a 
broad strategic movement through the Middle East toward the Indian Ocean, 
possibly in conjunction with a southwestward advance by Japan. The pc^tical 
consolidation of Europe under German leadership will have been accomplished, 
but the political cohesion of this entity will be low. Germany and Japan will 
be obviously war-weary. Economic exploitation of the U. S. S. R. will have 
barely begun. While still debarred physically, militarily and economically from 
Latin America, the Axis will have achieved a considerable amount of political 
disunion in that area by intrigue and propaganda. German propaganda will 
tend to hve become less effective in India, the United States and the MobaiU' 
medan world. 

c. By July 4 19 iS. Axis dispositions and capabilities are estimated as follows: 

Gkrmaiiy will still possess superior ground forces. The invasion of the Britiib 

Isles, if not already achieved, will now be impracticable. Germany will have ex- 
tended her penetration southw'ard in Africa and will still be able to renew the 
offensive in the Middle East. Japan, if not irrevocably committed to war on the 
side of the Axis, will tend to stand aloof. German economic exploitation of Russia 
will have progressed, but the general economic condition of Europe will be low. 
Axis morale will be generally low and war-weariness will be rife. There will be 
no real political cohesion in Europe. The Axis propaganda effort, centered on 
Latin America will be losing ground.

Subject : Sanctions against Japan. 

L DUousaion. 

1. On July 12, 1941 the Japanese Government announced that it had decided 
to take over control of the nation’s capital funds which are to be mobilized in 
the Interests of the state. The new policy apparently discards the past economic 
set-up and calls for mobilization and distribution of capital at the will of the 
government In order to attain maximum production as well as to bolster the 
defense structure, 

2. The new policy Is obviously a belated attempt to improve the deplorable eco- 
nomic conditions in Japan— conditions pointed out in confidential Economic Esti- 
mate, Japan. May 27, 1941, compiled in the Far Eastern Section, this Division, a 
copy of which Is attached hereto as Tab I.* 
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^ S. nils centralintlon of capital, which is merely an extension of the control 
which the government has already secured over industry and other branches of 
Japanese economic life, will undoubtedly bring about a more efficient control of 
Japan’s Internal structure, but will contribute nothing toward the acquisition of 
critical and essential raw materials so badly needed by Japan’s war industries. 

4. A step toward this latter end is Japan’s current move to occupy southern 
Indo-China. In the opinion of this Division this will be followed by an exten- 
tlOD of Japan’s control to include Thailand. Further aggression by Japan after 
consolidating her position in these new points d’ai^ul will be predicated upon tbe 
ontcome of the European War. 

5. For some time, tbe policy of our government has been based upon a desire 
‘ to restrain Japan by moral embargoes and exi>ort control, neither of which were 

stringent enough to drive Japan into further aggressive action toward Malaysia 
iisc and the Netherlands Indies. 

[f] 6. A discussion as to whether this policy was sound at the time of 

1^ its adoption is immaterial to a study of tbe current situation. The fact stands 
!i!s out, however, that Japan has now burst through these mild restraints imposed 
by the United States Government and is now embarked upon new aggression which 
1 $: endangers the safety of all the areas in the southwestern Pacific, including the 
frJo Philippine Islands. 

^ - T. Under these circumstances tbe last reason for withholding effective sane- 
hf- tlons against Japan has been brushed aside. 

& Attention Is invited to the last sentence on page 61 of Tab I which reads : 
"The United States is today in a position to wreck completely the economic 
r: structure of the Japanese Empire." This statement is as sound today as when 
it was written in May, 1941. 

efi 9. Effective economic sanctions against Japan imposed by us, today, would 
pi' not, In the opinion of this Division, force Japan to take any steps in the way 
iii) of aggressive action which she does not plan to take anyway, when a favorable 
opportunity arises, nor would they precipitate a declaration of war on us by 
Japan. Such action on our part need not and should not distract our attention 
:hr^ from tbe main theater of operations. On tbe contrary, by adoptihg such a 
policy we will be able to conserve for Britain and for ourselves supplies which 
from the viewpoint of our national defense, are being worse than wasted when 
a’: we place them in Japanese hands.

Subject : German-Japanese Relations. 

^ I. IH$cug»ion. 

? : 1. The American Ambassador to Japan In a telegram to the Secretary of State 

dated July 23, 1941, points to a trend in Japanese public and private oponion 
Indicating that Japan Is no longer a happy partner In the Tripartite Agreement 
He states that there has been a gradual weakening over a considerable period of 
time of the ties binding Japan to the Axis Powers. He further states a feeling 
he has' had for some time that if the Germans ran true to form they would sooner 
or later overshoot their mark in Japan, and that the pcoud and sensitive Japa- 
; nese people would eventually realize the fundamental contempt and scracely con- 
i', I coaled arrogance of the Germans for the Yellow Race. 

I 2. According to tbe Ambassador there is a growing feeling among many Japa- 
nese that Japan is being treated as a satellite, if not as a dependent,' a feeling 
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which has been developing as the result of the increasing influx of Nazi oiBcitls 
(including members of the Gestapo) into Tokyo, the efforts of these officials to 
exercise a controlling Influence in matters of domestic concern and in many 
aspects of Japanese life, and the constant interference by the German Ambassador 
in trying to regiment Japanese newspapers along Axis lines, 

3. The Ambassador remarks that as usuah Germans have overshot tbelr 
mark. 

4. The Ambassador reported in a telegram to the State Department dated 
July 27, 1941, that Former Foreign Minister Matsuoka informed the Turkish 
Ambassador that he had cabled Ribbentrop 48 hours in advance of the Nasi 
attack on the Soviet asking if there were any truth in reports of such an attack 
and Ribbentrop replied with a categorical denial. 

5. Our Minister to Thailand in a telegram to the Secretary of State dated 
Jnl^ 26, 1941, reported that the Prime Minister had informed him that Lt. OoL 
Scholl, German Military Attache, had called and warned him (the Prime MinlB* 
ter) against “going too far” with Japan, “because”, said the German Attache, 
“you cannot trust Japan”. The Geman Attache stated further that “Germany 
will settle with Japan after she has won the war In Europe.” 

6. In view of the conditions depicted above, the time appears ripe for the 
Judicious use of information which will have as its aim the dissolution of the 
Tripartite Agreement. Any action on our part which will make Japan an even 
more reluctant Axis partner weakens our potential en^nies, enhances our own 
prestige and authority and materially and favorably affects our national defense. 

II. Recommendaticn, 

That the Secretary of War confer with the Secretary of State with a view 
to placing the information contained in paragraph 6 above in the hands of the 
Japanese Ambassador.

Subject : Developments in the Par Eastern Situation. 

1. It is believed that the Japanese Governmmt, with the sanction of flie 
Eihperor, has decided upon a foreign policy whose objectives are as fallows: 

a. Adherence to Tripartite Pact. 

b. Establishment of a Greater East Asia sphere of co-prosperity (under Japa* 
nese domination and control) regardless of other developments in the world 
situation. 

e. Disposal of the China Incident. 

d. Expansion southward for reasons of economic and strategic security. 

2. In implementing the foregoing policy, it is believed that Japan propoaea 
to take steps as follows: 

a. Increased pressure on China from various points in the south. 

b. Seizure by Japan of all Foreign Concessions in China. 

c. Politico-military pressure on Indo-Ohina and Thailand to facilitate Japan's 
southward advance. 

d. Preparation for an attack on Siberia, but to be made at her own chosen 
time. 

e. A resort to every means available to keep the United States out of the 
war. 

8. Since the adoption of the policy outlined in paragraph I above Japan has 
secured military and economic control of Indo-China, is in a position to enforce 
her military and economic demands on Thailand and to threatoi the vital 
Burma railroad and road, and has increased the strength of the Kwantum 
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Army (In Manchoukuo) to about 600,000 officers and men as opposed to a Russian 
b force, east of Lake Baikal, of about 400,000. The following factors, however, 
unfavorable to the successful implementation of Japan’s aggressive policy, have 
been injected into the situation : 

a l%e Gfennan time-tahle for the subjugation of the U. S. S. R. has gone 
rs: ‘ awry. 

b. The United States and Great Britain have frozen Japanese assets. 

\rs(.' c. Great Britain has announced an embargo in exports to Japan. 

d. The American, British and Dutch armed forces in the southwestern Pacific 
K j have been materially strengthened. 

5 !l: e. Great Britain and the United States have pledged aid to the U. S. S. R. 

and additional aid to China. 

f. The President of the United States and the Prime Minister of Great Britain 
have announced accord on an eight point program which, while not mentioning 
Japan by name, presents a long-range threat to her position as an Axis Power 
and to the retention of her conquests, 
rv! 4. The great danger In the situation lies in the fact, so often proved, that 
Japanese military and naval authorities are not under the complete control of 
their Government. We have seen for the past year an extraordinary example 
1 ;^;; of discipline atid self control exercised by the German military in conformity 
to their Government’s decree of avoiding any possible armed clash with the 
United States, We can, unfortunately, expect no such self denial and restraint 
on the part of the Japanese military. We can only hope that they will at 
least follow for a time the policies of their Government. 

5. There are clear indications that, in spite of the decisions outlined In Para- 
graphs 1 and 2 above, the Japanese Government is willing to take extraordinary 
diplomatic measures to keep the United States out of the war, at least temporarily. 
There are indications that Japan Is unwilling to commit herself to the extent that 
(}ennany would like to see her committed. There are indications that Japan 
realizes that she must make some concessions to the strong political stand now 
^ taken by the United States, even though those concessions consist largely In fur- 
: ther conversations and negotiations. 

I 6 Considering all of the above, this Division believes that forceful diplomacy 
I vis-a-vis Japan, including the application of ever increasing military and economic 
i pressure on our part, offers the best chance of gaining time, the best possibility 
of preventing the spread of hostilities in the Pacific area and of the eventual dis- 
^ ruj^ion of the Tripartite Pact. . The exercise of Increasingly strong “power di- 
Idomacy*’ by the United States is clearly indicated.

Memorandum for the Chief of Staff ; 
f Subject : Chinese Resistance. 

^ 1. General Chu, Chinese Military Attache, called on me today at his request to 

discuss the general situation. He was evidently worl*ied because China was not 
specifically mentioned in all the discussion with regard to the conference be- 
tween The President and the British Prime Minister. He seemed to feel that 
China is being forgotten for the moment. I told him of course that China is and 
will remain a pivotal point in the war, and that although not specifically men- 
tioned In regard to the conference, the situation in the Far East, Including China, 
was undoubtedly carefully considered. 

2. General Chu then pointed out that much has recently been said about^haltlng 
Japanese aggression both to the south and to the north, but nothing specific on 
®h)pping Japanese aggression in China proper. He went on to point out the pos- 
sibility of Japan concentrating all of her efforts on crushing Chinese resistance

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If she considers herself stopped by the Anglo-American front from further ag- 
gression to the south and to the north. He said, rather pointedly, **You know we 
cannot hold out indefinitely."’ I pointed out to him that the present emphasis on 
aid to Russia was probably due to Anglo-American belief that the Russian crisis 
was an immediate one, a question of holding her in the war for the next six weeks, 
until winter comes to her relief. Chinese resistance on the other hand would not 
appear to present so pressing a time factor, considering the long period of four 
years in which they have successfully withstood Japanese pressure. General Chu 
admitted this, and in answer to my questions as to the duration of Chinese re- 
sistance he said that undoubtedly the situation would hold throughout this 
calendar year. I pointed out to him that Japanese’s present extension of her 
forces both In the north and in the south precluded the possibility of her con- 
centrating her efforts against the Chinese at this time. He admitted this, but 
stated that he believed Japan must continue her aggressive policy, and that it 
w^as possible for her to regroup her forces against China if she were barred from 
the north and the south. He said that he feared that the Anglo-American policy 
of holding Japan in the north and the south might force her into a last desperate 
effort to overcome Chinese resistance. In his opinion Japan cannot stop, and In all 
questions of major policy the Japanese Government must bow tq the decision of 
its military forces. He cited the Chinese proverb, “He who rides on the tiger 
must go where the tiger goes.” 

3. General Chu professed to have little information on the Russian situation, 
but said that what he had was encouraging. He thought the outstanding thing 
was that Russia had successfully taken the first shock of war. He remarked 
that the first few months of the Slno- Japanese war were by far the hardest, 
and after that the Chinese had settled down to a long resistance. 

4. General Chu’s visit undoubtedly Indicates what we have had from other 
sources — that the Chinese here, and presumably also in Chungking, fear that 
they are being left out of the big picture, that we may not be firm In our preaait 
stand vis-a-vis Japan, and that aid to China may become more difficult In the 
future. 

5. This Division believes that considerable morale aid might be given to China 
in the form of public statements emanating from high oflicials of the Qovemment 
on our deep interest in Chinese resistance and our policy of aiding it. An official 
anouncement of the forthcoming dispatch of a military mission to China Is 
suggested. It is realized however that such morale aid would have to be con- 
sidered in the light of its effect on the critical relations now existing between 
Japan and the United States.

Subject: Conversation between the Japanese Military Attache and the Chief, 
Far Eastern Section. 

1. Coincident with the Japanese Ambassador’s call on the President on the 
morning of August 28, 1941, Major General Saburo Isoda, Japanese Military 
Attache, called by appointment on Colonel R. S. Bratton, Chief of the Far Eastern 
S^tion. Intelligence Branch, this Division. The following are notes of Colonel 
Bratton on the visit: 

“I have kmnvn General Isoda and been associated with him under various 
circumstances for eighteen years. In consequence, our conversation was friendly. 
Informal and entirely ‘off the record.’ 

“General Isoda stated that, like the Ambassador, he was exploring ways and 
means to relieve Japanese-United States tension and bring about better relations

between the two countries. During the course of a conversation which lasted 
for an hour and a half. General Isoda made statements to the following effect : 

a. Due to restrictions imposed by our export control, the Japanese have begun 
to use a portion of their war reserve of petroleum. 

ft. He, the Naval Attache, the Ambassador and the entire Embassy Staff are 
in accord in an earnest desire to better United Stutes-Japanese relations. 

c. Japan made a great mistake in Joining the Axis. 

d. The Army frequently gets out from under control of the Civilian Government 
and has to be restrained by Imperial Command. 

e. Japan has her back to the wall. She can be pushed Just so far, then will 
have to fight us to save her national honor and integrity, though war with the 
United States is the last thing desired by Japan. 

“When asked flatly my opinion as to what assurances on the part of Japan 
would be acceptable to the United States Government at this time, I told him 
that Prince Konoye, if he comes to talk with the President, must come with 
Imperial sanction and armed with authority to speak for and on behalf of the 
armed forces of Japan as well as on behalf of the Civilian Government I said 
that, in my opinion, nothing short of this would be productive of lasting results 
or be acceptable to the President. 

“General Isoda received this statement of opinion on my part with entire 
good will, expressed his pleasure over the opportunity of having a frank talk, 
and stated his desire to have other and more frequent talks in the future. I, in 
turn, assured him that I would be glad to meet him in a private and unofficial 
capacity at any time.” 

2. General Isoda ’s visit clearly parallels the conversations now In progress be- 
tween the Japanese Ambassador and the State Department. In effect he speaks 
for the Japanese Embassy, the entire staff of which is sincerely working for the 
betterment of Japanese-American relations. He obviously did not feel empowered 
to speak for the Japanese Army.

Memorandum for the Chief of Staff : 

Subject : Brief Periodic Estimate of the World Situation. 

1. This estimate covers the period September S-December 1, 1941. 

2. In this period the dominating elements of the situation Will be : 

0 . The preoccupation of Germany with the U. S. S. R. 

The inability of Great Britain and her associates to take the strategic 
offensive. 

In consequence a militarily decisive phase of the war will not be reached. 

3. AxU: 

Germany (see Tab A) will be immersed In the conflict with the U. S. S. R., 
either In terms of combat or of large-scale military reorganization. Victories 
over the U. S. S. R. may tend to raise her national morale ; but on balance her 
morale should be lower, because of losses in Russia and because of the certainty 
of prolongation of the war. Economically she will continue strained but stable. 
Specifically : 

(1) She will be unable to invade the British Isles. 

(2) She will be unable to attack in the Middle East. (See Tab B). 

(8) She Is and will be able at will to occupy French Northwest Africa, but 
probably will not do so. ( See Tab C) . 

(4) She probably will be in a position to Intensify her warfare against shipping 
as compared with its present reduced level. (See Tab A). 

(5) The policy of the United States, backed by growing armaments, particu- 
larly in terms of sea and air power, will be an increasing factor in her calculations. 

h. Subsidiary European Members of the Aosis. — Their subservience to Germany 
will Increase and their influence in world affairs will continue to diminish. Italy 
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in particular will garrison the Balkans and i^ovlde Axis communicatiODS with 
Libya, (t'or Spain, see Tab C.) 

c. The Conquered and Occupied Countries of Europe may develop still greater 
unrest ; but this element in the total situation will, for the time being, remain 
of little net influence on the general situation. 

d. Japan (see Tab D), beset with uncertainties, may do nothing, may attaA 
the Maritime Provinces, may seek to expand to the Southwest ; it is even possible 
that she may withdraw from the Axis. Japan also has the capability of concen- 
trating her newly augmented forces against China and seeking a decision there. 
No indication or likelihood of this is seen. In the general picture and exclnding 
China, where she must continue to flght^ her most likely, but by no means certain, 
course is inaction. 

4. Turkey, the most practicable land corridor between Elurope and the Biddle 
East, will And her position increasingly precarious ; but in this period sheprobtblj 
will evade choice of deflnite alignment with either the Axis or the Anglo- 
Bussian bloc. 

6. Anti-AoHs: 

a, U. S. 8. R. (see Tab E), with limited and decreasing ability to pass to the 
offensive, faced with the loss or dislocation of most of her war indust^ and with 
inadequate communications to the outside world, is destined to continu^ military 
reverses, while exacting a signiflcant toll from the German armed forces. Her 
only hope is to bring al^ut German overextension and exhaustion. DestmctiOD 
of her armed forces and overthrow of the Stalin regime within this period are 
possible but not yet probable. (See also TAB A for Russia vs. Germany and 
Tab D for Russia vs. Japan. ) 

b. Great Britain has a continued respite to perfect her home defenses, boUd 
up her air force, consolidate her Middle Ikisteni and Far Eastern positions, and 
to a limited degree improve the defense of the Atlantic sea lanes. She will haw 
neither the ability nor the opportunity to take the strategic offensive, other than 
by limited air attacks on (^rmany*s European position. She has the opportunity 
to launch a limited offensive against Libya. ( Tab B, ) 

6. Latin America is momentarily less concerned with the war, since its center 
of gravity has shifted to Eastern Europe. The Axis powers, on the whole, are 
losing ground before Democratic pressure, political, psycholocdcal ftnid economic.

a. Continue to withdraw her armed forces from the area south of the Great 
Wall with a view to attacking Siberia.

If, Reorient their whole foreign policy by withdrawing from the Axis. 

K, Seek a general settlement through American mediation. 

i. Bide their time, wait for a better opportunity for the pursuance of any of 
the above lines of action, hoping that time will be in their favor. 

/. On the basis of the neutrality pact with Russia as a *Tace saver'*, enter into 
an nnderstanding with the United States and Great Britain in regard to terri* 
torial expansion and economic penetration in southeast Asia and the southwestern 
Padflc area. 

2. Mast Prohabh Action 

Japan, beset with uncertainties, will probably “buy” time by entering into 
negotiations with the United States. A cabinet upset in Japan, a not unlikely 
event, will change the whole picture. The present cabinet, however, will initiate 
DO additional aggression on the part of Japan until all diplonratlc means of 
relieving pressure have been explored and exhausted. This does not preclude 
Independent action on the part of Japan's armies in the field. 

a. Japan — Combat 

Japan has an active army of about 2,000,000 including an air force of 55,000 
and a trained and partially trained reserve of 3,500,000 men. 

The active forces are deployed over a wide area from Karafuto and Manchou> 
kno in the north to the Southern French Indo China — Thailand border In the 
south. The estimated number of active divisions or their equivalent is 68, plus 
15 depot divisions in Japan Proper. Japan has recently mobilized approximately 
SCO, 000 reserves which have been utilized as replacements and in farming new 
units included in the above estimate. 

Japan has been withdrawing a considerable nuniber of her troops from China 
and despatching them to Indo-China and Manchuria. Some of these have been 
replaced by Manchurian and Wang Ching-wei's puppet troops. Since the out- 
break of the Ru88o-€lerman war, the forces in Manchoukuo have been Increased 
from 8 to 19 divisions with auxiliary troops including 4 tank regiments and 4 
cavalry brigades, totalling about 500,000 oflacers and men. The Japanese army 
is well trained and an efifoient fighting force. Officers are well qualified to per- 
form their various duties in peace and war. The staff has functioned well during 
difficult tactical operations in China. The enlisted men, although somewhat 
lacking in initiative, are well trained, experienced in combat, well disciplined, 
courageous and aggressive to the point of recklessness. The Japanese have been 
consistently successful in China from a tactical point of view and only combat 
with a modern army can determine Japan's relative efficiency compared to mod- 
em occidental armies. Japan's army is physically hardy and psychologically 
Inspired by loyalty to the Emperor, devotion to duty and a fanatical patriotism 
which make it a dangerous foe on the Asian continent or nearby Islands. 

The Japanese Army and Navy air forces have made rapid progress since 1937. 
Personnel strength of Army and Navy air forces is 55,000 officers and men and 
the two services have a combined plane strength of approximately 3,743 combat 
planes. The Army squadrons number 114 and the Navy has 124 squadrons. 
Plane design has lagged, but lack of formidable opposition has left them undis- 
puted air superiority. Four years of continuous air operations have Increased 
the efficiency of Japanese aviation in no small degree. Recent acquisition of 
German planes and technical advisors has contributed to Japanese air pro- 
ficiency. 

The Japanese Army is the best equipped army in Asia. Its equipment, how- 
ever. is inferior to that of any of the modem EJuropean armies. The shortage 
of raw materials and production capacity will limit the number of new divisions 
which can be organized, even though Japan's partially trained manpower is ample 
for her anticipated needs. Personal equipment appears to be sufficient and in 
good condition but there is a shortage of organizational equipment such as tanks, 
and other mechanized equipment, antiaircraft weapons and modern artillery. 

Japan has a navy consisting of approximately 180,000 men and officers exclusive 
of about 20,000 In the naval air corps. Naval strength comprises over a million 
tons already built and nearly 500,000 tons building. The navy Is divided into two 
main divisions: the Combined Fleet and the Japanese Naval Forces in China. 

latter consists of the North Central and South China Fleets. The Combined 
fi7eet is based in home waters. 
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The Japanese naval personnel Is well trained — a training equal to that of the 
British and American navies. The Japanese navy is modern, well balanced, and 
ready for prompt service. It is relatively strong In aircraft carriers and tenders; 
It would be a formidable opponent to the navy of any power or those of any 
combination of powers attempting offensive operations in the western Pacific area. 

Japan, because of Iier geographic location blocks all sea approaches, north of 
Haiphong, to the southeastern coast of Asia ; flanks all routes from the east 
to the eastern and northeastern coast of the mainland; and is in a remarkably 
strong strategical position for defense against any distant naval power. Further- 
more her geographic position is such that her navy, on the strategical defensive, 
could from time to time successfully assume the tactical offensive. 

4. Japan — Political 

The political cauldron of Japan has been boiling furiously since Matsuoka was 
relieved as Foreign Minister. During the time that Matsuoka was Foreign Min- 
ister and under the leadership of Premier Pidnce Konoye, Japan set up its own 
version of totalitarianism last fall called the “new national structure”. Political 
parties were disbanded and the Imperial Rule Assistance Association, designed 
to unite all the people in assistance to the Throne, was hastily whipped into 
shape. The Association was not a political organization like those controlling 
Italy. Germany, and Russia because of the Japanese tlieory of the Emperor as 
the supreme head of the state to whom all Japanese yield obedience and service. 
The vaguely stated aims of the Association were too diffused to meet with 
general approval ; as conditions are at present, it is clear that the “new structure”, 
movement — so far as its basic purpose was concerned — has entirely miscarried. 
In its major tests, provided by the efforts to regiment industry and “reform” the 
Diet. It merely stirred up severe controversies. The original hope that the 
Imperial Rule Assi.stance Association could “unify all phases” of Japan’s national 
life has long since disappeared. 

While the outward totalitarian structure has weakened, the domination exe^ 
clsed by the army clique for nearly a decade continues. Practically every phase 
of life in Japan has been placed under governmental control. 

The whole political machinery is geared to preparation for expansion Into 
the maritime provinces of Siberia, for further expansion in southeast Asia and 
the southwestern F*acilic and to the solution of the China “Incident.” Without 
their previous enthusiasm and behind uncertain leadership, the Japanese are 
continuing in the path to what they believe is their “divinely appointed destiny” 
without being too sure as to where that “destiny” will take them. As a matter 
of fact, there are indications that the i>eople of Japan are becoming more and 
more alarmed and apprehensive; they fear that the present course will take 
them into a major war. There is increasing dissatisfaction with the secretive 
nature of governmental policy. If Ja|)an goes to war with a major power, her 
people will enter it desperately rather than confidently. 

In September, 1940, Japan concluded a Tripartite Pact of Co-operation with 
Gtermany and Italy which by implication requires Japan to attack the United 
States (or any other power except Russia, not involved in the European War at 
that time) should it attack either of the Axis partners. Although Foreign 
Minister Toj’oda, Matsiioka’s successor, has said that there is no change In the 
foreign policy of Japan, and that Japan will adhere to the Axis Alliance, there 
are indications that Toyoda’s sincerity in making such a statement is entirely 
different from that of Matsuoka. In other words, the advantages and value of the 
Tripartite Agreement are at present being very seriously questioned. But 
Germany, through her representatives in Japan, is doing everything within her 
power to keep Japan “In line.” I'hus Japan is most anxious to confer with the 
United States, “looking toward a peaceful settlement of all outstanding issues 
between the two countries,” which means recognizing Japan’s territorial and 
economic gains in Eastern Asia. The chief obstacle Is that even if a conference 
were convened by the two governments, there could be no guarantee of the 
results of such a conference unless the Japanese Army and Navy were directly 
repre.sented. Although a request for such representation would be unprecedented, 
G-2 is of the opinion that unless such representation is obtained, a conference 
at this time would be without lasting results. 

Japan ha.s boundless ambition in East Asia, but she finds herself In a poor 
strategic position to take advantage of the opportunities the present time affords. 
Japanese leaders are aware of the perils of further military commitments before 
the stalemate in China Is broken. One of the factions in Japan favors making 
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a final effort to persuade Chiang Kai-shek to conclude a peace as soon as possible ; 
another faction favors fighting the issue to a conclusion. The stalemate is about 
as far from decision as it has b^n. 

In the maelstrom of Japanese indecision, one thing stands out clearly — that 
is, that the Japanese do not want the United States to become Involved in the 
war, but they want the United States to stay out of the war primarily to enable 
Japan to retain a free hand in advancing the Co-Prosi)erity Sphere in Asia. 

Another fact which is almost as clear is that Admiral Toyoda is a stop-gap 
Foreign Minister, appointed temporarily with the idea of making a more perma- 
nent appointment when Japanese policy could be more coherent and concrete. 

5. Japan — Economic 

Because of the ever-increasing stringency of the embargo placed on Japan by 
the United States, Great Britain and the Netherlands East Indies, the economic 
situation in Japan is slowly but surely becoming worse. The Japane.se have 
always lacked war materials, adequate foreign exchange and sufficient foreign 
trade; the embargo has served to Increase the deficiencies In these categories. 
These deficiencies are serious but are not likely to become dangerous before 
December 1, 1941. The fact that Japan is also encumbered with financial 
problems connected with the “incident'’ in China prevents any curative steps 
being taken. 

The technical assistance which the Germans have been giving to Japan over 
a period of six months is no longer as welcome as it was before Germany’s 
attack on Russia. That attack has precluded the i)ossibilties of Japan’s re- 
ceiving machinery and implements of war from Germany. As a matter of fact, 
the Japanese are beginning to question whether the Tripartite Agreement has 
not brought far greater economic disadvantages than advantage to Japan in 
carrying out her plans for a “Co-Prosperity Sphere” in Asia. The Pro-Axis 
leaders are finding great difficulty in justifying the alliance with Germany. 

The “Co-Prosperity Sphere” is anything but prosperous. Because of the diffi- 
culties of labor shortage, lack of sufficient transportation facilities and lack of 
cooperation among the people who have been brought into the “sphere” by force 
or persuasion, the “sphere” is about to fall apart. 

The action of the Netherlands East Indies in joining with the United States 
and Great Britain hi embargoing goods to Japan was undoubtedly a severe blow, 
both economically and in prestige. The economic competition going on behind the 
scenes in Thailand, between Japan on the one hand, and Great Britain and 
China on the other, will be increasingly significant. Recent information, how- 
ever, indicates that Japanese banking Interests are asking for a new loan of 
25,000,000 Bahts from Thailand bankers, (supplementing a loan of $3,750,(XX) 
actually made to Japan early in August in order to pay for commodities pur- 
chased by Japan in Thailand). The influence of the Chinese, the traditional 
financiers of Slam, cannot be overlooked here. 

The processes of economic warfare are so slow that, even if the status quo ante 
were to be established in China by way of settlement of the Slno-Japanese con- 
flict, Japanese economic predominance in the East Asiatic area would still be 
80 firmly established that several months would have to pass before the effects 
of the economic embargo would in Itself Influence Japanese action in the Par 
East 

The effects of the embargo will compel Japan to strive to obtain more assist* 
ance in East Asia as well as to try to persuade Great Britain, the United States 
and the Netherlands East Indies through threats and promises to soften the im- 
pact their embargo has caused. Japan obviously does not want to go to war 
with tlie United States to achieve her economic objectives, but at the same time 
she feels that the achievement of these objectives is an essential part of her 
foreign policy. 

The fact remains that Japan lacks essential raw materials to support either 
her manufacturing industries or a major war effort. To procure them she must 
have foreign exchange; in order to obtain foreign exchange, she must have 
foreign trade, which, at present, is seriously curtailed. The stoppage of trade 
18 reducing Japan’s raw materials drastically — raw materials which are vital 
to the organic well-being of Japan and to her ability to wage war successfully. 
No other country even approaches the United States in importance to Japan's 
economic welfare, both as a source of raw materials and as a market for the 
exports of Japan. Thus through the advantage the United States has gained 
through the embargo, Japan finds herself in a very poor bargaining position.

Subject : Political Developments in Japan. 

1. A United Press dispatch from Tokyo dated September 11, 1941, gives the 
following information ; 

**Emperor Hirohlto today took direct command of Japanese Army Head* 
quarters and moved to assure close Army collabolration with Premier Fmni- 
maro Konoye's Government, which appeared to be trying to keep Japan out 
of war even if that meant drifting away from her Axis ties.” 

2. Major developments are reported as follows : 

a. EiStablishment of a new Defense General Headquarters under General Otoio 
Yamada. Yamada is personally responsible to the Emperor and becomes virtual 
Generalissimo of the Army superseding previous emphasis on General Staff 
control. 

b. Appointment of Fumio Goto, former Home Minister, as chairman of the 
Central Cooperative Council of the Imperial Rule Assistance Association, repla^ 
ing Admiral Suetsugu. 

c. Entertainment of the Cabinet at luncheon by the Blmperor, **in appreciation 
of Its outstanding services to the State.” 

a. A proper evaluation of this news is impracticable at this early date but a 
definite trend seems indicated — a trend away from the Axis and toward better 
relations with the United States and Great Britain. The new system is Inter- 
preted as an effort to strengthen the civilian government, check militaristic 
domination of Imperial Policy, and erect a barrier to possible dissatisfaction 
among the militarists with the future course of events. 

4. General Yamada Is a conservative, of great energy and ability. It is 
reported that he stands high in the Emperor’s favor. Goto is likewise a con- 
servative and replaces one of Japan's worst jlngoists. The action of the Emperor 
in taking direct command of the Army and his giving prestige to the Cabinet hy 
inviting it to luncheon, and publicly thanking it is unprecedented. 

5. Barring a massacre of the conservatives by the militarists, an event deemed 
unlikely in view of the Emperor’s action, it is probable that Japan will find a 
peaceful way out of one of the greatest crises in her history and seek a mean? 
to realign her foreign policy in an anti-Axis direction.

Japan has an active army of alnnit 2.‘)00.0()0, including an air force of 55,000, 
and a trained and partly trained reserve of 3,500,000 men. 

T1i 6 active forces are deployed over a wide arv^i from Karafuto and Man- 
choukuo in. tbe north to the S^nithem French Iiido-China-Thailand border in 
the south. The estimated number of active divisions or their equivalent is 68, 
plus 15 depot divisions in Japan Proper. Japan has rec-ently mubillzed approxi- 
mately 500.000 reserves wiiich have been utilized as replacements and In forming 
new units included in the above estimate. 

Japan has been wichdrawing a considerable number of her troops from China 
and despatching them to Iiido-China and Manchuria. Some of these have been 
replaced by Manchurian and Wang ("hing-wei’s pupi)et troops. Since the out- 
break of the Russo-German war, the forces in Manchoukuo have been Increased 
from 8 to 21 divisions with auxiliary trooi)s incimling 4 tank regiments and 4 
cavalry brigades, totalling about 500,000 officers and men. The Japanese army 
is well trained and an effleiejnt figfiting force. Officers are well qualified to 
perforin their various duties in peace and war. The staff has functioned well 
during difficult tactical operations in China. The enlisted men, although some- 
what lacklLg In initiative, are well trained, experienced in combat, well disci- 
plined, courageous and aggressive to the point of recklessness. The Japanese 
have been consistently 8uc<*essful in China from a tactical point of view and only 
combat with a modern army can determine Japan’s relative efficiency compared 
to occidental modern armies. Japan’s army is physically hardy and psychologi- 
cally Inspired by loyalty to the Emperor, devotion to duty and a fanatical patri- 
otism which make It a dangerous foe on the Asian continent or nearby islands. 

The Japanese Army and Navy air forces have made rapid progress since 
1987. Personnel strength of Army and Navy Is 55,000 officers and men and the 
two services have a eombine<i plane strength of approximately 3.743 combat 
planes. The Army squa^lrons number 114 and the Navy has 124 squadrons. 
Plane design has lagged, but lack of formidable opposition has left them undis- 
puted air superiority. Four years of continuous air operations have Increased 
the efficiency of Japanese aviation no small degree. Recent acquisition of Ger- 
man planes and technical advisors has contributed to Japanese air proficiency. 

The Japanese Army is the best equipped array in Asia. Its equipment, how- 
ever, is inferior to that of any of the modern European armies. Shortage of 
raw materials and production capacity will limit the number of new divisions 
which can be organized, even though Japan’s partially trained manpower is 
ample for her anticipated needs. Personal equipment appears to be sufficient 
and In good condition but there Is a shortage of organization equipment such 
as tanks, and other mechanized equipment, antiaircraft weapons and modern 
artillery. 

[2] Japan haa a navy consisting of approximately 180,000 men and officers 
exclusive of about 20.000 in the naval air corps. The naval vessels have over 
a million tons already built and nearly 500,000 tons in the process of building. 
The navy is divided into two main divisions: The Ck)mbined Fleet and the 
Japanese Naval Forces in China. The latter consists of the North Central and 
South China Fleets. The Combined Fleet is based In home waters. 

The Japanese naval personnel is well trained— equal to that of the British 
and American navies. The Japanese navy Is modern, well balanced, and ready 
for prompt service. It is relatively strong In aircraft carriers and tenders; 
it would be a formidable opponent to the navy of any power or those of any 
combination of powers attempting offensive operations In the western Pacific 
area. 

Japan, because of her geographic location blocks all sea approaches, north of 
Saigon, to the southeastern coast of Asia; flanks all routes from the east to 
the eastern and northeastern coast of the mainland ; and Is in a remarkably 
s^ong strategical position for defense against any distant naval power. Fur- 
thermore her geographic position Is such that her navy, on the strategical de- 
fensive, could from time to time successfully assume the tactical offensive.

Subject. Strategic Estimate of the Situation. 

1. The following data are furnished In response to your memorandum, above 
subject, WPD 4994, September 17, 1941. The succeeding paragraphs are num- 
bered according to the questions propounded therein. 
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'*1. Do you see any beneficial effect of America's war effort with respect to 
Great Britain maintaining her control over Singapore?” 

America’s defense effort, In terms of political, military, and economic prw- 
sure, has already contributed materially toward curbing Japan’s advance to siriict 
the southwest. This restraint on Japan tends to become stronger as time passes ‘ 
by. -hp' 

“2. If Great Britain were driven out of the Mediterranean and Middle Bast 
Area, eouid she retain control in a remunerative sense in India and Malaysia? 

What are the capabilities of Japan with respect to this situation?” : 

Yes, provided the Trans-Paciiic sea lanes are secured. In such an event Japan | 1 

would be sorely tempted to attack to the southwest. Such an attack could be 
blocked only by the use of large U. S. Naval forces and considerable U. S. It 
ground and air forces. 

”3. If the Russian military forces were defeated in European Russia, would 
the Maritime and Siberian Areas continue to resist? What would their capabiU- 
ties be In the premises?” I 

Yes, but on the basis of a purely passive defense. Resistance could be organ- ^inaid 


ized more effectively in eastern than In western Siberia. The degree of resist- 
ance would depend in large measure on material assistance from the United 
States and Japan’s i)ositlon in the then developing situation. The amounts of 
material furnished by us would be conditioned by the shipping situation, the 
means of land transport available on the Asiatic mainland and by the attitude 
of Ji\pan. 

[2] ”4. What would the effei't be of a successful German drive to the south- 

west including the north and northwest African Areas?” 

Sucii a move would have two major disadvantages for Germany: military 
overextension and an increased ec’onomic problem with reference to Spain and ■ is.- 
Portugal. It would give her the following major advantages: consolidation of I 
western Europe and north Africa ; increased opportunity for naval raiding by 1 i 
ships and aircraft based on northwest Africa ; opportunity to extend her in- \ w 
flueuce in Latin American and perhaps to infiltrate there physically. Such action : 
by Germany would necessitate the pronip occupation of the Natal area, Brasil ( 
by the United States and the prompt occupation of the Azores and the Cape Verde 
Islands by the Democracies. 

“5. What would the effect be on the situation if the Germans make a success- 
ful drive southeastward through Turkey, Iran and against the Suez Area?” 

Such an event would entail disastrous British losses and a profound shock to 
British morale. It would throw the British back against India and Kenya. 

It would require the reorganization and protection of sea communications be- 
tween India. Malaysia, Australasia and the Democracies. (See 2 above).

Memorandum for the Chief of Staff : 

Subject : Crisis In Japan. 

1. This Division has informati<»n from a highly reliable soiiri-e to the effect that 
the Japanese Cabinet Is confronted with a highly critical and explosive situation. 
The Emperor’s recent gesture in support of the Cabinet notwithstanding, certain 
pressure groups in Japan are making threatening gestures toward the Premier. 

2. The i>oiut at issue is whether or not the Japanese Government is to en- 
courage, authorize t>r i>ermit a nationwide celebratitm on the anniversary of the 
signing of the Tripartite Agreement. Genuine Goveruiiiont anxiety over this 
point is obviously being \ise<l as a red herring tii the road to national objectives 
In the hope that the UnitiMl States Government can be rushed into making con- 
cessions designed to strengthen the authority of the present Japanese Cabinet. 
This on tlic the«»ry that if the current Japanese Oiblnel falls there will be no one 
left in Japan with whom we ran deal satisfactorily. 

3. Attention Is invltwl to the fact that in all of her recent proposals and 
counter-proposala Japan has carefully avoided giving any definite assurance that 
she wdll not attack Russia. 
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4. The present agitation, therefore, on the part of Japan to extract an imme- 
diate agreement from the United States to some or all of her proposals for a ‘ con- 
ference of leaders’* may be motivated by a desire to cover preparations for an 
all out attack on Siberia timed with the expected Russian collapse in Europe. 

5. A lessening of pressure at this time would be considered as appeasement 
hy the Japanese and would be highly deterimental to the advantage that the 
I’nited States has gained by the policy initiated when Japanese funds in this 
country were frozen and reaffirmed when a strict embargo was placed on oil 
jjoing to Japan. 

[2] tt. The celebration of the signing of the Tripartite Agreement by the 
Japanesi^ on September 27, and the extent of that celebration is a matter entirely 
within the control and jurisdiction of the present Japanese Government. The 
United States can and should Judge only by the acts and not by the words of that 
Government. 

7. This Division still believes, as stated in I. B. 112, dated August IG, 1941, that 
forceful diplomacy vis-a-vis Japan, including the application of ever increasing 
military and economic pressure on our part offers the best chance of gaining 
time, the best possibility of preventing the spread of hostilities in the Pacific 
Area, and also the hope of the eventual disruption of the Tripartite Pact. The 
exercise of increasingly strong “p<»w’er diplomacy” by the United States is clearly 
indicated.

Memorandum for the Chief of Staff: 

Sabject: Japanese- American Relations. 

1. ‘The crisis in Tokyo brought about by the anniversary of the Tripartite Agree- 
ment has been weathered by the Konoye Cabinet through a somewhat perfunctory 
celebration involving speeches by the German and Italian Ambassadors, Prince 
Konoye, and others, at luncheons given in honor of the Axis on September 27, 
1941. 

2. This Division has information from a highly reliable source to the effect 
that at 4 : 30 p. m. on September 27th after completing the ceremonies celebrating 
the anniversary of the Tripartite Pact the Japanese Foreign Minister asked the 
American Ambassador to call on him. and urged him to strongly recommend to 
his home government an immediate meeting between Prince Konoye and President 
Roosevelt. 

3. The Japanese Ambassador in Washington was advised as to the gist of 
Admiral Toyoda’s conversation with Ambassador Grew. Admiral Nomura also 
was urged by his Foreign Minister to do everything in his power to prevarll upon 
the President to meet and confer immediately with Prince Konoye. 

4. The fervor with which the Japanese, over a period of many months, have 
been agitating for this “meeting of leaders” has been matched only by their 
reluctance to make commitments on two points, 1. e. w ithdrawal from C^hina, and 
preparation for an attack on Siberia. 

5. 'Diis Division is of the belief that the present Cabinet in Tokyo does not 
yet feel strong enough to enforce any order for withdrawal of Japanese troops 
from China, even though under pressure from the United States, It might be In- 
^‘llned to do so. And, as a matter of fact, at this stage in the execution of our 
national strategic plan, a cessation of hostilities in f’hina followed by the wlth- 
^Irawal of twenty-one Japanese divisions, 20 independent brigades, and 1,000 air- 
t'raft therefrom would be highly detrimental to our Interests. Such a force if 
returned to Japan would be potentially of such an explosive nature that only a 
military oligarchy could control it. These militarists would submerge or destroy 
the moderate element in Japan replacing it with a restless Chauvinistic element 
possessing neither the ability nor the inclination to continue diplomatic relations 
^ith any of the Demm*ratlc Powers. 
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If the Japanese force in China were transferred to Indo China or Manchookuo 
it wouid undoubtedly overflow iiito udjacent regions and our interests would be 
even further Jeopardized. 

It seems evident that the Konoye Government lacks confidence enough to make 
any promises in regard to restraining the Kwantung Army, even at its present 
strength, from launching an attack on Siberia. With Its forces augmented by 
all or a part of the troops now in ('hina. the home government would be helpless, 
for the Kwantung Array since li>32 has b'c»en completely Independent of the 
various cabinets appointed in Tokyo and, reinforced by elements from China, 
would undoubtedly attack when it felt assured that such action wua opixirtune. 
The opportune moment will be coincident with or immediately following a Bus* 
slan collapse in Europe, or If and when the Russian force becomes numerically 
inferior because of withdrawals from Siberia to reinforce the European Armies. 

6. From the foregoing it seems imperative, for the present at lea.st, to keep 
as much of the Japanese Army a.s possible pinncHi down In ('hina. In other words 
we must cease at once our attempts to bring about the withdrawal of Japanese 
arn.ed forces from rhina and must give to China whatever aid is possible on our 
part in sustaining the Chinese power and will to continue to contain and occup.t 
the bulk of the Japanese Army. 

7. The initial feeling of revulsion over this apparent utilization of China as 
a cat’s paw in our plan of strategy will be alleviated by an examination of the 
situation of the anti-Axis powers in the light of cold reason. Our objective is 
the destru<‘tion of Naziism, and all out aid to those powers actively engagtnl in 
resisting its aggressive drive for world domination. Russia Is, as a matter of 
expedience, an ally in this cause. We must, among other things, do what we can 
with what w^e have at our disiK>sal to aid Russia In her struggle with Germany. 
Any action on our part, therefore, which would liberate Japanese (pro-Axls) 
forces for action against Russia’s rear In Siberia would he foolhardy. 

8. The eagerness on the part of the Japanese Foreign Minister for a “meeting 
of leadei*s” is probaidy based on a strong desire to strengthen the position of 
the cabinet with resjject to the Internal situation in Japan. Such a conference 
would: (1) Strengthen Prince Konoye's position with his people, (2) Extend the 
tenure of the present cabinet at least through the sessions of the conference, 
(3) Increiise the belief of all Japanese leaders that we w^ould not meet with 
them unless willing to make concessions. In other words, a conference to them 
will mean concessions on our part. If the President of the United States can 
he persuaded to loosen the economic restrictions now In force against Japan. 
Prince Konoye can then go before the Japanese iieople with a fait accompli such 
as no other man has been able to produce in the last decade. Economic conces- 
sion. it must be observed, is the one essential w^hlch the Japanese military leaders 
recognize as neces.sary to be obtained before another major war can be fought 
Once the conference is convened the Japanese w’ill be in a strong position to 
demand some economic concessions, pleading the certainly of the collapse of 
the Konoye government if be goes home empty-handed. 

9. From the point of view of the United States, a conference of leaders at this 
time, might serve to give this country additional time In which to prepare more 
adequately for any eventuality. Definite understanding, however, should be 
established, prior to such a conference, with Great Britain, Russia, China, Thai- 
land and the Netherlands East Indies, Through cooperative and unified action 
with the powers named, we have obtained the economic* advantages we now hold. 
It is the opinion of this Division that these advantages should, under no circum- 
stances, be sacrificed unless concessions can be gained from Japan which will 
benefit all the non-Axis <’ountries of the Pacific area ; otherwise the very objective 
this country has sought so long to attain, that of unified antl-Axls strength in the 
Pacific, wMll be lost completely. 

10. This Division is of the opinion that neither a conference of leaders nor 
economic concessions at this time would be of any materia] advantage to the 
United States unles.s a definite commitment to withdraw from the Axis were 
obtained from Japan prior to the conference. The immediate objective of the 
United States is to w’eaken Hitler in every way possible. A Japanese guarantee 
not to attack R’lssia in Siberia would fiw Russia, psychologically and railltarily. 
for stronger opiKisition to Hitler. With this In mind, a definite condition prece- 
dent to such a iiroposed conference should be a complete withdrawal by Japan from 
the Axis and a guarantee, backed by substantial evidence of sincerity, not to 
attack Russia in Siberia. 

11. Since it is highly improbable that this condition can be met by the Japanese 
Government at the present time our course lies straight before us. This Division 
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still believes that forceful diplomacy vIs-a-vis Japan, including the application of 
ever increasing military and economic pressure on our part, clfers the best 
chance of gaining time, the best possibility of preventing the spread of hostilities 
In the Pacific Area, and the best hope of the eventual disruption of the Tripartite 
Pact The exercise of increasingly strong “power diplomacy” by the United States 
is still clearly indicated.

Subject : Fall of the Japanese Cabinet. 

L A United Press dispatch states that the three ineiiths old Konuye Cabinet 
resigned on October 16th under nationalistic pressure for termination of Jap- 
anese-Amerlcan peace negotiations. 

2. This resignation was the logical result of Foreign Minister Toyoda's failure 
to secure a relaxation of the economic pressure on Japan by the V. S. Government. 

3. It is impossible to predict the next move on the part of Japan until the 
composition of the next cabinet is knou-^i. It is highly probable, however, that 
the trend will be toward the Axis, with the Army, rather than the Navy, exercis- 
ing the controlling influence. This Army element will not be slow to take ad- 
vantage of any weakening of the Siberian Army brought about by Russian reverses 
in Europe.

Memorandum for the Chief of Staff : 

Subject : Japan’s New Premier. 

1. The United Press reports that Lieutenant General Hideki Tojo, War Minister 
In the late Konoye Cabinet, has been designated Premier and ordered to form a 
new Cabinet. 

2. General ToJo was born in 1884, the son of a Samurai. He has held several 
high offices in the Army, notably that of Chief of Staff of the Kwantung Army, 
Vice Minister of War and Inspector General of Aviation. 

3. He has been called the father of modern Japanese Army strategy and is 
known to be anli-foreign, with a particular dislike for the Russians, and an open 
admiration for German methods. He created a sensation in 1938 when, as Vice 
Minister of War, he predicted that Japan would have to fight Russia as well 
as China. He also warned that America would have to be watched. When the 
Axis Alliance was signed in September 1940 be said that the road Japan would 
follow had been “definitely decided” and there was no turning back. General 
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Tojo is regarded by bis associates as a man of unshakable determination. 
cites reverence and filial piety as the two most important attributes of a Jap- 
anese soldier. He has little patience for arguments or other other people's views. 

4. Any cabinet selected by General Tojo may be expected to have Axis leanings, 
but will be otherwise antl-foreign and highly nationalistic.

1. The best information available to this Division indicates the strengths 
of the Siberian forces east of Lake Baikal and the Japanese Kwantung Army in 
.Maiichoukuo to be approximately as indicated below :

2 It is to be noted that the Siberian Army is relatively strong in cavalry and 
in planes at present. However, the Japanese inferiority In the air could be quickly 
altered by shifting from China (where Japan is practically unopposed in the air) 
the bulk of the Japanese air forces operating with the ground forces in that area. 

3. Although the quality of the present leadership of the two opposing forces 
has not been tested, the consensus of opinion here is that the leadership in the 
Siberian and in the Japanese forces Is the best in their respective armies. 

4. In general, the materiel and equipment in neither force is comparable to 
the latest types In use by the German. British and American armies. Russian 
medium and heavy tanks are believed to be superior to similar equipment In 
the Kwantung Army. 

5. Weather conditions during the fall and winter months give a slight advantage 
to the Siberian Army, Inasmuch as the Japanese, as a people, have not bad time 
to be come inured to the rigors of the extreme cold prevalent in Siberia during 
these months. 

6. Neither the Siberian nor the Kwantung Army has a sufficient superiority 
over the other, at present, to warrant an offensive. This situation may change, 
however. In the near future if the Siberian force or any large part thereof is 
moved westward to strengthen the forces In European Russia. The Kwantung 
Army, on the other hand, has doubled li^ strength slnoe July 1, 1941, and It is 
fairly certain that Japan will continue to strengthen this army with whatever 
men and equipment she can spare from China and Japan Proper. 
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7. If and when theJSwantung Army feels that it has a combat superiority over 
the Siberian army of 2 to 1 it is highly probable that it will take the ctfensive 
regardless of the policy and Intentions of the Tokyo Government. When this 
ratio rises to 3 to 1 or better the probability will become a certainty. 

8. This being true, it is very much to our interest, so long as Russia continues 
to offer active resistance to Germany, to take whatever steps may be |K)ssible to 
maintain the present Russian equality in combat strength vis-a-vis the Kwuntung 
Army. Two such practicable steps immediately present themselves : 

a. Increased aid to China, to enable the latter to continue to pin to the ground 
in North, Centrai and South China the bulk of the Japanese Army. 

b. Increased aid to the Russian armies both in Europe and Siberia.

Memorandum for the Chief of Staff : 

Subject: Possible Japanese Drive into Yunnan. (For map see Tab A). 

1. Recent developments in the international situation, and particularly in the 
Pacific, indicate the possibility of a Japanese invasion of Yunnan Province in 
an attempt to cut China’s life-line, the Burma Road. 

2. Factors which indicate possibility of such a line of action by Japan : 

0. The political and economic situation at home and pressure from the Axis 
demand action. 

h. If she moved on Thailand, or elsewhere to the south, Japan runs grave risk 
of war with the ABD countries — an event which she wishes to avoid, at least 
for the present. 

c. Japan’s plan for conquest of Eastern Siberia would obviously best be served 
by a policy of watchful waiting until Russia is much weakened. 

d. A drive from lndo-C!hina into Yunnan would most probably not Involve 
Japan with any third nation. 

e. An offensive elsewhere in China could have no such decisive effect as the 
stoppage of supplies entering China over the Burma Road. This operation, if 
successful, might force capitulation of the Chinese. 

8. Factors operating against such an offensive: 

0. Japan is already extended in China where she has the equivalent of some 
30 divisions spread so thinly that withdrawal of any troops for concentration 
elsewhere would seriously endanger her present lines. This was clearly shown 
In the recent operations at Changsha and Ichang. 

h. Japan has perhaps liS divisions in Manchuria and adjacent areas. To with- 
draw any considerable force from this region might cause her to “miss the bus” 
when her chance comes for invasion of Siberia. 

c. Japan has the equivalent of some 3*4 divisions in Indo-Chinn as garrison 
troops and to secure the Thai borders. Continuance of the bulk of these troops 

this duty is necessary. 

d. Similar considerations apply to the concentration of the Japanese air forces. 

e. Estimates of the initial force required for invasion of Yunnan, from various 
sources, British, Chinese, Russian and American, vary from 5 to 10 divisions, 
and all agree on the necessity of using strong air forces. Thus, a major effort 
would be necessary, including the use of many transports, supply ships, etc.

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A If Japan became iDvolved in a long campaign in southwest China, she would 
be serlousJj iiampered in opeiations elsewnere. 

4. Physical difficulties in tne way of a Yunnan invasion are considerable, the 
roost important being the terrain. The best corridor is that followed by the 
Yunnan meter-gauge railway from the b<n-der at Laokai to Kunming. This is a 
tortuous route along the sides of deep gorges, from an elevation of 305 feet ui 
Laoxai to 4,5UO at Mengize on the Unnan plateau in a distance of 110 niilw. 
(Airline, about 75 miles.) The dozens of bridges and tunnels have presumably 
been destroyed; the Chinese report that they have i*oinpletely deiaollshed the 
railway including the roadbed for a distance of 50 miles north of fhe border, 
and partially for an additional 15 miles. There is a trail about 30 miles west of 
and roughly parallel to the railroad, but there is no road south of Mengtze. Only 
two other corridors exist, according to the ( hinese Minister of War; one, an old 
road parallel to and about 30 miles west of the railway; the other about 125 
miles east of the railway. The same source says that lateral travel between 
these routes is impossible because of the ruggedness of the terrain, and that the 
Chinese have rendered imi>assable all three routes of approach. Possible use of 
the valleys of the larger river appears remote. 

The Re<J River flows from the Tali Lake, just north of the Burma Road 250 
miles west of Kunming, southeastward into Indo-China at Laokai. It Is not 
navigable north of Laokai. There is a trail running northward along the river 
to a point (JO miles above Laokai, where it branches northeast to Mengtze. A 
footpath extends on up the river all way to Tali. The terrain is extremely 
rugged. From the scanty information available, the valleys of the Black and 
Makong Rivers would be even less accessible. 

5. Chinese preparations against an invasion of Yunnan from Indo-China include 
the demolitions mentioned above. For some time, two group armies have been 
stationed In southeastern Yunnan. These are: 

1st Group Army : 6th Army Corps of 2 divisions ; 60th Army Corps of 3 
divisions. 

9th Group Army : 52d Army Corps of 3 divisions ; 54th Army Corps of 2 
divisions. 

Plus 2 Independent divisions. These are regular troops, but the bulk are 
Yunnanese, who have not previously demonstrateil superior fighting-qualities. 
The commander of the troops in this area is General Kuan Ling-shenk who took 
part In the successful Changsha defense of 1939. 

The Chinese lack artillery, are very short of ammunition, both artillery and 
small arms, and to all practical purposes are devoid of an air force. 

The Chinese have lightly organized a position 20 to 40 miles in depth, with 
the main line of resistance along a generally east- west line about 50 miles north 
of Laokai. Their line of observation is along the border. Two other positions 
south of Kunming are being organized. The .southernmost is about 30 miles south 
of Kunming. 

6. It is estimated that at the prevsent rate of Japanese reinforcement of their 
troops in Indo-China, a period of from one to three months will be required 
before they can have a .sufficient concentration for an offensive ag^ainst Yunnan. 

7. The rate of Japanese advance on Kunming once the border is crossed, will 
depend on the degree of Chinese resistance, e.spe<‘\ally in their defense of the 
extremely rugged terrain between the Imlo-China plain and the Yunnan plateau. 

B. A Japanese offensive into Yunnan from Indo-Cliina would be an extremely 
difficult operation but if it were successful In closing the supply route from 
Burma It would be a serious blow to China’s power and will to resist.

Memorandum for the Assistant Chief of Staff, W. P. D. : 

Subject: G-2 Estimate, Far Eastern Situation. (For situation and communica- 
tions maps see Tabs B, C, and D. ) ‘ 

In compliance with Terbal request, Assistant Chief of Staff, W. P. D., this 
date, the following is submitted as a G-2 Estimate of the Far Eastern Situation : 

1. After four years of war In China, Japan is militarily over-extended on the 
mainland of Asia, economically weak, and psychologically aware of the fact that 
her economic structure Is crumbling. 

2. For obri iis reasons both Germany and China would like to embroil the 
United States in a large scale war with Japan. While Japan is reluctant to 
go to war with us, her political and economic situations demand action. She 
has the following alternatives : 

0 . Attack Siberia to neutralize the threat on her flank and rear. 

b. Occupy Thailand as a base from which to launch an offensive against Burma 
or Malaya. 

c. Contain or isolate the Philippine Islands and Hongkong and seize the Nether- 
lands East Indiet^. 

d. Launch a direct attack on Singapore. 

e. Make a determined effort to bring the war In China to a close by cutting 
China’s last supply route, the Burma Road. 

/. Bide her time while disposing her forces from north to such In such a way 
that she will be able to seize the opportunity for successful aggression in what- 
ever direction It presents itself. 

3. A Japanese attack on Siberia is unlikely as long as Russian resistance in 
Europe continues, and as long as the Siberian forces are not materially reduced 
in strength. Action under h above might, and under c or d above would cer- 
tainly bring Japan into armed conflict with ABD powers — a situation which 
Japan, at present, wishes to avoid. 

4. A drive from Indo-China into Yunnan wouM probably not involve Japan 
with any Third Power. Although an extremely difficult operation for the Japa- 
nese, requiring elaborate preparation on their part, a successful drive Into Yun- 
nan and across the Burma Road, even if it did not cause China’s early capitula- 
tion, would nevertheless, be a terrific blow at her chances of holding out. It 
would not however, have the effect of Immediately releasing any considerable 
Japanese force for use elsewhere, since long-drawn out mopping up operations 
would probab’y be necessary. 

5. B^ause of the ruggedness of the terrain in southern Yunnan, and the 
almost complete lack of communications, the Chinese, if determined, could put 
up a very strong resistance even with the means now at their disposal. Such 
a defense would further deplete Japan's meager resources and Immobilize her 
remaining reserves. (For a description of the terrain see Tab A.) 

6. Japan’s most probable line of action, therefore, will be to continue her 
efforts to secure a relaxation of American economic pressure while completing 
her plans and arranging her forces for an advance in the direction which will be 
most fruitful of quick results.

Subject : Possible Japanese Drive into Yunnan. 

1. Reference is made to memorandum of this Division to the Chief of Staff, 
I. B. 148, November 1, 1941, subject : Possible Japanese Drive into Yunnan. In this 
memorandum emphasis was placed on the principal avenue of advance, Laokai- 
Kunming. Since its submission the question has been raised of the possibility of 
a Japanese advance against Kunming and the Burma road through Kwangsi 
Province, In conjunction with a penetration up the normal avenue of the Yunnan 
i^ailroad, Laokai-Mengtze-Kunming.

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2. The axis of the route through Kwangsi is the course of the Yu river, 150 
miles northeast of the Yunnan railroad and roughly parallel to it Map, 
Tab A.) This river rises in the mountains of eastern Yunnan and flows through 
southwest Kwangsi Province to its confluence with the West River near Nanning. 
It is navigible for river Junks as far west as Poseh. To make use of this cor- 
ridor the Japanese would have to move north from Hanoi to Caobang, thence 
across the Chinese border to the vicinity of Poseh, whence they could laundi 
their attack up the Yunnan escarpment toward Kwangnan on the plateau. 150 
miles southeast of Kunming. 

This would be an even more diiflcult operation than a direct attack along the 
Yunnan railway line, since the supply problem would be enormous, Froip 
Caobang a fair road for light motor traflic runs 185 miles north to Poseh. Most 
bridges on this route have a capacity of only 1% tons. Also it is probable that 
since the Japane.se occupation of Indo-China, the Chinese have destroyed the road 
near the border. 

Poseh can also be reached by the Hanoi-Langson-Nanning road, and thence 
northwest via Wuming and the Yu valley. Somewhat better roads exist on this 
route but tlie distance from Langson to Poseh is about 260 miles, as compared 
with 185 from Caobang to Poseh. Here also, the Chinese have demolished the 
highways near the border, and also the railway line which was under construc- 
tion before the Japanese occupation of Nanning in 1940. 

Arrived at Poseh the Japanese would be confronted with practically the same 
difficult terrain conditions as at Laokai, on tlie frontier. Poseh has an elevation 
of 525 feet ; Kwangnan, 4,515. The air distance between the two is approximately 
100 miles, and there are no motor roads in existence. (The Chinese have been 
surveying a highway from Kaihua, east of Mengtze on the Yunnan railway, 
through Kwangnan to Poseh, but latest reiiorts indicate no actual construction 
on this route.) The terrain Is almost as rugged as that north of Laokai. 

The only apparent reason for use of this route would be in the event that 
the Japanese plan of campaign called for a “pincers" movement on Kunming. 
However, it would not be a true envelopment as initially it would be directed 
against Chinese forces not allotted to the defense of Kunming. Absence of lateral 
communication inside China would be a serious handicap to such an operation, 
to say nothing of the long line of communications through a hostile territory. 

3. O'. For defense against a movement through Kwangsi Province, there are 
available in the Fourth War Zone (Kwangsi and western Kwangtung) the 
following troops: 

16th Group Army : 31st Army Corps of 2 divisions : 46th Army Corps of 2 
divisions. 

35th Group Army : 64th Army Corps of 2 divisions. 

These are regular troops, largely veterans from Kwangsi and adjacent areas, 
of excellent fighting ability. The Zone Commander Is Chang Fa-kuei, n very 
capable ofllcer of long experience. 

b. The Chinese laik artillery, are very short of ammunition, boti» artillery 
and small arms, and to all practical purposes are devoid of an air force. 

4. An attack on Kunming through Kwangsi Province is only conceivable in 
conjunction with an advance up the Yunnan railway. It is estimated that this 
would require at least an additional five Japanese divisions, or a minimum 
total task force of 10 divisions. 

5. It is estimated that there are now available in Indo-China for an expedition 
against Kunming a maximum of 40.000 troops, probably less. At least 160.000 
troops would have to be brought into Indo-China through Haiphong for a double 
envelopment, and at least 60 000 for a single direct attack. ONI estimates 
the capacity of this port at 2.000 fully equipped troops per day. On this basis, 
under the most favorable circumstances, at least one month would l)e required to 
concentrate a sufficient force for the direct attack up the Yunnan railway. 
Between two and three months would he required to make the concentration for 
a double attack up the railway and up the Yu river valley. 

6. The rate of Japanese advance on Kunming once Ihe border Is crossed, would 
depend on the degree of Chinese resistance, especially In the defense of the 
extremely rugged terrain l^tween the Indo-Chinese and Yu river plains and 
the Yunnan plateau. 

7. A Japanese offensive into Yunnan from Indo-Chlna would be an extreme^ 
dlflficult operation but if it were successful in closing the supply route from Burma 
it would be a serious blow to China’s powder and will to resist. In this connec 
tlon it is interesting to note that the British War Office concludes that such aa 
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offensive would be rendered “most difficult” by reason of the supply problem 
alone, while the French Military Attache at Tokyo ridicules any idea of an 
attack on Yunnan from Indo-China.

Memorandum for the Chief of Staff : 

Subject : Far Elastern Situation. 

1. The following are extracts from cables received in the Office of Naval 
Intelligence together with G-2 comment thereon : 

а. From Shanghai November 21, Intense activity at Woosung since the 15th. 
Unusual number of ships present including former merchant craft 10,000 tons 
and up. Wednesday 10 transports sailed, eight of which carried troops. Same 
day 32 additional ships, similar type, anchored in lower Whangpoo. Landing 
boats included in outgoing equipment. On decks of three outgoing ships was 
observed a number of cret)soted heavy tiuiber trestles in sections each approxi- 
mately 60 feet long and 8 feet wldew Several merchant vessels recently taken 
over observed installing machine gun mounts. One thousand troops departed 
from Swatow last Saturday. 

G-2 Comment: Movement of troops from Central China believed directed 
toward Hainan and Indo-China. No evidences of heavy concentration on 
Taiwan (Formosa). 

б. From Guam November 23. Increased naval activity Truk, Saipan area. 
Indicated increases base forces in Mandates. Additions to fleet; — Palao, one 
division Marus; Truk, two divisions Marus; and two seaplane tenders, also 
shore command (possible lauding force). Saipan, two divisions Marus; Jaluit, 
three divisions Marus and three unidentified shore commands, also two seaplane 
tenders. Air force activity increasing. Eleventh Air Group believed in Palao. 
Alron 24 concentrated in Marshalls. Fifth Fleet apparently at Chiehijima, 
portions possibly at Marcus. It is estimated that 70 itinerant ships arrived or 
departed from Mandates since November 1 with emphasis on Triik and Jaluit 
areas. 

0-2 Comment: Marus are small cargo or passenger vessels requisitioned 
by the Navy for use as trains, supply vessels and tenders. A Division of 
Marus consists of some two to four vessels. 

The Eleventh Air Orotfp is something a little larger than an American 
Squadron. The Fifth Fleet consists of odds and ends of vessels not useable 
by the Combined Fleet. Airon 2k consists of one old carrier (Kamol) and 
one converted carrier. 

2. From information available In the I>ivlsion the Japanese strength in the 
mandated islands Is believed to be as follows : 

15,000 ground troops. 8 destroyers. 

100 aircraft of all types. 0 submarines. 

4 light cruisers. 

3. The Navy Department have supplied the following comment on November 
24th regarding Japanese activity in the Western Pacific : 

'*Aroarent establishment by Japan of combined air and surface patrol over 
shipping routes U. S. to Australia. Dally aircraft patrols observed extending

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over Gilbert Islands from Jalait. Surface craft believed covering area extendiog 
to EJllce Island. Pishing fleet reported cooperating with patrols. Fishing fleei - 
divided In three sections: one in vicinity of Bathhurst Island, one near Amham, 
one near Thursday Islands. Fishing fleet expected to appear around Dutch 
New Guinea, lliese ships equipped with long range radio.” < <

Subject: Japanese Naval Task Force. 

The following information was received from the Commandant l4th Naval 
District through the Dflice of Naval Intelligence at 12: 45 a. m., this date: 

1. The Japanese have been organizing a naval task force for the past month 
comprising: 

a. Second Fleet:- Under the command of Commander-in-Chief, Second Fleet 
(The Second Fleet corresponds roughly to our Scouting Force, consisting mainlj 
of strong Cruiser Divisions). 

h. Third Fleet which formerly was the China Coast Command Force inclodlng 
its first and second base forces, constituted by miscellaneous small vessels. 

c. Combined Air Force consisting of all large carrier forces. 

d. Also destroyer squadron 3, air squadron 7, submarine squadron 5, and 
possibly 1 battleship division from First Fleet consisting of 8 battleships. 

Summary of Above: 14 Heavy Cruisers, 4 Light Cruisers, 10 Carriers. 3 Light 
Cruisers. 2 Destroyer Squadrons (24 destroyers), 2 Submarine Squadrons (18 
submarines), and possibly 3 battleships. 

2. The combined air force has assembled in Takao, Formosa, with some unite 
believed in Hainan Island. The Third Fleet is believed moving in direction of 
Takao and Bako, Pescadores off West CJoast of Formosa, from home waters In 
Japan. Units from the Second Fleet are at present i>ossibiy enroute to South 
China as advance scouts. Strong concentration of submarines and air groups 
In the Marshalls. Present location, other units of this task force are not known. 

3. The evaluation put upon the above Information by the Commandant 14th 
Naval District Is that a strong force may be preparing to operate In Sontheastern 
Asia, while component parts thereof may be expected to operate from Palao and 
the hfan^all Islands.

Memorandum for the Chief of Staff : 

Subject: Recent developments in the Far East. 

1. It has been reported on good authority, that between 18 and 24 Infantry 
Divisions and 8 Armored Brigades from the Russian Far Eastern Army have 
been identified on the Western front. If this is true, between 24 and 18 Divteions 
and 2 Armore<l Brigades remain in Eastern Siberia. Thus the possibility of a 
Kwantnng Army offensive thrust against Siberia Is Increased, although such 
a move is not helieve<l imminent at present. 

2. Certain Japanese troops have been withdrawn from North and Central 
China witldn the last three weeks— 24,(XK) of them sailed from Woosung (near 
Shanghai) between November 15 and 2:1. The transports carried 184 landing 
boats. Several other ships left during same perlwl, number of troops and cargoes 
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unchecked. A special landing craft carrier left Shanghai the 18th of Novem- 
ber and was sighted of Wencliow on the 20th sailing southwest. 

3. A Naval Task Force which was reported by the 14th Naval District (Hawaii) 
as organized and concentrated at Taiwan and Hainan appears, according to 
a November 27 radio from the 16th Naval District (Manila) to be a loosely 
organized force on its way to an unknown concentration point According to 
the latter dispatch It consists of : 


3-4 battleships (possibly only) 
3 carriers 
11 heavy cruisers 
5 light cruisers 
47 destroyers 
16 submarines 


5 mine layers 

4 converted seaplane carriers 
12 mine sweepers 
12 patrol motor boats 
14 others 


It is apparently not yet ready for concerted action as its Commander is still in 
home waters and the force concentration has not yet taken place. 

4. The Japanese land forces in the Mandated Islands have been gradually 
increased in the last 6 months from fS,000 to 1«'>,000 men, and they now have about 
lOD combat planes of all t 3 rpes, plus the 4th Fleet, a mixed naval force of second 
class units. 

5. Reports from Bangkok indicate that the Japanese Foreign Office officials 
there expect hostilities to break out In that region in the near future, 

6. According to British reports, the Japanese have made and will continue to 
make aerial reconnaissance over British Pacific Islands, especially the Gilbert 
Group, Nauru and Ocean Isands; also over the Northern portion of British

7. Reliable information has been received that the Japanese Foreign Office 
officials in North French Indo-Ohina expect military movements in and through 
that region In the near future. 

8. In Tongkirig, the total number of Japanese troops remains at about 25,000

9. According to a reliable Teport of Noveuiber 17, there Is a concentration of 
approximately 50,000 troops on the Island of Hainan. The air bases on the 
southern part of this island are capable of holding several hundred planes which 
can be flown from there to Tourane In Indo-China and from that point to Saigon, 
which is only about 400 miles from Tourane. 

10. A reliable source reported on November 25 that an unconfirmed report to 
the Hanoi government indicated Japanese plans for an Invasion of Thailand

about December 1, including seizure of the Isthmus of Kra. In connection with 
this last item, the Japanese are reliably reported to have been working on a 
naval and air base at Koinpongson Bay on the Gulf of Slam, since September 2T, 
1941. Also Japanese reconnaissance planes have recently been seen over northern 
Malaya. 

11. Up to the evening of November 2Gth, the Japanese Ambassador had been 
unable to make the Secretary of State yield to Japanese proposals and demands, 
and in consequence the Japanese hopes for an appeasing settlement by the United 
States are very slim. 

12. There is good evidence that the Japanese are prepared to use chemical and 
probably bacteriological warfare whenever and w^herever they deem it necessary 
or profitable to do so. 

13. A press dispatch of November 21 quotes the Chinese military spokesman, 
Chungking, as accu.sing the Japanese of starting germ warfare. He said that on 
November 4th Jai)anese planes dropped food and clothing at Changteh, Hunan 
Province and that i)ersons who made use of these were taken ill and died with 
symptoms similar to those of bubonic plague. (The Military Attache Chungking 
is Investigating this report). 

14. From the foregoing it appears evident that the Japanese have completed 
plans for further aggressive moves in Southeastern Asia. These plans will prob- 
ably be put into effect soon after the armed services feel that the Kurusu mission 
is a definite failure. A task force of about five divisions, supported by appro- 
priate air and naval units has been assembled for the execution of these plans. 
This force is now enroute southward to an as yet undetermined rendezvous. 

15. This Division is of the opinion that the initial move will be made against 
Thailand from the sea and overland through Southern Indo-Chlna. It is further 
believed that the Japanese are uncertain of the reaction of the ABD powers to 
this move and therefore have organized in sufficient strength to cope with any 
opposition they might initially encounter from those powers in the South China 
Sea.

Subject: Brief Periodic Estimate of the Situation December 1, 1941-Marcli 31. 
1942. 


1. General, 

1. This estimate is addressed to the objective of Nazi defeat. Its purpose is to 
examine the factors of strength and weakness and of strategic positions of the 
Nazis and of their opponents, in order to present the military possibilities and 
probabilities during the period Dt*cenil)er 1. 1941 to March 31, 1942. 

2. a. During that period Germany, though w^eakened by her losses in Russia, 
will remain the only power cajuihle of launching large scale strategic offensives. 
H<T success In llu.ssia and the advent of winter make disposable a larger portion 
of German land and air power than at any time since the beginning of the Russo 
German war. On the other hand, the price .she has had to pay for her Ru.sslnn 
.micce.ss and the width of the wasted zone behind her Eastern Front indi(‘nte that 
a considerable period of time would !>e required for the reorganiwition and 
redisT)osltiofi of her major forces. The German (*onduct of war, so far, has been 
charnotcrize<l hy a thoroughtu'ss and delil)eration In this regard. Betwwi the 
end of one cainpjiign and the launching of the next there have been consldenible 
periods of time. In the present case. If Germany should decide to shift the 
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theater of war, all indications point to an even greater necessity for a consider- 
able time lag than has so far existed between her successive campaigns. Large 
scale German strategic oftensives are therefore not to be expected outside of the 
Russian theater within the period under consideration. It is much more prob- 
able that Germany will continue her attack on Russia, particularly in the 
Ukraine and the North Caucasus plain between the Azov and Caspian Seas during 
the winter and early spring. 

b. Japan also has the strategic Initiative, but to a much more limited degree 
than is the case with Germany. Japan, already extended militarily, has a multi- 
plicity of strategic objectives ; but for a variety of rea8t>ns, she cannot concen- 
trate the required forces to attack any of them on a large scale and with assur- 
ance of success. A possible exception to the latter statement lies in the 
contingency of a serious depletion of Russian forces in eastern Siberia. But even 
in this case, a large scale Japanese strategic olTensive against Sil>erla during 
the period in question is somewhat doubtful in the light of present politico- 
military situation and of the rigorous winter climate in that region. 

e. Great Britain is pressing a limited strategic offensive in Libya and has taken 
the aerial offensive over Western Europe.

d. All other belligerent or potentially belligerent powers must be considered 
incapable of large scale strategic offensives during the period in question. The 
United States, committed to the defeat of Nazi Germany, is an increasingly Impor- 
tant element in the situation. Our influence is exerted in naval and aerial partic- 
ipation in the Battle of the Atlantic, In the supply of material and technical assist- 
ance to the four land theaters and in psychological, economic and political action 
against the Axis throughout the world. But all this does not sum up to a large 
scale strategical offensive* We have only a means of strategical maneuver — our 
ability to make available more or less material and technical facilities and In their 
allocation to those theaters where they will be most advantageously employed. 

e. Neither the economic nor the psychologic situation In Germany indicates any 
possibility of weakening the Nazi power to a critical extent during the period in 
question. 

f. From the above It must be concluded that, during the period in question : 

(1) Neither the anti-AxIs nor the Axis powers can force a decision. 

(2) The anti-Axis powers will have a period of at least four months in which 
they may strengthen their position in one or more of the four important theaters 
of war, and in which they may decide upon a regrouping of forces, subject to 
certain physical limitations, consonant with their chosen long range strategy for 
the defeat of the Nazis. 

II. Brief Estimate on the Theaters of War. 

1. The British Isles. This theater is the citadel of the Anti-Axis Powers. Its 
security is, therefore, so essential to Nazi defeat that it must be held. The 
ground, sea and aerial defenses of the islands have been and are being materially 
strengthened. 

For reasons given previously, it Is not believed that Germany will be In a posi- 
tion to attempt an invasion of the islands during the period in question. It is 
probable that an invasion, if attempted, will be delayed until mid-summer of 
1942. An attempt made at that time will probably be unsuccessful. As for the 
present, after a short delay for reorganization and transfer, Germany can launch 
large-scale air attacks on the United Kingdom at any time that she is willing 
to move the necessary forces from the Russian front. In view of the improved 
British defenses and of the weakening of the German Air Force, however, it is 
estimated that in the periwl in question such attacks cannot reach the intensi- 
ties of those of the winter of 1940-41. 

From this theater the only British offensive capability lies in the air. It is 
to be expected that strategic bombing of Germany and the occupied territories 
will continue; but that this action will be indecisive. 

Material aid from the United States has been an esentlal element In the re- 
sistance and survival of the B’^ltish Isles. Continuance of this aid is still essen- 
tial. It is, fortunately, the easiest of all the land theaters for us to aid. 

2. The Atlantic. The Battle of the Atlantic Is es.sentially a struggle for the sea 
lanes radiating from the United Kingdom, this conflict is now trending against 
Germany. Sinkings by the Axis are decreasing and ship construction in Britain 
and the United States is increasing. It Is now probable that replacements have 
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overtaken losses. Figures on sbip and tonnage losses during 194i are as

Inuring October over 4,200»000 tons of goods were imported Into the United 
Kingdom, as compared with a monthly average for the year of approximately 
2,500,000. The October imports were received after the United States Navy 
began convoy duty in the Atlantic. As the weight of the United States Navy 
continues to increase, success in the Battle of the Atlantic should be assured. 

Since Germany’s means of attack (surface raiders, long-range planes and 
submarines) are of limited use in other theaters, it is to be expected that she 
will continue the offensive in this theater, regardless of results or of operations 
elsewhere. 

The United States is contributing powerfully to the decision in the Battle 
of the Atlantic by direct naval action and by the building of cargo vessela Con 
tinuance of this action is essential to the defeat of Germany. 

3. Eastern Theater. By a series of relentless offensives Germany has oceupieu 
vast stretches of terrain, including many of Russia’s industrial regions and has 
inflicted grave casualties on the Red Army. But Germany has suffered great 
losses in men and material, and has not yet attained her basic objectives of 
destroying the Russian armies and the Stalin regime. While Germany could 
transfer her principal military effort to other theaters thia winter, it is esti- 
mated that she will continue to concentrate on the attack on Russian. Specifi- 
cally she will : 

Seek to destroy the mass of the Russian armies. 

Continue the seige 6f Leningrad. 

Attempt to cut the Russian supply lines to Archangel and Murmansk. 

Seek to seize the general line of the Volga. 

Attempt to overrun the Caucasus, thus obtaining oil and securing a Juiup- 
off position for an eventual advance into the Middle East. 

The most serious German threat is southeastwards to the Caucasus, and her 
goal is oil. Axis torches are extending eastward north of Rostov toward the 
Don. They may capture Stalingrad and gain control of the Volga south to 
its mouth at Astrakhan. Russian defense of the North Caucasus will probably 
eventually fall, after substantially delaying the Axis advance. With sufficiently 
determined and prompt allied aid, the Germans may be kept from occupation 
of the Trans-Cauca-sus and control of the Baku oil fields. 

The U. S. S. R. is weaker, relative to Germany, than at the outset of hos- 
tilities. Her political .structure has remained stable and her armies, while 
depleted, have not been irreparably defeated. Russia is favored by the follow- 
ing: The extreme cold of winter is a deterrent to operations, and Russian 
training and technique in severe winter weather is considered better than that 
of the Invaders. While the Soviet situation is critical, ready availability of 
manpower resources is in Russian favor. Defense industry is in operation at 
approximately 60% of pre-war volume. British and American material assist- 
ance is being received ; Increased and continuing allied assistance is urgently 
required. 

The following considerations are unfavorable to the U. S. S, R. .* The uncer- 
tainty of the Far Eastern situation causes concentration of efficient Soviet 
tiwps ahmg the Manchukuo frontier, not available for use in the western theater. 
The Soviet Army has shortages in tanks, all weapons, probably In all ammuni- 
tion. The shortage In tanks Is esr)ec*ially serious; that in small arms and small 
arms ammunition is less marked than In other weapons. The means of supply 
from the outside world are difficult and precarious. To date no British opera- 
tion elsewhere has been sufficiently strong to cauelb any withdrawal of German 
troops from Russia. 
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Aside from surrender, which seems unlikely, Russia's only feasible line of 
action is to resist stubbornly In the hope that attrition, climate and lengthened 
communications will eventually bring her assailants to a standstill. By the 
spring of 1942 it is estimated that organized but depleted Russian armies will 
stand behind the Volga and perhaps even as far west as Moscow. It is also 
probable that Russian forces wiil hold the Caucasus mountains and Trans- 
Caucasia. 

With her industry dislocated, Russia is in extreme need of material assistance 
from abroad. She rcniuires raw materials, machine tools and munitions. Un- 
fortunately, the avenues of entry are vulnerable, limited in caimcity and very 
awkwardly located. Aid to Russia has been planned on the basis of a total 
import capacity of 500,000 tons per month. It is by no means certain that this 
figure will be reached. Russian requirements can only be met by the United 
States and Great Britain. This relatively small contribution at the crisis of 
the Russo-German war appears to be the total material means available to the 
Democracies to influence the struggle within this theater. 

4. Middle Eastern Theater. In this theater, extending from Libya to the 
Caspian, only the western segment is active. In Libya the British are engaged 
in an offensive the issue of which Is still In doubt. Farther to the east, Syria, 
Iraq and Iran are shieldecl from the war for the time being by neutral Turkey 
and by the Russian forces in the Caucasus. 

Because of the Russian campaign and certain great logistic diflSculties, there 
is practically no danger of an Axis major offensive in this theater, from the 
north, before the spring of 1942. Even a British defeat In their current Libyan 
operations would so exhaust the Axis forces in North Africa as to free Alexandria 
and Suez from the threat of a thrust from the west. A British victory in Libya 
would probably force German entry into Tunisia and their occupation of Algiers 
and Morocco. But such an eventuality would be more apt to delay than to hasten 
an all-out German offensive, from the west and the north, against the Middle 
East Theater. 

Even if successful in their current Libyan offensive, it is not believed that the 
British will be able to advance through Tripolitania without a considerable 
delay for reorganization. It is therefore probable that from the British point 
of view this theater will shortly become a defensive one, with a minimum of 
several months available for the completion of its organization. 

In the eastern sector of this theater (the Levant, Iraq and Iran), the British 
are gradually building a substantial force to meet any Axis threat to the area 
through Turkey or the Caucasus Mountains. In the Levant, there are three 
Australian divisions with other troops, and General Wavell told our Military 
Observer in Iran that he expected to have at least ten divisions in Northern 
Iraq by March of 1942. 

The United States is committed to providing great masses of material to the 
Middle East, and Is undertaking vast construction projects to facilitate supply. 
Except the British Isles, the Middle East is the most accessible of the important 
active theaters to us, and our lines of supply to it, though long, are the least 
vulnerable. 

We are building up an influence on British military policy in the Middle East 
Further American commitments, including probably the eventual employment 
of our armed forces, will be necessary in this region. 

5. The Par Eastern Theater. Here the initiative rests with Japan in spite 
of her military overextension. She has the following lines of action open to her : 

a. Attack Siberia. 

h. Attack Tun nan Province to cut the Burma Road with a view to an early 
end to the war with China. 

c. Occupy Thailand. 

d. Through Thailand, attack 

(1) Burma and the Burma Road, 

(2) Malaya. 

e. Attack the Philippines and Hong Kong, preparatory to a movement on 
Singapore or the Netherlands EJast Indies. 

f. Contain or isolate the Philippines and Hong Kong and 

(1) Attack Singapore 

(a) directly by sea ; 

(b) by sea in conjunction with a land attack through Thailand 
and Malaya. 

(2) Attack the Netherlands East Indies. 
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g. Bide her time, wait for a better opportunitj' to pursue any of the above 
lines of action, hoping that the course of events will turn in her favor. 

h. Seek a general settlement through American mediation, including an under- 
standing with the United States and Great Britain as to political and economic 
penetration of southeast Asia and the southwestern Pacific. 

t. Reorient her whole foreign policy by withdrawing from the Axis. 

(h) and (i) are impossible, short of a complete overthrow of her governing 
forces. 

The most probable line of action for Japan is the occupation of Thailand. 

The forces of all other countries in the Far East are on the defensive before 
Japan. The British Commonwealth, the Netherlands East Indies and the United 
States are in consultative association for the defense of Maylasia. To date 
this association has been effective in slowing down the Japanese penetration to 
l^e southwest. China is containing the equivalent of 30 Japanese divisions. 
The S. S. R., hard pressed for troops in Euroiiean Russia, has reduced her 
Siberian garrisons to what she estimates to be the minimum necessary to deter 
from attacking to the north. So far she has been successful in this effort. 

China, aided and encouraged by America, will remain in the war against Japan 
and will continue to contain important Japanese ff 7 rce 8 . The effective use of 
Chum .s unlimited manpower, as an anti-Axis potential, depends entirely on the

this, she is entirely dependent upon the United States. The stronger the Chinese 
become, the more Japanese troops will be pinned down in China, thereby releasing 
furtlier Russian strength for use against Hitler.

10,000 of oil since January 1, 1941 — said delivery having been on an old 
contract still in force. 

In the Far East the United States Is concerned as a possible belligerent and 
al^ as a prime source of war materials for China, the British Commonwealth 
and foi the Netherlands East Indies.

^nt of view of supply. Under all circumstances we will continue to be able 
to supply Australasia, the Dutch East Indies, and probably also China, though 
somewhat precariously, through the Burma Road.

Perhaps the most fundamental fact in the war situation today is that Ger- 
many is, and has continuously been in military situation Number 1, while the 
moral reaction of her people Is, and has been for some time rather lower than 
Number 2. 

The morale factor in the war will be affected by the outcome, probably within 
the next month, of the operations in Russia and in Libya, and by Japan^s de- 
cision. But there is no reason to believe that the trend of 1941 in German 
morale will be reversed or even materially reduced in the period under dis- 
russlon.

We have only a means of strategical 
maneuver — our ability to make available more or less material and technical 
facilities and in their allocation to those theaters where they will be most advan- 
tageously employed. 

6. Neither the economic nor the psychologic situation in Germany Indicates 
any possibility of weakening the Nazi power to a critical extent during the period 
in question. 

f. From the above it must be concluded that, during the period in question: 

(1) Neither the anti-Axis nor the Axis powers can force a decision. 

(2) The antf'Axis powers will have a period of at least four months in which 
they may strengthen their position in one or more of the four important theaters 
of war, and in which they may decide upoh a regrouping of forces, subject to 
certain physical limitations, consonant with their chosen long range strategy for 
the defeat of the Nasis. 

11, Morale. 

The outstanding feature of the war in 1941 has been the rise in antl-Axls and 
the decline in Axis morale. 

The anti-Axis powers have been heartened by the failure of the German air 
attack on Britain, the decreased German success in the Atlantic, the continued 
resistance in the Middle and Far Eastern theaters, the drain on Germany of the 
Russian Campaign and of her conquered territories, and probably most of all 
by the continued progress of America from neutrality towards participation In 
the war. 

Even more notable has been the decline In Axis morale. In Italy and Japan 
the reasons are obvious. Both are weary of unsuccessful war and economically 
distressed. But Germany presents a true paradox. Here Is a warrior nation 
which has made colossal sacrifices to build war power and has had unprecedented 
success in war and yet la wholly apathetic. No enthusiasm prevails, only th® 
desire to see it all end. 
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In any given period, a nation at war generally finds itself in one of three mili- 
tary Bitnations. To each of these situations there should be a corresponding 
moral reaction. These situations and reactions are; 


Military Bituation 

1. Superiority of strength. Posses- 
sion of initiative. Unbroken success. 

2. Approximate equality in strength, 
initiative doubtful. Ultimate success 
still In balance. 

3. Inferiority in strength. Strategic 
initiative lost. Ultimate success doubt- 
ful 


Moral Reaction 

1. The elan of victory — fighting with 
confidence of success. 

2. The grim struggle — fighting to gain 
success. 

3. Their “back to the wall” — fighting 
to prevent defeat. 


Perhaps the most fundamental fact in the war situation today is that Germany 
is, and has continuously been in military situation Number 1, while the moral 
reaction of her people is, and has been for some time rather lower than Number 2. 

Hie morale factor in the war will be affected by the outcome, probably within 
the next month, of the operations in Russia and in Libya, and by Japan^B 
decision. But there is no reason to believe that the trend of 1941 in German 
morale will be reversed or even materially reduced in the period under 
discussion. 

In this factor lies the germ of Nazi defeat. 

IIL Brief Bitimate on the Actual and Potential Theaters of War, 

1. The British Isles, This theater Is the citadel of the anti-Axis Powers. Its 
security is, therefore, so essential to Nasi defeat that it must be held. The 
ground, sea and aerial defenses of the islands have been and are being materially 
strengthened. 

For reasons given previously, it is not believed that Germany will be in a 
position to attempt an invasion of the islands during the period in question. It 
Is probable that an invasion, if attempted, will be delayed until mid-summer of 
19^. An attempt made at that time will probably be unsuccessful. As for the 
present, after a short delay for reorganization and transfer, Germany can 
launch large-scale air attacks on the United Kingdom at any time that she is 
willing to move the necessary forces from the Russian front. In view of 
improved British defenses and of the weakening of the German Air l^rce, 
however, it is estimated that in the period in question' such attacks cannot 
reach the intensities of those of the winter of 1940-41. 

From this theater the only British offensive capability lies in the air. It is 
to be expected that strategic bombing of Germany and the occupied territories 
will continue ; but that this action will be indecisive. 

Material aid from the United States has been an essential element in the 
resistance and survival of the British Isles. Ckmtinuance of this aid is still 
essential. It is, fortunately, the easiest of all the land theaters for us to aid. 

2. The Atlantic. The battle of the Atlantic is essentiallv a struegle for the 

sea lanes radiating from the United Kingdom, this conflict is now trending 
against Germany. Sinkings by the Axis are decreasing and ship construction 
In Britain and the United States is increasing. U is now probable that replace- 
ments have overtaken losses. Bigures on ship and tonnage losses durina 1941 
are as follows: s

The October imports were received after the United States Navy beaan 
convoy duty in the Atlantic. As the weight of the United States Navy cont^es 
to increase, success in the Battle of the Atlantic should be assured. 


1376 CONGRESSIONAL INVESTIGATION PEARL HARBOR ATTACK 


Since Germany’s means of attack (surface raiders, long-range planes and 
submarines) are of limited use in other theaters, it Is to be expected thatahe wlD 
continue the offensive in this theater, regardless of results or of operations else- 
where. 

The United States is contributing powerfully to the decision In the Battle of 
the Atlantic by direct naval action and by the building of cargo vessels. Continu- 
ance of this action is essential to the defeat of Germany. 

3. Eastern Theater. By a series of relentless offensives Germany has occupied 
vast stretches of terrain, including many of Russia's industrial regions and has 
inflicted grave casualties on the Red Army. But Germany has suffeml great 
losses in men and materiel, and has not yet attained her basic objectives of 
destroying the Russian armies and the Stalin regime. Whil^ Germany could 
transfer her principal military effort to other theaters this winter, it is estimated 
that she will continue to concentrate on the attack on Russia. Specifically she 
will : 

Sfek to destroy the mass of the Russian armies. 

Continue the siege of Leningrad. 

Attempt to cut the Russian supply lines to Archangel and Murmansk. 

Seek to seize the general line of the Volga. 

Attempt to overrun the Caucasus, thus obtaining oil and securing a 
jump-off position for an eventual advance into the Middle East 

The most serious German threat is so utheastwards to the Caucasus, and her 
goal is oil. Axis forces may capture Stalingrad and gain control of the Volga 
south to its mouth at Astrakhan. Russian defense of the North Caucasus will 
probably eventually fail, after substantially delaying the Axis advance. With 
sufficiently determined and prompt allied aid, the Germans may be kept from 
occupation of the Trans Caucasus and control of the Baku oil fields. 

The U. S. S. R. is weaker, relative to Germany, than at the outset of hostilities. 
Her political structure has remained stable and her armies, while depleted, have 
not been irreparably defeated. Russia is favored by the following: The extreme 
cold of winter is a deterrent to operations, and Russian training and technique 
In severe weather is considered better than that of the invaders. While the 
Soviet situation is critical, ready availability of manpower resoures is in Russian 
favor. Defense industry is in operation at approximately 60% of pre-war 
volume. British and American material assistance is being received; increased 
and continuing allied assistance is urgently refjuired. 

The following considerations are unfavorable to the U. S. S. R. : the uncer- 
tainty of the Far Eastern situation causes concentration of efficient Soviet troops 
along the Manchukuo frontier, not available for use in the western theater. 
The Soviet Army has shortages in tanks, all weapons, probably in all ammuni- 
tion. The shortage in tanks is especially serious; that in smali arms and small 
arms ammunition is less marked than in other weapons. The means of supply 
from the outside world are difficult and precarious. To date no British operation 
elsewhere has been sufficiently strong to cause any withdrawal of German troops 
from Russia. 

Aside from surrender, which seems unlikely, Russia’s only ' feasible line of 
action Is to resist stubbornly in the hope that attrition, climate and lengthened 
communications will eventually bring her assailants to a standstill. By the 
spring of 1942 it is estimated that organize<l but depleteti Russian armies will 
stand behind the Volga and perhaps even as far west as Moscow. It is also prob- 
able that Russian forces will hold the Caucasus mountains and Trans-Caucasia. 

With her industry dislocated, Russia Is in extreme need of material assistance 
from abroad. She requires raw materials, machine tools and munitions. Unfor- 
tunately, the avenues of entry are vulnerable, limited In capacity and very awk- 
wardly located. Aid to Russia has been planneKl on the basis of a total import 
capacity of 500.000 tons per month. It is by no means certain that this flcairc 
will be reached. Russian requirements can only be met by the United States and 
Great Britain. This relatively small contribution at the crisis of the Russo- 
German war appears to be the total material means available to the Democracies 
to influence the struggle within this theater. 

4. Middle Eastern Theater. In this theater, extending from Libya to the 
Caspian, only the western segment is active. In Libya the British are engaged 
In an offensive the issue of which is still in doubt. Farther to the east, Syria, 
Iraq and Iran are shielded from the war for the time being by neutral Turke.v 
and by the Russian forces in the Caucasus. 
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Because of the Russian campaign and certain great logistic difficulties, there 
i8 practically no danger of an Axis major offensive in this theater, fn.m the north, 
before the spring of 1942. Even a British defeat in their current Libyan opera- 
tions would so exhaust the Axis forces in North Africa as to free Alexandria 
and Suez from the threat of a thrust from the west. A British victory in Libya 
would probably force German entry into Tunisia and their occupation of Algiers 
and 'Morocco. But such an eventuality Vroijld be more apt to delay than to 
hasten an all-out German offensive, from the west and the north, against the 
Middle East Theater. 

Even if successful in their current Libyan offensive, it is not believed that the 
British will be able to advance through Triiwlitania without a considerable delay 
for reorganization. It is therefore probable that from the British point of view 
this theater will shortly become a defensive one, with a minimum of several 
months available for the completion of its organization. 

In the eastern sec*tor of this theater (the I^evant, Iraq and Iran), the British 
are gradually building a sub.stantial force to meet any Axis threat to the area 
through Turkey or the Caucasus Mountains. In the Levant, there are three 
Australian divisions with other troops, and General Wavell told our Military 
Obser^^er in Iran that he expected to have at least ten divisions in Northern Iraq 
by March of 1942. 

The United States is committed to providing great masses of material to the 
Middle East, and is undertaking vast construction projects to facilitate supply. 
Except the British Isles, the Middle East is the most accessible of the important 
active theaters to us, and our lines of supply to it, though long, are the least 
vulnerable. 

We are building up an influence on British military policy in the Middle Bast. 
Further American commitments, including probably the eventual employment 
of our armed forces, will be necessary In this region. 

5. The Conquered Natio7i-8. The conquered countries will continue to rally 
somewhat more strongly against their conqueror. While effective revolts are to 
be discounted, maintenance of order will divert some 40 German and some 25 
Italian divisions. The economic contributions of the.se countries to the Axis 
war effort will fall below German hopes and will tend to decline. Germany’s 
failures in administration, in organization of production and above all in recon- 
ciliation to her hegemony of Europe will become an increasing drain on her 
strength. 

6. The Par Eastern Theater, Here the initiative rests with Japan In spite of 
her military overextension. She has the following lines of action open to her : 

а. Attack Siberia. 

б. Attack Yunnan Province to cut the Burma Road with a view to an early 
end to the war with China. 

c. Occupy Thailand. 

d. Through Thailand, attack 

(1) Burma and the Burma Road, 

(2) Malaya. 

e. Attack the Philippines and Hong Kong, preparat()r>^ to a movement on 
Sin^pore or the Netherlands Bast Indies. 

f. Contain or isolate the Philippines and Hong Kong and 

(1) Attack Singapore 

(a) directly, by sea; 

(b) by sea in conjunction with a land attack through Thailand and 
Malaya. 

(2) Attack the Netherlands East Indies. 

ff. Bide her time, wait for a better opportunity to pursue any of the above 
lines of action, hoping that the course of events will turn in her favor. 

h. Seek a general settlement through American mediation, including an 
understanding with the United States and Great Britain as to political and 
economic penetration of southeast Asia and the southwestern Pacifle. 

i. Reorient her whole foreign policy by withdrawing from the Axis. 

(h) and (i) are impossible, short of a complete overthrow of her governing 
forces. 

The most probable line of action for Japan Is the occupation of Thailand. 

The forces of all other countries in the Par Bast are on the defensive before 
Japan. The British Commonwealth, the Netherlands East Indies and the 
United States are in consultative association for the defense of Malaysia. To 
date this association has been effective in slowing down the Japanese penetra- 
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tion to the gouthwest. China is containing the equivalent of 80 Japanese difi- 
sions. The U. S. S. R., hard pressed for troops in European Russia, has reduced 
her Siberian garrisons to what she estimates to be the minimum necessary to 
deter Japan from attacking to the north. So far she has been successful in this 
effort 

China, aided and encouraged by America, will remain in the war against 
Japan and will continue to contain important Japanese forces. The effective 
use of China's unlimited manpower, as an anti-Axis potential, depends entirely 
on the extent to which she is able to equip it. particularly in artillery and 
aviation. For this, she is entirely dei)endent upon the United States. The 
stronger the Chinese become, the more Japanese troops will be pinned down 
in China, thereby releasing further Russian strength for use against Hitler. 

Although China is receiving an Increasing amount of equipment from this 
country, a major offensive by the Chinese cannot be expected during the period 
ending March 31, 1942. 

The British Imperial forces in Malaysia and at Hong Kong occupy a purely 
defensive role. The forces in Malaya have recently been re-enforc^ by addl* 
tlonal troops from Australia, New Zealand (air), and India, while those In 
Hong Kong have been augmented by the arrival of Canadian levies. Both of 
these localities present a very strong defense against any possible Japanese 
attack. 

The people and government of the Netherlands Blast Indies have continued, 
afldrmatively and constructively, to function practically as a sovereign state, 
loyal to the mother country. As evidence of Dutch spirit, they (a) have reor- 
ganized their army, (b) are actively at work manufacturing needed army 
equipment, (c) are actively training reserves, (d) have expanded their system 
of air fields throughout the Islands, (e) have cooperated with the British and 
United States governments in preparation of extensive plans for defense, (f) 
have refused to renew their commercial treaty with Japan, (g) have delivered 
to Japan only 10,000 tons of oil since January 1, 1941 — said delivery having been 
on an old contract still in force. 

In the Far East the United States is concerned as a possible belligerent and 
also as a prime source of war materials for China, the British Commonwealth 
and for the Netherlands East Indies. We are in process of sending a few 
military airplanes to Thailand. But this theater will be a secondary one from 
the point of view of supply. Under all circumstances we will continue to be 
able to supply Australasia, the Dutch East Indies, and probably also China, 
though somewhat precariously, through the Burma Road. Siberia will become 
completely cut off If Japan attacl^s Russia. 

Our Influence In the Far Eastern Theater lies In the threat of our Naval power 
and the effort of our economic blockade. Both are primary deterrents against 
Japanese all-out entry In the war as an Axis partner. If we become Involved 
in war with Japan we could launch a serious offensive against her by Naval 
and Air Forces based on the Philippines and elsewhere in Malaysia. But aoch 
an attack would fall short of a major strategic offensive because It could not 
be decisive within a reasonable time, and still more, because It would be a 
diversion of forces away from rather than toward our objective, the defeat of 
the Nazis. 

7. Northwest and West Africa, a. Northwest Africa, Although valuable as 
a base for aerial operations, northwest Africa cannot provide an anti-Azls 
offensive theater of operations. Any anti-Axis ground force that had occupied 
this area would be faced with the crossing of the Mediterranean, If it should 
decide to conduct operations on the European mainland. Its prime value, 
therefore, to anti-Axis forces lies primarily In denying its occupation to Axis 
forces. Paragraph 9, Tab A, outlines the potential opposition to Axis occupation 
and shows clearly that German forces would meet with little resistance. Time 
and space factors, as well a.s potential enemy resistance, clearly Indicate that 
Germany can occupy this area ahead of an anti-Axis force. 

On the other hand, enemy potentialities are not as favorable with regard to 
the iwunatlon of the Azores. With control of the Atlantic still in the hands 
of anti-Axis forces, the Axis could hardly he exi^*ted to span one thousand 
miles of o<*ean .to reach the Azores. Should the Azores be prevented from 
falling into the hands of Axis forces, the advantages gained by the Axis occupa- 
tion of Northwest Africa would be partially uullifle<l. 

5. West Africa. West Africa Is of value to the Axis In providing submarine 
and airplane bases from which to operate against Allied shipping and Influence 
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Latin America. Axis occupation would also deny the direct bomber ferry service 
I li re from the United States to the Middle East Theater. The theater Is one which 

would be extremely severe, due to cliuiatic and disease factors, to all but native 
troops. With France committed to collaboration with Germany, time and space 
factors and potential resistance wouhl make undisputed occupation by the Axis 
n't difficult but iJos.sibie. ('ape Verde, on the other hand, could be occupied by 
antl-Axis f<nws and the occupatioti would limit the encroachment of Axis 
Kir forces towards South America and reduce the scope of operation of Axis sub- 
marines and planes. 

€. The probability of German occupation of Northwest and West Africa during 
the period December I, llHl-Mareh 31, 1942, is contingent on the possible outcome 
li V of the present camimign In Libya as well as on the plans of the^lernmn General 
[t; Staff. The preceding sub paragraphs show that Germany can occupy Northwest 
j ve Africa at will and West Africa with some delay. On the other hand, success 
by the Axis in those areas, would pn»bably Invite anti-Axls occupation of the 
1 ^ 1 - Aiores and Gape Venle. It seems more likely that this German action In Africa 
K will be postponed, but if it is launched it should sui-prise no one. 

8. M^estern Hemisphere, During the period De<'ember 1, 19tl to March 31, 
, 1942, it is not exp€K*ted there will be any signldcant change In the Western 

■ jij. Hezrifsphere theater. 

The twenty Latin American republics all have individual problems. Most 
of their political difficulties are due to economic strain and Jockeying for power 
. between the “ins’* and the “outs”, the “outs” always being supported by the antl- 
American forces. They are all extremely conscious of the world situation and 
the two powerful antagonists, ami are not anxious to make any enmities with 
the potential winner. Military pf>wer Impresses them mightily, as few other 
matters do. 

In this area, no direct war effort can be seen during this period, and Germany’s 
line of action and organization will be to perfect and extend her present influence 
’ . in each of the countries by propugaiula, bribery and coercion. Subversive activi- 
ties will be kept under cover and the Axis influence will not emerge in any large- 
scale version in this area until a more propitious circumstance arises which 
will be determined by the progress of events in Europe and Asia. 

In other words, the Axis threat In the Western Hemisphere theater Is potential 
during this period, with possibilities of political upheavals, sabotage and sub- 
versive actions only if It is to cause a diversion of American forces and attention.

a. Combat. Japan has an active army of about 2,000,000 including an air fow 
of about 65,000. She now has increased her trained and partially trained reserve 
to approximately 4,750,000. The estimated number of active divisions is 62: 
of indei>endeiit bripules, 22; of cavalry bri^cades, 5; and of tank regiments, 13*. 
plus 15 depot divi.sions in Japan proper and Korea, and garrison troops and rail 
way guard units in Manchuria. 

The active forces are deployed over a wide area from Karafuto (Sakhalin) 
and Manchuria in the north to the French Indo-China-Thailand border in the 
south. According to the latest rei)orts available, the distribution outside Japan 
proper is appr(»ximately as follows ; 


Manchuria and A<ljac<'nt n cions 
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This wide deployment creates immense problems of supply and communications, 
and requires the use of a large number of transports and supply ships. Reliable 
information indicates that as of October 1, the Japanese forces on the continent 
south of the great wall had reserve supplies and munitions for not more than six 
weeks, this in spite of extensive use of vessels of the Japanese merchant diet 
withdrawn! from the Pacific trade. Since October 1, of course, this situation has 
probably been alleviated, but the problem of supply still exists. Any hostile naval 
or air action against the lines of communication to the continent would put the 
Japanese forces in Central China and all areas to the south In a very critical 
position. 

The Japanese army is well trained and has proved an efficient fighting force 
against the Chinese. The staff has functioned well duripg difficult tactical opera- 
tions in China. The enlisted men, although somewhat lacking in initiative, arc 
well trained, the bulk experienced in combat, courage<ius and aggressive to the 
point of rec‘klessness. The Japanese have been consistently successful In C!hlna 
from a tactical point of view ; only combat with a modern army can determine 
Japan’s relative efficiency compared to modern occidental armies. Japan’s army 
is physically hardy, and psychologically inspired by loyalty to the Emperor, 
devotion to duty, and a fanatical patriotism which makes it a formidable foe on ( 
the Aslan cmitinent or nearby islands. 

Except for the Russian forces in Siberia, the Japanese army is the best equipped 
aimy in Asia. Its equipment, however, is inferior to that of any of the powerful 
European armies. The shortage of raw materials and production capacity will 
limit the number of new divisions which can be equlpp^, even though Japan’s 
partially trained man power is ample for her anticipated needs. Individual 
equipment appears to be sufficient and in good condition, but there is a shortage of 
organiawitional and other equipment, such as tanks, antiaircraft weapons, and 
intern artillery. 

The Japanese Array and Navy air forces have made rapid progress since 1967. 
Personnel strength of both is about 100.000 officers and men, and the two services 
have a combined plane strength of approximately 55153 combat planes. The Army 
has 136 squadrons and 2362 planes; the Navy* 150 squadrons i\nd 2901 planes. 
Plane design has lagged, and many old type planes are included in the totals, 
above, but lack of formidable <ipposition has allowed the Japanese to maintain 
undisputed air superiority. Four years of continuous air operations have In- 
creased the efficiency of Japanese aviation in no stnall degree. Acquisition of 
German planes and more extensive employment of German technical advisers has 
probably contributed to a further increase in efficiency I*resent plane production 
is currently estimated at 200 per month, for all combat types, both army and navy. 

Japan has a riavy consisting of apx>rfixiinately 180,000 men ai!d officers, exclu* 
.s|vo of about 3.5.000 in the naval air corps. Naval strengtVi comprises over a 
million tons already built and nearly .500.000 tons building. The navy is divided 
Into iwo main divisions: the Combined Fleet, and the Japanese Naval Forces in 
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China. The latter consists of the North Central and South China Fleets. The 
Combined Fleet is based in home waters. 

The Japanese navy Is jnodern, well balanced, and ready for prompt service. 
It Is relatively strong In aircraft carriers and tenders ; it would be a formidable 
opponent to the navy of any power, or to those of any combination of powers, 
attempting offensive operations in the western Pacific. 

Japan, because of her geographic location including her bases on Formosa and 
Hainan, flanks all sea approaches to the' southeastern coast of Asia north of 
Saigon ; lies athwart all routes from the east to the eastern and northeastern 
coast of the mainland ; and is in a remarkably strong strategical position for 
defense against any distant naval power. The Formosa base is the key to this 
position; neutralization of Formosa would imperil all her troops and installa- 
tions south of Japan proper. However, Japan's geographic position is siujh that 
her navy on the strategical defensive could from time to time assume the tactical 
offensive. Japan’s greatest weakness lies in the vital necessity of keeping open 
the water lines of communication to her forces in central and .south China and 
Indo-Chlna over routes that are vulnerable to underwater and air attack from 
hostile bases in the Philippines, Malaya, Burma, and China. 

6. Political. A year ago, under the premiership of Prince Konoye, Japan set up 
Its own version of totalitarianism, called the “new national structure.” Political 
parties were disbanded, and the Imperial Rule A.ssi.slance Association, designe<l 
to unite all the people in assistance to the Throne, was hastily whipped into 
shape. As a political organization, however, the Assocriation does not control the 
country as do the Nazis in Germany or the Fascists in Italy, since such control 
would be contrary to the Japanese theory of the Emperor as the supreme head 
of the State, to whom all Japanese yield obedience and service. The stated aims 
of the Association were too vague to meet with general approval, and it is clear 
that the “new structure” movement has not been a success sii»ce it has not been 
able to “unify all phases of Japanese life.” 

While this' attempt to create a totalitarian stnicture has been going on, the 
domination exercised by the army clique for nearly a decade has continued. The 
whole political machinery is geared to preparation for expansion into the mari- 
time provinces of Siberia, for further expansion in southeast Asia, and the south- 
western Pacific, and to the solution of the China “Incident”. 

The Tripartite Pact which Japan signed with Germany and Italy in Septem- 
ber, 1940, by Implication requires Japan to attack the United States, or any other 
power, except Russia, not involved In the European war at that time, should 
it attack either of the Axis partners. The strong Russian resistance to Nazi 
attack has, however, been a damper to Japanese enthusiasm for her Axis obli- 
gations. Although ^relgn Minister Togo, who succeeded Toyoda, has announced 
that there Is no change in the foreign policy of Japan, and that Japan will adhere 
to the Axis alliance, there is evidence that In order to secure a better position 
for herself, she might disregard her obligations, and even withdraw from the 
Axis. Japan has boundless ambitions In ESist Asia, but in view of the increas- 
ing American and British strength in the Far East, and the continued stalemate 
In China, she finds herself in a more and more unfavorable strategic position 
to realize these ambitions. Japanese government leaders are aware of the 
perils of further military adventures; they want to avoid a general war in 
the Pacific. They wish by every means possible to inveigle the United States 
into an agreement “looking toward a peaceful settlement of all outstanding 
Issues between the two countries.” This simply means recognition of Japan’s 
territorial and economic gains in Eastern Asia. The result of these conflicting 
desires is a state of almost desperate indecision. The fact that Japanese 
newspapers have come out with their most bombastic bluster during the begin- 
ning of Mr. Kurusu’s conference seeking a peaceful settlement with this country 
Is the best Indication of the lack of coordination, the Indecision, and the confused 
general political situation in Japan. There can be no doubt that the army hot- 
heads the Black Dragon Society, and other Intransigents will oppose most stren- 
uously any major concessions by their present government leaders. Thus the 
chief obstacle to succes.sful negotiations by Mr. Kurusu or any other envoy, has 
been the fact that although Premier Togo is an army man, he cannot be said 
to control the armv, the navy, or the ultra-nationali.stic secret societies. Until 
such control Is assured, no agreement.s through negotiations can be successfully- 
carried out The Kurusu conference can now be said definitely to have ended In 
failure because of the extreme position taken by the Japanese Government in 
r^rd to concessions which they felt could be made in the Par Eastern Area. 
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Without their previous enthusiasm and behind uncertain leadership, the Jap- 
anese are continuing in the path to what thej believe is their "'divinely appoint^ 
destiny” without being too sure as to where that destiny will take them. Ab a 
matter of fact, there is evidence tl\at the people of Japan are bec-ouiing more 
and more alarmed and apprehensive; they fear that the present course Is taking 
them into a major war with not just one power, but with a combination of 
powers. In her present situation, if Japan goes to war, her people will enter ll 
ilesperately rather than confidently. 

c. EcmiomU\ Because the ever increasing stringency of the embargo placed 
on Japan hy the Unittd States, Great Britain, and the Netherlands East Indies, 
the ec'onoiulc situation in Japan is slowly but surely becoming worse. The 
Japanese have always lacked war materials, adequate foreign exchange, and 
sufficient foreign trade; the embargo has served to increase sharply the de- 
ficiencies In these categories. 

Germany’s attack on Russia has cut off the supply of military and industrial 
equipment and machinery from Germany to Japan. The Japanese are finding 
that economically, as well as politically, the Tripartite Pact has serious dis- 
advantages to them. The pro-Axls leaders are having more and more dlificuUy 
in Justifying the alliance with Germany. 

Japan’s Greater East Asia Co-Prosperity Sphere Is anything but prosperous. 
Labor shortages, lack of a<lequate and sufficlept transportation facilities, guer- 
rilla warfare and, most of all, lack of cooperation on the part of the people who 
have been brought into the “sphere” by force or the threat of force, have pre- 
vented Japan from realizing the economic benefits which she has so often and 
so loudly proclaimed would result from her scheme. 

The firm united front of the United States, Great Britain, and the Netherlands 
East Indies in enf()rclng the embargo has put Japan “on the spot” economically. 
Even little Thailand has been encouraged to resist .Japanese pressure for economic, 
as well as political, concessions. The effects of the embargo will compel Japan 
to strive to obtain more assistance from the regions under her control In 
Asia, and to (‘outinue her efforts to persuade the ABD powers through threats 
and promises to relax the embargo. If she goes to war to achieve her economic 
objectives. Japan faces ruin; but at the same time she feels that achievement 
of these objectives are vital to her existence. 

Japan lacks essentTal raw materials to support either her manufacturing in- 
dustries or a major war effort, even continued effort against China. The stop- 
page of trade and freezing of credits has drastically reduced Japan’s supply of 
raw materials, and has caused her to begin using her reserves. Many of her 
industries are suffering from shortages, rationing has been extended and Intenal- 
fted; in short, economically Japan is in i)eriIou8 plight. The situation (TiUs for 
strenuous measures; yet, if she goes to war, she may use up her reserves, 
especially of <iU ai\d steel, before she can force a decision favorable to herselt 
Thus her economic situation contributes largely to the indecision of her leaders. 
This Is a problem which she must solve within the next few months. 
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7. ThaUand. 

a. The contributions of Thailand toward the defeat of the Nazi or Axis forces 
has been for the most part negligible. However, beginning in tbe late summer 

of 1941 there ha%*e been evidences of her growing will to resist any encroach- j 

inents on her sovereignty. This is supported by the facts that Thailand has i 

been strengthened both In military force and diplomacy to a position where 
the Thais could make a very real contribution to the common cause. 

b. Thailand, or Slam, n weak buffer state between colonies of Great Powers, 
has traditionally played one (»ff against the other while leaning toward the 
dominant one of the moment. The fall of France, accomranled with her replace- 
ment In Indo-Chliia by aggressive Japanese troops on Thai borders, compelled 
the Thai government to reorient her policies. The obvious weakness of the 
Democracies throrghout 11)39. 1940 and tbe first half of 1941 made Thailand'* 
foreign relations appear pro-Japanese. And there Is no doubt that several 
Thai f’ablnet Ministers and other influential leaders including P»‘ince8 of Royal 
blood ai-e pro-Japanese. However, the Prime Minister ami F.eld Marshal, Luang 
Plbul Songgrain, for all practical piiriK>ses the supreme ruler of Thailand, i» 
positively pro-Thai to the exclusion of all foreign ties or bias. Tbe key to the 
situation may be that slmv August 1941 Songgram has devoted almost all hi* 
efforts and his <‘onslderable abilities to tbe reorganization and strengthening of 
Thai armed forces. The Thai army is unquestionably loyal, and with their 
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morale high from recent victories over the French forces, they can be counted 
on to follow the person and leadership of their Commander-in-Chlef. 

c. The formation of the ABCD coalition and the strong jiosltlon recently taken 
by the United States have effectively altered the political and diplomatic out- 
look. Thailand is now distrustful of Japanese designs and fearful of invasion. 
A guarantee of Thailand’s territory and independence after the war, and Imme- 
diate, substantial, material aid and supplies, would greatly strengthen Thailand’s 
will and power to resist the Japanese. 

d. With reference to Thailand, a great contribution that could be made to 
the defeat of Nazi forces would be to prevent this country and natural base of 
operations against the Burma Road. Malaya, and the East Indies from falling 
Into Axis hands. The Thai army and iieople will fl'zht bravely to defend their 
Independence, but with little or no outside aid, probably could not withstand a 
determined attack In force more than two weeks. Thai forces are deployed along 
the long Mekong River frontier, but first line defense units of less than 40,000 
reliable combat troops — especially with insignificant mechanized units and woeful 
weakness in antitank and antiair forces — could not block for long the logical push 
from northwest Cambodia west along the railroad to Bangkok and the heart 
of Thailand. 

c. Tlia Hand’s resistance may be disastrously affw^ted under heavy enemy 
Itombing, unless fighting planes and antiaircraft units are made available to 
Bangkok in time. If supporting outside forces could assume the protection of 
the entire Malay Peninsula, up to and In contact with Bangkok, and give some 
naval aid in the Gulf of Siam, Thailand could concentrate her entire force 
against the major threat from the southeast to her distinct advantage. With 
relatively small quantities of military supplies and equipment, but particularly 
air force, antlalr, and antlinei*hanlzed elements, medium artillery ammunition, 
and technical or military advisers arriving in time, Thailand might hold out 
indefinitely.

Subject: Warnings sent to Hawaii prior to Dec. 7, IWl. 

Before leaving the Mllltar>^ Intelligence Division I am preparing this memo- 
randum for rec*ord should It ever be needed. It covers the information now on 
hand concerning M. I. D.*s iiart in the warnings sent to H.iwaii before December 7. 

L 27, Secret telegram from W. P. D. to the Commanding Generals 

of the Hawaiian Department and the Caribbean Defense Command. This tele- 
gram was numbered 472 ami was sent out at 6: 11 p. m. on the 27th. It stared 
that Japanese future action was unpredictable and that hostile action was pos- 
sible at any moment. It directed the Commanding Generals to undertake, prior 
to hostile Japanese action, such reconnaissance and other measures as they 
deemed necessary, and to report measures taken. The contents of this dispatch 
was known to me at the time, though I do not remember to have seen an exact 
copy. 

2. }iov. 27, 19j^l. 1 sent a short telegram to the 0-2*8 Hawaii and Panama and 
to all the < Wps Areas. The telegram to Hawaii was numbered 478 and sent at 
6:59 p. in. This message stated that hostilities may ensue as a result of a 
practical stalemate in Japanese negotiations and that subversive activities may 
be expected. It was sent bei^ause of the obvious seriousness of the situation 
and the great danger of sabotage everywhere, a point which was not specifically 
covered in W. P. D.'s telegram referred to in the paragraph above, and with 
which this Division Is specifically charged under the President’s directive of 
June 19:19. This telegram was sent after consultation with W. P. D., and my 
recollection is that they recommended the inclusion of the direction that the 
0-2*8 would inform the Commanding Generals and Chiefs of Staffs only. 

3. yov. 27. 1941. The Commanding General, Hawaii, replied in a short tele- 
gram to the W. P. D. telegram referred to in Par. 1 above. This telegram was 
numbered 959 and recleveil in Washington at 5: 57 a. m., Nov. 28. It specifically 
refers to the number of the W. P. D. telegram of November 27, and therefore ia 
an answer [2] to that telegram. It states, however, that his Department 
was alerted “to prevent sabotage.” It further stated that he had liaison with 
Navy. Being an answer to the W. P. D. telegram of November 27, this reply from 
General Short was sent to and seen by the Secretary of War, the Chief of Staff 
and W. P. D. It was not sent to or seen by this Division. I do not remember 
to have been infornieil of this message in any way. 

4. Nor. 28, 1941. At some time during this day, I think in the morning. General 
Arnold told me that he was extremely worried about sabotage of planes. He 
stated that a number of bombers had been received from different points In one 
of the western depots, all having a certain defect which indicated sabotage 
He told me that he proposed to send out drastic orders to all air forces at home 
and abroad to take all precautions against sabotage. I told him that a general 
warning on sabotage had been sent the previous day to the G-2*8, He was not 
satisfied with this, and insisted that specific dircH*tlons be sent by his staff to 
all Air Corps connnands. This directive was written by Major C. R, Blake, chief 
of the Counter Intelligence Branch, Office of Chief of Air Corps at the direction 
of General Martin Scanlon, A-2. It directed Inter alia the air commands to 
“initiate forthwith all additional measures necessary to provide for the pro- 
tection of your establishments and equipment against sabotage, protection of 
your personnel against subversive propaganda, and protection of all activities 
against espionage.” I strongly objected to this message going out to air forcrt 
only. I was in 1 ‘omplete ac<*ord with the Air Corps in believing that sabotage 
was a real danger and that the necessary precautions should be taken, but I did 
not believe that the Air Forces alone should be given additional warnings, or that 
so broad and general a directive should be given to so jnany different commands. 
I feareii all kinds of drastic measures against civilians which would have dis- 
astrous reperc\J8slons. I knew that the policy of the Chief of Staff was not to 
alarm the civilian iwpulatlon, as indicated in the W. P. D. warning message of 
November 27. My objection to the proposed Air Corps directive finally resulted, 
late In the afternoon on the 28th. in a staff conference in General Bryden’s oIBce 
attendeil by General Gerow, General Scanlon and, I believe, General GuUion- 
The result of this ctmference was the approval of a message drafted by me bot 
containing also the sentence quoted above from the Air Corps draft, modlfcA 
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however, by a prohibition against illegal measures and a reference to the delimi- 
tation of responsibility in subverpive activities as between the Army, Navy and 
the F. B. I. This message as approved in the staff conference was sent by The 
Adjutant General to the Commanding Generals of all Corps Areas and overseas 
departments. The message to Hawaii was numbered 482 and sent at 8: 37 p. m. 

It was also agreed at the above metitioned staff conference, at the insistence of 
the Air Corps, that identical messages would be sent by the Air Staff to all air 
commands, and this was done. The message that went to Hawaii was numbered 
484 and sent at 9 : 23 p. m. 

[S] 5. November 29, 1941, The Commanding General, Hawaiian De- 

partment, replied by reference to the Adjutant Generars cable #482 of November 
28 (the message referred to in the paragraph immediately above as having been 
sent by The Adjutant General as a result of the staff conference in General 
Bryden’s office). This message stated in detail the prec*autions which General 
Short had put into effect in Hawaii against subversive activity. It was sent by 
The Adjutant General on December 1, 1941 to the Secretary of the General 
Staff, and bv the latter (lisseminated to the Staff, including of course M. I. D. 
It was considered by this Division as a satisfactory answer to the message which 
it purported to answer, i, e. the message of November 28 which resulted from 
the Bryden staff conference on subversive activity. 

6. On the morning of December 7, 1941, having received certain information 
that morning that the Japanese negotiations would definitely be broken off at 
2 p, m. that afternoon, and being convinced that this might well be timed with 
a planned Japanese attack somewhere, I went to the Chief of StaiTs offi ‘e and 
urged him to send a warning message to the overseas departments. While I 
was there General Gerow, Col. Bratton of this Division, and Col. Bundy of 
W. P. D., came in. They fully concurre<l in the necessity for such a message. 
It was written by the Chief of Staff, sent by the hand of Col. Bratton to the 
Message Center, and the Message Center stated It would be in the hands of the 
recipients within another half hour. Col. Bratton so reported to the Chief of 
Staff. It was not delivered in Hawaii until after the attack began. 

7. Summary, There are obviously three points of outstanding Interest in 
regard to these messages : 

a. General Short’s message, number 959, of November 27, specifically stated 
that it was an answer to the W. P. D. message number 472 of the same date. 
It was a wholly inadequate answer to that message. It was not, however, 
referred in any way to this Division, nor was its contents made known to this 
Division. Even had it been made known to this Division, the responsibility of 
determining whether or not it w’as an adcKiuate answer to the W. P. D. message 
number 472 clearly lay with the latter Division. 

b. The repetition of sabotage warnings contained in the M. I. D. message num- 
ber 473 of November 27 and in T. A. G. message number 482 of November 28. 
The latter message resulted in the Insistence of the Air Corps that further 
sabotage warning be sent, and I fully concurred in the sending of such warning 
provided they were sent to the responsible Commanding Generals as well as to 
the air commands, and that they contlued precautions against unlimited action 
on the part of many relatively Junior air commanders. 

[41 c. The failure of the Signal Corps to get the message of December 
7 through promptly or to notify the Chief of Staff or any Division of the Staff 
that it would not go through promptly.

Memorandum for General Miles: 

Subject: Interview with Major Blake. 

The following information was obtained from Major Charles R. Blake, Chief, 
of the Counter Intelligence Branch. Office of the Chief of the Air Corps: 

On the morning of November 28, Major Blake was called to General Scanlon’s 
office and directed to prepare a message addressed to the commanders of all Air 
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Force activities, both in the United States and foreign possessions, directing tbem 
to take the necessary steps to prevent sabotage, espionage and the execution 
of any other threat to internal security. Major Blnke wrote in longhand in that 
oflace a draft copy of which is attached, marked “Enclosure 1”. Later be wrote 
a Clearer copy of the same draft, still in longhand, copy of which is attached 
marked “Enclosure 2”. The message was then typed with several carbon 
copies and delivered by Major Blake to (general Scanlon, standing In the door 
to General Arnold’s office. Another officer, believed to be Colonel Vananun, 
was present, but since Major Blake does not know Colonel Yanaman, identity 1* 
not certain. General Scanlon took the message to General ArnoUrs office* and 
left a short time later with the statement that the message was to be coordinated 
with Ch2. 


No reason for the preparation of this message w’as given to M^'jor B'ake at 
the time. He states, however, that he was later informed unofficially ffiat It 
resulted from a conference attended by the Chief of Staff, the Chief of the Army 
Air Forces and the Chief of Naval Operations.

1. My recollection of what occurred In your office ou that morning is as follows: 

I found you alone in your ottic*e at aliout 11:25 a. m. We were almost Im- 
mediately joined by Col. Bratton, who brought in the Japanese reply aud the 
Japanese directive that the reply be given to Secretary Hull at 1:00 p m.

We thought It prob- 
able tiiat the Jaimnese line of action would be into Thailand, but it might be 
any one or more of a nuiiil>er of other urejis. 

I urged that the Philippines, Hawaii, Panama and the Wbst Oast be informed 
Immediately that the Japaue.se reply would hi* delivered at one o’clock that 
afternoon, and to be on the alert. You then plcketl up the telephone and got 
Admiral Stark. You told him you tliought we should send out warning as 
indicated above. After Admiral Stni k replied, you put down the telephone and 
said that the Admiral did not think any further warnings necessary, since 
all the forces had already been .several times alerted. Col. Bratton and I never- 
theless urged that warnings be sent. 

You then wrote out the warning niesHuge. There w^as some discussion as to 
whether the Philippines should be included or not, but I am not quite clear 
exactly when this discussion occurre<l. You again got Admiral Stark on the , 
telei)hone and read the message to him. He ui>parently concnrreil, and asked 
that the naval forces be informed. You added that at the bottom of the message. 

At abmit this time General Gerow* and Col. Bundy arrived. You asked us lo 
succes.sion, beginning with me, what we thought the Japanese reply and timing ^ 

meant. 1 said that I thought it probably meant Thailand, but that the timing bad 
some signlficanc*e and warning messages should be sent. General Gerow and 
Colonels Bratton and Bundy eonciirred. The message In your handwriting was 
then given to C<d. Bratton tn take imine<liately to the Message Center. (There 
WHS a little discussion here as to whetlier it shiudd go to tteneral Gerow'a office for 
typing first, but time was then pressing aud I gave It to Bratton for immediate 
delivery. General Gerow mild as Brutttin was leaving, “Tell them to give toi 
priority to the Philippines if there is a question of priority” or something to that 
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elEect.) Bratton returned In a few moments and you directed him to find out how 
long it would take for the delivery of those messages. Again he went to the 
Message Center and returned and reported to you that they would have them 
encoded in three minutes, on the air In eight, and in the hands of the recipients in 
(I think) twenty. 

Col. Bratton states that he looked at his watch on delivering your message to 
the Signal Corps, and the time was 11 :TO a. m. He further states that the 
Message Center gave him no intimation that all four messages would not go over 
Army radio direct to the four Army Headquarters.

Memorandum for Brig. General W. B. Smith: 

In connection with the request General Surles sent to you, l am sending you two 
flies; one is the Log, which shows the record of messages received, etc., on Decem- 
’^r 7, 1941; the other file lnclud€*s statements by different officers covering their 
recollections of occoirrences on that date. 

I understood from you that what Mr. Lindley was particularly interested in was 
what the situation was at the time the first word of the attack was received. Ihas* 
much as I was the only officer present in this ofllce at the time, 1 present you with 
the following statement : 

“On the morning of December 7th, I was on duty in the Office of the Chief of 
Staff doing some .special work that 1 had been directed to do by General Marshall. 
He arrived at the office at about 10:90 o’clock or shortly thereafter and had a 
series of tonferences with staff officers from G-2 and the War Plans Division. At 
about 12 : 00 o’clock he called me to his office and Informed me that he expected to 
see the President that afternoon at about 3: 00 o’clock and for me to arrange to 
keep the office open and have some of the commissioned and civilian pei’sonnel 
report for duty. 

“At about 1 : 30 P. M. an enlisted man from the Navy rushed into my office out of 
breath, with a pencil note which was supposeil to have been a message from 
the Navy radio operator at Honolulu and which said, as I recall : ‘Pearl Harbor 
attacked. This is no drill.’ I immediately telephoned General Marshall at his 
quarters at Fort Myer where he was having lunch and told him of the message. 
He directed me to contact Hawaii if possible and verify the message. Before I 
could do this another and more official message came, indicating the correctness of 
the first message that had been received. General Marshall was in his office 
within ten minutes after I telephoned him and after remaining in the office for a 
short period he went to the White House where he stayed until about 4: 00 P. M.” 

Miss Nason does not recall a particular chronological record of events having 
been prepared or filed, but if the data I have furnished you here is not sufficient, 
I suggest that you talk to her and perhaps she will recall what you have in mind. 

These files of course are very pre<*lous from the historical point of view and 
I would appreciate it if you would return them to this office Just as soon as you 
nave finished with them ; also that you do not release any information contained 
Ifl them until it has been cleared by the Chief of Staff.

1 Chief of Staff, general duties.— a. General.— The Chief of Staff is the Immedt- 
Bte'advlser of the Secretary of War on all matters relating to the Military Kstab- 
llahment and is charged by the Secretary of War with the planning, development, 
and execution of the military program. He will cause the War Department 
General Staff to prepare the necessary pans for recruiting, mobilizing, organizing, 
^onlvlng. equipping, and training the Army of the United States for use In the 
national defense and for demobilization. As the agent, and In the name of the 
o" retaiT of War, he issues such orders as will insure that the plans of the War 
nenartment are harmoniously executed by all agencies of the MUltarv Establish- 
ment and that the military program Is carried out speedily and eflSclently. 
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[£] b. As Commanding General of the Field Forces. — The Chief of Staff 
in addition to his duties as such, is, in peace, by direction of the President, the 
Commanding General of the Field Forces and in that capacity directs the field 
operations and the general training of the several armies, of the oversea forces, 
and of OHQ units. He continues to exei-clse command of the field forces after 
the outbreak of war until such time as the President shall have specifically desig- 
nated a commanding general thereof. 

2. Deputy Chief of Staff, general duties. — a. The Deputy Chief of Staff will 
assist the C'hief of Staff and will act for him in the War Department in his 
absence. The Deputy Chief of Staff will report directly to the Secretary of War 
in all matters not involving the establishment of important policies. 

His office is charged with the preparations of plans and policies in connection 
with legislation and with military estimates for funds; with processing budgetary 
matters in the General Staff; with reports concerning legislation and requests 
for legislation that come within the purview of The General ( 'Ouncll or that are 
referred to the General Staff; with public relations to hwlude all forms of pub- 
licity;* and with such other duties as the C'hief of Staff may prescribe. 

b. In addition to his other duties the Deputy Chief of Staff is charged with su- 
pervision over the activities of all the divisions of the War Department General 
Staff. 

3. Secretary, general duties. — ^The Secretary of the General Staff will maintain 
an office of temporary record for the Chief of Staff and the Deputy Chief of Staff. 
He will transmit to the proper destination in the War Department, all papers 
emanating or returning from the Chief of Staff or the Deputy Chief of Staff. 
Under the supervision of the Deputy Chief of Staff, he will collect statistical 
information of military Importance for the Secretary of War and the Chief of 
Staff. 

4. War Department General Staff, general duties. — a. The War Department 
General Staff is charged with the preparation in time of peace of the plans out- 
lined in paragraph 1. In a national emergency it is charged with the creation 
and maintenance of the necessary and proper forces for use in the field. To this 
end it will, under the Chief of Staff, coordinate the development in peace and 
war of the separate arms and services so as to insure the existence of a well- 
balanced and efficient military team. Assisted by an appropriate number of 
National Guard and Reserve ofiScers (as prescribed lu see. 5, act June 3, 1916 
(30 Stat. 167), as amended by sec. 5, act June 4, 1920 (41 Stat. 763), as amended 
by sec. 2, act June 15, 1933 (48 Stat. 153) (U. S. C. 10:38; secs. 1258 and 1339, 
M. L., 1^)), it will formulate all policies and regulations affecting the organ- 
ization, distribution, and training of the National Guard of the United States, 
Officers' Reserve Corps and the Organized Reserves, and all policies and regula- 
tions affecting the appointment, assignment, promotion, and discharge of Reserve 
officers. It will perform such other military duties not otherwise assigned by 
law as may be from time to time prescribed by the President, and will render pro- 
fessional aid and assistance to the Secretary of War and the Chief of Staff. 

[J] b. The divisions and subdivisions of the War Department General Staff 
will not engage in administrative duties for the performance of which an agency 
exists, but will confine them.selves to the preparation of plans and policies (par- 
ticularly those concerning mobilization) and to the suj)ervislon of the execution 
of such plans and policies as may be approved by the Secretary of War. 

c. All divisions of the General Staff, and all other agencies in the military 
seiTice, are charged with the collection and transmission to The Adjutant Gen- 
eral for the use of the historical section. Army War College, of such military 
records and historical data as become available incident to their work. 

5. Communication; general procedure. — a. The chiefs of the several arms, 
services, and bureaus of the War Department and of the several divisions of the 
War Department General Staff, or of subdivisions thereof, are authorized and 
expected to communicate informaHy ^ with each other concerning matters over 
which they severally have supervision, formal e pin i on e of Jud g e Adv e- 
eate General should be ob t ain e d th r ough ^e Adj u tan t Gene rak The Secretary 
of War, Under Secretary of War, Assistant Secretary of War, Chief of Staff, or 
any Assistant Chief of Staff may directly request and receive an opinion of The 
Judge Advocate Oeneral, but when such an opinion is requested by the chief of 
an arm, service, or bureau of the War Department, the opinion when rendered 
will be sent to The Adjutant General.* 
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b. Approved memoranda, or excerpts therefrom, establishing policies will, ex* 
cept In highly confidential cases, be furnished by the chief of division of the War 
Department General Staff charged with supervision over the activity covered by 
the particular memorandum to The Adjutant General, who will furnish copies 
to other interested arms, services, and bureaus. 

c. When a case arises which is covered by an approved policy, the proper 
office will take appropriate action on the ease in accordance with the policy, and 
it will not be. referred to the War Department General Staff for decision except 
in cases of unusual importance or when an exception to the established policy 
appears desirable. 

[41 d. Papers requiring General Staff action which reach the office of The 
Adjutant General will be sent directly to the division of the War Department 
General Staff concerned. 

6. Issuance of instructions. — The Deputy Chief of Staff and the assistant 
chiefs of staff, in charge of the divisions of the General Staff hereinafter pro- 
vided for, are authorize on matters under their supervision to issue Instructions 
in the name of the Secretary of War and the Chief of Staff. 

7. Organizations ; designations. — a. The War Department General Staff will 
include the following divisions, each division being under the immediate control 
of an assistant chief of staff : 

(1) Personnel Division (First Division). 

(2) Military Intelligence Division (Second Division). 

(3) Operations and Training Division (Third Division). 

(4) Supply Division (Fourth Division). 

(6) War Plans Division. 

b. For the first four divisions the abbreviations G-1, 0-2, G-3, 0-4, respect- 
ively, are prescribed. The prescribed abbreviation for the War Plans Dlvialon 
is WPD. 

c. The chiefs of the several divisions of the War Department General Staff 
will be designated as assistant chiefs of staff ; the prescribed abbreviations will 
be A. C. of S. followed by the prescribed abbreviation of the division. 

d. (1) The Interior organization of each division will be prescribed by its 
chief in such a way as to facilitate the performance of the functions assigned 
and the easy transition from a peace to war status. 

(2) The War Plans Division will, in the event of mobilization of General 
Headquarters, be increased by one or more offic^ers from each of the other 
General Staff divisions, so as to enable it to furnish the nucleus of the General 
Staff of the General Headquarters. The necessary General Staff personnel, in 
addition to the above required for General Headquarters, will. Insofar as 
practicable, be obtained from personnel with General Staff exi>erlence and 
personnel of the Army War College, which will upon mobilization temporarily 
suspend its course. In carrying out the above provisions care will be taken 
to Insure that no disruption of the War Department General Staff, or of any 
^vision thereof, occurs due to the excessive removal of personnel therefrom. 

8. Personnel Division, general duties. — a. The Personnel Division is diarged, 

in general, with those duties of the War Department General Staff which relate 
to the personnel of the Army as individuals. i 

[5J b. The Personnel Division Is specifically charged with the preparation 
of plans and policies and the supervision of activities concerning — 

(1) The procurement, classification, assignment, promotion, pay,^ transfer, 
retirement, and discharge, In peace and war, of all personnel of the Army of 
the United States, including the Regular Army, the Nationitl Guard, the Organized 
Reserves, the Officers’ Reserve Corps, and the Enlisted Reserve Corps. 

(2) Jleasures for conserving man power. 

(3) Replacements of personnel, In accordance with priorities formulated by 

(4) Army Regulations, uniform regulations, and such general regulations as 
especially concern Individuals or matters of routine not specifically assigned to 
other sections. 

(5) Decorations. 

(6) Religious, recreational, and morale work (except that all programs of 
time allotted will be arranged in agreement with (1-8). 

(7) The Red Gross and similar agencies with the exception of such part or 
parts of said agencies as may be whoUy devoted to hospital and medical relief 
work. 
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(8) Enemy aliens, prisoners of war, and conscientious objectors. Including their 
security. 

(i>) MobUization of military police units as part of station complements for 
local security.* 

c. The Personnel Division Is further charged with furnishing 0-4 with Infor- 
mation as to the amount and location of shelter necessary for activities under 
Its supervision. 

d. The functions of the War Department General Staff with reference to the 
selection, assignment, etc., of (general Staff officers will be |>erformed by the 
Personnel Division, subject to the proviso that no officer will be assigned to, or 
relieved from, either the War Department General Staff or the General Staff with 
troops without the personal approval of the Chief of Staff or the Deputy Chief 
of Staff. 

[6] 9. Military Intelligence Division, general duties. — a. The Military Intel- 

ligence Division is charged, in general, with those duties of the War Department 
General Staff which relate to the collection, evaluation and dissemination of 
military information. 

b. The Military Intelligence Division is specifically charged with the prepara- 
tion of plans and policies and the supervision of all activities concerning — 

(1) Military topographical surveys and maps, including their acquisition* 
reproduction and distribution (except special situation maps prepared by G-B). 

(2) The custody of the G k nepftl War Department map pho i egroph 
collection.* 

(8) Military attaches, observers, and foreign-language students.

Statement by the Chut of Naval Opebations and the Chief of Stiff 

1. The Chief of Naval Operations and the Chief of Staff of the Army o( the 
United States are aware of the advantages that will accrue to both nations 
in the prosecution of any war in which the United States and the British Com^ 
monwealth may participate as associates, should tentative undemaiidings be 
reached In advance concerning milltao’ cooperation. Therefore, they have pre- 
pared this statement In the hope that it will clear the way for the dlscussloug 
which are to follow. 

2. As understood by these two officers, the pui*pose of these staff conversa- 
tions is to determine the best methods by which the armed forces of the United 
States and the British Commonwealth can defeat Germany and the powers 
allied with her, should the United States be compelled to resort to war. 

3. The American people as a whole desire now to remain out of war, and 
to provide only material and economic aid to Great Britain. So long as this 
attitude is maintained, it^must \>e supported by their responsible military and 



naval authorities. Therefore, no specific commitments can now be made except 
as to technical methods of cooperation. Military plans which may be envisaged ^ 
must, for the present, remain contingent ypon the future political action of both 
nations. All such plans are subject to eventual official approval by the two 
Governments. 

4. The present national position of the United States Is as follows: 

(a) A fundamental principle of United States policy is that the M’estem 
Hemisphere remain secure against the extension in It of non-American military 
and political control. 

(b) The United States has adopted the policy of affording material and diplo- 
matic assistance to the British Commonwealth in that nation’s war against 
Germany. 

(c) The United States by diplomatic means has opposed any extension of 
Japanese rule over additional territory. 

5. If the United States Government decides to make wav In common with the 
British Commonwealth, it is the present view of the Chief of Naval Operations and 
the Chief of Staff that : 

(a) The broad military objective of United States operations will be the defeat 
of Germany anti her allies, but the United States necessarily must also maintain 
dispositions which, under all eventualities, will prevent the extension la the 
Western Hemisphere of European or Asiatic political and military power. 

(b) The objective of the war will be most effectively attained by the United 
States exerting its principal military effort in the Atlantic or navally In the 



Mediterranean regions. I 

(c) The United States and British Commonwealth should endeavor to keep I 
Japan from entering the war or from attacking the Dutch. 

(d) Should Japan enter the war. United States* operations In the mld-Paclflc ] 
and the Far East would be conducted In such a manner as to facilitate the exertion 

of its principal military effort in the Atlantic or navally in the Mediterranean. 

(e) As a general rule. United States forces should operate In their own areas rf 
responsibility, under their own commanders, and In accordance with plans derived 
from United* States-Brltlsh Joint plans. 

(f) The United States will continue to furnish material aid to Great Britain, 
but will retain for building up its own forces material In such proportion as to 
provide for future security and best to effectuate United States-Brltlsh Joint plans 

for defeating Germany. . 

3, The scope of the staff conversations should preferably cover the exanunation 
of those military efforts which will contribute most directly to the defeat of 
Germany. As a preliminary to military cooperation, tentative agreements should 
be reached concerning the allocation of the principal areas of responsibility, the 
major lines of the military strategy to be pursued by both nations, the strength of 
the forces which each may be able to commit, and the iletermlnatlon of satisfactory 
crminand arrangements, both a.s to supreme control, and as to unity nf fielO 
command In cases of strategic or tactical joint operations. Staff conversations 
Hhould also Include an examination Into the present military situations of tne 
United States and the British Commonwealth, and also Into the probable situations 
that might result from the loss of the British Isles. 

7 The Chief of Naval Operations and the Chief of Staff would appreciate It n 
the British Staff Representatives could furnish the United States Staff Repre^n- 
totlves with an estimate of the military situation of the British Commonwealin

1. Pot purposes of this Plan, this ANNEX I to Joint Army and Navy Basic War 
Plan— RAINBOW No. 5 temporarily amends Section IV of reference (a), as 
indicated herein.

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2. Change paragraph 33 of reference (a) to read : 

**33. Joint Organization and command. 

**a. Coastal divisions with geographical coterminous boundaries within which 
an Army officer and a Naval offi<^r will exercise command over the Army forces 
and the Navy forces, respectively, assigned for the defense of these divisions, 
have been established in order to provide a Joint organization and to ensure the 
effective coordination of Army and Navy forces employed in coastal frontier 
defense. These coastal divisions comprise coastal frontiers, sectors, and suh- 
sectors. The system of coastal frontiers includes certain outlying land, islaod 
and sea areas, as well as the coasts of continental United States. The Joint 
organization, together with the commanders responsible for the execution of 
security measures on and after M-day and the necessary peacetime planning 
therefor, are stated below. 

Note: The preceding subparagraph, for purposes of this plan, modlflei

(1) Responsibility — The Chief of the Army Air Forces, under OHQ, is respon- 
sible for so much of the active air defense of the continental United States as 
includes planning and execution of operations of air, antiaircraft artillery, bal- 
loon barrage units and aircraft warning service, except : 

(a) l/ocal defense by ground units with their organic weapons against low- 
flying aircraft ; 

(b) When the War Department, to meet an actual or threatened invasion,

Hostile 
aeHal raids probable against vital installations on the Atlantic Coast.

2d Priority; Baltimore-Washington-Norfolk Area. 

8d Priority : Boston-Narragansett Area. 

(b) Condition A (1) : Same as A except that threat appears to be localized 
in North Atlantic.

(3) (c) Condition B: No threat against vital installations on the East 
Coast Hostile aerial raids probable against vital installations on any part of 
Pacific Coast. 

Ist Priority: Los Angieles-San Diego Area. 

2d Priority: Puget Sound Area. 

8d Priority: San Francisco Area. 

(d) Condition B (1) : Same as B except that threat appears to be localized 
in Puget Souiid-San Francisco Area.

2d Priority: San Francisco Area. 

8d Priority : Los Angeles-San Diego Area. 

(e) Condition B (2) : Same as B except that threat appears to be localized 
in San Francisco-San Diego Area.

(f) Condition C: Threat to vital installations eQually divided between the 
East and West Coasts.

4th Priority : Puget Sound Area. 

5th Priority: Boston Area. 

6th Priority: San Francisdb Area. 
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(3) Forces: 

See Sections 1 and 2, Table II, Annex II, Concentration Tables. The Chlet 
of the Army Air Force or subordinates desi^ated by him will exercise comniaod 
functions over all mobile and fixed Aircraft Warning units in continental United 
States, and over such other forces as are allocated for air defense except as other- 
wise indicated in subparagraph (1) above. 

(4) The Chief of the Army Air Force will render such assistance and advice 
as may be practicable to communities, installations, military or naval forces not 
under his command regarding weaknesses and improvements in the air raid 
precautions system. For this purpose he is authorised to consult directly with 
the authorities concerned.

5. a. BaHs for Planning. 

(1) Missions and Conditions. 

(a) All defense plans of Oahu will be based upon the following conditions: 

The currently assigned category of defense will be Category D (see par. 

1 b). 

The defense of Oahu will be Joint defense by Army and Navy forces under 
the missions as stated in Joint Army and Navy Basic War Plan Orange (see 
par. 1 a). 
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(b) Possible and Probable War Situations are: 

(i) That sea lanes from, continental United States to Hawaii are 
open and, that the garrison of Hawaii will be reinforced from continen- 
tal United States. 

(2) That the most probable form of attack is a surprise attack con- 
sisting of raids, and bombardments by ships’ fire and air forces, and 
action by local sympathizers.

c. Scheme of defense, command organization, and missions assigned to major 
echelons upon initial deployment : 

(1) The defense of Oahu combines an air, naval, antiaircraft, seacost and 
beach and land defense, together with the supervision and utilization of civilian 
activities and utilities and, under martial law, their control. To effectively 
accomplish this defense, particularly when its elements must be controlled simul- 
taneously, the Department Commander decentralizes his command function by 
assignment of definite missions of responsibility to major echelon commanders, 
as follows :

9. Hawaiian Naval Coastal Zone. The Hawaiian Naval Coastal Zone 
comprises the Hawaiian Coastal Zone plus the territorial waters of Midway 
Island, Johnston Island, Palmyra Island, Canton Island, and Wake Island. 

10. Hawaiian Defensive Sea Areas. WPL-8, paragraph 2201, defines Defen- 
sive Sea Areas as of two kinds.

SECTION V — MOBILIZATION 


19. Mobilization Plans, 

a. General, ^ 

(1) Mobilization plans to be prepared under directives of the Joint Army and 
Navy Basic War Plan, Rainbow No. 1, will provide for the maximum possible 
effort to include the variant plan for the possible situation of a cutoff from the 
Mainland. 

(2) The moj»ilization plans will present the detailed utilization of the man- 
power and material resources of the Hawaiian Islands, as well as of the rein- 
forcements to be received from the Mainland. 

(3) Mobilization plans will provide that, where facilities do not exist for 
the defense of Oahu, all work possible under current appropriations will be 
done to prepare them so that M-Day operation will be possible. 

b. Armp Plans. The mobilization plans to be prepared for the Commanding 
General, Hawaiian Department, will provide for — 

(1) A survey in time of peace of the resources of the Hawaiian Islands in 
men, material, supply and installations and a tabulation of those of military 
value or necessary for the maintenance of the civil population. 

(2) An allocation, in consultation and accord with the Navy, of the resources 
of the Hawaiian Islands to the Army, to the Navy, and to the civilian popula- 
tion In conformity with Section VI, Detailed Joint Agreements, of this document. 

18] (3) Plan for recruitment of Army personnel. 

(4) Reception and distribution of Army personnel procured by selective 
service. 

(5) Operation of a labor pool, in consultation and accord with the Navy, for 
use by the Army, by the Navy, and by civilian establishments in conformity 
with the detailed agreements, of this document, and utilizing to the best advan- 
tage the Territorial Civilian Effort Plan. 

(6) Operation and administration of martial law in the Hawaiian Islands, 
except in localities under naval jurisdiction, in event of martial law. 

(7) Control and care of the civil population of the Hawaiian Islands (civil 
organization (Par. 15 d, above) to assist), in event of martial law. 

(8) Operation or supeiwlsion, in consultation and accord with the Navy, of all 
civil utilities and establishments in the Hawaiian Islands vital to military effort 
and civil life, in event of martial law. 

(9) Maintenance and hospitalization of the civil population, in event of 
martial law. 

(10) Operation or supervision of all local shipping facilities on shore allotted 
to the Army as covered in Section VI, Detailed Joint Agreements, of this docu- 
ment, In event of martial law. 

(11) Reception, housing or storage, and distribution of all Army reinforce- 
ments and supplies received on Oahu. 

c. Navy Plans. The mobilization plans to be prepared by the 0>mmandant, 
Fourteenth Naval District, will provide for — 

(1) A survey In time of peace of the Navy requirements in man-power, ma- 
terial, supplies, and installations desired from local sources. 

(2) Plan for recruitment of Navy personnel. 

(3) Reception and distribution of Navy personnel procured by selective service. 

(4) Procurement and distribution of local civil personnel needed for naval 
emirioyment through the labor pool operated by the Army in conformity with 
the detailed agreements covered under Section VI, Detailed Joint Agreements 
of this document, in event of martial law. 

(5) Operation or supervision of such civil utilities and establishments in the 
Hawaiian Islands as are assigned to the Navy, as covered in Section YI, De- 
tailed Joint Agreements of this document, in event of martial law.

I. General. 

1. In order to coordinate joint defensive measures for the security of the fleet 
and for the Pearl Harbor Naval Base for defense against hostile raids or nlr 
attacks delivered prior to a declaration of war and before a general mobilization 
for war, the following agreements, supplementary to the provisions of the HCF-39. 
(14 ND-JCD-13), are adopted. These agreements are to take effect at once and 
will remain effective until notice in writing by either party of their renouncenH^nt 
In whole or in part. Frequent revision of these agreements to Incorporate lessons 
determined from Joint exercises will probably be both desirable and necessary. 

II. Joint air operations . 

2. When the Comraandliig General of the Hawaiian Department and the Naval 
Base Defense Officer ( the Commandant of the 14th Naval District), agree that the 
threat of a hostile raid or attack is sufficiently Imminent to warrant such actloiw 
each commander will take such preliminary steps as are necessary to make avaih i

c. When naval forces are insufficient f<»r long distance patrol and search oper- 
ations, and Army aircraft are made available, these aircraft will be under the 
tactical control of the naval commander directing the search operations. 

d. In the special Instance in which Army pursuit protection is requested for 
. the protection of friendly surface ships, the force assigned for this mission will

- are such that the interval between receipt of a warning and the air attack will 
In most cases be very short. Radio broadcasts from the AAAIS will be trans- 
mitted on 900 kilocycles.

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9. Balloon harrageB . — Reports from abroad indicate tlie successful develop- 
ment and use of balloon barrages by European belligerents both British and 
German. Although detailed information is not available, the possibilities of 
balloon barrages in the Oahu area are recognized. Further investigation and 
study Is necessary both locally and by the War and Navy Departments in order 
to determine the practicability of this phase of local defense. 

10. Marine Corps Antiaircraft Artillery , — When made available by the Naval 
Base Defense Officer, (Commandant, 14th Naval District), Marine Corps units 
manning antiaircraft artillery present on Oahu will be placed under the tactical 
control of the Commanding General, Hawaiian Separate Coast Artillery Brigade. 

11. Aircraft Warning Service , — The Army will expedite the installation and 
placing in operation of an Aircraft Warning Service. During the period prior 
to the completion of the AWS installation, the Navy, through use of Radar and 
other appropriate means, will endeavor to give such warning of hostile attack! ai 
may be practicable.

1. Summary o/ the Situation, 

(a) Relations between the United States and Orange are strained, uncertain 
and varying. 

(b) In the past Orange has never preceded hostile actions by a declaration of 
war. 

(c) A successful, sudden raid, against oiir ships and Naval installations on 
Oahu might prevent effective offensive action by our forces in the Western Pacific 
for a long period. 

(d) A strong part of our fleet Is now constantly at sea in the operating areas 
organized to take prompt offensive action against any surface or submarine 
force which initiates hostile action. 

(e) It appears possible that Orange submarines and/or an Orange fast raiding 
force might arrive in Hawaiian waters with no prior warning from our intelli- 
gence service. 

II. Survey of opposing. Strengths, 

(a) Orange might send into this area one or more submarines and/or one or 
more fast raiding forces composed of carriers supported by fast cruisers. For 
such action she is known to have eight carriers, seven of which are reported to 
be capable of 25 knots or over and four of which are rated at 30 knots or better. 
Two of the carriers are converted capital ships, armoured and armed with 10^" 
guns each and reported to have heavy A A batteries. Two others are small 
treaty tons) and limited to 25 knots. Exact information on numbers and cbarsi- 
terlstlcs of the aircraft carried by these ships is not available. However the belt 
estimate at present available is that the small [2] carriers can accomiDO* 
date from 20 to 30 planes and the large ones about 60. Probably the best assnnf* 
tlon U that carrier complements are normally about equally divided betwert 
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fighter and bomber types! Lacking any infoimation as to range and armament 
of planes we must assume that they are at least the equal of our similar types. 
There probably exist at least 12 eight inch gun and at least 12 six inch gun fast 
modern cruisers which would be suitable supports. Jane’s Fighting Ships (1089) 
shows over forty submarines which are easily capable of projection into this 
area. An Orange surface raiding forc*e would be far removed from their base 
and would almost surely be inferior in gun power to our surface forces operating 
at sea in the Hawaiian urea. 

(b) The most difilcult situation for us to meet would be when several of the 
above elements were present and closely coordinated their actions. The shore- 
based air force available to us in a constantly varying quantity which is being 
periodically augmented by reinforcements from the mainland and which also 
varies as fleet units are shifted. Under existing conditions about one-half of the 
planes present can be maintained in a condition of material readiness for flight. 
The aircraft at present available in Hawaii are inadequate to maintain, for any 
extended period, from bases on Oahu, a patrol extensive enough to insure that 
an air attack from an Orange carrier cannot arrive over Oahu as a complete 
surprise. The projected outlying bases are not yet in condition to support sus- 
tained operations. Patrol planes are of particular value for long range scouting 
at sea and are the type now available in this area best suited for this work. 
If present planes are used to bomb well defended ship objectives the number 
available for future use will probably be seriously depleted. In view of the 
conUnuiug need for long range overseas scouting in this area the missions of 
tho^ planes for operations as contemplated in this estimate should be scouting. 
Clertain aircraft of the Utility Wing, although not designed for [J] com- 
batant work, can be used to advantage in augmenting the scouting of patrol 
planes. Other types of aircraft, in general, can perform functions that accord 
with their type. 

III. PoiHble enemy action, 

(a) A declaration of war might be preceded by: 

1. A surprise submarine attack on ships in the operating area. 

2. A surprise attack on OAHU including ships and installations in Pearl 
, Harbor. 

3. A combination of these two. 

(b) It appears that the most likely and dangerous form of attack on OAHU 
would be an air attack. It is believed that at present such an attack would 
most likely be launched from one or more carriers which would probably approach 
inside of three hundred miles. 

(c) A single attack might or might not indicate the presence of more sub- 
marines or more planes awaiting to attack after defending aircraft have been 
drawn away by the original thrust . 

(d) Any single sulnnarine attack might indicate the presence of a considerable 
undiscovered surface force probably composed of fast ships accompanied by a 
carrier. 

(6) In a dawn air attack there is a high probability that it could be deliv- 
ered as a complete surprise in spite of any patrols we might be using and that 
It might And us in a condition of readiness under which pursuit would be slow 
to start, also it might be successful as a diversion to draw attention away from 
a second attacking force. The major disadvantage would be that we could have 
all day to And and attack the carrier. A dusk attack would have the advantage 
tfiat the carrier could use the night for escape and might not be located the 
next day near enough for us to make [4] a successful air attack. The dUh 
advantage would be that it would spend the day of the attack approaching the 
ialands and might be observed. Under the existing conditions this might not be 
I serious disadvantage for until an overt act has been committed we probably 
will take no offensive action and the only thing that would be lost would be 
complete surprise. Midday attacks have all the disadvantages and none of the 
tdvantages of the above. After hostilities have commenced, a night attack 
wonld offer certain advantages but as an initial crippling blow a dawn or dusk 
attack would probably be no more hazardous and w’ould have a better chance 
for accomplishing a large success. Submarine attacks could be coordinated with 
any air attack. 

IV. Action open to u$: 

(a) Bun dally patrols as far as possible to seaward through 860 degrees to 
reduce the probabilities of surface or air surprise. This would be desirable but 
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can only be effectively maintained with present personnel and material for i J , 
very short period and as a practicable measure c*annot, therefore, be andertato ^ " 
unless other intelligence indicates that a surface raid is probable within rather 
narrow time limits. 

(b) In the event of any form of surprise attack either on ships in the operating 
areas or on the islands : 

1. Immediate search of all sea areas within reach to determine the location 
of hostile surface craft and whether or not more than one group Is present. 

2. Immediate arming and preparation of the maximum possibie bombing force 

and its dispatch for attack when information is available. j 

(c) In the event of an air attack on Oaliu, in addition to (b) above: ^ 

1. The immediate dispatch of all aircraft suitable for aerial combat to inter- 

cept the attackers. 7 

[J] 2. The prompt identification of the attackers as either carrier or long 

range shore based aircraft • 

3. Tile prompt dispatch of fast aircraft to follow carrier type raiders back’to 
their carriers. 

(d ) In the event of a submarine attack on ships in the operating area in addi- 

tion to (b) above: ^ 

1. Hold pursuit and fighter aircraft In condition of immediate readiness to 
counter a possible air raid until search proven that none is imminent. 

2. Dispatch armed shore based fleet aircraft to relieve planes in the air OTer i 

the attack area. ! 

3. Establish a station patrol by patrol planes two hundred twenty mile radios 

from scene of attack at one hour before daylight of next succeeding daylight ^ 
period. ^ 

(e) None of the above actions can be initiated by our forces until an attack 
is known to be iinininent or has occurred. On the other hand, when an attack 
develops time will probably be vital and our actions must start with a mlnlrauiD ' 
of delay. It therefore appeal's that task forces should be organized now, nila- 
sions assigned, conditions of readiness defined and detailed plans prepared 80 
that coordinate<l immediate action can be taken promptly by all elements when ^ 
one of the visualized emergencies arises. To provide most effectively for the 
necessary immediate action, the following Joint task units will be required: 

1. Search Unit. 

2. Attack Unit. 

3. Air Combat Unit. 

Carrier scouts, army reconnaissance and patrol planes can be employed with 
very widely varying effectiveness, either for search or attack. Under var)ing 
conditions some shifts of units between the search and attack groups may he 
desirable. Also, the accomplishment of these two tasks must be closely coordi- 
nated and therefore these two groups should be controlled by the same task 
group commander. 

[d] V. Decisions: 

1. This force will locate and attack forces initiating hostile actions against 
OAHU or fleet units in order to prevent or minimize damage to our forces from 
a surprise attack and to obtain Information upon which to base coordinated 
retaliatory measures.

Whenever Issues cannot he made simultaneously, they 
will be made according to the following order of priority and according to a 
schedule to be mutually arranged between the Unit Supply Officer and the SuddIt 
P oint concerned. . 

Aircraft bombs and ammunition for aircraft weapons.

Other small arms ammunition. 

All artillery ammunition, less antiaircraft. 

(6) At the time Alert No. 1 is ordered, only small arms ammunition included 
in the “initial issue” will be drawn. 

(7) Aircraft bombs will not be issued in “initial issue” but will be 
held available in bomb storage areas. 

(8) Two “units of fire” of bombs and machine gun ammunition will be main- 
tained on outlying islands for each airplane operating therefrom. 

A Dumps and Ammunition Distributing Points will be established as directed 
by this headquarters.

(2) By the Naval Base Defense Force (Fourteenth Naval District and 
attached units) : 

[2] (a) Establishment of an inshore patrol consisting of a destroyer patrol 

at ihe entrance to the Pearl Harbor channel, a boom patrol, a harbor patrol, 
and daily mine sweeping operation. 

(b) The organization of an air striking force consisting of Patrol Wing Two, 
attached Fleet aircraft, and attached aircraft from the 18th Bombardment Wing 
to search for and attack hostile surface ships. 

(c) Establishment of a harbor control post. 

(d) The placing under the tactical control of the Army of certain land based 
fighter aircraft and Marine Corps antiaircraft artillery units. 

2. The Hawaiian Department, siipportetl by Naval Units plac*ed under the 
tactical control of the Army, will operate to defend Oahu from attacks by hostile 
aircraft and hostile naval vessels, will take precautionary measures to prevent acts 
of sabotage by hostile sympathizers, and will support naval forces conducting 
aerial attacks on hostile naval vessels. 

3. a. The Hawaiian Division will provide protection for vital Installations 
on Oahu, except those located within Police District No. 1, against acts of sabotage 
committed by hostile sympathizers, will maintain one infantry battalion with 
necessary motor transportation in readiness at Schofield Barracks prepared to 
move on two hours notice, and will maintain normal training activities with the 
remainder of the command. , 

b. The Hawaiian Separate Coast Artillei*y Brigade, supported by such Marine 
Corps Antiaircraft artillery units as may be made available, will defend Oahu 
against attacks by aircraft, surface vessels and submarines, paying particular 
attention to the defense of the Pearl Harbor-Hickaiu Field area, and in addition 
thereto, will — 

(1) Provide the Army personnel required to operate the Harbor Ontrol Post 

(2) Cooperate with Array and Navy Air Forces in safe guarding friendly 
aircraft from the fire of antiaircraft artillery troops. 

(3) Arrange for such c*oord!nation of the antiaircraft artillery fire of naval ships 
In Pearl Harbor and the Army antiaircraft artillery defense as may be practicable. 
This coordination will include measures to protect friendly aircraft from the 
antiaircraft artillery tire of Naval ships anchored in Pearl Harbor. 

(4) Pending the establishment of the Aircraft Warning Service, disseminate 
warnings of hostile air attacks by radio broadcast. 

(5) Unless specifically authorized, railway guns will not be moved from the 
home {Stations of the units manning this armament. 

[5] c. The Hawaiian Air Force, in cooperation with fieet aircraft, will 
defend Oahu against attacks by aircraft, will attack hostile Naval vessels, and 
In furtherance thereof, will conduct operations as follows; 

(1) Oifennive Action. Conduct air operations against hostile naval vessels. 
Bombardment and reconnaissance aircraft participating in Joint air operations 
will be placed under the tactical control of the Navy. 

(2) Defensive Action. Reinforced by shore based fighter aircraft of the Navy 
made available, defend Oahu against air attack. Provide antiaircraft machine 
gun defense for airplanes on ground on all fields. 

(3) Reconnaissance. Conduct reconnaissance essential to the combat efficiency 
of the Air Force and to supplement, w’here practicable, that of naval air forces 
in securing information of hostile fieet movements. 

(4) Cooperation. In the preparation.^ for ami conduct of Joint air operations, 
close cooperation will be maintained with the commanders of local Navy air 
units. Close cooperation will also be maintained with the Hawaiian Separate 
Coast Artillery Brigade to provide for safeguarding Army and Navy aircraft 
from the fire of friendly antiaircraft artillery. 
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(5) Oonidtions of Readiness, Aircraft and crews thereof will be maintained 
In the condition of readiness directed by this headquarters. 

(6) Hostile Air Attack. Air operations directed above will be instituted 
without further orders from this headquarters by all aircraft maintained in condi- 
tion of readiness therefor upon receipt of information of an air attack upon Oahu 
or an attack upon fleet units in Hawaiian waters. All other aircraft and crews 
thereof will be alerted and this headquarters advised of action taken. 

d. The Department Signal Officer, in cooperation with Naval communications 
personnel will insure that, insofar as equipment available permits, the Joint com- 
munications described in Section III of Annex No. VII, HCF-39 are in readiness 
for immediate employment at any time that they may be required. 

e. The Department Provost Marshal, in addition to his normal duties, will: 

(1) Be prepared to initiate such precautionary measures as may be required 
by the situation to insure protection of vital installations within Police District 
No. 1, City and County of Honolulu, exclusive of those located on garrisoned Army 
and Navy reservations. These precautionary measures will be limited to the 
minimum necessary in order to avoid undue alarm and hysteria of the civil 
population. 

[^] (2) Maintain close liaison with civilian law enforcement agencies to 

determine any indications of the possibility of sabotage by hostile sympathizers. 

A The Commanding Officers, Haw’ali, Maui, and Kauai Districts, Department 
Service Command will maintain close liaison with civilian law enforcement agen- 
cies to determine indications of the possibility of sabotage or attacks by hostile 
sympathizers, take such precautionary steps as may be required by the situation 
Within the means available to them, and when necessary, secure the cooperation 
of civilian agencies in the guarding of military airflelds. 

w. (1) All major units of the defense will cooperate with the 14th Naval 
District and elements of the Pacific Fleet in all spheres of action compatible 
with their missions, armament, and equipment. 

(2) Hostile surface ships and aircraft will not be taken under fire except under 
the following conditions : 

(a) After hostile offensive action, such as the use of bombs, torpedoes, mines 
or other ammunition, has been observed. 

(b) After receipt of a verified report of a hostile attack. 

(c) Upon orders from this headquarters. 

(3) Instructions will be issued to all sentinel and patrols guarding vital 
Installations requiring that ammunition will be used only after all other measures 
have been employed, without success. 

(4) During periods when elements of the command are alerted under the provi- 
sions of this order, normal training will be continued to the extent practicable. 

4. a. Small arms and artillery ammunition issued to troops initially will not 
exceed approximately one-half day of fire. Provision will be made for prompt 
issue of additional quantities of ammunition. Stocks of aircraft ammunition 
and bombs will be maintained at airfields in accordance with existing policies. 

5. Other administrative details normal.

2. The security of the Fleet, operating and based in the Hawaiian Area, is 
predicated, at present, on two assumptions : 

(a) That no responsible foreign power will provoke war, under present 
existing conditions, by attack on the Fleet or Base, but that irresponsible and 
misguided nationals of such powers may attempt : 

(1) sabotage, on ships based in Pearl Harbor, from small craft. 

(2) to block the entrance to Pearl Harbor by sinking an obstruction in the 
GhanneL 

(8) to lay magnetic or other mines in the approaches to Pearl Harbor. 

(b) That a declaration of war may be preceded by : 

(1) a surprise attache on ships in Pearl Harbor, 

(2) a surprise submarine attack on ships in operating area, 

(3) a combination of these two. 

3. The following security measures are prescribed herewith, effective in part 

in accordance with enclosure (B) or in their entirety as may later be directed 
by the Commander-In-Chief U. S. Pacific Fleet, or the ^nior Officer Present Afioat 
in the Hawaiian Area : , 

[2] (A) Continuous Patrol: 

(1) Inshore Patrol (administered and furnished by C^ommanddnt Fourteenth 
Naval District). 

(2) Boom Patrols. 

(3) Harbor Patrols. 

(B) Intermittent Patrols: 

(1) Destroyer Offshore Patrol: 

U) The limits of this patrol shall be the navigable portion to seaward of a 
circle ten miles In radius from Pearl Harbor entrance buoy number one which 
is not patrolled by the Inshore Patrol. 

(b) Three destroyers to search twelve hours prior to the sortie or entry of the 
Fleet or of a Task Force containing heavy ships. The Fleet or Task Force Com- 
mander concerned shall furnish this patrol and when a sortie and entry occur 
in succession the Commander entering shall furnish it. 

(c) One destroyer (Ready Duty) to screen heavy ships departing or entering 
Pearl Harbor other than during a Fleet or Task Force sortie or entry. The 
Commandant Fourteenth Naval District will administer the Beady Duty De* 
stroyer for this purpose and issue necessary orders when requested by forces 
afloat Such Beady Duty Destroyer shall be on one hour's notice.

(a) Daily search of operating areas as directed by Aircraft, Scouting Force. 

(b) An air patrol to cover entry or sortie of a Fleet or Task Force. It will 
search that part of a circle of a radius of thirty miles from the entrance channel 
buoys which is south of latitude 21®-21' N. The Fleet or Task Force C)ommander 
concerned shall furnish this patrol, establishing it at least two hours prior to the 
sortie or entrance, and arranging for its discontinuance. When a sortie and 
entry occur in succession, the Commander entering shall supply this patrol. 

(c) Air patrol during entry or departure of a heavy ship at times other than 
described in foregoing subparagraph. The ship concerned shall furnish the 
patrol mentioned therein.

(k) Maintenance of horizon and surface battle lookouts. 

(l) Enerlizing degaussing colls whenever there is any possibility of the pres- 
ence of magnetic mines. Water of less than sixty fathoms shall be avoided 
if operations permit. 

(2) Ships towing targets in operating areas at night will show appropriate 
running and towing lights, except when engaged in exercises the nature of which 
requires them to be darkened. 

(F) Skips in Pori: 

(1) Ships in port in the Hawaiian Area shall carry out applicable measures 
outlined in references (e) and (f). 

(G) Defence Against Air Attack: 

(1) The principal Army anti-aircraft gun defense of Pearl Harbor consists 
of several three-inch mobile batteries which are to be located on the circumference 
of a circle of an approximate radius of five thousand yards with center in the 
middle of Ford Island. The Army, assisted by such units of the Marine Defense 
Battalions as may be available, will man these stations. Machine guns are 
located both inside and outside the circle of three-inch gun positions. 

(2) In the event of a hostile air attack, any part of the Fleet in Pearl Harbor 
plus all Fleet aviation shore-based on Oahu, will augment the local air defense. 

(3) Enclosure (A) defines the air defense sectors in Pearl Harbor and is the 
basis for the distribution of ships within the harbor for anti-aircraft fire. Hostile 
planes attacking in a sector shall be considered as the primary targets for ships 
in that sector. However, ships in other sectors may augment fire of any other 
sector at the discretion of the Sector Commander. 

(4) The Senior Officer Embarked in Pearl Harbor (exclusive of Conimander- 
In-Chlef, U. S. Pacific Fleet) shall ensure that ships are disposed at berths so 
that they may develop the maximum anti-aircraft gjinfire in each sector com- 
mensurate with the total number of ships of all types in port. He is authorized 
to depart from the normal berthing plan for this purpose. Battleships, carriers, 
and cruisers shall normally be moored singly insofar as available berths i)ermlt. 

(5) The Senior Officer Present in each sector prescribed in sub-paragraph (G) 
(3) above, is the Sector Commander, and responsible for the fire in his own 
sector. 

(6) The 0)mmandant Fourteenth Naval District is the Naval Base Defense 
Officer (N. B. D. O.). As such he shall ; 

(a) Exercise with the Army Joint supervisory control over the defense against 
air attack. 

(b) Arrange with the Army to have their anti-aircraft guns emplaced. 

[^] (c) Exercise supervisory control over naval shore-based aircraft, ar- 

ranging through Commander Patrol Wing TWO for coordination of the Joint air 
effort between the Army and Navy. 

(d) Coordinate Feet anti-aircraft fire with the base defense by: 

(1) Advising the Senior Officer Embarked in Pearl Harbor (exclusive of the 
Commander-in-Chief. U. S. Pacific Fleet) what condition of readiness to maintain. 

(2) Holding necessary drills. 

(3) Giving alarms for : attack, blackout signal, all clear signal. 

(4) Informing the Task Force Commander at sea of the attack and the type of 
attacking aircraft. 

(5) Arranging communication plan. 

(6) Notifying all naval agencies of the air alarm signal prescribed. 

(7) The following naval base defense conditions of readiness are prescribed : 

Condition I. — General Quarters in all ships. Condition of aircraft as prescribed 

by Naval Base Defense Officer. 

Condition II. — One-half of anti-aircraft battery of all ships in each sector 
manned and ready. Clondition of aircraft as prescribed by Naval Base Defense 
Officer. 
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CoNomoN III.— Anti-aircraft battery (guns whldi bear in assigned sector) oiat 
least one ship in each sector manned and ready. ( Minimum of four guns required 
for each sector). Ck>nditioii of aircraft as prescribed by Naval Base Defense 
Officer. 

(8) Searchlights of ships shall not be used in event of a night attadL 

(9) In event of an air attack, the following procedure shall be followed by tbe 
task forces: 

(a) Senior Officer Embarked in Pearl Harbor, 

(1) Execute an emergency sortie order which will accomplish (2), (3), and 
(4) below. (This order must be prepared and issued In advance). 

(2) Direct destroyers to depart as soon as possible and report to operating taA 
force commander. 

(3) Prepare carrier with one division of plane guards for earliest pracdcable 
sortie. 

(4) Prepare heavy ships and submarines for sortie. 

(5) Keep C]k>mmander-in-Ohief, Naval Base D^ense Officer and Tadi Force 
Commander operating at sea, advised. 

[7] ib) Task Force Commander operating at sea, 

(1) Despatch striking unit. (*See (E) (1) (c) above.) 

(2) Make appropriate defensive disposition of heavy ships and remaining 
sui^ace forces at sea. 

(3) Despatch destroyer attack unit if circumstances require. (May utilise 
unit of (B) (1) (a) for this if not needed for A/8 purposes.) 

(4) Direct commander of operating submarines to carry out action desired 
of him.

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(d) A strong part of onr fleet is now constantly at sea in the operating areas 
organized to take prompt offensive action against any surface or submarine 
force which initiates hostile action. 

(e) It appears possible that Ordnge submarines and/or an Orange fast raid- 
ing force might arrive in Hawaiian waters with no prior warning from our 
intelligence service. 

IL Survey of Opposing Strengths. 

(a) Orange might send into this area one or more submarines and/or one or 
more fast raiding forces composed of carriers supported by fast cruisers. For 
such action she is known to have eight carriers, seven of which are reported 
to be capable of 25 knots or over and four of which are rated at 30 knots or 
better. Two of the carriens are converted capital ships, armored and armed 
with 10-8" guns each and reported to have heavy A A batteries. Two others 
are small (7000 treaty tons) and limitetl to 25 knots. Exact Information on 
numbers and characteristics of the aircraft carried by these ships is not avail- 
able. However the best estimate at present available is that the small carriers 
can accommodate from 20 to 30 planes and the large ones [2] about 60. 
Probably the best assumption is that carrier complements are normally about 
equally divided between fighter and bomber types. Lacking any information as 
to range and armament of planes we must assume that they are at least the 
equal of our similar types. There probably exist at least 12 eight inch gun 
and least 12 six inch gun fast modern cruisers which would be suitable supports. 
Jane's Fighting Ships (1939) shows over forty submarines which are easily 
capable of projection into this area. An Orange surface raiding force would 
be far removed from their base and would almost surely be inferior in gim power 
to our surface forces operating at sea in the Hawaiian area. 

(b) The most difficult situation for us to meet would be when several of the 
above elements were present and closely coordinated their actions. The shore- 
based air force available to us is a constantly varying quantity which is being 
periodically augmented by reinforcements from the mainland and which also 
varies as fleet units are shifted. Unddr existing conditions about one-half of 
the planes present can be maintained in a condition of materidl readiness for 
flight. The aircraft at present available in Hawaii are inadequate to maintain* 
for any extended period, from bases on OAHU, a patrol extensive enough to Insure 
that an air attack from an Orange carrier cannot arrive over OAHU, as a 
complete surprise. The projected outlying bases are not yet in condition to 
support sustained operations. Patrol planes are of particular value for long 
range scouting at sea and are the type now available in this area beet suited 
for this work. If present planes are used to bomb well defended ship objectives, 
the number available for future use will probably be seriously depleted. In view 
of the continuing need for long range overseas scouting in this area the mis- 
sions of those planes for operations as contemplated in this estimate should be 
scouting. Certain aircraft of the Utility Wing, although not designed for com- 
batant work, can be used to advantage in augmenting the scouting of patrol 
planes. Other types of aircraft, in [3] general, can perform functions 
that accord with their type. 

m. Possible Enemy Action. 

(a) A declaration of war might be preceded by : 

1. A surprise submarine attack on ships in the operating area. 

2. A surprise attack on OAHU including ships and installations in Pearl 
Harbor. 

3. A combination of these two. 

(b) It appears that the most likely and dangerous form of attack on OAHU 
would be an air attack. It is believed that at present such an attack would most 
likely be launched from one or more carriers which would probably approach 
Inside of three hundred miles. 

(c) A single attack might or might not indicate the presence of more sub- 
marines or more planes awaiting to attack after defending aircraft have been 
drawn away by the original thrust. 

(d) Any single submarine attack might indicate the presence of considerable 
undiscovered surface force probably comopsed of fast ships accompanied by a 
carrier. 

(e) In a dawn air attack there is a high probability that it could be delivered 
as a complete surprise in spite of any patrols we might be using and that it might 
And us in a condition of readiness under which, pursuit would be slow to start, 
also it might be successful as a diversion to draw attention away from a second 
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attacking force. The major disadvantage would be that we could have all diy 
to find and attack the carrier. A dusk attack would have the advantage tbat the 
carrier could use the night for escape and might not be located the next day near 
enough for us to make a successful air attack. The disadvantage would be tbit 
it would spend the day of the attack approaching the Islands and might be 
observed. Under the existing condi- [4] tions this might not be a serions 
disadvantage for until an overt act has been committed we probably will take do 
offensive action and the only thing that would be lost would be complete surprise 
Midday attacks have all the disadvantages and none of the advantages of the 
above. After hostilities have commenced, a night attack would offer certain 
advantages but as an initial crippling blow a dawn or dusk attack would probably 
be no more hazardous and would have a better chance for accomplishing a large 
success. Submarine attacks could be coordinated with any air attack. 

IV. Action open to us: 

(a) Run daily patrols as far as possible to seaward through 360 degrees to 
reduce the probabilities of surface or air surprise. This would be desirable bat 
can only be effectively maintained with present personnel and material for a very 
short period and as a practicable measure cannot, therefore, be undertaken unlesB 
other intelligence indicates that a surface raid is probable within rathm* narrov 
time limits. 

(b) In the event of any form of surprise attack either on ships in the operating 
areas or on the islands : 

1. Immediate search of all sea areas within reach to determine the location of 
hostile surface craft and whether or not more than one group is present 

2. Immediate arming and preparation of the maximum possible bombing force 
and its de.spatch for attack when information is available. 

(c) In the event of an air attack on OAHU, in addition to (b) above: 

1. The immediate despatch of all aircraft suitable for aerial combat to intercejit 
the attackers. 

2. The prompt identification of the attackers as either carrier or long range 
shore based aircraft. 

3. The prompt despatch of fast aircraft to follow carrier type raiders ba(^ to 
their carrier. 

[5] (d) In the event of a submarine attack on ships in the operating area in 

addition to (b) above: 

1. Hold pursuit and fighter aircraft in condition of Immediate readiness to 
counter a possible air raid until search proves that none is imminent 

2. Despatch armed shore based fleet aircraft to relieve planes in the air over tbe 
attack area. 

8. Establish a station xmtrol by patrol planes two hundred twenty mile radios 
from scene of attack at one hour before daylight of next succeeding daylight 
period. 

(e) None of the above actions can be Initiated by our forces until an attack is 
known to be imminent or has occurred. On the other hand, when an attad 
develops time will probably be vital and our actions must start with a minimum®^ 
delay. It therefore appears that task forces should be organized now, missions 
assigned, conditions of readiness defined and detailed plans prepared so tbit 
coordinated immediate action can be taken promptly by all elements when one of 
the visualized emergencies arises. To provide most effectively for the necessary 
Immediate action, the following Joint task units will be requirki : 

1. Search Unit • 

2. Attack Unit 

3. Air Combat Unit. 

Carrier scouts, army reconnaissance and patrol planes can be employed wltb 
very widely varying effectiveness, either for search or attack. Under varying 
conditions some shifts of units between the search and attack groups may be 
desirable. Also, the accomplishment of these two tasks must be closely coordi- 
nated and therefore these two groups should be controlled by the same task groop 
commander.

, Secretary of Navy, and Admiral Stark. The various messages to the Army 
and Navy Commanders and to Mr. Sayre were discussed. A Joint message for 
General MacArthur and Admiral Hart was appwved (copy attached). The 
i(^'. Secretaries were informed of the proposed memorandum you and Admiral Stark 
directed be prepared for the President. The Secretary of War wanted to be 
, sure that the memorandum would not be construed as a recommendation to 
the President that he request Japan to reopen the conversations. He was 
reassured on that point. It was agreed that the memorandum would be shown 
to both Secretaries before dispatch. 

3. Both the message and the memorandum were shown to the Secretary of 
War.

Foreign Minister has now sent me copy of Generalissimo's message to Presi- 
dent which was telegraphed yesterday to Hu Shih who no doubt will make it 
available to the Department. I am forwarding copy by airmail unless instructed 
to repeat It by radio. 

The message differs in form but not in substance from that originally sum- 
marized to me by Foreign Minister. 

It is not yet certain that Japan will undertake the difficult Invasion of Yunnao 
from Indochina but I believe It Is certain that in any case large Japanese air 
forces will operate from that base against the Burma Road within China and 
against the American or any other volunteer air force when they enter Chirm. 

It is true, of course, that a lualor defeat of a Japanese attack upon Yunnan 
would have very advantageous effects in restraining Japanese ambitious in the 
Far East. 

If it should be found possible and practicable to semi Anglo-American air units 
into Yunnan they should he in sufficient force to maintain themselves against 
heavy Japanese air concentrations.

Time factor is 
of utmost importance if as the Generalissimo thinks, Japanese are to move in 
immediate future. 

The successful invasion of Yunnan by the Japanese would probably seriow 
affect (*hlnese morale and deprive China of supplies for continued organM 
resistance. I do not believe however, that it would result in any early solution 
of Japan s problem in China. Japan would still fliul herself obliged to maintalii 
large forces in this country for an indefinite period.

Telegram from Chungking November 2. 1941

Confidential. 

Message of Generalissimo Cbiang Kai-shek to President Roosevelt. 

*Tn view of a rapidly developing danger which threatens to change the 
military situation in China, I have communicated the following views to 
Winston Churchill : 
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** TnteUigence in which I have complete confidence shows that the Japanese 
are determined upon an attack against Yunnan from Indo-Chinu in order to take 
Kunming and to cut China’s lines of communication with Britain and the United 
States. Preparations are already on foot and the attack may be expected 
shortly. This is in my view the first step in their policy of expansion either 
northward or southward, and I feel therefore that I should bring to your 
notice certain facts and aspects of the situation. Indeed I feel it my duty and 
my right to impress them upon you, for much the future lies in your hands. 

“‘Once Kunming is taken, the Japanese would be rid of all fear of attack 
in the rear. You will, I feel sure, be the first to see that its capture Is not merely 
one objective of Japan’s war of aggression on [ 2 ] China but is a first 

and necessary step to free herself for fresh enterprises. And you will appreciate 
how vitally the coming battle will bear upon the safety of all countries on the 
Pacific, upon youi’selves and ourselves alike. 

“‘You know you may count upon me to do my utmost to defend Kunming, 
and believe me when I tell you that my armies can do It. But you know as I 
do that I have no air force. And without an air force ^"hat can our army do 
against another that is strong in the airV A gjance at the map will show that 
if the city falls, China will be cut off from supplies outside, and her armies 
will be encircled and deprived of all contact with yours and those of her other 
friends. And moreover the morale of the Chinese army and Chinese people will 
be shaken to its foundation. Our morale has stood for more than four years on 
the eastern fronts where our friends cannot directly reach us. It would be 
gravely menaced by a Japanese triumph on the one front where as all the nation 
knows the armed forces of our friends are within a hand’s reach. For the first 
time in this long war a real collapse of resistance would be possible. 

‘“For more than four yeai*8 now’ China has kept some five million men in 
the field and thus immobilizes the [J] man-power of Japan. The impli- 
cations of this must be clear to you; indeed I think they are already recognized 
by yourself and all other friends of China. If Kunming fell, Japan would then 
be able to cast all caution away and turn her whole might elsewhere. The 
coming battle is therefore not merely a question of victory or defeat of China 
but the peace and security of the Pacific hang upon it. Indeed it is not too much 
to say that the outcome of the European ( V) war may hang upon It. 

“‘If China had the air force she needs, I should be making no appeal to you, 
because I should feel confident of our ability to defeat the invaders. But we 
have nothing th^t can be called an air force to match against what the Japanese 
would bring to bear upon us, for we may be sure that they will use their finest 
and their strongest. If however in the battle the Japanese air force can be 
checked or even smashed, her power to enter upon what I have called fresh 
enterprise will be much diminished. It is true that her navy will remain to her, 
but with that she can do little without the strength In the air without which 
there would be an end to her schemes of expansion. From then on her submis- 
sion could be brought about by political and economic pressure. Do not let us 
therefore make mistakes as they have made elsewhere in this [j] war, 
and let the Japanese attack us, as they mean to do, one by one, I am not asking 
you to declare war upon Japan. I merely wish to leave you in no doubt about 
the situation in which I find myself, to make it clear that I am no match of the 
enemy in the air, to tell you what this means and to suggest a remedy. The 
American volunteer air force now under training is good but very small. Our 
only hope is that the British air force in Malaya, with American cooperation, 
may come into action and support the American volunteei*s and the existing 
Chinese air force. The British air force could cooperate as part of the Chinese 
air force or assume the role of an international volunteer force. The result 
would be to save China and to save the Pacific. 

“‘You might feel at a first glance that this would Involve you in war with 
Japan while you are fighting with such courage In Europe and the Middle Bast. 
I see things otherwise. I do not believe that Japan feels that she has the 
strength to attack so long as the resistance of China persists. But once she is 
rid of this, she will attack you as and when it suits her and whether or not she 
Is ♦ • • by such action on your part as I have now suggested. It would be 
impossible to minimize the Importance of British air action in Yunnan, for upon 
this the fate of democratic cause will [5] turn. China has reached the 
most critical phase of her war of resistance. Her ability to defend landward 
approaches to Singapore and Burma now depends primarily on British and 
American willingness to cooperate in the defence of Yunnan. If the Japanese 
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can break our front here we shall be cut off from you, and the whole structure I 
your own air and naval coordination with America and the Netherlands East 
Indies will be seriously threatened in new ways and from a new direction. I 
should like to express, with all the strength at my command, the conviction that 
wisdom and foresight demand that China be given the plea that I have indicatetl 
Nothing else can ensure alike the defeat of Japan and the success of the coun- 
tries now resisting aggression.’ 

**I have also discussed the strategic subject matter of the foregoing letter with 
Brigadier-General Magruder and have asked him to convey to you what I coo- 1 
sider to be the decisive importance of the campaign in Yunnan. In addition I I 
should like to urge on you my conviction that British determination In dealing 
with Japan waits at present upon the lead and stimulating influence of America: 
if the United States would draw on its air arm in the Philippines to provide 
either an active unit or a reserve ftirce in the combined operation. I am con- 
vinced that unless Japan is checked sharply and at once, she is on the verge 
of winning a position from which she can deal with each of us separately and 
in her own time. Tlie opportunity to check her is a fleeting one. You [S] 
are, Mr. President, recognized as the leader in the front of demiKTutic nations 
fighting aggression. I feel sure that you will move with the rapidity that the 
urgency of the moment demands. It is now essential to avoid the ermrs by 
which statesmen of Europe allowed Nazi Germany to divide them and to acquire 
a commanding position, and to prevent Japan from attacking us In succession and 
separately and thus attaining the stature of a second Nazi Germany in the Far 
East.”

1. In this dispatch Major McHugh assumes that a Japanese drive from northern 
Indo-Chlna to cut the Burma Road Is imminent. He further stdtes that the only 
hope of blocking this drive would be active participation In the campaign of all 
American and British Far Eastern air units which would require foreign (pr^ 
sumably American) seizure and control of means of transportation and airfields 
In Yunnan province. 

2. In a message which the American Ambassador states is now being (or 
warded to President Roosevelt, Chiang Kai-shek states that the Japanese will 
launch a drive to cut the Burma Road within 30 days. He takes a soinewhit, 
less serious view of the situation than does Major McHugh. Chiang says that 
he has land forces adequate to defend the road but will need air support. He 
Indicates that he desires aid from British and American air effectives in Singa 
pore and Manila In a voluntary status. He says nothing about foreign control 
of Chinese air fields and Chinese means of communication. 

3. Considering the extreme difficulty of the terrain between the IndoOlM 
border and Kunming, ft is believed that the Chinene, if they fight and are given 
some air support from Britain and America, can halt this Japanese drive. 
Japanese now- have less than 100,0CM) men in Indo-China. H<»w many they can 
transport there in the next 30 days is problematical, but it is considered that they 
cannot maintain their present concentrations (which threaten Russia in the 
North), maintain their present garrisons In China, and at the same time spfire 
more than 2(X),000 troops for the drive into Yunnan. 

4. The real que.stion here is : Will the Chinese fight? In this connection fbete 
have been many rumors that Lung Yun, Gov ernor of Yunnan Province, has sold 
out or soon will sell out to Wang Chliig-wel. If this happens there is little that 
Chiang Kai-shek, the British, or the United States can do to save the Bum® 
Road. This rumor, however, lacks confirmation.

Part 1. Elspecial attention Secretary of War and Chief of Staff. The Gen- 
eralissimo, who has been absent since our arrival, received me today, accompaniefl 
by MacMorland. After exchange of messages and amenities he expressed 
appreciation for the sending of the mission. 

In order to get his reaction to the objectives of the mission I outlined my con- 
ception of the methods to be employed in making available the assistance afforded 
by lend lease material and services. I suggested five different military problens 
to which lend lease material was applicable and regarding which our personnel 
could collaborate on the solution. These were: 1, the communications problem; 
2, the aviation project; 3, the supply of equipment to reorganised army forces: 
4, the supply of raw materials ; 5, the projects for training in and maintenance of 
new material. 

Part 2. He made a note of these five points and expressed satisfaction wltb 
this method of approach, then quickly singled out aviation as the most pressing 
problem. He stated bluntly that he would like the mission to take over the 
control and development of his aviation service, disregarding apparently the 
Chinese air force and referring to Chennault’s volunteer force as the only 
aviation that counted. 

He requested with emphasis that a high ranking aviation officer be sent to take 
over his air force. 

[2] I had no opportunity to comment on these points. 

Becoming intently earnest he said there was another emergency about which he 
wished to ask Immediate assistance. More follows. 

Part i The Japanese, he knew, were preparing to attack Kunming from Indo 
China and cut the Burma Road. He expects the attack by the end of November. 
By a concentration of his land forces he could resist this attack, he said, but only 
if he had air support Then, queried later, he insisted that he had the resources to 
defeat the Japanese if air assistance were forthcoming. The generalissmo 
insisted, and rightly, that Chinese resistance would' end if Kunming were lost. 
In his analysis he argued that Kunming was the key to the Pacific, if it fell, China 
would fall, and the attack on Malay Asia would inevitably follow. War In the 
Pacific then, was a certainty. If China could hold, peace in the Pacific might he 
saved. But China must have air support, he repeated. The British should 
reinforce the American volunteer unit. They must be convinced of the necessity 
of this course of action. Although not so expressed, it was to be Inferred that no 
other assistance would be forthcoming in time. Not once did he mention American 
reinforcements of any kind, pleading the critical situation he repeatedly said that 
only British air support could save China and peace in the Pacific. 

Part four. The generalissimo then asked directly that I inform Washington of 
the threatening situation at once, and urge that the President intercede with 
London to make available the Singapore air forces to support his defense. Also 
he requested me personally to appeal to the British commander in chief in Singa- 
pore to the same effect, Para. Quoting some announcement of the admlnlstra- 
tton to the effect that a movement [S] southward by Japan would he 
considered inimical to American interests, he argued that our govt could properly 
Interpret an attack on Kunming in that light. Even worse, since it would be 
first Item in a more effective movement south If Chinese resistance were eliminated 
he added that with the Burma Road cut, America's right to trade with China 
would be infringed. 

Part & He then pled that the President be urged to bring diplomatic pressure on 
Japan and to apg>eal as well to Britain jointly to warn Japan that an atta<* upon 
Kunming would be considered inimical to our interests. This course, he believed, 
would cause Japan to desist. 

In the circumstances, I had no opportunity to turn the interview into channels 
In which I was authorized to act I seized one opgx)rtunity to point to the critical 
deficiency of operations on the Burma Road that the success of the defense (JJ* 
pended upon improving the traffic there whether or not the British gave all support 
I further reminded him that an argument the British might offer for refusing

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support would be their inability to supply their air units with the road in its 
present condition. With respect to the road I made clear that the mission was 
prepared to offer technical assistance in Improving the conditions but that the 
political complications would have to be cleared by the Chinese themselves. 

Part d The generalissimo informed me that he had taken up the question of 
aviation support with the British Ambassador on several occasions. Madame 
Chiang interjected that the Chinese had given assurances of support of large land 
forces if Singapore were attacked, but tliat Britain refused to give assurences of 
air support if Kunming were attacked, unless British territory were invaded. 

I told the generalissimo that I could transmit his request to the Secretary of 
War. 

[4] Previous to the interview I had drafted a radio on the subject of the 
probability of an attack on Kunming. Present indications point strongly that 
way. If successful, there is little doubt that China's resistance would end. Also 
it is doubtless true that without effective air support the Japanese might succeed in 
this decisive effort. 

Part seven. It may not be an exaggeration to say that Kunming momentarily 
has become the key to the Pacific. There is no combat value in the Chinese air 
force. The American volunteers alone at present strength and as presently 
equipped are ineffective and will not be ready for combat for several months. 
Increments of lend lease aviation materiel contemplated will be too little and too 
late. Only British forces at Singapore, or perhaps organized units from the 
Philippines would be available in time to afford effective support to China. 

I have discussed the interview with our Ambassador and he has read this radio.

Memorandum for the Chief of Staff : 

Subject : Method of Coordination of Command In 
Coastal Frontiers. 

I. DiscusHon. 

1. Joint Board case ( J. B. No. 350, Serial 678) prescribing coordination of 
command is now before the Joint Planning Committee. 

2. The Navy section proposes changes in command relations in the following 
coastal frontiers: 
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a. Caribbean. 

Coordination by the method of unity of command, command being vested in 
the Commandant of the 10th Naval District. 

b. Panama, 

Coordination by unity of command, command being vested in the Commanding 
General, Panama Canal pepartment except when major naval forces are based 
in the frontier for general strategic naval operations in either the Caribbean 
Sea or the Pacific Ocean. In this contingency command would be vested in tbe 
Commandant of the 15th Naval District 

c. Hawaii. 

Coordination by unity of command as follows : 

(1) Command vested in Commanding General, Hawaiian Department when 
the most important strategic problem is one of territorial defense of the 
Hawaiian Islands and when major naval forces have been withdrawn and not 
based in the frontier for general strategic naval operations either in the vtcloity 
or at a distance. 

(2) Command vested in the Commandant of the 14th Naval District when 
major naval forces are based in the frontier for general strategic naval 
operations either in the vicinity or at a distance. 

3. The Army section proposes the following, applicable to all coastal 
frontiers : 

a. Unity of command over forces assigned to \he defense of a coastal frontier 
is vested in the Army, except when the United States Atlantic or Pacific Fleet 
or the major portion thereof is operating against comparable hostile forces 
within the radius of possible support by Army aviation operating from bases 
within the coagta) frontier. In the excepted case, unity of command is vested 
in the Navy 

[2] &. In a specific operation, unity of command in coastal frontiers maj 

be transferred from the Army to the Navy and vice versa, when the senior Army 
and Navy commanders concerned agree that such change is necessary and forther 
agree as to the service that shall exercise such command. 

c. Unity of command does not authorize the service in which it is vested 
to assign missions that will require the forces of the other service to operate 
from bases outside the coastal frontier. 

4. The Army and Navy sections of the Joint Planning Committee have beefl 
unable to reach an agreement on a compromise solution. of the problem of unity 
of command. The Army section does not believe that unity of command ia 
coastal frontiers is essential. It is believed that the Navy section will agree 
to a continuation of coordination by mutual cooperation. 

5. The vesting in a single Individual of full respon.sibllity for a military opera- 
tion is a generally accepted principle for the accomplishment of effective military 
action. In theory at least, no amount of personal willingness to cooperate can 
eliminate the objections Inherent in the committee system of control of niilltaiy 
forces. The most frequently cited recent example of the effect of such divided 
responsibility Is that of failure of the defense of Crete as contrasted with ibe 
successful attack on that Island in which the attacking force presumably was 
commanded by a single Individual. 

6. Unity of command is the accepted method of coordination within the Army 
and within the Navy, themselves. However, the many practical dilBculties en- 
countered in the application of that principle as applied to Joint operations of the 
Army and Navy have usually led to the adoption of the method of coordinitK* 
by mutual cooperation except when specific tasks are planned. 
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I 7. The difficulty of determining the service in which unity of command should 
! vest in the defense of a coastal frontier lies in the Inability to determine in 
advance when hostilities will begin and the nature and the extent of the opera- 
tions. For that reason it is difficult to foresee which service will play the major 
part in the defense and will have primary interest. The major responsibility may 
I well pass from one service to the other during defensive oi)eration8. On the 
other hand, overseas landing expeditions or land operations requiring support 
from Naval forces, such as those in Libya, present problems in which the 
service having preponderance of responsibility can readily be determined. The 
time such an operation should begin, as well as terminate, and its nature and 
extent can be forecast and the service having the preponderance of responsibility 
definitely agreed upon between the two services, thereby Indicating the service 
in which unity of command should vest. In [JJ such operations the 
' preponderance of responsibility will not fluctuate from one service to the other 
as J^ght be the case jn defense of coastal frontiers. 

8. A fact frequently lost sight of in consideration of the method of coordina- 
tion under the principle of mutual cooperation is that, although the major 
operation Is being conducted under that principle. Joint operations subordinate 
thereto may still be conducted under the principle of unity of command if so 
> ^ agreed to by the Army and Navy commanders concerned. This method is par- 
- • ■ ticularly applicable to Joint operations by forces having similar combat character- 
' istics, such as the air forces of the two services. 

: II. Actian recommended. 

That coordination of Joint operations in the Caribbean, Panama and Hawaiian 
Coastal Frontiers continue to be effected by mutual cooperation. If this recom- 
mendation is approved, such a proposal will be discussed with the Navy section 
N ' of the Joint Planning Committee.

' • had been raised In objection to Army control wherever that was proposed. I 
most say at the same time that some of the Army staff brought up somewhat 
limllar objections to Naval control.

Memorandiiiii for General Gerow : 

I would like this matter of Coordination of Command discussed with the Naial 
Section of the Joint Planning Committee. How^ever, 1 think It is important that 
a general policy, or what might be called an explanation, should first be decided 
on, expressed in carefully considered 8entent*es, as to the application of unity 
command. 

A discussion of this runs through a series of paragraphs on your memorandum 
and you have covered it orally to me, but no where is it presented in a concise 
form.

16. It must be obvious to Japan that the forces 
available for the defence of Malaya have been greatly 
reinforced during the last six months, and an attack on 
them is becoming a much moro formidable proposition than 
it was in October, even tcdcing into account only the 
British forces available on the spot. Either line of 
attack, if \mdertaken before the reduction of Hong Kbng 
and Manila, involves a long and precarious line of

17. Although hanllQ and Hong Kong are on the 
flanks of the line of communications of Japan, an 
attack launched from an advanced base such as Kamranh 
Bay or Pelew on Borneo would facilitate the subsequent 
reduction of the Phlllpplnos, provide a base for air 
attack on Singapore, and assist further Southward 
advance. It might also establish control of vl^al 
sources of oil supplies. An attack on other points 
in the Northern line of the Netherlands East Indies 
would provide useful subsidiiary bases for further 
expeditions. 

The possibility of attack on the oil fields 
by landing operations in conjunction with parachute 
troops cannot be overlooked and is being provided against. 

Attack on Sea Conmtinicatlons. 


16. Attack on sea ooxonunications will certainly 
form part of apy Japanese plan of action and may 
constitute a most serious throat to the war effort 
the Associated Powers.

(o) The' movement of a large nunber of Japanese warshlfS! 
or of a oonvoy of merchant ships escorted by 
Japanese warshixMi! which from its position anl 
course was clearly directed upon the Philippine 
Islands! the East coast of the Isthmus of Kra or 
the Bast coast of Malaya! or had crossed the 
parallel of 6® North between Malaya and the 
Philippines! a line from the Gulf of Davao to 
Waigeo Island! or the Equator Bast of Waigeo. 

(d) The BDveoient of Japanese forces into Portuguese 
Timor. 

(e) The movement of Japanese forces into New Oaledonia 
or the Loyalty Islands. 

97. The Conference reconmends that etex>s ahould be 
taken to evolve a satisfactory procedure to ensure isDsdiate 
decision to take counter-measures. This applies partioulailr 
to 96 (c) above.

88. To OMure that we are not diverted from the 
major object of the defeat of Germany and Italy » our 
main atrategy In the Far Baat at the preaent time nuat 
be defenaiae. There, are, however, certain raeeaurea 
open to ua bhloh will aaaiat neatly in the defence of 
our intereata in the Far Kaat, but i^ch arv themaelwea 
offenaive. 

89. It ia important to orgoniae air operationa 
againat Japaneae occupied territory and e^ainat Japan 
heraelf. It ia probable that her collapse will occur 
aa a reault of economic blockade, naval preaaure and 
air bombardment. This latter form of preaaure ia the 
moat direct and one which Japan particularly feara. 

In addition to the defenelve value of 
operatinm submarine and air forces from Luzon, referred 
to in para. 21 above there ia even {greater value from 
the offenaive point of view in holding this island. 

It la therefore reoomnended that the defences of Luzon 
should be strengthened and that every effort should be 
made to maintain a bombing force in the island in 
addition to building up a similar force in China. 

50. Other positive aotivitiea which may be 
undertaken are aa follows 

(a) Support to the Chineae Regular Forcea by 

financial aid and provision of equipment. 

(b) Operation of Ouerillaa in China. 

(o) Organisation of aubveraive activities in

51. do far aa economic pressure is oonoemed, the 
entxy of the United States of America, the British 
Satire, and the Netherlands Bast Indies into a war 
against Japan would automatically restrict Japanese 
trade to that with the* coast of Asia. Since China will 
be in the war against her, end our aubmorine and air 
forces should be able to Interfere considerably with 
trade fi.'ou Thailand and Indo-China, a very large measure 
of econooiio blockade would thus be forced upon Japan from 
the outset.

33. In order to attain greater flexibility and 
economy in the employment of naval farces in the Eastern 
Theatre, it is recomnended that the British Codmander^ixV- 
Ghief , China Station, should exercise unified strategical 
direction over all naval forces, excluding those employed 
iolely on locsl defence, or operating under Ccmoander-ln* 
Chief, United States Asiatic Fleet. 

This direction would include movements of warships 
from any part of the area to that point where the 
CoDnander-in-Ohief , China, conaidera they can best be 
employed. 

In exercising this direction the Commacdei^in- 
Chief, China, must be fully acquainted with the operations 
being carried out from day to day in all araae concamsd; 
and he will decide Which of the regional operations must bs 
modified in order to deal with a more dangerous situation 
elaewhare. 

While the Commander-ln-Chlef, China, will thus

56. In the particular circumstances the primary task 
of the land forces has been decided to be the defence of the 
naral and air bases and the denial of potential naval and 
air bases to the enemy. There is little possibility of 
strategic offensive action by land forces and a localised 
atrateglo policy is therefore already established for the 
land forces. They will continue to be controlled by the 
authorities of the territories in which they are stationed 
except as where -otherwise mutually arranged, e. g. TIMOR. 




37* Air forces have the i>ower to concentrate provided 
the decision can be made quickly, the orders issued rapidly, 
and the necessary bases and facilities are available 
throughout the area. Unless one central authority with 
power to direct concentrations ia established in advance 
the great atrateglo advantages of thla power to concentrate 
rapidly to meet particular situations in different areas 
cannot be obtained. 

38. In effect such central control would only be 
exercised over those portions of the air forces of the 
Associated Powers which can from time to time be made 
available for concentration in the area that is at a^y time 
moat in^ortant to the common interest. The central controlling 
authority would be eispowered to decide the time and area for 
the concentration, direct the moves to take place, and 
indicate the main task of the forces. The operational 
control of the forces thus concentrated would be exercised 
by the Conmander of the Power in whose operational area the 
eoneentration was affected. 

39. It is reoocmended that the authority anpowered to 
exeroiae this strategioal direction of air forces in the 
PAR SAST should be the Cortnegider-in-Chief, FAB SAST, with 
Oeneral Headquarters at 8IHQAPC3RS.

61. In Phase II with the arrival of the British 
Par Bastcm Fleet the balance of strength of naval 
forces In the Eastern Theatre will be altered considerably 
against Japan, and taking the Pacific and Indian Oceana 
as a irtxole, Japan would probably be in a position of 
inferidrity. 

68. The immediate object of the British Far 
Eastern Fleet is to operate from Bingapore. While 
alone it is inferior to the Japanese Uain Fleet, its 
strength should be sufficient to enable ths jisaoclated 
Powers to seize the initiative, launch powerful counter- 
attacks against such Japanese forces as may have 
established their position in territories of Associated 
Powers, and intensify the attack dn Japanese forces, 
territories and aca communications. 

63. In the unlikely event of it proving impossible 
for the British Fleet to operate from Singapore, it 
will operate from bases in the Indian Ocean with the 
obiect of 8ec\u*ing our vital sea communications in the 
Indian Ocean and Australian and New Zealand areas, 
disputing any further advance by the enemy to the south- 
ward or westward, and if possible# roliovlng preoouro on 
kalaya by operations in the Ualacca Straits and against 
any enemy activities on the West coast of Ualaya. 

64. So many developments must precede the arrival 
of the British Far Eastern Fleet that it is not 
profitable to examine in greater detail the ox>eratlona 
that would then be j;> 08 siblc.

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65. The only land frontiere in the area to he guarded 
are those of Burma and Malaya. 

66« The northern frontier of Malaya is strategically 
weak, and attack across it becomes possible after Japanese 
occ\q>ation of Southern Thailand, either by moving the 
Isthmus, or after a landing. 

67. In Java, Sumatra, the West coast of Malaya, Luaon, 
and Celebes, land communications are well developed. In all 
other areas, such communications are almost entirely absent 
and could only be improvised with great difficulty. 

Movement is chiefly coastwise by ship or by means of natiye 
boats up the rivers. 

66. Except therefore in Burma and Northern Lalaya, any 
enemy land forces moving to attack our territory must be 
sea-borne. This involves seizure of bases from which to 
operate naval and air forces and from which to advance to 
the objective, except that if the Philippines are attacked 
only advanced air bases will be required* Adeouate air 
support Is an essential req]uirement for a combined opsratloni 

69. The most suitable objectives for enemy attack are 
the sea and air bases on which the defence mainly rests. 

The policy should therefore be to organise the defence aystmn 
to give the greatest possible security to these basea. This, 
together with the denial of potential air and naval bases to 
enemy occupation, will be the primary task of the land forces. 
We can thus fully employ the mobility of air forces both 
independently and in co-operation with naval submarine 
and surface forces, to effect concentrations against any 
naval forces or sea-borne expeditions during their approacp 
and landing, to discover and destroy enemy air forces and to 
operate *dis]^rsed for the protection of sea 

oonmuni eat ions . 


70. The method adopted to implement the policy set ont 
in jmragraph 69 above, is to establish protected air basea 
along the line Burma - Malaya - Borneo - Philippines • Haw 
Guinea - dolomons - New Hebrides - Fiji - Tonga. This line 
of bases is supported by a second line from Sumatra through 
the Netherlands East Indies and the East coast of Australia 
to New Zealand. At present the numbers of aircraft and land 
forces available are below what is considered to be the safe 
minimum required, but to some extent the power to concentrate 
air forces quickly makes up for lack of numbers. The move 
of land forces, in the circvinstances, is much more difficult. 


71. The Associated Powers undertake responsibility for 
air operations, including reconnaissance, in the following

72. On the introduction of the ''precautionary stage", 
air reconndissanoe will be intensified throu^diout the whole 
of the Eastern Theatre and co-ordinated with naval 
reconnaissanoe. Air striking forces will be prepared to 
attack raiders, naval forces or expeditions. 

73, To enable ooncentMtions to take place to deal with 
major operations in specially important localities, certain 
air base areas are prepared to receive and operate 
reinforcements from other areas. Such areas are Burm, 
Southern Lalaya, West and Bast Borneo, South Celebes, Ambon, 
Timor, Luaon in the Philippine Islands, and the Australian 
and New Zealand areas. It is important that the aerodromes 
eonoemed should be adequately supplied with fuel, bomba

It is impraoticable to lay down now from which area or In 
what nmnbers they might be spared for reinforcement, but 1^ 
is important that the mobility of flying boats shall be 
exploited to the full to make gbod the defioienoy in 
nu^ers. 

73. The maintenance of a secure air route , adequately 
supplied with fuel, pemiitting reinforcement via India 
through Burma, Malaya, Netherlands East Indies to Austrbliar 
with a branch to Luzon, is of great Inoportance. 

76. The Conference recomnends that it should be a 
definite object of the Associated Powers to build up the 
eapaoity to operate alroraft offensively against Japan to 
the maxl nm extent in their power with due regard to the 
main objebt, which is the defeat of Gexmany and Italy. 

77, Plans will be prepared and co-ordinated for air 
bcDft>ardment of targets on the Japanese lines of sea 
communications in the South China Sea and Pelew areas, and 
objectives in China, Pormosa and the Pelew Islands.

Joint Canadian-United States Basic Defense Plan No. 2 


(Short Title ABC-22) 


SECTION I — ^PUBPOSE OF THIS PLAN 

1. There has been submitted to the Government of the United States and to His 
Majesty's Government In the United Kingdom a report of Staff OnversatioM 
held In Washington from January 29. 1941 to March 27, 1941. The United Klnf- 
dom Government has referred this report to the Canadian Government tor their 
concurrence. The report, which bears the short title *‘AB(3-r\ Includes a United 
States-Britlsh Commonwealth Joint Basic War Plan. 

2. ABOl assumes that Joint agreements between Canada and the United Statm 
for common action In war under the concepts of ABC-1 will conform generally W 
the agreements reached in the United States-Brltish Staff Conversations. TWi 
plan is intended to supplement those agreements, and to provide for the most 
effective use of Canadian and United States Forces for the purposes listed in 
paragraph 3, sliould the United States and the British OommoDwealth be 
sociated in a war against Germany and her allies. 

8. Under such circumstances, cooperative action by Canadian and United Ststm 
Forces wlU be required primarily for purposes connected with : 
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(a) the protection of overseas shipping within the northern portions of 
the Western Atlantic and Pacific Areas ; 

(b) the protection of sea coiniiiunications within the coastal zones ; 

(c) the defense of Alaska, Canada, Newfoundland, (which includes Lab- 
rador) and the northern portion of the United States. 

4. The coastal zones are the whole area of the navigable waters adjacent to 
the seacoast and extend seaward to include the coastwise sea lanes and focal 
points of shilling approaching and departing from tlie coast;. 

(2] SBCTION H — BPBdAL FBOVISIONS 


5. Except as otherwise provided herein, the assumptions,, concept and other 
provisions of ABO-1, where applicable, shall form a part of this plan. 

6. Coordination of the military effort of the United States and Canada shall 
be effected by mutual cooperation, and by assigning to the forces of each nation 
tasks for whose execution such forces shall be primaiily responsible. These tasks 
may be assigned in Joint Canadian-United States Basic Defense Plans, or by 
agreement between the Chiefs of Staff concerned, the United States Chief of Naval 
(Derations being considered as such. 

7. In effecting mutual cooperation, as provided in paragraph 6, the forces of 
one nation will, to their utmost capacity, support the appropriate forces of the 
other nation. 

8. Each nation shall retain the strategic direction and command of its own 
forces, except as hereinafter provided. 

9. A unified command may, if circumstances so require, be established over 
United States and Canadian forces operation in any area or areas, or for par- 
ticular United States and Canadian forces operating for a common purpose; 

(a) when agreed upon by the Chiefs of Staff concerned ; or 

(b) when the commanders of the Canadian and United States forces con- 
cerned agree that the situation required the exercise of unity of command, 
and further agree as to the Service that shall exercise such command. All 
such mutual agreements sliall be subject to confirmation by the Chiefs of 
Staff concerned, but this provision shall not prevent the immediate estab- 
lishment of unity of command in cases of emergency. 

10. Unity of command, when established, vests in one commander the respon- 
sibility and authority to coordinate the operations of the participating forces of 
both nations by the setting up of task forces, the assignment of tasks, the desig- 
nation of objectives, and the exercise of such coordinating control as the com- 
mander deems necessary to ensure the success of the operations. Unity of com- 
mand does not authorize a commander exercising it to control the administra- 
tion and discipline of the forces of the nation of which he is not an ofilcer, nor to 
issue any instructions to such forces beyqnd those necessary for effective coordi- 
nation. In no case shall a commander of a unified force move naval [J] 
forces of the other nation from the North Atlantic or the North Pacific Ocean, 
nor move land or air forces under his command from the adjacent land areas, 
without authorization by the Chief of Staff concerned. 

11. The assignment of an area to one nation shall not be construed as restrict- 
ing the forces of the other nation from temporarily extending appropriate opera- 
tions into that area, as may be required by particular circumstances. 

12. For all matters requiring common' action, each nation will require its com- 
manders in ail echelons and services, on their own initiative, to establish liaison 
with and cooperate with appropriate commanders of the other nation. The prin- 
cipal commanders of Canadian and United States forces who will cooperate 
under this plan are as follows :

13. Under the provisions of ABC-1 the United States will assume responsibility 
for the control and protection of Associated Overseas shipping in the Western 
Atlantic and Pacific Areas. Pending the establishment of effective United States 
agencies the British Naval Control Service Organization will, in accordance with 
ABC-1, continue in the exercise of its present functions. 

14. Within the coastal zones of Canada and the United States, responsibility for 
routing and protection of shipping is allocated as follows : 

[4] (a ) Canada will be responsible for routing and protecting coastwise 
and independently routed overseas shipping within the coastal xones of 
Canada and Newfoundland. 

(b) The United States will be responsible for routing and protecting Asso- 
ciated overseas shipping except as provided in sub>paragraph (a). 

(c) The routing of shipping passing from the coastal zone of one nation into 
the coastal zone of the other, will be effected In the Atlantic by agreement 
between the Canadian Commanding Officer, Atlantic CoasU and the United 
States Commander, North Atlantic Naval Coastal Frontier ; and in the Padflc 
by agreement between the Canadian Commanding Officer, Pacific Coast, and 
the United States Commander, Pacific Northern Naval Coastal Frontier. 

15. I^ch nation will provide within Its own territory certain base facilities for 
use by the other nation. These facilities are listed in Annex II. So far as pn^ 
ticable, each nation will make available its own bases, harbors, aud repair fadli- 
tles, for use by the forces of thfe other. 

16. To facilitate common decision and action, Canada and the United States will 
establish in Washington and Ottawa, respectively, officers of all Services who will 
be charged with the duty of representing their own Chiefs of Staff, vis-b*ris the 
appropriate dlhief of Staff of the other nation. They will also arrange to assign 
liaison officers where needed for effectuating direct cooperation between Com- 
manders of forces in the field. 

17. This plan will be placed in effect by the Chiefs of Staff of Canada and the 
United States when so directed by the Canadian and United States Oovemments.

18. Protect the sea communications of the United States and the British Cmr 
monwealth, and defend the territory of Canada, Newfoundland, an^ the United 
States, including Alaska, in order to ensure the ultimate security of Canada and 
the United States.

[51 19. The tasks set forth in this section are those which will be nndff- 

taken Jointly by the armed forces of Canada and the United States, should the 
latter enter the war.

This is to report that the Hawaiian portion of your domain is qaiet thii 
morning. 1 have Just come in from seeing the dawn patrols take the air, tod 
the antiaircraft men roll out of their blankets at the first grey light at tin 
sound of the claxon and stand to their guns. The Infantry at Walter Dilliof* 
hams bathing beach on the North shore were standing by their guns and looklof 
out to sea. 

I have been highly gratified by the promptness and precision with which the 
planes get off the ground every morning promptly at 4 : 30. It is further en- 
couraging to see the discipline and quiet efficiency among the ground crcNva. It 
is my belief that the Air Corps here comes on well. 

A week ago today I gave the command for a surprise alert, which went oA 
smoothly and efficiently. In view of the disturbing state of the world I thosiht 
that the command might as well get accustomed to having live ammunition, hat 
did not realize how much this w^ould excite the post war portion of the Army. 
However, they are all quieted down now, as is the city, which buaed for a 
couple of days. Some of the young people thought that M day had come and 
two or three young couples that had intended to get married this month huatled 
around and did it at once J^ust as in 1918 ! 

We really w^orked the young men for the first few days but have now eiaed 
up so that not more than 25% of any command is on actual reconnaissance or 
observation at any one time. 

Our officer strength ebbs fast and we rapidly approach the day when we will 
have but one officer per battery or company. However, with our “mancurer 
officers*' for combat and the expected Thomason Act officers to carry the adiDlni«- 
trative portion, I will have no complaint. It is, of course, unorthodox to contem- 
plate using Thomason Act officers for administrative duties but the proportioDof 
that is heavy and the few remaining [10 A] regular oflBcers most be 

released to train their companies. 

Under existing War Department Directives but iittle use can be made of 
local Reserve Officers without obvious racial discrimination. I am still eoo' 
vinced that the discreet employment of a few orientals will have a tremendoos 
effect upon the mass and will rally much of the disaffected to our side. I may 
soon ask to have War Department Directives entailing racial dlscrimioatioa 
set aside insofar as they apply to Haw^aii. 

In planning the M day organization of a police force to relieve the commaad 
from guarding our hundred miles of cables we have found that the project mak®® 
a great hit with the Plantation Managers, although they would be asked to 
supply the personnel. It seems that the desirability of an Increased police force 
in war has been a good deal on the minds of some of the managers. 

I have turned over nearly everything in the office to the Chief of Staff aw* 
am spending my time with the troops, which is one of the things that I la^ed 
from Charles Pelow Summerall and the First Division ! 

Your crack that “yesterday we had time but no money and that today 
have money but no time" is good and has made a great hit in particular with tbc 
civilians.

Mt Deak Hebbon : You have no doubt wondered as to the alert instructions 
sent to you on the 17th. Briefly, the combination of Information from a number 
of sources led to the deduction that recent Japanese-Russian agreement to com- 
pose their differences in the Far East was arrived at and so timed as to permit 
Japan to undertake a trans-Paclflc raid against Oahu, following the departure 
of the U. S. Fleet from Hawaii. 

Presumably sucli a raid would be in the interests of Germany and Italy, to 
force the United States to pull the Fleet back to Hawaii. 

Whether the information or deductions were correct I cannot say. Even If 
they were, the precautions you have taken may keep us from knowing they were, 
by discouraging any overt act. 

In any event it would have been foolhardy not to take special precautions. The 
world situation is so troubled and changing so rapidly that I think it wise for 
you to keep the command definitely on its toes until I give you the “all-clear” 
signal.

My Dbab Genehal Marshall : You will be interested to hear that the evacuation 
of Ford Island proceeds on schedule and that ^e will be completely out on the 
agreed date. Our shops are about set up in hangers and we can get by until the 
new Hickum shops are finished, although that time is several months off. 

In addition, we seem about to complete satisfactorily bur local Joint agreement 
with the Navy. In the original agreement concluded last winter, there were 
necessarily some gaps — matters, such as the allocation of local man power, upon 
which we could not then pin the Navy Down. 

Admiral Bloch, who commands the 14th Naval District, is a fine, upstanding 
t»flicer, always amenable to reason and never narrow-minded or stupid. However, 
he is a tough guy who plays his cards closely and shamelessly picks up his oppon- 
ents tricks, if the latter does not protect himself. B^it that kind of a game serves 
its purpose of dividing up the chips before the joint is raided, and suits me as well 
as any other kind. I think the Army has lost none of its garments to date, except 
Bishop's Point. Ford Island ought to belong to the Navy. 

Richardson is the salt of the earth and I am devoted to him. 

The Reserve Olilcers begin to come in and to date we have 38. They are alright 
and an infinite help. 

We have an allotment of funds for the Supersonic Warning Service and hope 
to be ready to go the day the instruments arrive, although it will be no Childs 
play to do the preliminary work on these mountain tops. If the system works, 
it will be a major addition to our strength. 

[IM] The Alert has now been on two months. The only present measur- 
able loss is in the weathering of the hundreds of miles of field wire In place, large- 
ly for anti-aircraft purposes, but that is probably worth while, 

I trust that you keep well and do not allow them to drain away in any day 
strength that you cannot regain before the next dawn. However acute things be 
now, it is not yet war !

Dear Hebron : I have appreciated very much your letters and notes keeping 
me generally advised of the situation. 

As to ‘‘the alert”, what Is your frank reaction? Do you think it is imposing 
too heavy a tax to -continue on the present basis? In Panama the condition is 
much more different. We have had to give them about $300,000 to construct 
temporary shelters for the numerous antiaircraft stations in the high hills. The 
rainy season makes life under these circumstances very difficult, but I do not 
feel that we can expose ourselves to the risks of a sudden lunge from some 
unexpected quarter. It Is a very difficult business and I am deeply concerned 
j that we do not exhaust the morale of the command by heavy requirements 
during what is supposed to be a period of peace, yet a failure would be 
catastrophic. 

Let me have your frank opinion.

Lieut. General Waltir C. Short, 

Fort Shatter, Tetritory of Hawaii, 

Mt Dear Short; I believe you take over command today, however, the reason 
for this letter is a conversation I had yesterday with Admiral Stark. 

He spoke of Admiral Kliiunel, the new Fleet Commander, regarding his personal 
characteristics. He said Kimmel was very direct, even brusque and undiplomatic 
In his approach to problems ; that he was at heart a very kindly man, though he 
appeared rather rough in his methods of doing business. 1 gathered that he is 
entirely responsive to plain speaking on the part of the other fellow if there is 
frankness and logic In the presentation. Stark went so far as to say that be had, 
in the past personally objected to Kimmers manners in dealing with officers, but 
that Kimmel was outstanding in his qualifications for command, and that this was 
the opinion of the entire Navy. 

I give you this as it may be helpful in your personal dealings with Admiral 
Kimmel, not that I anticipate that you would be supersensitive, but rather that 
you would have a full understanding of the man with whom you are to deal. 

Admiral Stark said that Kimmel had written him at length about the deficien- 
cies of Army materiel for the protection of Pearl Harbor. He referred 8i)eciflcally 
to i^anes and to antiaircraft guns. Of course the facts are as he represents them 
regarding planes, and to a less serious extent regarding caliber .50 machine guns. 
The 3-inch antiaircraft gun is on a better basis. What Kimmel does not realize 
is that we are tragically lacking in this materiel throughout the Army, and that 
Hawaii is on a far better basis than any other command in the Army. 

The fullest protec*tion for the Fleet is the rather than a major consideration for 
us, there can be little question about that ; but the Navy itself makes demands on 
us for commands other than Hawaii, which make it difficult for us to meet the 
requirements of Hawaii. For example, as I told Stark yesterday, — he had been 
pressing me heavily to get some modern antiaircraft guns in the Philippines for the 
protection of Cavite, where they have collected a number of submarines as well as 
the vessels of the Asiatic Fleet — at the present time we have no antiaircraft guns 
for the protection of Cavite, and [2] very little for Corregidor. By unob- 
trusively withdrawing 3-inch guns from regiments now in the field in active train- 
ing, we had obtained 20 3-inch guns for immediate shipment to the Philippines. 
However before the shipment had been gotten under way the Navy requested 18 of 
these guns for Marine battalions to be specially equipped for the defense of islands 
in the Pacific. So I am left with two guns for the Philippines. This has hap- 
pened time and again, and until quantity production gets well under way, we are 
in a most difficult situation in these matters. 

I have not mentioned Panama, but the Naval requirements of defense there 
are of immense importance, and we have not been able to provide all the guns 
that are necessary, nor to set up the Air units with modern equlpn>ent. How- 
ever, in this instance, we can fly the latest equipment to Panama in one day, 
some of it in four hours. 

You should make clear to Admiral Kimmel that we are doing everything that 
is humanly possible to build up the Army defenses of the Naval overseas 
installations, but we cannot perform a miracle. I arranged yesterday to ship 
31 of the P36 planes to Hawaii by aircraft carrier from San Diego in about ten 
days. This will give you 50 of this type of plane, deficient in speed compared 
to the Japanese carrier based pursuit, and deficient in armament. But at 
least it gives you 50 of the same type. T also arranged with Admiral Stark to 
ship 50 P40-B pursuit planes about March 15th by Naval carrier from San 
Diego. These planes Just came into production this week and should be on a 
quantity basis of about 8 a day by the first week in March. 

The Japanese carrier based pursuit plane, which has recently appeared in 
China, according to our information has a speed of 322 miles an hour, a very 
rapid ability to climb and mounts two .20mm and two .30 cal. guns. It has 
leak-proof tanks and armor. Our P40-B will have a speed of 360 miles an hour 
wltib two .50 cal. machine guns and four of .30 calil)er. It will lack the rapidity 
to climb of the Japanese plane. It will have leak-proof tanks and armor. 

We have an earlier model of this plane, the P40, delivered between August 
and October, but the Chief of the Air Corps opposes sending it to Hawaii because 
of some engine defect which makes it unsafe for training flights over water. 
Dp to the present time we have not had available a modern m^ium bomber or 
a light bomber. This month the medium bomber will go into production, if 
not quantity pnoduction. This plane has a range without bombs of 3,000 miles, 
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carriers 2,000 pounds and has a speed of 320 miles an bamt—B, tremeDdoii 
improyement on the old B18 which 3 *ou now have. It can operate with hondii 
640 miles to sea, with a safe reserve against the return trip. We plan to fire 
you first priority on these. planes. I am looking Into the question of provldlag 
at least a squadron of Flying Fortres planes for Hawaii. 

[S] I am seeing what can be done to augment the .50 caliber machine pin 
set-up, but I have no hopes for the next few months. The Navy approached 
us regarding barrage balloons. We ha^e three now under test, and 80 in proe 
ess of manufacture, and 3,000 to be procured if the President will release ow 
estimates. However, this provides nothing against the next few months. I 
am looking into the question of possibly obtaining some from England, hot 
they are asking us and not giving us these days. The first test of the first fortj 
deliveries in June will probably be made in Hawaii. 

You, of course, understand the pressures on the Department for the limited 
material we have, for Alaska, ^for Panama, and, most confidentially for the 
possible occupation of the Asores, not to mention the new leased bases. How- 
ever, as I have already said, we are keeping clearly in mind that onr first con- 
cern Is to protect the Fleet. 

liy impression of the Hawaiian problem has been that if no serious hann ii 
done us during the first six hours of known hostilities, thereafter the existii^ 
defenses would discourage an enemy against the hazard of an attack. The rl* 
of sabotage and the risk involved in a surprise raid by Air and by submarine, 
constitute the real iierils of the situation. Frankly, I do not see any landinf 
threat In the Hawaiian Islands so long as we have air superiority. 

Please keep clearly In mind In all of your negotiations that our mission k 
to protect the base and the Naval concentrations, and that purpose should be 
made clearly apparent to Admiral Kimmel, I accentuate this because I found 
yesterday, for example. In a matter of tremendous importance, that old Army 
and Navy feuds, engendered from fights over appropriations, with the usual 
faUaciotis arguments on both sides, still persist in confusing issues of nationil 
defense. We must be completely impersonal In these matters, at least so far 
as onr own nerves and Irritations are concerned. Fortunately, and happily I 
might say. Stark and I are on the most intimate personal basU, and that 
tionship has enabled us to avoid many serious difiSculties.

Dear Genkbal Marshall: I was very glad Indeed to have your letter of Feb- 
ruary 7th as It gave us some very definite information on aircraft we did not have 

Since assuming command, I have had two conferences with Admiral Kimmel 
and tw^o with Admiral Bloch. I have found them both most approachable 
and cooperative in every way. I have told them that from my point of view there 
will be no hair-splitting, but that the one thing that would affect any decision 
where there Is an apparent confiict between the Army and the Navy in the use of 
facilities would be^the question of what could produce the greatest combined effort 
of the two forces. They have assured me that they wUl take exactly the same 
view. From my brief Intercourse with them I feel that our relations should be 
extremely cordial. 

As a result of my short study of conditions here I believe that the fcfilowlDj are 
of great Importance and I am taking steps to carry out the necessary changes: 

(ly Cooperation with the Navy. 

(2) Dispersion and protection of aircraft and of the repair, maintenance tod 
servicing of aircraft. 

(3) Improvement of the Antiaircraft defense. 

(4) Improvement of the Harbor Defense Artillery. 

(5) Improvement of the situation with reference to searchlights. 

(6) Provision for more rapid movement of supplies and reserves by Improve 
ment In roads and tralla 

(7) Bombproofing of vital installations such as Command Posts and caa 
mnnicatioD cmiters. 

(8) Increase in the nunAer of Engineer troops. 
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Cooperation with the Navy. A series of Joint committees consisting of Army 
r: and Navy officers has been appointed with a view to the study of coojieration of 
2 the Army and Navy especially with reference to employment of air and aircraft. 
!T These committees have been directed to report on March Ist Copy of the letter 
creating these committees is attached hereto as well as copy of instructions to the 
cl echelon commanders concerning cooperation with the Navy. 

[5] Dispersion and protection of aircraft and of the repair, maintenance 
and servicing of aircraft. Provision has been made for a number of emergency 
fields upon the various islands but no provision has been made for dispersion 
31 of the planes in the vicinity pf fields and other protection by either camouflage 
or by bunkei’S. The emergency fields on other Islands will be valueless for 
,r pursuit aviation except possibly on the Island of Molokai. The pursuit aviation 
is capable of only approximately one hour’s flying with the throttle wide open. 
^ This means that the dispersion of pursuit aviation must take place upon the 
Island of Oahu if it is to be able to meet an attack from any direction. The 
^ dispersion and bunkers for the greater part of the pursuit aviation can be made 
in the immediate vicinity of Wheeler Field by the use of ravines and bunkers. 
The maintenance and repair facilities can be placed in ravines under ground 
^ without an exorbitant cost in time or money. Tanks are now available for 
j the distribution of gas and we are asking for money to install tanks. 

Hie bombers can make use of the landing fields on other islands but it will 
be necessary to make provisions for their dispersion in the vicinity of those £eld8 
and also on the Island of Oahu. Their dispersion is more difficult than that of 
the pursuit. The repair and maintenance facilities require so much space that 
it will be necessary, at least temporarily, to place them above ground protected 
by hills. At present the only repair facilities for the bombers are in buildings 
' on Hickam Field which would undoubtedly be attacked by any surprise raid. 
Up to the time that we make runways for dispersion of planes on all the fields 
surprise enemy raids would be extremely serious. 

Improvement of the Antiaircraft Defense^ The major shortages in Antiair- 
^ craft artillery armament are sixteen ^inch or 90 m.m. antiaircraft guns (six 
, enroute) 135 37-mm antiaircraft guns, 236 .50 caliber machine guns and 80 sound 
locators. The locators are expected in June. The shortage of personnel, how- 
ever, is much more serious than the shortage in materiel. Practically all the 
coast artillery units have dual roles. If they man antiaircraft artillery the 
. Harbor Defense Artillery will not be manned, and vice versa. To man the entire 
^ antiaircraft artillery defense project avoiding dual aslgnments to all but four 
Harbor Defense batteries requires an increase in the existing antiaircraft per- 
sonnel as follows : 

Two regiments of Coast Artillery Antiaircraft (Mobile) T-O 4-11. 

One Battalion Gun Coast Artillery Antiaircraft (mobile) (leas searchlight 
battery) T. O. 4-15. 

Approximately 90 officers and 2,000 enlisted replacements to activate three gun 
batteries and three 37-mni batteries of the 64th Coast Artillery Antiaircraft, now 
inactive. With the increasing critical International situation at this time It is 
urgently recommended that all reinforcements of Antiaircraft Artillery per- 
^ sonnel, [d] both unit and individual reinforcements mentioned above, 
together with the shortage in antiaircraft artillery materiel, be furnished to this 
department with the least practicable delay. 

These reinforcements to the antiaircraft artillery garrison, as well as those 
for the Harbor Defense artillery listed below, are required to complete the ap- 
proved defense project. No provision of the defense of the Kaneohe Naval Air 
‘ Station has been made in the defense project. This problem has been made the 
’ subject of a separate letter, copy attached as Inclosure No. 4, 

^ Improvement of the Harbor Defense Artillery. There are no major shortages 
of equipment for Harbor Defense Artillery. However, about 150 officers and 
^ 2,700 enlisted men as individual reinforcements and one regiment, Cx)ast Artillery 
(T. D.) T. O. 4-81W are required to fully man the Harbor Defense Artillery, 
^ not including the three obsolescent seacoast mortar batteries. It is urgently 
requested that these replacements and reinforcements be furnished at the 
earliest practicable moment. 

As an accessory to the Harbor Defense Artillery, the north shore Railroad 
connection is extremely important to give access to railway gun positions on 
' the north shore. 

Improvement of the situation with reference to searchlights. The only serious 
^ shortage is in beach defense searchlights. A 24-inch carbon-arc light is under 
development ; but the receipt of these lights here mfiy be unduly delayed. This 
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shortage can be overcome immediately by supplying power units for 42 Mack 36- 
inch projectors which are now on hand. The trucks and power units for thea? 
lights are unserviceable but the projectors are in fair to shape, 

Ther/B is a shdrtage throughout of spare parts lor 00-inch searchlights, which 
were requisitioned some months ago. These would be required for any pro* 
longed action. Information from the Chief of Engineers indicates that they 
will probably be furnished in the near future. 

Provision for more rapid movenienig of supplies and reserves by impmmesi 
in roads and trails. With the increase in the number of motors available in the 
department it is most necessary that roads be provided to make the maxiinuiD 
possible use of the motors in the movement of reserves and supplies. The Engi- 
neers have made a very careful study of the roads and trails which are necessary 
for the defense of the Island. 

There are numerous bottlenecks in the Islands where it is not practicable to 
construct alternate roads. It these roads are damaged by shelling or bomblDg 
it is most important that they be repaired in the minimum of tluie. To proviile 
for this stores of [T] repair material should be placed in close proximity 
to the vital points. It is believed that the Territoiial government will cooperate 
with the Army in this matter, thus reducing expenses to be charged to National 
Defense. 

Bombproofinp of vital installations such as Command Posts and communicatm 
centers. Command Posts, communication centers and Items of critical supply 
should be bombproofed. This protection of Command Posts particularly should 
be done immediately in order that these installations can be trained to function 
in these locations before hostilities start. 

Increase in the number of Engineer Troops. The protection of aircraft and 
the construction of air fields will keep one regiment of engineers employed con- 
stantly. The work on roads and trails would be such as to employ one General 
Service Regiment constantly. The combat Engineer regiment of the Hawaiian 
Division should be left available for bombproofing of Headquarters and com- 
munication centers and other tactical work. 

Previous recommendations for a regiment of Aviation Engineers, less 1 bat- 
talion, and an increase in enlisted strength of Third Engineers were based on 
assumption that some civilian labor would be available. The situation on civillin 
labor has become acute, and while it has been necessary to ImiHut skilled labor, 
the recent increase in defense work is going to necessitate importing unskilled 
labor as well. The only alternative would be to curtail activities of the planta- 
tions and much of our defense work should not be postponed until that is done.

Dear General Marshall : One of the first projects which I investigate! ii 
this department was the Aircraft Warning Service which I believe is vital to the 
defense of these islands. At the present time the maximum distance an tp- 
preaching airplane can be detected is about five miles. The radio detector ejofth 
ment of the Aircraft Warning Service increases this distance to one hnn^ 
and twenty miles, and in these islands, the use of this equipment is the onlj 
way by which the detection distance can be increased. With the present inter- 
national situation it seems to me that if this equipment is to be used at all the 
need for it is now here. 

The Navy is vitally interested in this project. At present with the fleet in 
Hawaiian waters, there is no adequate warning service. The Commander in 
Chief of the Fleet has expressed his concern about this and has communicated 
this concern to the Navy Department ; as you know, the Secretary of War has 
advised the Secretary of the Navy that the equipment would be received in this 
department some time in June and the stations be operating shortly thereafter. 

I have discussed this matter with Admiral Kimmel and have assured him that 
personnel would be trained and the stations in operation within thirty days after 
receipt of the equipment. 

All this leads up to a radiogram of 3 March 1941 Just received from The M 
Jutant General regarding the Haleakala installation. A copy of this radio and 
a paraphrai^ of my reply are inclosed for ready reference. The Adjutant Oea- 
erars radio Indicates to me that the seriousness of this situation has not yet been 
aw>reclated in the War Department. It lists certain restrictions regarding con- 
struction, and if it is necessary to comply with these, the completion of this sta- 
tion will be unduly delayed. The fixed station at the summit of Haleakala Is one 
of the two most important in the warning net ; its commanding location glTCS 
it greater coverage than any of the others, and its early completion is vital. I 
believe that this matter ig sufficiently important to be brought to the attention of 'I 
the Secretary of War to see if i)ermis8ion can not be obtained from the Secretary 
of the Interior to construct the Haleakala installation without the necessity | 
of submitting detailed plans for consideration by the National Park Service. 

[ 12 ] Defense of these islands and adequate warning for the United States 
Fleet is so dependent upon the early completion of this Aircraft Warning Serrice 
that I believe all quibbling over details should be stopped at once. This project 
was very thoroughly studied by a Board of officers in this department who made 
several personal investigations of each one of the sites. Now that basic decialoM 
as to locations, types of stations, and general plans have been approved by the 
War Department, I strongly recommend that this project be decentralized and 
that I be authorized to give final approval to designs, layouts and other dctalk 
to expedite its completion.

Dcai GinijiAL Shqbt: The matters referred to in your secret letter dated March 
0, 1941, and the Inclosures thereto, have been given careful study. 

The War Department appreciates fully the necessity for the early establishment 
of the aircraft warning service stations In the Hawaiian Department. However, 
it will be necessary to comply with certain fixed regulations in those cases where 
fhcilities are to be established on lands pertaining to the Department of the Inte- 
rior. l^e National Park Service officials are willing to give us the t^porary 
use of their lands when other lands are not suitable for the purpose, but they will 
not waive the requirements as to the submission of preliminary building plans 
showing the architecture and general appearance. They are also very d^nitely 
opposed to permitting structures of any type to be erected at such places as will be 
open to view and materially alter the natural appearance of the reservation. 

I have given these matters my personal attention, and have coniened with 
officials of the National Park Service. War Department radiogram o< March 12, 
1941, outlines what appears to be the most practical solution at this ttme. The 
War Department finds it necessary to ask the Department of the Interior for the 
use of many tracts of land in the National Parks, and for their cooperation in the 
transfer of large areas of public lands. It is not believed that it would be 
advisable to attempt to alter the informal decisions of the Department of the 
Interior by carrying this matter to higher authority, or to prolong the discussion 
through ofik^ial channels. 

We are as anxious as you to work out a solution for these probl^s with the 
least practicable delay, and I know that I can count upon you for fullest co- 
operation.

Deab Obnbal Mabshall : In reply to your letter of March 5th I shall give you 
a brief review of the situation in the Hawaiian Department in regard to defense 
from air attack. 

DISPEBSION AND FBOISCIION OF AIHCXtAfT 

The most serious situation with reference to an air attack is the vulnerability 
of both the Army and Navy air fields to the attack. Hickam Field is the most 
conspicuous target in sight and the Ford Island Navy Field is not much better. 
Wheeler Field Is less conspicuous only because it Is In the center of the Island. 
Gn all fields the planes have been kept lined up on the field where they would 
suffer terrific loss. As I wrote you in my letter of February 19th some work has 
been done towards the preparation of emergency fields on outlying islands, but 
in no case has arrangements been completed for the dispersion of the planes in 
the vicinity of the field or the preparation of bunkers to protect them. I asked 
for money and Engineer troops to do this work. The pursuit planes must neces- 
sarily be protected on the Island of Oahu on account of their limited cruising 
radius. 

The Navy is organising its new landing field at Barbers Point for the use of 
the carrier borne planes. They also are well along on the construction of an 
air base at Kaneohe Bay to which the 5 patrol squadrons will be moved. From 
their point of view this will improve the situation greatly, ^th the arrival

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of the additional 50 pursuit planes Wheeler Field will be so badly congested that 
it will be necessary to establish another landing field. Before my arrival thli 
had practically been decided upon adjacent to the new Navy landing field at 
Barbers Point. However, the Navy objected very strenuously to this and I 
think rightly so as planes coming in or going out from either field would have to 
fiy over the other field and constitute a considerable element of danger. We have 
located another field about four miles northeast of Schofield Barracks. I think 
this is far more desirable from every point of view as we shall not be in danger 
of losing planes through the action of small landing parties or of having them 
damaged or of having the field put out of use by shelling from enemy ships. The 
ninway will be about 5,000 feet so the bombers can use it as an emergency field 
should Hickam Field be out of action on account of bombing. The Observation 
Squadron and the squadron of light bombers is being moved to Bellows Field in 
the next few days so as to lessen the congestion at Wlieeler Field. 

[16] Plans have been made to provide gas and bombs at all emergency 
landing fields on outlying islands and for the stationing on Kauai, Maul, and 
Pa waii of the Battalions of National Guard which came from these island for 
the protection of the air fields from sabotage ^nd small landing parties. Inci- 
dentally these battalions would serve to prevent local disorders. Unless there 
Is an emergency these troops will not be sent to the other islands until the camp 
buildings for one company have been provided at each air field. Part of each 
battalion can be quartered in existing Armories on these islands usually at some 
distance from the air field. 


antiaibckaft artillery 

In general we have no serious shortage In 3 inch antiaircraft artillery, only 
16 guns being required to complete our complement. As far as I know no provi- 
sion has been made for 90-mm antiaircraft guns. 20 out of 135 37-mm anti- 
aircraft guns have been received. The exact date of the arrival of the others 
is not known. We are still short 236 of .50 caliber machine guns. Perhaps the 
most serious shortage is 8 long range detectors (AWS) which are supposed to 
arrive in June. Our present sound locators have a range of only 4% miles so 
they are practically useless. The new detectors will have a maximum range 
of 120 miles. 

The shortage of personnel Is much more serious than that of equipment. 
Practically all of the Ck)ast Artillery is assigned dual roles. This means that 
much of the Antiaircraft equipment would not be manned if It were essential to 
man the Harbor Defense guns at the same time. To man the authorized eqnliv 
ment would require 2 regiments of Coast Artillery (AA) (Mobile) (TO 4-11). 1 
battalion, gun. Coast Artillery (AA) (Mobile) (less searchlight battery) (TO 
4-15). 90 olficers and 2,000 replacements to activate 3 gun batteries and 37*mm 
batteries. These were covered in my letter of February 19th. 

coordination of antiaircraft defense 

The coordination of Antiaircraft defense presents quite a diiferent picture at 
Hawaii from that existing in most places on the mainland. The island is so 
small that there would not be the same degree of warning that would exist on 
the mainland. After the installation of our new" detectors we shall have some 
warning from the different islands and almost continuous service in the most 
dangerous direction for approximately 75 miles. The pursuit aviation, how- 
ever, will have to be prepared to take the air In the minimum amount of time. 

On account of the congestion in the areas at Hickam Field, Pearl Harbor, 
and Barbers Point, the coordination of the Army and Navy aircraft and of the 
Antiaircraft Artillery presents a very serious problem. We have had a committee 
of the Army and Navy w"orkIng on this subject. The committee submitted its 
report March Ist and it Is now" being reviewed by General Martin, commandlnf 
the Hawaiian Air Force, General Gardner, commanding the Hawaiian Separate 
Coast Artillery Brigade, and Admiral Bellinger, commanding the Naval Air 
Station. We have had a number of combined air exercises in the past [H] 
month and expect to have a minimum of one each week so we ^oold find out toy* 
thing that is wrong with the plan. 


WEST coast defense 


If the situation here is such as to make it possible I would like to send both 
General Martin and General Gardner to the West Coast Defaise Bxerclit 
Martin is the senior with his temporary rank and probably win command OV 
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air defense if it appears that such a command is the proper solution of our 
problem. Gardner has had much more experience with this subject and I feel 
that it would be wise to send him also as he would be able to get all the details. 
If it is not advisable at the time to send these two officers I would lik^ fo send 
their Executives as I am sure a lot would be learned from the exercise. 

I feel that the question of Antiaircraft Defense against air attack is the most 
serious problem that we have to face and I hope that funds and Engineer troops 
can be made available soon so that we can get definitely on the way on thia 
subject

Mt Dear Short : I was very glad to receive your letter of March 15 reviewing 
the air defense situation in your department. 

Your proposal for relieving congestion by the constioiction of one additional 
field and by the dispersion of grounded aircraft in protected bunkers at existing 
airfields is undoubtedly sound. As soon as you have submitted sufficient details 
to support the defense of the anticipated expenditures, funds for these purposes 
will be included in estimates. 

A company of aviation engineers will be sent to you during April, and further 
increases in your engineer garrison are contemplate when the necessary person- 
nel can be made available. 

Antiaircraft and aircraft warning service materiel to complete your project 
requirements is expected to be available for delivery as follows: sixteen 3" 
antiaircraft guns, December, 1941 ; one hundred and ^teen 37 ipm antiaircraft 
guns, February, 1942 ; caliber .50 antiaircraft machine guns, in 1942 ; four SOB 
No. 268, April, 1941; five SCR No. 270 and three SCR No. 271, April and May 
1941. 

I am hopeful of arranging for the early augmentation of your antiaircraft gar- 
rison so as to provide full strength units for the armament available wi^in 
your department. Additional Coast Artillery reinforcements probably will be 
held in the United States unless the situation in the Pacific becomes more acute. 

I approved your proposal to send General Martin and General Gardner, or 
their ^ecutives, to the West Coast Defense Exercise. Due to various reasons 
that exercise has been postponed till Fall, as you may know.

Dear General Marshall: On April 12th I sent a radio to the War Deimrtment 
requesting that I be authorized to make leases of 230 separate parcels of land, 
none of which exceed 5 acres on island of Oahu, totaling approximately 467 acres 
and asking for ?10, 000.00 to cover the rental. The purpose in leasing this land 
is to begin the construction of strongpoints at all places where they are not located 
in cane fields and pineapple fields. The greater part of the other land is rock so 
the construction of the strongpoints requires the use of explosives and takes a 
great amount of time. One company strongpoint on the West Coast is now in the 
process of being constructed and the troops have been working most of the time 
for seven months. The 8trongi)olnt lacks considerably of being completed. ] 
feel that it is essential to get these under way at once rather than taking several 
months to get the exact metes and bounds and get the approval of the War De- 
partment on each separate lease before starting work. At the best I do not believe 
they can all be completed before September. Any field fortifications to be con- 
structed in cane fields and pineapple fields will be very simple as the nature of 
the soil is such that the construction can be carried on without the use of explo* 
gives. I am enclosing a copy of the radio sent. 
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We have completed the reconnaiasance and eetimatea for the new air Add. Wt 
had some difflenltj in meeting all the technical requirements as 1 was iosisteot 
that it should be located somewhere in the interior where it could not be picked 
up so easily at night, could not be shelled from ships and would not require i 
special guard. We have located a place that seems to meet all requirements and 
is exceptionally well located from a tactical point of view. I am enclosiig i 
copy of the letter of transmittal. The complete document is being sent forward 
to the Adjutant General by this same mail. With the great increase in the nno- 
her of pursuit planes I fe^ that it is essential to push this constmetion as rapidly 
as possible. 

Knowing that you are very much interested in the progress that we are makiof 
in cooperating with the Navy I am enclosing the following agreements made 
with them:

I have found both Admiral Kimmel and Admiral Bloch very cooperative and 
we all feel steps have been taken which make It possible for the Army and Mary 
Air Forces to act together and with the unity of command as tbe sItuitiOD 
requires. 

We still have some detail work to do with reference to coordinating tbe air 
force and the antiaircraft defense. I hope we shall arrive at something on that 
in the near future. The more I go Into the details the more I am becoming con- 
vinced that it will be necessary for ns to set up an air defense command. Some 
months before my arrival this matter was considered add at that time the con- 
clusion was reached that it was not necessary. On this account 1 am anxiou 
that both General Martin and General Gardner attend the West Coast Air Deftme 


Exercise in the Fall. 

Everything is going along extrraely weU although there is a great deal to 
done as rapidly as possible. The Navy has felt very much encouraged by tbe 
increase in our Air and Antiaircraft defense. I shall write yon from time to 
time as matters come up which I think will interest you.

Dear General Marhhall: This letter is being written to amplify the requests 
made in my radiogram of 1 May to you for inclusion of funds in the Fiscal 
year 1942 estimates now before Congress. . 

I believe that the two requests made in this radiogram are both necessary 
to solve the problem existing in this department. The development of adequate 
airfields for the rapidly expanding Hawaiian Air Force is essential. An effort 
has been made to develop these fields through use of troop labor and WPA, but 
this is entirely too slow and uncertain. The projects which have been and are 
being submitted at a total estimated cost of $17,086,(X)0 will provide satisfactory 
operating conditions. Copies of the project letters already submitted are enclosed 
for ready reference. Our request for the inclusion of $10,000,000 in these esti- 
mates is intended to establish a source of funds which can be drawn upon 
to finance necessary projects as the need for them occurs. With the rapidly 
changing situation it is impossible to anticipate all our needs and submit 
detailed projects for consideration. In addition to this difficulty there have 
been several instances in the past six months where projects have been submitted 
and approved by the War Department as desirable and necessary but construc- 
tion work could not be initiated due to a lack of funds. I think that the situation 
has progressed to such a point that we can no longer afford the delay in time 
which has heretofore been required to secure appropriations by Congress after 
the projects have been approved. I can foresee several requirements this coming 
year which must be met. Among these are housing for the increases in the gar- 
rison, increased storage needs, work on roads, fortifications, gasoline storage 
(both aviation and motor vehicle),, and other requirements. As stated, all of the 
details cannot be anticipated at this time but some source of funds should be 
available for their construction without having to wait for congressional action. 

If these funds could be secured it would give us an equal opportunity with the 
Navy. The Navy is apparently getting an allotment of funds without the necessity 
of submitting detailed projects and as a result they have been able to accumulate 
required materials and almost corner the local labor market. There has already 
developed a shipping shortage between the mainland and the islands and the situa- 
tion in regard to shipping in the present war makes it highly probable that many 
of the ships now plying between here and the coast may be transferred to trans- 
Atlantic service and this will make the situation serious. I think it is extremely 
important that funds be made available without delay for the procurement and 
shipment to these islands of the materials required in our construction program. 

[24] At the time my radio was sent I understood that this appropriation 
bill was still pending before the Senate and speed in obtaining your consideration 
of these recommendations was important.

Dear Gknebai, Mabshaix ; I know that yon will not have time to look oter a 
detailed aeount of onr recent maneuvers but feel that you micht like to have a 
birds eye view of what we did and the purpose back of It. 

The maneuver was divided Into three phases. The first phase consisted of 
the air nation and the actual issue of one days fire and of Engineer SuppH« 
for Field Fortifications and of Engineer tools. During the air phase onr bombers 
acted under navy command in cooperation with the Naval Patrol Squadrons 
and actually locate<l and bombed airplane carriers 250 miles out at sea. Tbe 
movement of the carrier was entirely free so that the navy patrol planes had 
tbe mission of locating the ship and notifj'ing our bombers and they then made 
the attack. Pursuit attacked enemy bombers represented by naval planes and 
our own bombers when they came In to attack ground defenses. Upon receipt of 
the warning for this phase onr bombers were sent to fields on outlying W*»d* 
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and pursuit planes were dlsnerse^t. The Navy cooperated very fully during this 
phase and I believe we learned more about the coordination of Army Air Force, 
Navy Air Force and Antiaircraft than we had during any previous exercise. 

Ammunition and engineer supplies had never been actually issued before and 
we got considerable data in regard to the time and transportation required to 
complete the issue. 

Tue second phase consisted of the completion of our plans and the organization 
of the ground, including the construction of Field Fortifications. Naturally this 
work should have been completed before any warning of enemy landing was re- 
ceived. However, it would have been impossible to actually construct field 
fortifications until we got authority for the leasing of the ground. Cost of leas- 
ing of the ground is going to be extremely low. The Whole command dug dili- 
gently upon them day and night. We accomplished a very great deal and I 
believe shall be able to complete all necessary field fortifications soon after July 
Ist. Fifty-five bunk ‘rs for pursuit planes were actually constructed at Wheeler 
Field. To my mind the construction of the field fortifications are extremely im- 
portant since our plans are so intimately tied in with the organization of the 
ground. My theory of the defense of Hawaii is based upon the following: 

1. Comnlete organization of the ground at all important points. 

2. Holding of the most important field fortifications lightly. 

3. Holding of large mobile reserves centrally located with sufficient motor 
transportation to move all reserves at once if necessary. 


[36] 4. Detailed plans for the employment of reserves with complete 

reconnaissance and reserves actually rehearsed in carrying out of the plans. 

5 All trooi)8 to be highly trained in delaying action and counterattack. 

We have received enough of our new transportation so that with proper 
planning I am convinced that we can move all of our reserves. With the comple- 
tion of our field fortifications we shall make small changes in our plan so as to 
make more reserves available. 

Third phase, the maneuver proper — Repelling of a Serious Attack. The 
situation was based on the theory that a serious enemy attack against Oahu 
would be possible only under the following conditions: 

Our fleet would be either absent or very greatly inferior. 

Our air force would be destroyed or very greatly inferior. 

Five enemy landings were made. The Navy furnished ships to simulate 
enemy transports and enemy naval ships. They did not make actual landings 
as the Marines were not available at that time. The 27th Infantry was employed 
to represent the enemy, being sent to landing places by train and motors. 
Landings .were made at widely dispersed places on the island. The situation 
was developed so that our forces were rather widely dispersed in driving off 
the four minor landings and had to be moved rapidly for a general counter- 
attack when the main enemy threat developed. The situation was built up by 
the destruction of our large guns so that the Harbor Defense troops in the 
later phase of the exercise manned 3" and 6" secondary armament which are 
not normally manned on account of the lack of personnel. In the final phase the 
Harbor Defense troops were required to take over one sector of beach defense 
to release Infantry .for the main attack. Likewise air personnel which were 
available through almost complete destruction of our planes were used for 
anti-sabotage work and finally to take over a short sector of beach defense. 
155-mm guns and Antiaircraft batteries were moved from their usual positions 
and missions and acted as Army artillery in support of the main attack. 

I feel that we put across the necessity for organization of the ground and for 
mobility. Some time later we expected to have a maneuver without any warning 
whatever to the troops. But will wait until after the organization of our air 
defense command, the construction of division, wing and air defense C. P.’s, 
which have been authorized, and probably for the completion of the 13 we^s 
training of the selectees which will be call^ on July 1st.

Dear General Mabshaix: On April 14th I submitted a letter recommendiug 


the establishment of a new air field between Kipapa and Waikakalua gulches on 
the Island of Oahu. This field is more important to us than any of the other 
recommended as they were on outlying islands. This field, was selected after a 
very thorough search of the whole island on the part of tltb Air Corps, General 
Martin considers it the only suitable place on the Island of Oahu. I agree with 
him fully. On July 4th I received a wire from the War Department stating that 
this site for the field was not approved and recommending the reconsideration of 
Kahuku Point. On July 7th I replied to the wire stating that I considered Kahuku 
Point Impossible from a tactical point of view owing to the fact that it had prac^ 
tlcally no protection from Harbor Defenses and would be subject to raids by 
small landing parties. This data I forwarded to the Adjutant General a complete 
study of all air fields considerecl. with a map showing existing Army and Navy 
Fields, as well as those considered and discarded. I am enclosing copies of all 
the correspondence, as well as a copy of the map, in order that It may be inun®’ 
<liately available to you. I consider It important that we get a decision on this 
matter at the earliest practical moment since General Martin tells me that planes 
for the 15th Group may arrive at almost any time. 

I am afraid that someone in the Office of the Chief of Air Corps who has beeu 
out here is considering Kahuku Point purely from the point of view of technical 
flying and is giving no consideration whatsoever to its tactical location. I would 
not bother you with this unless I felt that it was a matter of prime imporance

Dear General Mapsh ml : Continuing our cooperation with the Navy I have 
arranged with Admiral Kimmel to have all Navy air fields oln Hawaii and outlying 
islands extended wherever possible so as to provide for landing of B-lTs. With 
very few exceptions this is going to be practicable. 

I am enclosing copies of Admiral Kimmers instructions on this matter and also 
copies of our orders and Naval orders to effect the use of Navy fields by Army 
planes and Army fields by Navy planes. The matter is a little more simple from 
the point of view of the Artny than the Navy inasmuch as we can use their bo®bi 
but our bombs cannot be used by the Navy without an additional attachment I 
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We are now experimenting to see if we can manufacture locally such an attach* 
ment. When the fields are completed at Midway, Wake, Palmyra and Johnston 
I think it will perhaps be a good idea to send a squadron of B-lTs to each island. 
I am sure that we can arrange with Admiral Kinnnel for the stationing of 
destroyers to guarantee the safety of the flight. 

Tomorrow we are carrying out an attack exercise with tanks. Infantry and 
artillery, supported by thirty-four Navy Dive Bombers. It is the flrst time I have 
had an opportunity to see the use of dive bombers directly in support of ground 
troops and 1 think this is perhaps true of all the oflBcers here. 1 am giWng an 
opportunity to as great a number of officers as possible to see this exercise.

Dbab GBNiHiLL Short : Your letter of July 11, has been received recommending 
the selection of Kipapa Field rather than the Kahuku Point Field as a base for 
fhe 15th Pursuit Group. The advantages and disadvantages of each site have 
been considered. As a result, I feel that the advantages of ^he Kahuku Point 
Field outweigh those of the Kipapa Field sufficiently to result in my decision to 
establish the base on Kahuku Point. 

The following factors are among those having a bearing upon my decision i 
a. Low clouds and ground mist frequently obtain over the Wheeler Field — 
Kipapa area, while at the same time on the north shore of Oahu visibility condi- 
tions are good. It is believed tactically unsound to place two pursuit groups 
In an area subject to the same adverse weather conditions. Pursuit operations 
in defense of Oahu would be seriously hampered during such weather conditions. 
Belection of the Kahuku Point site places one group in a location where relatively 
favorable weather may exist when the reverse is true in the Kipapa area. 

ft. The close proximity of two Army and two Navy air bases in the Schofield 
Barracks — Pearl Harbor area has resulted in a situation under present condi- 
tions which necessitates continuous coordination and control of air trafRc in the 


interests of safety. The addition of a fifth air base in this area will appreciably 
aggravate this situation. 

I feel sure that the Naval authorities comprehend fully the importance of 
adequate air defense of the Oahu Naval installation and [41] accordingly, 
will entertain favorably any proposal which will implement the efficiency of such 
defense. I hope, therefore, that they will be agreeable to our proposal to estab- 
lish an air base at Kahuku Point to the extent of releasing any claim they may 
have previously established to any part of the area Involved.

Dear General Short: The mimeographed standard operating procedure for 
the Hawaiian Department, dated July 14, has Just come to my attention and I 
am particularly concerned with missions assigned to air units. For instance, 
the Hawaiian Air Force, among other things, is assigned the mission of defending 
Schofield Barracks and all air fields on Oahu against sabotage and ground at- 
tacks ; and with providing a provisional battalion of 500 men for military police 
1 toty. 

This seems inconsistent with the emphasis we are placing on air strength in 
Hawaii, particularly in view of the fact that only minimum operating and mainte- 
nance personnel have been provided. As a matter of fact, we are now in process 
-of testing the organisation of airbase defense battalions, consisting tentatively 
of a rifle company and two antiaircraft batteries, designed for the specific pur- 
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po8e of relieving the air maintenance people from ground missions of tbis kind 
at locations where there are no large garrisons for ground defense, as there ire 
in Hawaii. 

I wish you would give this your personal consideration.

Dear Qknebal Marshall : I have your letter of October 10th with reference 
to the use of men of the Air Force on other than strictly air duties. At the Ume 
our tentative Standing Operating Procedure was put out the Air Corps had 7^ 
men. Full Combat details and all overhead required only 3,835 men for the 
planes and organizations actually on hand. This left a surplus of 3,344 men with 
no assigned duties during Maneuvers. One of the main reasons for the aasipi’ 
ment was to give these men something to do during the Maneuvers. Another 
reason was the belief that any serious threat of an enemy ground attack (f 
Oahu could come only after destruction of our Air Forces. The fact that our 
iHanes had been destroyed would not mean that all the men had been put out of 
action. It is probable that several thousand men would still be left and it woali) 
not look plausible to have them sit down and do nothing while Infantrymen were 
detailed to protect them and their alr'fields. The training after the first t»o 
weeks takes up only about four hours per month of their time. It seems to me 
that they should continue to be trained as Riflemen in the immediate defense of 
air fields. As regards their u.se as Military Police that was not correct. The 
plan was to use them for guarding certain essential utilities, which did not re 
quire team training. However, this will be unnecessary as the Legislature bu 
just passed the Home Guard Bill, which will go into effect very soon. They wiU 
be able to take over guarding of all essential utilities, hi^way bridges, rtiiroid 
bridges, etc. 

If It is not desired to train Air Corps men for tbelr own protectlou and fbr tie 
final defense of the air fields I would like to be so advised.

Dear Short: With reference to your letter of October 14, I can undemtrHi 
your motives in giving ground defense training to Air Corps personnel which it 
present are excess for the equipment provided. However, the present rate of 
expansion of the Air Force is such that they are having considerable dilficoltj 
in obtaining experienced maintenance men and it Is Important that they he 
permitted to concentrate on the twimical training of all potential mechanic*, 
regardless of available equipment. Also, it is equally important tlmt they otlH* 
ail available time on this specdalfRwl training and the men not be left witboit 
assigned duties particularly during the maneuver iierlod. 

I suggest that you prepare a separate phase of your alert plan based on the 
assumption that the Air Force has been destroyed and a hostile landing effected. 
This plan could provide for the use of the necessary Air Corps personnel for 
ground defense and afford a means of Indoctrinating them in ground defenw 
tactics. It should, however, for the present at least, be subordinated to their 
own spet'fflc training requirements. 

It would appear that the best policy would be to allow them to iH)ncentr8te 
technical Air Corps training until they have completed their expansion progn® 
and [4^] have their feet on the ground as far as their primary mwoali 
concerned. War Department Training Circular 47. which was issued July » 
1941, can be accepted as a guide except in extreme situation.

To give you a further view of the special circuiastances, we have been pressed 
by the Navy to provide more security for the Fleet that has been gathering at 
Manila. They have added one or two major vessels, old large cruisers, I believe. 
Some time back they added some modern submarines but there was not an AA 
gun to defend the Cavite anchorage. Not one. And that put Admiral Hart out 
there in a very embarrassing, if not careless, position, particularly as the JVipa- 
nese were coming In with a new plane of remarkable spc^, 360 mps and climbing 
ability and heavy gun armament, 6 guns, two of which are 20 mm. The planes 
out there are well under 300 (ml. per hour). 

We have a very archaic plan in the Philippines at the present moment, atnd I 
have described the AA situation to Admiral Hart. Under those conditions we 
have al)8tracted 18 guns, gotten them out of organisations (very quietly) in 
order to get them out to the Philippines. That is no complete defense. It Is 
only a very small fraction but it is something. It has the effect of boosting 
morale ami of preventing the Japanese planes from just being contemptuous in 
their approach. Just as we got it arranged, the Navy wanted equipment for 
some battalions to go to Wake, Midway and another Island where they have to 
have AA, They took 16 of the gufis and left us with 2. We have no more deliv- 
eries until July, so all we can send out are 4 unless we take them away from 
troops, but that is a dilemma. 

Out in Hawaii the Fleet is anchored but they have to be prepared against any 
surprise attack. I don’t say any probable attack but they have to be prepared 
against a surprise attack from a trick ship or torpe<lo planes. Our whole Navy 
power in general is concentrated there; they can’t cruise for next six months. 

We are pretty well off In AA S'' guns out there ; we are not so well off in the 
.50 caliber. 

But when it came to planes, we onlv had 36. of which 19 could cruise 292 miles 
an hour, with only four guns, two .Ws and two .Sffs. With the new Japanese 
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plane you can see the situation there. So we aiTanged to send 31 more F3^ 
to reinforce the 16. (Supposed to have 1£0.) The carrier is to comebadtoi 
March 15 and then for the first time we give them the most modern plaQe-t]» 
P-40D, with six guns, two of which are .50 caliber speed 360 miles, leakprorf 
tanks and armore: not as rapid to climb as the Japanese plane. 50 of tboie 
will go on the 15th no the carrier from San Diego to Honolulu to safeguard the 
Fleet.

General Mauihorgne said that another question has to do with change in 
priorities; these pursuit people can’t work without their detectors and if the 
situation is such that you need guns for the protection of the Navy somewhenf 
in Hawaii, that you are going to have change priorities and get some aircraft 
warning units mobilized. 

Gen. Marshall said we are on that right now. 

Gen. Moore said that we are making a complete study of that whole question 
on aircraft warning and also with reference to priorities and where we tit? 
going to establish this service first. The question came up in connection with 
the Alaskan aircraft warning service. 

Gen. Marshall said that with reference to priorities, he had put the cards od 
the table with Admiral Stark and said, where do you want it. The protection of 
the Fleet is of major consideration. He said that Admiral Stark was quite 
embarrassed. When the next planes come out over and above the .50 didl 
planes. It is a question of where they go, to Panama or the Philippine Islands 
That will be up to the Navy. “I am going to allow them to practically delate 
where those planes should go until we reach a certain degree of security." We 
haven’t any modern medium bombers. They are Just beginning to come off tltf 
line. The question is where do they go. That is a Navy decision, for the prot(!^ 
tion of the Fleet, and at the present time for the protection of our shores, i 
don’t think they want the first ones in Manila. They will probably say that tbpy 
want them first in Hawaii. Then how many in Panama. The Navy caa 
tell us. Those priorities will all have to b? solved in terms of protection of tbp 
Navy in the Immediate situation.

To Hawaii and Panama — 
sufficient strength to meet a two-carrier attack. To Puerto Rico — one pursuit 
* group and two bomber groups. Second priority: The equipment for an emergency 
force to South and Central America — three groups of heavy or medium bombers, 
two groups of light bombers, and two groups of intercept.

centers. If we make the normal assignments to staff echelons, we will have 
y less than 100 officers with 2 years service to distribute over 34 groups. With 
i respect to planes, we have 500 combat types for instance. With regard to the 

- P-36 we had to get 31 to send to Hawaii, it took all we had (71) to get the 31 out, 
i due to repairs, ships on the ground, etc. The backbone of our present airplane 
V strength is the B-18 of which we have 140. Of the 193 P-40s we now have only 
r 175, many are out of commission for lack of spare parts. We have 60 B-17s, 

also 4 P39a and 5 A-20A. We are also short of spare parts. Although we have 
on paper about 500 planes, I doubt that we could put 300 in the air. 

General Arnold. The 25 group program is supposed to be completed by July 
1941; the 54 group by April 1942. 

General Emmons. With regard to sending equipment on foreign service It 
wculd be a mistake to send new planes over-seas until the defects inherent with 
new materiel have been ironed out. We have changes on the 50 P-40Bs to go to 
Hawaii, probably won’t make much difference except with the engine. 

General Brett. The engine is improving all the time. The P-40D has a new 
engine. 

Chief of Staff. How about the Air Depot in Hawaii? 

General Emmons. It functions very well. 

General Arnold. With regard to this shortage of parts, we are going to have to 
manufacture parts in the depots — we used to do it before. 

General Brett. The shortage in parts is due to the fact that we have pushed 
the plane manufacturers so far the planes that they have been forced to neglect, 
in a measure, the production of spare parts. 

General Emmons. With regard to organization equipment, we are in pretty 
good shape. The only shortage is in cameras and octants. With regard to the 
alkcation, I don’t know what to say. With regard to a tactical point, Hawaii 
has a peculiar situation — pursuit is of little value at night, at which time — due 
V to phosforesence in the water — primary targets, dry-docks, the fleet, etc., stand 
out on the darkest night. They will have no warning service until they get 
detectors and pursuit would be useless. I would have long range bombers and 
not send pursuit, but bombers.

Subject : Dispersion and Protection of Aircraft, Hawaiian Department. 

I. DI8CI788I0N 

1. The Commanding General, Hawaiian Department, recommends (Tab A| 
that $1,565,600 be allotted his department as soon as possible to initiate the 
installation of dispersed protective bunkers for 263 pursuit ships and 95 bombers 
at Wheeler and Hickam Fields. The Chief of Engineers concurs (Tab B| in the 
principle of providing such protection and recommends an initial allotment of 
$1,000,000 with a view to providing necessary balances when costs are more 
fully determined. 

2. The Chief of the Air Corps urges (Tab C) the construction of similar pro- 
tective bunkeis, to Include gas proofing and bombproof shelters for crews, for 
170 pursuit ships and 83 bcmbers. these being the total number of airplanei 
presently visualized as an attainable objective in Hawaii within a reasonabk 
time. The gas proofing visualized consists of an impregnated covering provided 
with collective protector units to keep out gas. He states that such revetmentt 
should be located at the “battle stations'* of airplanes dispersed at present and 
projected airdromes in the Hawaiian Islands. He recommends that $1.955000 
for the construction of gas proof revetments in the Hawaiian Islands be Included 
in estimates now being prepared pending receipt and approval of estimates re- 
vised to Include gas proofing for 253 airplanes. 

3. War Plans Division believes: 

a. That the danger of sustained air attack against air fields in Hawaii fros 
carrier based aviation is not serious. On the other hand, the relatively small 
sum required per airplane to provide protection against bomb attack la un- 
doubtedly Justified in any locality where heavy air attacks are envisaged. 

b. That gas attacks against air fields in the Hawaiian Islands are not probaWe 
and, if encountered, reasonable protection can be secured through themedlmnof 
impregnated clothing and gas masks. Accordingly, the gas proofing of revetments 
as proposed by the Chief of the Air Corps is not concurred in. 

c. That the construction of splinter-proof shelters within the walls of the 
revetment for the protection of crews against splinters will be relatively inex- 
pensive and should be a standard Item of construction where revetments are to 
he built. Bombproof shelters for Individuals in battle positions are not bellewd 
Justified. 

n. AcmoN BBcoiiiCENuem 

1. That the construction of revetments in the Hawaiian Department for 10 
four engine bombardment, 13 light bombardment and 170 pursuit airplanei be 
approved. 

2. That the Commanding General, Hawaiian Department, be directed to sub- 
mit revised estimates covering the construction of these revetments Incorporat- 
ing splinter-proof shelters for the plane crews. 

3. That the Chief of the Air Corps be authorised to include funds in the amount 
of $1,358,000 for this purpose in the next estimates to be prepared, subject to 
correction in amount on receipt of revised estimates from the CJommandlng Gen- 
eral, Hawaiian Department. 

4. That, if approved, these papers be returned to War Plans Division for far 
ther necessary action.

Subject: Martinique. 

" , General Marshall : In the light of statements made In the Sunday papers with 
^ reference to Dakar and Martinique, I had the plans checked immediately. The 
plan provides for 2,800 Marines, with the necessaiy landing equipment to make 
the Initial landing, follow^ed by the 1st Division. The Marines have the necessary 
landing equipment for their troops. They will be opposed by 4.000 to 5,000, 50% 
effective, troops. About 50 officers of the Martinique garrison will fight, including 
the Admiral. The G-3 of the force Is very pro-American. The French cruiser in 
Martinique is a first class cruiser ship with a top speed of 40 knots. 

The Secretary of War asked whether she was In good condition, and was in- 
formed that she was. 

General Marshall indicated that It would take about ten days for the Navy to get 
boats for the 1st Division. He further Indicated that it was primarily a Naval 
mission, but that Army Air should participate, both for the help It could give and 
the experience it would gain. He indicated that the B-18’s in Puerto Rico would 
be staged at St. Croix. Puerto Rico is almost 400 miles from Martinique, 
y" General Marshall then indicated that there were now in the United States 
14 B-17’8 of the most modern type which he thought should not be sent out of the 
country in view of the current situation. These had been withheld from the 
. 4 Hawaiian Department contingent. 

- The Secr etary of War asked if this would affect the impregnability of Hawaii. 

General Marshall said that It would not. He further said that we need some 
B-lTs (but not of the most modem type) in Panama, and that he is recommend- 
ing that 9 be sent there, 'nils matter is under consideration. 

General Arnold. There are now available 50 B-17’8 without leak-proof tanks 
and without armor. 

General Marshall. High bombing is possible in the Caribbean area, due to 
weather conditions, and these ships without leak-proof tanks could be effectively 
used there.

d. Reduction of equipment of Remaining Army Forces below Is impossible 
without seriously lowering morale and retarding development of new nnita 
Additional Defense Aid matdriel from this source can be obtained only by redoc 
tion in number of units. 

[5] a. Summarizing, no appreciable increase in Defense Aid items desired 
by the British can be realized except by eliminating units of l^mainder of 
Army. 

4. Future Requirements. 

By 1943, Nazis may dominate Europe from Urals to Iberian Peninsula tod 
from Scandinavia to North Africa. Germany's war machine may comprise 400 
divisions. Collapse of Russia, Elngland, offensive tactics by Japan and 
erent attitude in Latin America are possibilities. We must prepare to ineet 
these eventualities. 

Our broad concept of encircling Germany and closing in on her step by 
Is the only practical way of wearing down here war potential by military and 
economic pressure. In the final decisive phase we must come to grips with and 
annihilate the German military machine. Forces deemed necessary at this liin^ 
to acc*ompll8h role of ground units in supreme effort to defeat Germany com- 
prise five field armies of about 215 divisions (infantry foot, armored, motoriicd, 
airborne, mountain and cavalry). If the United States remains committed to 
the policy of defeating Germany, making an all-out effort mandatory, then we 
must build toward these forces as rapidly as possible. To seize and hold the 
Initiative we must have forces available for employment at the time and 
of our own choosing, not Hitler’s. Any reduction ol our present forces mty 
result In fatal delay. Time is required for the training of forces in the techniq^ 
of modem war. VFe are already late. We must not abandon present gahw and 
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we should push on with unremitting effort. Furthermore, suddni basic changes 
of policy are seldom justified in prolonged efforts, and are devastating to organ- 
, i*ed effort. The “long view” is essential to our Interests. In other words to 
. shift our national objectives by the reduction of our army at the present time 

— ■ might well be disastrous. Certainly the momentary encouragement it would give 

the Russian and British governments, would be far outweighed by the positive 
indications it would give to the Oerman government, that they need not fear 
^ . «n eventual onslaught of ground forces. 

— 5. Conclusions. 

No appreciable Increase in items of equipment especially needed by the British 
— ■' (AA guns, armored vehicles and ships) will result from any reduction of Army 
ground forces, which can be justified by the present international situation. ^

Subject: Comment on the report of the American-Dutch-Brltisb Conversations, 
Singapore, April, 1941. (Short title “A. D. B.”) 

Beferences: (a) United States— British Staff Conversations, ABC-1, 

1. Ton are directed to advise the British Chiefs of Staff that the Chief of 
Naval Operations and the Chief of Staff regret that they are unable to approve 
the subject report, because in several major, as well as numerous minor, partic- 
ulars, it is at variance with reference ( a ) . 

2. The major differences between the two reports may be summarised as 
follows: 

(a) The Singapore report contains political matters which must be omitted 

from this military agreement. The Chief of Naval Operations and the Chief 
of Staff are unable to recommend approval, as being beyond the scope of their 
authority, such political proposals as are contained in paragraphs 6, 8, 25, 26, 
27, and 78. These should be taken up by the political departments of the gov- 
ernments, should these departments deem it possible to arrive at definite agree- 
ments. ^ _ 

(b) The scope of the naval strategic matters discussed is too broad. The 
Singapore report aims to set up a new intermediate command not envisaged by 
ABC-1. The “Eastern Theater,” and the “Commander in Chief, Far Eastern 
Fleet,” though not mentioned in ABC-1, form the basis for the naval strategic 
concept in the ADB Report [2] Under ABC-l, the United States proposed 
to commit its Naval forces in the Far Eastern Area, except such forces as w»e 
operating in the defense of the Philippines, to British naval strategic direction 

; only for employment in the Far Eastern Area. The United States has not agreed, 

; and does not at this time propose to agree, to enter into any commitment for the 
i employment of the naval forces of the U. S. Asiatic Fleet in areas outside of the 
! Far Eastern Area, except as to limited operations having a direct relation to 
; those in the Far Eastern Area. Should it become necessary in the future to 
I retire from that area, further plans may then be concerted. This subject Is dis- 
' cussed in detail in a subsequent paragraph. 

(c) There is apparent a failure by the Delegates to appreciate the great 
’ strategic importance of holding the Netherlands East Indies, and particularly 

\ Sumatra and Java, and preventing enemy use of and Loubok Straits. It 

i will be impossible to hold Singapore if these Dutch Islands are captured by 
. Japan. 

'[ (d) At British Inslstance during the ABC conversations the following was 

* inserted in paragraph 11 (b) of the Report: 

“A permanent feature of British strategic Policy is the retention of a 
position In the Far East such as will insure the cohesion and security of the 
British Commonwealth and the maintenance of its war effort.” 

In other exchanges during the ABC conversations the British Delegates empha- 
sized repeatedly their view that the retention of the general line of the Malay 
Barrier was vital to the continued security of the United Kingdom Itself. Never- 
theless, the Chief of Naval Operations and the Chief of Staff note in Appendix 1 
of the ADB Report that, of forty-eight British naval vessels available in the 
“Eastern Theater,” only three British vessels are to operate in the vicinity of 
the Malay Barrier. No British vessels whatsoever are committed to the naval 
defense of the 'Barrier against Japanese naval forces advancing southward, nor 
to offensive operations designed to close the passages of the Barrier to the pas- 
sage of Japanese raiders. All British naval forces are assigned to escort and 
patrol work, most of them at great distances from the position which the British 
Chiefs of Staff have-asserted to be “vital.” It may be pointed out that the naval 
defense of this position is entrusted, by the ADB Report, solely to United States 
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and [3] Dutch forces. Bven the British Force II would not be placed I 
In a position to operate offensively. It would only he during Phase II, which | 
contemplates sending a strong British Fleet to the Far East, that British oanl 
forces would be employed in a planner which might support the defense of the 
Malay Barrier. Since the eventual despatch of a strong British Fleet to the 
Fhr East is considered problematical, the Chief of Naval Operations and the 
Chief of Staff advise you that, until such time as a plan is evolved wberehi , 

British naval forces take a predomipant part in the d^ense of the British poll- > 

tion in the Far East Area, they will be constrained to withdraw their agreement 
to permit the United States Asiatic Fleet to operate under British strate^c dlre^ 
tion in that Area. 

(e) The ABD Report contravenes the agreement set forth in paragraph 14 
(f) of the reference. The Chief of Naval Operations cannot agree to pmsit 
aviation forces of the United States Navy to operate for other than naval pD^ 
poses, or to be placed under other than naval command. It is particularly inr 
portant, in the case of a naval force of inferior strength, to have available ntvil 
aviation units which are well trained in naval operations. 

(f) After conclusion of the ABC conversations the Chief of Naval Operatiooi 
and the Chief of Staff advised the British Chiefs of Staff of their desire that, u 
soon as practicable, delegates be assembled in Singapore for the purpose of 
drawing up a practical operating plan for the Far Blast Area in accordance with 
the ABC agreements. Their view was that a plan should be gotten ready to 
immediate use in case of eventualities. The report of ADB conversations can- 
not be considered as a practical operating plan. In it, proposed United States , 
operations in the Philippines are clearly outlined. Dutch plans are fairly ded- 
nite. British plans may be approximately deduced only from the deployment 
proposed in Appendix 1. There is no strategic operating plan set forth for oper* 
ations in common by the ^three Powers involved. The ADB Report cannot take 
the place of such a plan, and the opinion is entertained that, until such a {dan 

is drawn up, the cooperative effort of the Associated Powers in the Far East Area 
will be largely ineffective. 

[4] 3. The Chief of Naval Operations and the Chief of Staff can see no 
particular advantage in establishing the ''Eastern Theater," and appointing a new 
British Commander termed the "Commander in Chief, FAR EASTERN FLEET." 

It is suggested that the same purposes could be served by giving appropriate 
authority to the British Conunander in Chief„Chlna, and have that oflScer, familiar 
with the general situation, continue to exercise direction even after the arrival 
on that station of additional British naval forces. It Is agreed that there is no 
objection to giving this officer general strategic control of the various Brldah 
naval stations in the Indian Ocean and the China Sea, but the estabUshmeat 
of an officer in a superior echelon, in command of all is considered of question- 
able value. The Chief of Naval Operations and the Chief of Staff are disposed 
to discuss this matter further, if so requested by the British Chiefs of Staff, but 
question the present utility of such discussion, in view of the length of time before 
it would be practicable to establish such an office. 

4. Details of the subject report which either vary from ABC-1, or appear to 
be unacceptable for other reasons, are indicated below. The numbers retored to 
are the paragraph numbers of the report. 

3 (a) : The operating plan should be confined to the plan for the Far East 
Area, rather than for the "Eastern Theater." 

4: This paragraph does not give sufficient emphasis to the security of tbe 
Dutch position, nor to the necessity for the greatest possible degree of offensive 
operations. Attention In this connection is invited to the naval tasks set forth 
In paragraph 35, Annex 3, ABC-1. It is not agreed that Japanese expeditlODS 
against the Netherlands East Indies can be outflanked from Luzon if such ex- 
pi^itions go south via the protected line of the Pelews. This latter remark applies 
also to paragraph 13. 

13: As Indicated in previous correspondence, the usefulness of Hong Kong 
depends on its ability to contain Japanese blockade forces, as that base to 
unlikely to be usable for naval base purposes. 

17: The opinion Is held that, if the Pelews line of southward movement to 
taken by the Japanese, the early capture of Borneo and the northern line of 
the Dutch Islands is essential to a serious Japanese attempt against Java. 

[5] 29 : With respect to strengthening the defenses of Luzon, the conference 
aoparently failed to give appropriate importance to paragraph 18 (d> of reference 
/aL Because of the greater needs of other strate^c areas, the United States to 
not now able to provide any considerable additional reeaforcement to the PhUlp- 
pines. Under present world conditions it la not considered posslUe to 
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to launch a strong offensive from the Philippines. The United States is taking 
st^ to strengthen the defenses of the Philippines through improving the quality 
ot native troops, and by providing additonal modem material. 

32: This subject was discussed during the ABC conversations, and decision 
iw.' reached to forego inclusion of it in the report, as the right is sovereign. Reference 
• ' ' to it should be omitted from the ADB Report. 

S5: (last subparagraph) — The establishment of a combined staff, (presumably 
.rvi for all Services and all Powers), in Singapore is not considered advisable, there 
*:« being no agreement, nor possibility of agreement, for a single commander of all 
of the military forces of the Associated Powers. Appropriate liaison should, of 
course, be established. Existing liaison for the purposes indicated is considered 
■iSi adequate, so far as the United States Is concerneo. 

y V 38 and 39: These paragraphs cannot be accepted as to United States naval 
r 0 aircraft, for the reason given previously. 

41: This paragraph should be omitted as it has already been covered by refer- 
ence (a). It differs in certain respects from that reference. The United States 
does not agree that the United States Pacific Fleet must under all circumstances 
‘ , ,5 be e<iual in strength to the Japanese Fleet. 

42: The matter of cooperation in the Tasman Sea between the United States 
. Pacific Fleet and the British Naval Forces has been clarified in other cor- 
respondence. 

" 45 and 46 : This is not in accord with ABC-1, which requires that the Associated 
, Powers, except in an emergency, will exercise command over their own forces. 
' United States Naval Forces would not be “released” to British operation, in the 
sense in which paragraph 46 is construed, but would be assigned appropriate 
strategic tasks, derived from those listed In ABC-1, under the strategic direction 
of the British Commander In Chief. China. 

' 47: As previously indicated, the small part which is proposed for British Naval 

Forces in the Far East Area is not acceptable. This and succeeding paragraphs 
- ' “ should be clarified. 

[^] 53, 54 and 55 : Since this plan should apply particularly to the Far East 

Area, the details listed in these three paragraphs cover too wide a scope. 

57 :*Thi 8 paragraph seems rather indefinite. 

61, 62, 63, and 64 : It is suggested that reference to Phase II might be omitted 
: from the present consideration, since plans as to operations in that Phase must 

necessarily be highly speculative at this time. 

Appendix II: United States naval aircraft should be listed under the United 
States Asiatic Fleet. Subparagraph ( d) is not acceptable as regards United States 
naval aviation. 

1 : ’'■* 5. If further conferences are to be held in Singapore for drawing up an opera t- 

^ ing plan for the Associated Powers, it is suggested that the conference would 
have its work simplified were its deliberations to be guided by an agenda which 
had been agreed upon in advance between the United States, the United King- 
dom, and the Government of the Netherlands East Indies. Therefore, you will 
inform the British Chiefs of Staff that, after they have had sufficient opportunity 
- to give further study to this matter, the Chief of Naval Operations and the (!Jhirf 
of Staff will be pleased to entertain suggestions which they may have to offer 
with respect to such an agenda.

Mr. Hayter, First Secretary of the British Embassy, 
called on an officer of this Division this afternoon and 
stated that the British Anibassador in Tokyo had raised the 
question whether endeavor should not be made to effect 
an arrangement with the Japanese Government under which , 
in the event of British-Japanese hostilities > British and 
Japanese officials and nationals in the territory of the 
other would be withdrawn or exchanged. TIr. Hayter did 
not know whether the British Ambassador in Tokyo had in 
mind an arrangement designed also to be effective as 
regards l^nohuria and japanese-voecupied areas of China. 

Mr. Hayter stated that the British Foreign Office, before 
acting in the matter, desired that the British Embassy 
discuss it with the Department with a view to learning 
our views. 

Although it is possible that the Japanese Government 

would not be willing to enter into such an arrangement, 

especially with regard to liianohuria and occupied areas of 

China, it is believed that, for the sake of the personal 

safety 
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safety of Amerlcait officials and other Afflarican natlonalSi 
It would be advisable for this Government as well ad the 
British to attempt to make stxch arrenwi^efflentr ^ch attaapt 
ml^ht, at this^ time* be advisable also in that it would be 
definite Indication to the Japanese Governnent of the iim* 
ness of the American position In the present crisis end 
would be one means of impressing upon the Japanese aoireriUBeot 
the seriousness with which we view the present situation. 

It is our opinion that, if endeavor is made to effect 
such an arrangement earnest effort should be made to haTe 
included within its scope both the occupied areas in china 
and Manchuria, It seems to us that there is a fair possi- 
bility that American officials and other nationals in 

japan would, in case of hostilities between Japan and this 
would 

country,/ receive reasonably correct treatment (although 
such treatment in the case of nationals placed in concent 
tration camps would naturally, because of the lower standard 
of living in Japan, involve much more physical disoonfort 
than would be the case in this country). On the other hand 
it is likely that our officials in Manchuria, who have 
no offiolal status vis-a-vis the •’Menchukuo* regime, 
and our nationals there as well as our officials and

nationals in occupied areas of China, might receive eitreaely 
harsh treatment especially as the Japanese military 
authorities in control of those areas are to be classed 
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in general among the extremists andl are in general 
anti-American. 

The proposed agreement would seem necessarily to 
envisage assent on the part of this Government to the 
withdrawal from United States territory of a number of 
Japanese subjects many times as great as the number of 
American nationals in territory controlled or occupied 
by Japan. 

The officer of this Division on whom !fr, Hayter 
called informed Mr. Hayter that the matter would be 
brought to the attention of the high officers of the 
Department and that the British Embassy would be informed 
as soon as it was possible to reach a conclusion. It is 
suggested that, if it is decided that endeavor will be 
made to effect the suggested arrangement, the American 
approach to the Japanese Government be made independently 
of the British.

Fosbton Minister Matsuoka in the Presence w the Reich Foseign MiNism 
AND OF THE MINISTER OF STATe MeISSNER IN BERLIN ON THE 4tH OP APtll^ 1941 

Matsuoka further mentioned, that he was induced to make those endearonn 
for peace particularly In view of the personality of Cardinal CASPARL 
Furthermore he had endeavoured to convince the POPE, that the United States 
and particularly the American President prolonged the war in Europe and In 
China. It was not the question to determine, if America or its President were 
right or wrong. They certainly had their dednlte reasons for their policy. Not- 
withstanding the question of right or wrong one had to state the fact that they 
prolonged the war in Europe and in China. In regard to China he tried to 
convince the POPE, that Japan was not fighting the Chinese or China herrelf, 
but merely the Bolshevism whichr threatened to spread in China and in the 
entire far East. It is regretful that America and England sided with Bolsherlm 
The FUEHRER interrupted that both countries also sided in Spain with 
Bolshevism. 

Matsuoka then also expressed the request, that the FUEHRER should instruct 
the proper authorities In Germany to meet as broad-mindedly as possible the 
wishes of the Japanese Military Commission. Japan was in need of Gemian 
help particularly conc*erning the U-boat war fare, which could be given by mak- 
ing available to them the latest experiences of the war as well as the latent 
technical improvements and inventions. Japan would do her utmost to avoid a 
war with the United States. In case that the country should decide to attack 
Singapore, the Japanese navy, of course, had to be prepared for a fight with the 
United States, be'^ause in that case America probably would side with Great 
Britain. He (Matsuoka) personally believed, that the United States could la* 
restrained by diplomatic exertions from entering the war at the side of Great 
Britain. Army and Navy had, however, to count on the worst situation, that Is 
with war against America. They were of the opinion that such a war would 
extend for five years or longer and would take the form of guerilla warfare in 
the Pacific and would be fought out In the South Sea. For this reason tk 
German experiences in her guerilla warfare are of the greatest value to Japan. 
It was a question how such a war would best be conducted and how all the 
technical improvements of submarines, in all details such as periscope and such 
like, could best be exploited by Japan. 

To sura up, Matsuoka requested that the Fuehrer should see to It that the 
proper German authorities would place at the disposal of the Japanese th^ 
developments and inventions concerning navy and army, which were needed V 
the Japanese. 

The Fuehrer promised this and pointed out that Germany too considered fl 
coufiict with the United States undesirable, but that it had already inadeallo« 
ances for such a contingency. In Germany one was of the opinion that America? 
contributions depended upon the possibilities of transportation, and that this 
again Is conditioned by the available tonnage. Germany’s war against tonnage, 
however, means a decisive weakening not merely against England, but als^ 
!igainst America. Germany has made her preparations so. that no American 
could land In Europe. She would \2] conduct a most energetic light 
against America with her U-boats and her Luftwaffe,^ and due to her superior 
experience, which would still have to he acquired by the United States, she would 
be vastly superior, and that quite apart from the fact, that the German soldlet^ 
naturaHy ranks high above the American. 

In the further course of the discussion the Fuehrer pointed out, that German! 
00 her part would Immediately take the consequences. If Japan would get InvoKcd 
with the United States. It did not matter with whom the United States would 
first get Involved if with Germany or with Japan. They would always try io 
eliminate one country at a time, not to come to an understanding with the other 
Country subsequently, but to liquidate this one Just the same. Therefore Gerroan.r 
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would strike, as already mentioned, without delay in case of a conflict between 
Japan and America, because the strength of the tripartite powers lies in their 
,, Joined action, their weakness would be if they wouid let themselves be beaten 
individually. 

Matsuoka once more repeated his request, that the Fuehrer might give the 
necessary instructions, in order that the proper German authorities wouid place 
at the disposal of the Japanese the latest improvements and inventions, which 
are of interest to them. Because the Japanese navy had to prepare immediately 
for a conflict with the United States. 

‘ ^ As regards Japanese- American relationship, Matsuoka explained further that 
he has always declared in his country, that sooner or later a war with the United 
States would be unavoidable, if Japan continued to drift along as at present. In 
his opinion this conflict would happen rather sooner than later. His organization 
went on, why should Japan, therefore, not decisively strike at the right moment 
and^ake the risk upon herself of a fight against America? Just thus would she 
perhaps avoid a war for generations, particularly if she gained predominance in 
the South Seas. There are, to be sure, in Japan many who hesitate to follow 
those trends of thought. Matsuoka was considered in those circles a dangerous 

■ man with dangerous thoughts. He, however, stated, that, if Japan continued to 
walk along her present path, one day she would have to fight anyway and that 
this would then be under less favorable circumstances than at present. 

The Fuehrer replied that he could well understand the situation of Matsuoka,. 
’ because he himself was in similar situations (the clearing of the Raineland, 

' * declaration of sovereignity of armed Forces. He too was of the opinion that he 

had to exploit favorable conditions and accept the risk of an anyhow unavoidable 
FJ \ fight at a time when lie himself was still young and full of vigor. How right he 

'I' was In his attitude was proven by events. Europe now was free. He would not 

hesitate a moment to instantly reply to any widening of the war, be it my Russia, 
be it by America. Providence favored those who will not let dangers come to 
Tr them, but who will bravely face them. 

Matsuoka replied, that the United States or rather their ruling politicians had 
/ recently still attempted a last manoeuvre towards Japan, by declaring that 

'■vX America would not fight Japan on account of China or the South Seas provided 

ji’ that Japan gave free passage to the consignments of rubl>er and tin to America 
‘ " to their place of destination. However, America would war against Japan the 

1 ’ moment she felt that Japan entered the war with the Intention to assist In the 

.V' destruction of Great Britain. Such an argumentation naturally did not miss its 

s I' effect upon the Japanese, because of the education oriented on English lines which 

many had received. 

' The Fuehrer commented on this, that this attitude of America did not mean 

.'Tiv anything but that the United States had the hope^ that as long as the British 
• ii; ‘ World Empire existed, one day they could ad- [J] vance against Japan 
together with Great Britain whereas, in case of the collapse of the World Empire, 
they would be totally Isolated and could not do anything against Japan. 

^1- The Reich Foreign Minister interjected that the Americans precisely under all 
circumstances wanted to maintain the powerful position of England in East 
Asia, but that on the other hand it Is proved by this attitude, to what extent she 
fears a Joint action of Japan and Germany. 

. ^ Matsuoka continued that it seemed to him of Importance to give to the 
Fuehrer an absolutely clear picture of the real attitude inside Japan. For this 

■ ^ , reason he also hart to inform him regretfully of the fact that he (Matsuoka) 

;i In his capacity as Japanese Minister for Foreign Affairs could not utter In 
Japan itself a single word of all that he hart expounded before the Fuehrer and 
the Reich Foreign Minister regarding his plans. This wouid cause him serious 
damage in political and financial clrcie.s. Once before, he had committed the 
mistake, before he became Japanese Minister for Foreign affairs, to tell a 
close friend something about his intentions. It seems that the latter had spread 
these things and thus brought about all sorts of rumors, which he .as Foreign 
Minister had to oppose energetically, though as a rule he always tells the truth. 

* Under these circumstances he also could not indicate, how soon he could reiK)rt 
on the questions discussed to the Japanese Premier or to the Emperor. He would 
have to study exactly and carefully In the fl^st place the development In Japan, 
so as to make his decision at a favorable moment, to make a clear breast of 
hlB proper plans towards the Prince Konoye and the Emperor. Then the declsioD 
would have to be made within a few days, because the plans would otherwise be 
spoiled by talk. 
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Should MatBuoka, fall to carry out hlR intentions, that would be proof that 
he is lacking In Influence, in x>ower of conviction, and in tactical capabilitiea 
However, should he succeed, it would prove that he had great Influence in Japan 
He himself felt confident that he would succeed. 

On his return, being questioned, he would indeed admit to the Bmpror, the 
Premier and the Ministers for the Navy and the Army, that Singapore bad been 
discussed ; he would, however, state that it was only on a hypothetical baaia. 

Besides this Matsuoka made the express request not to cable in the matter 
of Singapore because he had reason to fear that by cabling something might leak 
out. If necessary he would send a courier. 

The Fuehrer agreed and assured after all, that he could rest entirely aasored 
of German reticence. 

Matsuoka reified he believed indeed in German reticence, but anfortooatdy 
could not say the same of Japan. 

The discussion was terminated after the exchange of some personal partini 
words.

While CNO agrees with you that November reports of a Japanese concentration

replies to your 031411 and gives CNO views as to the military aspects of the

vessels entering from north and east. Were this area declared dangerous to 
,, shipping the prohibition would apply to all merchant shipping of whatever 
nationality and to naval vessels of the United States and United Kingdom as 
well as to those of Japan.

At the ease tlse troop tranoporta end freighters are pouring con- 
tinually down fTos Japan and northern China coalt porta headed 
south, apparently for French Indo*China and Foneossi ports, 
ft^aent sovesenta to tho south appear to be carried out by ssall 
indlvidnal units, but the organisation of an extensive task force, 
now definitely Indicated, will probably take sharper fom in the 
next few days. To date this task force, under the consand of the 
Coaaander in Chief Second Fleet, appears to be eubdivided into 
two major iaek groups, one gradually concentrating off the 
Southeast Asiatic poaat, the other in the Mandates. SUch con- 
ertitutes a strong striking force of heavy and light cruisers, 
units of the Codblxied Air Force, destroyer and subsarlne 
aqusdrons. Although one division of battleships also may be 
aasipied, the major capital ship strength remains ^n home waters, 
as well as the greateat portion of the carriers. 

The equipment being carried south is a vast assortment, 
Including landing boats in considerable numbers. Activity in 
the Mandates, under nsval control, consists nibt only of large 
reinforcements of p€a*sonnel, aircraft, munitions but also of 
construction material with yard workm^, engineers, etc. 

D. The Chinese mittary Situation 

The Chinese are concentrating troops to defend the Burma Road. 
In position, or moving up for thle duty, are about 185,000 men, 
including China* I only mechanised units. Sklra^shing was reported 
during the period in north Honsn, south Hopei, Shantung, south 
Anhwei, near ShsAghai. and near Canton. 
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Folloirlivg ths frMSinf of tlw ground^ Oonaan offon- 
slve oporatlono have teen reeuned. 

Flnnieh Sytor - There i» evidence of renened 
preasuire tcmarde jHummsk, Kandalaksha and the White 
Sea. None of these objectives has teen reached to date. 
The situation along the Srir River and in the southern 
Karelian front renains unchanged. There has teen a 
resuaptioD of artillery action at Hangoe. 

North-Central Sector » The siege of Leningrad con-> 
tinues with no apparent change in the situation. The 
Kronstadt batteries are reported to be still active 
against the Finnish right flank on the Isttaious and 
against the Geman left flank engaged in the siege of 
Leningrad • 

Russian counter-attacks have prevented Ocnaan 
forces at Tlchvin, just east of the Tolkfaov River, froei 
effecting a Junotlon with Flxmlsh-Oexmn units In the 
Svlr River section. This leaves the Russian route to 
Leningrad via Lake Ladoga still open. 

The Ruasians claiA to have carried out counter- 
attacks in the vicinity of Novgorod, these attacks have 
had no visible results to date. 

Central Sscter - Oeraan assault against Moscoe has 
been resuaed ourlng the past 6-10 days. Oesplta bitter 
Russian resistance and inoeseant counter-attacks, the 
Oeraans have eade scae headeay north and south of the 
city. At Kalinin no appreciable shift in the lines has 
been apparent. Southeast of Kalinin the Russians have 
adaitted fighting near Klin, azkd the Geraans have offi- 
cially clained the capture of Solnechnogorsk, indicating 
considerable Oeraan penetration northaest of lloecov. 

The Russians adait being forced teck in the koshaisk 
sector. Another threat is developing at Tula, where 
the Russians report great Gerasn pressure.

■uat be ooag)leted irlth Oemany and Italy for S4|fs con* 
duct of the vessel. 

The Vichy govemesnt has protasted to London against 
the ci|>tare of a convoy of five French eerchant veeeels 
en route froa Madagaecar to France. The ETitlsh action 
was believed based on the possibility that the vessels 
carried tin and rubber froa French Indo*Oiina deetined 
for the Nasie. Vichy, however., denies that there was 
contr^and aboard. The li,576*ton freighter SKMhEVILLE 
wee reported dasuged by Royal Air Force planes on 
Noven^r 3, while in Tunisian territorial waters. 

It haa been reported that the BB RICHELIEU la noir 
looked upon, aa one of the fixed defenses of Dakar and 
that there is no intention of having it undergo trial 
runs.

Amulfo Arias is now in Mexico City. It is reported 
that he has been offered refuge in Canada, provided that 
he stays for a BlniiBun of three months- It is doubted 
that he will accept this offer, as moat of his feminine 
contacts appear to be in Latin America, a factor which 
has rsdically influenced his moveaients hitherto. 

The new gcverraent in Panama is still somewhat 
under the control of the national revolutionary party 
organiiad by Arnulfo Arias, and contains a nianber of 
high officials friendly to Ariaa, which inapires soiae 
doubts as to co.Ttinuous satisfactory cooperation flrom 
the new regime. 

Anibal Rios proposes to return to Panama to assert 
his claim as third designate to the Panamanian 
presidency. 

Colombia 

A coBiaittee of the Colombian Lagislature published 
on Hovamber 9 a report on the American Black List and 
specified that the report itself should be brought to 
the attention of the foreign officers of the other 
American Republics. The report is said to have asaerted 
that the Ikilted States Goverment critlcieed the Black 
List in the World War as being in violation of the law 
of nations, and implied that bribery and espionage by 
foreign servi.^e officials were Involved in the coaiplla- 
tion of the Blerk List and that the lists themeelvws 
are based on '■.cquisitive ambitions. 

Ecuador 

Ecuador has agreed to allow American naval vessels 
to operate from her waters, but has not publlclied 
the agreetaent, merely slating that patrols by Uhited 
States vessels in Bcuadorean waters had been authorized.

Dr. Rafael Larco Herrera, Vice President of Peru, 
arrived by plane from Rio in Buenos Airss on Noveaber li- 
lt seems significant that he has visited on his current 
trip the three countries which offered their good office* 
to ra>e8tabliBh peace between Peni and Ecuador. It is 
reported that he Intends to resaln several days In 
Buenos Aires and confer with Acting President CastlUoi 
the Foreign Mljaister, and other proednent officials. 

Vice President Larco provides a deaiocratlc wlndcw-dresslni 
for Peru to cover up the '^hlnd the scenes" totalitaj^tf 
nvrthods employed against Ecuador.

Eastern front - The second half of October aae 
the large dersnn offensive slomod down by strong local 
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Rur*sian opposition and inclement iTeather. 

Finnish Sector - Following tlie capture of rctro- 
zavodsk, on Lake Onega, Finnish forces have been advin:- 
ing northward along the Leningrad-! urra-nsk Halfway. 

Finnish colucn operating eastward out of Central rL':la'.d , 
has joined forces with the colurr. pushing north fron 
Petrozavodsk at a point near the northwest tip of La!:e 
Onega. The Finns are waiting for full winter leather, 
prior to reeurcing a vigorous offensive.

1« The Political situation - Ja;,an 

lith the advent of the Tojo Canlnet Japan swings back to 
closer Axis ties xmder the aegis of the Jingoistic aiilltary cllq^ue. Al- 
though Tojo's Cabinet retains a balance between the coer^p^rstivelj con- 
eenratlve Navy AeaA>ere «)d the sore radical Arvy there are reoalning a 
nxu&ber of old wheel horse politicians. The report that General To Jo ia 
filling the Hooe Minlsti^ and Nar Portfolios in addition to the Preoier- 
•hip irdicates clearly however that the Arqy intends to take the relna 
of the GovemiBent, md such being the case, the iritiaation is clear that 
positive action detrimental to United Gtates* interests say be expected. 

2. The Econoalc i^ituation - Japsa 

The basic weakness in Japan's economic situation is her lack 
of raw Batarials to feed her war industries. She depwide on overseas ia^ 
ports for 65< to lOCX of her supplies of nickel, cotton, rubber, niolybde- 
nuB, aluminum, lead, mercury, oil, tin, mica, iron; this depen leace is 
partly offset by stockpiles, particuli^rly oil, molybdenum and alu-.lnum, 
but existing stocks of other items are not sufficient to meet current 
rwquireaMnts for more than six months. A basic restriction on expansion 
of Japan's industries is the leek of machine tools, precision instriments, 
refinery installations, and workawn skilled In producing wid iristalling 
these items. The living etaxidards of Japan's industrial end agricultural 
workers reflect the condition of Japan's foreign trade, particularly the 
export of a ilk and the import of industrial raw materials. The steady 
decline of foreign trade has caused the living standards of the entire 
nation .to deteriorate. On the other hand, Ja;:an la ?7% self-sufficient in 
basic food items; in recent weeks, however, the government has ooi^leted 
elaborate plana for increased restriction of food consumption and for ad- 
mixture of aubatitote and synthetic foods and drinks; plans have been made 
•la© for nationwide distribution of 150,000,000 pieces of canned goods md 
for distributed storage of rice, biscuits, canned fish, and vegetablee. In 
brief, Japan is not prepared bo feed her war industries for a ;.‘eriod exceed 
ing six months if a blockade closes her main overseas routes; she Is pre- 
pared, however, to provide for m indefinite period staple food supplies.

China Proper. Three Halted objective Japanese offensives have been carried 
out or atteapted in China daring the laei oonth* Jipaneee planes continue si 
intensive boabli^ of points in unoccupied China* Japan shoes no indication of 
^ving up any Loportant points in China or relaidnf har efforts to emah Ue 
Chioi^ Kal^hak refioe. 

There are rou^^ly fifty thoueend Jipsneee troope in IndooChlna 
Theae units ere not disposed for an attack on Thailend. It la reportedi 
hoeever, that Japan plans to double this force in the near future end ease 
of these reenforceoents aigr have already arrived at Haiphong. 

The dry aeason in Thailand begins in November and lasts until 
/^ril. Japan launched her 1904 war against .’hisaia on Fabruary 1 and attacked 
Manchoukuo in late September. The Nipponeee seem to prefer winter enpal|Di 
in thle erea. This, both to the north end south, weether conditions are 
i'avorao.« to odliiary operations. In Jspsn Propsr« trainlAf of reserves coo- 
tinues. The maxi.Tiua of Japoiese osnpower is being placed on a war footing. 

4* The Naval Situation - Japan 

The naval forces of Japan may now be considered to oe fully 
laobllized for iaiBinent action. Ail forces not urgently required in the 
Uania’.es and the Asiatic continent hsve been called back to hooe wetere and 
during a period of recent marked inactivity extensive personnel changes have 
been carried out end mobilization plane probably completed. 

5 , The Uilitanr Situation - China 

' dhlang Xai-ehek has at least one million men under ares. There 
are al-aoet half as many guerrillas t>ack of the Japanese lines. Chins's ai^ 
lacks ill most ever>'thing except msnpower and small arms. It has practically 
no offensive striking power, but pojsessee considerable defensive strength, 
i or aiuiost three years the b i no-JapoTiese war has been a stalemate broken only 
by occasional liiaited Japanese offersiv-s designed to break up Chinese cor-cwi- 
tratlon.s close to Japanese llntis.

7. Thailmd

negLiglbla. However with British help they could give the Japanese a let of trout>le. 
At laaat it la believed that the conquest of Thai I and j aided by the British, 
would develop into a aajor odlitary caopalgn. It la not believed that Japan 
haa the atrei^th to eaxry on aajor cefi^saigna in the north and tha aouth sL-nul* 
tanaoualj.

16-1. Dutien: 

(a) The Foreign Intelligence Branch wiU: 

(1) Secure all classes of pertinent information concerning foreign countries, 
especially that affecting naval and maritime matters, with particular attention 
to the strength, disposition, and probable intentions of foreign naval forces. 

(2) Evaluate the information collected and disseminate as advisable. 

(8) Direct the activities of U. S. Naval Attaches. 

(4) Maintain liaison with Naval Missions. 

(5) Maintain liaison with foreign naval attaches accredited to the United 
States. 

(6) Maintain liaison with other Government Departments for the exchange 
of foreign information. 

(b) The Domestic Intelligence Branch v>iU: 

(1) Secure all classes of pertinent information pertaining to naval and 
maritime matters, with particular attention to potential enemy, enemy agenU 
and sympathizers. 

(2) Evaluate the information collected and disseminate as advisable. 

(3) Maintain liaison with and cooperate with other (Government Departments, 
particularly with the Military Intelligence Division of the Army and with the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation of the Department of Justice In the collection 
and dissemination of such information as will assist in the protection of the 
Naval Establishment against espionage and subversive activities. 

(4) Except as otherwise specifically provided for, prepare security letters, 
instructions on policy, rules, regulations and instructions on Naval informatioD 
to assist the Naval Establishment and Interested Government agencies in safe- 
guarding the general security of Naval classified matter. 

(6) Regulate the visits of foreign Nationals to the United States Naval 
Establishment and to commercial concerns engaged in production for the Navy. 

(6) Maintain liaison with those Government agencies charged with the con- 
trol of travelers, ships and shipping with a view to assisting them In preventing 
the travel of persons engaged in activities inimical to Naval interest; the move- 
ment of ships and shipping harmful to Navy interests ; and sabotage of shipping 
of value to the Navy. 

(7) Maintain cognizance of the general Naval interest in safe and nnobstnicted 
building and production for the Naval Establishment and prepare pertinent 
directives and advisory matter in connection therewith. 

(c) The Public Relations Branch tcill: 

(1) Prepare and present to the Public in cooperation with Bureaus and other 
offices of the Navy Departments, pertinent information not incompatible with 
military secrecy, regarding the United States Navy. 

(2) Maintain for the Press representatives, a point of contact with the 
Navy Department. 

(3) Act on inquiries for information concerning naval matter received from 
the public and the press. 

(d) The Censorship Brmtch will: 

(1) Provide detailed plans and personnel for the censorship of the Inter- 
national radio and cable communications of the general public. 

(2) When national censorship is established, and until the Administrator 
of Public Relations takes ofiSce, conduct censorship of the International radio 
and cable communications of the general public through the agency of the 
Joint Army-Navy Public Relations Committee. 

(8) Prepare regulations for Naval Onsorship of personal comrannlcatlon* 
originating within the Naval Establishment. 

(e) The Historical Branch will: 

(1) Administer the Navy Department Library and Archives. 

(2) Select, index and file the most Important Naval records in such manner 
that they will be available for reference and printing. 

(3) Receive, record, classify and distribute as necessary photographs of cnr- 
rent or potential strategic or historical interest. 
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( 4 ) Prepare for issue to the Naval Establishment necessary instructions 
covering the preparation and disposal of War Diaries. 

(f) The Administration Branch ivill: 

(1) Handle matters of administration for the Division of Naval Intelligence. 

(2) In conjunction with the Bureau of Navigation and with the Naval Re- 
serve Policy Division procure, administer and train Naval Reserve Officers, 
Class I-V(S).

IC (J) Hello, is this Mori? 

(H) Hello, this is Mori. 

(J) lam sorry to have troubled yon. Thank you very much. 

(H) Not at alL 

(J) I received your telegram and was able to grasp the essential points. 
I would like to have your impressions on the conditions you are observing at 
present Are airplanes flying dally? 

(H) Yes, lots of them fly around. 

(J) Are they large planes? 

(H) Yes, they are quite big. 

(J) Are they flying from morning till night? 

(H) Well, not to that extent but last week they were quite active in the 
air. 

(J) I hear there are many sailors there, is that right? 

(H) There aren’t so many now. There were more in the beginning part of 
this year and the ending part of last year. 

(J) Is that so? 

[2] (H) I do not know why this is so, but it appears that there are very 

few sailors here at present. 

(J) Are any Japanese people there holding meeting to discuss US- Japanese 
negotiations being conducted presently? 

(H) No, not particularly. The minds of the Japa- here appear calmer than 
expected. They are getting along harmoniously. 

(J) Don’t the American community look wiUi suspicion on the Japanese? 

(H) Well, we hardly notice any of them looking on us with suspicion. This 
fact is rather unexpected. We are not hated or despised. The soldiers here 
and we get along very well. All races are living in harmony. It appears that 
the people who come here change to feel like the rest of the people here. There 
are some who say odd things, but these are limited to newcomers from the 
mainland, and after staying here from three to six months, they too begin to think 
and feel like the rest of the people in the islands. 

(J) That’s fine. 

(H) Yes, it’s fine, hut we feel a bit amused. 

(J) Has there been any increase in ... ? ... of late? That is, as a result 
of the current tense situation. 

[J] (H) There is nothing which stands out, but the city Is enjoying a war 

building boom. 

(J) What do yon mean by enjoying a war building boom? 

(H) Well, a boom in many fields. Although there is no munitions industry 
here engaged in by the army, civilian workers are building houses for the army 
personnel. Most of the work here is directed towards building houses of various 
sorta There are not enough carpenters, electricians §nd plumbers. Students at 
the High School and University have quit school and are working on these Jobs, 
regardless of the fact that they are unsldlled in this work. 

(J) Are there many big factories there? 

(H) No, there are no factories, but a lot of small buildings of various kinds 
are being constructed. 

(J) Is that so? 

(H) It is said that the population of Honolulu has doubled that of last year. 

(J) How large is the population? 

(H) The population Increase is due to the present infiux of Army and Navy 
personnel and workers from the mainland. 

(J) What is the population? 

(H) About 200,000 to 240,000. Formerly there were about 150,000 people. 

(J) What about night time? 

(H) There seem to be precautionary measures taken. 

(J) What about searchlights? 

(H) Well, not much to talk about. 

[41 (J) Do they put searchlights on when planes fiy about at night? 

(H) No. 

(J) What about the Honolulu newspapers? 
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(H) The comments by the papers are pretty bad. They are opposite to the 
atmosphere pervading the city. I don’t know whether the newspaper is supposed 
to lead the community or not, but they carry headlines pertaining to Japan dally. 
The main articles concern the US-Japanese conferences. 

(J) What kind of impression did Mr. Kurusu make in Hawaii? 

(H) A very good one. Mr. Kurusu understands the American mind, and he 
was very adept at answering queries of the press. 

( J) Are there any Japanese people the^e who are planning to evacuate Hawaii? 

(H) There are almost none wishing to do that. 

f J) What is the climate there now? 

(H) These last few days have been very cold with occasional rainfall, a 
phenomena very rare in Hawaii. Today, the wind is blowing very strongly, a 
very unusual climate. 

(J) Is that so? 

(H) Here is something Interesting. LltvlnolT, the Russian ambassador to the 
United States, arrived here yesterday. I believe he enplaned for the mainland 
today. He made no statements on any problems. 

(J) Did he make any statements concerning the US-^apan question? 

[J] (H) No. Not only did he not say anything regarding the US-Japan 

question, he also did not mention anything pertaining to the Russo^Oerman war. 
It appears he was ordered by his government not to make any statement. 

(J) Well, that means he was very different from Mr. Kurusu. 

(H) Yes. 

( J) What kind of impression did Litvinoff make? 

(H) A very good one here. He impressed the people as being very quiet and 
a gentleman. 

( J) Did he stop at the same hotel as Mr. Kurusu? 

(H) Yes, at the Royal Hawaiian overnight He has already enplaned for 
the mainland. 

( J) Do you know anything about the United States fleet? 

(H) No, I don’t know anything about the fleet Since we try to avoid talking 
about such matters, we do not know much about the fleet. At any rate, the 
fleet here seems small. I don’t all of the fleet has done this, but it seems that 
the fleet has left here. 

( J) Is that so? What kind of flowers are in bloom in Hawaii at present? 

(H) Presently, the flowers in bloom are fewest out of the whole year. How- 
ever, the hibiscus and the poinsettia are in bloom now. 

* ( J) Does not seem to know about poinsettias. He admits he doesn’t know. 

( J) Do you feel any inconvenience there due to the suspension of Importation 
of Japanese goods? 

[d] (H) Yes, we feel the Inconvenience very much. There are no Japanese 

soy, and many other foodstuffs which come from Japan. Although there are 
enough foodstuff^ (Japanese) left in stock to last until February of next year, 
at any rate it is a big inconvenience. 

( J) What do you lack most? 

Since the freese 
order is in force, the merchants who have been dealing in Japanese goods are 
having a hard time.

(H) By the way, here is something interesting about Hawaii. Liquor sells 
very fast due to the boom here. The United States, which twenty years ago 
went under prohibition, is today flooded by liquor. British and French liquors 
are also being sold. The Japanese merchants, whose business came to a stand- 
still due to the suspension of importation of Japanese goods, engage in liquor 
manufacture. The rice from the United States Is used In brewing Japanese 
sake here, and the sake is exported back to the mainland. 

•(H) explains that the Japanese 8 ?ke brewed in Honolulu is called “Takara* 
Masamune”, that a person named Takagisbi was the technical expert in charge 
of the brewing; that said Takagishi is a son-in-law of Grand Chamberlain 
Hyakutake, being married to the latter’s daughter; and that said Takagiahl 
returned recently to Japan on the Talyo Maru. He adds tliat Japanese here and 
the Americans also drink sake. He informs ( J ) that Japanese chrysanthemumi 
are in full bloom here, and that there are no herring-roe for this year’s New Tear 
celebration. 

( J) How many first generation Japanese are there in Hawaii according to lait 
surveys made? 
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[7] (H) About fifty thousand. 

(J) How about the second generation Japanese? 

(H) About 120,000 or 130,000.

PEBSSKT: Oeneral Marshall General Andrevs 

General Strong General Moore 

The Chief of Staff remarked that in goin^ orer the rarious possibilities 
it seems that we may suddenly find Japan and Bussia appear as a team 
operating to hold our ships in the Pacific* If the Trench navy goes to 
Germany and Italy, we will hare a rery serious situation in the South 
Atlantic* Germany may rush the South American situation to a head in a 
few wedcs* 

Are we not forced into a question of reframing our naTal policy, 
that is, purely dafensiTe action in the Pacific, with a main effort on 
the Atlantic side. There is the possibility of raids with resultant 
public reaction* The main effort may he south of Trinidad, with any 
action north thereof purely on the basis of a dlrersion to prerent our 
sending material to south America. This seems to indicate that we are 
reaching a point where we should mobilise the national Guard. 

General Strong stated that the Navy reports that they hare a definite 
infQmation that the Trench fleet has already been turned over to and 
incorporated in the British fleet* (NOTX: Later information from the 
Navy Department indicates that this is questionable.) If this is SO 9 and 
if the next move of the Germanb, possibly through Ireland, results in the 
capitulation of Great Britain proper, the combined Atlantic fleets may 
move to the western hemisphere* In this case,' they must operate from our 
ports as there are no othexs adequate* Trom this point WPD and the Navy 
disagree on action. NPD belieres in defensive operations only in the

A PROCIAMATION 


1 

WlBREASy A proolamation Issued by me on Septaabcf* 8, 1939 » pro- 
claimed that a national eaergency existed In connection alth and to the 
extent necessary for the proper observance, safeguarding and enforcing 
of ths neutrality of the United States and the strengthening of our 
national defense within the limits of peace-time authorisations, and 
that specific directions and authorisations would be given from time 
to time for carrying out these two purposes. 


W3EREAS, The continuation of the conditions set forth in said 
proelamtion of September 8, 1939 now calls for additional measures 
within the limits of peaoe-tlme authorisations, 

WfBRBAS, Under and by virtue of section 1 of title II of the Aot of 
Congress approved Jtma 1$, 1917, ItO Stat* 220 (U.S.C. title $0, sec. 191), 
it is provided ae follows: 

"SECTION 1* Nhsnevor the President by proclamation or Executive 
order declares a national energency to exist by reason of actual or 
threatened war. Insurrection, oor Invasion, or disturbance or threatened 
dlaturbance of the international relations of the United States, the 
Secretary of the Treasury may make, subject to the approval of the Presi- 
dent, rules and regulations governing the anchorage and movnnent of any 
vessel, foreign or donestic, in the territorial waters of the Urfited States, 
may Inspect such vessel at any time, place guards thereon, and, if necessary 
in him opinion in order to secure such vessels from da^aage or injury, or 
to prevent damage or injury to any harbor or waters of the United States, 
or to secure the observance of the ri^ts and obligations of the United 
States, may take, by and with the consent of the President, for such 
puipoees, full possession and control of such vessel and remove therefrom, 
the officers and crew thereof and all other persons not specially authorised 
by him to go or remain on board thereof. 

"Within the territoxy and waters of the Canal Zone the Governor of 
the F^sna Canal, with the approval of tha President, shall exerclsa 
all the powers oonferred by thdLs section on the Secretary of the Treasury." 


AND, WSREAS, It is essential, in order to carry into effect the 
provisions of said Aot, whiob are quoted herein, that the powers conferred

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therein upon the Pz^sldent^ the Seoretarj of the Treasury and the Governor 
of the Penama Canal be' at thie time exerclaed, or available for ezerclNi 
with respect to forei^i and domestic Tesseb. 

MOr, TIERKFORE, I, FRANKLIN D. ROOflBVELT, President of the United 
States of imerloa, by virtue of the posers co^erred upon me by the pro- 
visions of the said Act of Congress quoted herein, do hereby declare the 
oontinuation of the eonditions set forth in my procLeoation of Septober 
1939* and the eixistmioe of a national emergency by reason of threatened 
disturbance of the international relations of the United States. 

AND, I therefore consent to the Mcerolse, with respect to foreiji and 
domeetlc vessels, hy the Secretary of the Treasury and the Oovenior of the 
Panama Canal, of all ths powers conferred bj the provisions of sdd Aot. 

IN WITNESS WRBRBCF, I have hereunto set my hand and caused the eeal 
of the United States to be affixed.
